FIh    Committer  appointee!   at   the  last   meeting  of 
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Presbytery  to  take  into  consideration  the  whole  matter 
of  our  Contingent  Fund,  made  the  following  report 
which,  with  recommedndations  one  and  two,  were 
adopteti : 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  Fall  meeting  of 
Presbytery  to  adjust  the  Contingent  Fund,  beg  leave  to 
report  as  follows: 

The  Treasurer  of  Presbytery  in  behind  a  considerable 
sum  in  the  Contingent  Fund  for  the  year  ending  March 
31,  1915,  on  account  of  the  failure  of  a  number  of  churches 
to  pay  their  apportioiimentH.  The  Trea-surrr  has  never- 
theless paid  to  the  StatcHJ  Clerk  of  the  (Jeneral  AHsenibly 
$40.()0  on  account  of  the  (Jeneral  Asnembly's  A^awment 
for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1915,  and  ban  now  on 
hand  $68.33,  making  a  total  of  $108.33,  which  places 
the  fund  in  a  better  condition  than  it  has  been  for  w)me 
time.  We  would  urge,  however,  that  the  churches  pay 
their  apportintnnmts  overdue  in  order  that  the  year 
beginning  April  1.  1915,  may  start  a  new  era  as  to 
promptness  in  the  handling  of  the  Contingent  Fun<l. 

The  General  As-s^mbly's  Assej«*ment  for  the  year  end- 
ing March  31.  1915,  i.H  $248.80  as  against  $194.04  for 
the  previous  year,  making  a  difference  of  $54.76,  which 
is  not  providtkl  for  in  the  apportionment  of  the  fund  for 
that  year.  Presbytery  is  also  called  upon  for  the  pay- 
ment of  $20.(KJ  to  8yno<l,  which  is  our  part  of  the  cost 
of  the  Alamance  Monumen'      V^'p  therefore  recommend: 

1.  That  a.H.^cH.'^nients  l)e  niaUc  against  the  churches  in 
accordance  with  the  attache<l  shwt  marked  I,  to  provide 
a  fund  for  paying  these  two  items,  (See  Appendix, 
''Extra  Apportionments    account    Contingent    Fund"). 

2.  That  for  the  year  beginning  April  1,  1915  and  c<m- 
tinviing  three  years,  assessments  1m?  made  against  the 
<litTerent  churches  in  accordance  with  attachetl  .«*he€t 
market!  H,  (8ee  Appendix,  Table  "Apjxjrtionment  of 
Presbytery's  Contingent  Fund"). 

We  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  expUuiaiion,  via: 

a.  Our  estimate  of  the  amount  of  the  Contingent 
Fund  for  the  year  l>^nning  .\pril  1,  1915,  is  as  follows:

In  our  total  asises.siiient  against  the  ihurches  for  the 
fund,  we  have  allowed  a  margin  of  apiiroximately  $50.00 
to  provide  f<»r  contingencies. 

b.  We  have  made  an  arbitrary  grouping  of  the 
chUKb^  into  three  classes,  viz:  "A"— to  pay  approx- 
imately 121  cents  per  member;  "B" — to  pay  approximate- 
ly 10  cents  per  member;  and  "C"  to  pay  approximate- 
ly 7  cents  p>er  member.  In  doing  this,  we  usetl  great  care 
and  followed  as  far  as  we  could  the  previous  table  of 
apportionments.  We  thought  it  wise  to  introduce  an 
intermediate  class,  "B",  to  pay  approximately  10  cents 
per  member. 

On  sheet  I  the  estimates  are  based  on  apportionments 
approximately  2  cents,  1 4  cents,  and  1  cent  per  member, 
respectively  for  the  different  cla-sses.

In  connection  with  the  ad<»ption  of  recommendation 
number  one  of  the  above  report.  Rev.  J.  M.  Wells,  D.  1)., 
noted  his  prot^t  against  the  action  of  l*r^byt€ry  ac- 
cepting the  a^^sment  of  Synod  and  am«siiing  the 
churches  to  pay  same;  holding  that  Synod  has  no  con- 
stitutional right  to  a^c^s  the  Presbytery  for  an  indebt- 
ednws  already  incurred,  and  incurre<l  without  con- 
sulting the  Pr^bytcrj'.— (See  Section  976,  Alexander's 
Digest  ) 

The  hour  for  the  special  order  having  armed,  Pres- 
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bytery  took  recess  for  five  minutes,  after  which  a  popular 
meeting  in  the  interest  of  Christian  Education  was  held.

XAHHATIVK  TO  THK  OKNKRAl.  ASSKMBl/i. 

The  Prcjsbytery  of  Wilmington  sul>nuts  to  the  (Jeneral 
A^*«cmbly  to  meet  in  Newport  News,  Va.  May  20.  1915 
the  following  Narrative  touching  her  spiritual  develop- 
ment: 

There  is  nmrh  in  the  work  of  the  past  year  that  is 
eneouraging,  and  for  which  we  record  our  gratitude  to 
the  (Jreat  Heu<l  of  the  Church.  There  is  nnich  also  that 
jihould  elicit  inrreaswl  vigilance  and  activity  on  the  part 
of  pastors  an<l  officers,  and  increased  prayer  for  an  out- 
IKJuring  of  the  Spirit. 

In  the  city  and  towns,  the  attendance  on  the  services 
of  the  sanctuary-  in  uniformly  reported  gfwKl  at  the  morn- 
ing n^^rvice. but  inmost  cases  nmaller  at  the  evening  service. 
In  the  village  and  country  churches,  the  attendance  varies* 
widely  according  to  local  comlitions.  In  this  matter 
there  are  two  caiiscs  for  apprehension:  First,  the  false 
view  prevalent  in  the  towns  that  attetnling  ser\'ice8  once 
a  day  fulfdls  one's  obligation.    Secmd  illingness  to 

I>erinit  the  difficulti«»s  of  distance,  etc.  prcvrnf  attendance 
at  church.  This  hindrance,  however,  is  not  universal, 
for  a  g*M»d  many  country  churches  report  gwxl  and  in- 
creasing attendance. 
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The    question    of    Sabbath    observance   and    Family 
ReUgion  continue  to  caus«.  apprehension.     The  reports 
show  some  improvement  in  Sabbath  observance,  though 
in  the  mai.)ritv  of  cases  this  obr^.-rvanee  appean^  to  t)e 
negative,  rather  than  positive.     It  is  generally  ol>served 
as  far  Jis  resting  from  ordinary  work  and  gouig  to  church 
once  a  day,  but  tlie  private  exercise  of  worship  is  m^glect- 
e<l      There  are  a  few  exceptions  on  both  extremes  to 
this  general  rule.    On  one  side  the  parents  are  faithful  m 
using  the  Sabbath  for  the  religious  in.struction  of  their 
children  at  h.mie  and  ci.gagiug  in  private  worship  them- 
selves.    On  the  other  sidt-  a  goml  many  use  the  day  lor 
recreation  and  pleasure. 

The  reports  sliow  a  decline  in  the  number  of  homes 
where  the  family  altar  is  reared.  Two  or  three  con- 
Kregations  report  one  tenth  of  the  h.>mes  observing 
faniily  worship.  This  is  the  largest  percentage  reported. 
The  others  range  from  one  tenth  down  to  none.  Uuh  ih 
a  matter  up«>n  which  the  greatest  possible  emphasis 
dioiild  be  placed  by  theC  hurch  at  large. 

Thp  training  of  the  children  and  youth  is  IHt  i.h» 
lurgclv  to  the  Sunday  schwls.  While  m  these  schools 
effiru  nt  wnrk  is  done  in  teaching  the  catechisms  and 
IntcrnatKuml  Lessons,  memorinng  the  hcnpturcs  is 
neglected.    This  should  be  given  more  attention  m  the

The  gifts  to  the  supiM>rt  of  the  gospel  show  a  consitier- 
able  falling  off  due  we  Mieve  to  the  hnancial  -trmgcnry 
resulting  from  the  war. 

'llie  most  encouraging  outlook  in  the  boundn  of  the 
Presbyterv.  is  the  clearly  manifested  evangelistic  spirit. 
There  are  special  manifpstations  of  the  Holy  Spirits 
ixiwer  both  in  professions  of  faith  and  by  mcrea-Hcd  w- 
tivity  on  the  part  of  officers  ami  people  m  many  con- 
ereaations.

The  political  and  financial 
unrest  has  turned  the  minds  of  men  t<}  spiritual  things 
and  they  are  at  this  time  peculiarly  responsive  to  the  gos- 
pel. Many  things  seem  to  indicate  that  the  Spirit  is 
manifesting  Hi.s  power  in  a  sjiccjal  way  lliroughout  our 
country,  and  that  this  is  the  set  time  for  our(lo<l  to  visit 
Zion.  W^e  therefore  urge  that  our  ministers  and  churches 
enter  this  mnnmer  into  a  special  evangelistic  cafupaign, 
enlisting,  as  far  as  possible,  every  agency  and  organiza- 
tion of  the  church  in  a  determined  and  united  effort  to 
bring  the  un.saved  to  a  personal  surrender  to  Jesus 
Christ.

We,  the  Committee  on  Systematic  Beneficence,  beg 
to  present  the  folhtwing  report

Ten  churches  gave  nothing  to  licjievolences. 

Seven  churches  have  made  the  every  member  canvass. 

We  would  also  call  I^resbytery's  attention  to  the  fol- 
lowing facts: 

Twenty-five  churches  report  an  increane  in  their  total 
gifts  to  benevolent  causes,  viz:  Black  River,  Bolton, 
Caswell.  Chadbourn.  Chinquepin,  Clarkton,  Currie, 
(Irove,  Hebron,  Hopewell.  Immanuel,  .lacks<mville.  New 
Hc.pe,  Oak  Plains,  Pearsall  Memorial,  Pollwksville, 
Smiths.  Stanford,  Southport.  Sweet  Home,  Teacheys, 
Whiteville.  Wildwoml,  and  Winter  Park. 

That  five  church^,  viz:  Chinquepin,  Clarkton,  St. 
Andrews.  Whiteville,  Wilmington  First,  have  given  to 
benevolent  causes  a  total  that  exceeds  their  apportion- 
ment ;  only  one  chur<'h  has  made  the  envialtle  record  of 
having  paid  in  full  all  of  her  apportionments,  the  church 
of  Whiteville. 

In  view  of  the  present  financial  situation,  there  are  in 
these  facts  .several  very  encouraging  things: 

1.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  the  large  number  of  re- 
ports that  have  C(»me  in,  48  out  of  o7  churches  reporting, 
the  best  record  since  the  present  committee  has  been  in 
existence. 

2.  It  is  encouraging  tc»  note  that  in  spite  of  the  con- 
si<lerable  decrease  in  «>ur  total  gifts  tf>  benevolences,  and 
in  our  gifts  to  Forjcign  Mi-^i<>?t-    tlmt  there  has  been  a 
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small  increase  in  <»ui  gifts  tu  most  of  the  causes,  viz: 
As^mblyV  Homo  MisHionn;  Presl)vlery'H  Home  Mis- 
mons;  C'ousrcgational  Home  Mi.sjskrfTs;  Christian  Educa- 
tion and  Ministerial  Kclief;  Sai>l>ath  School  Kxtcnsion 
and  Publication;  und  liihlc  cause. 

3. — It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  with  the  exception 
of  Assembly's  Home  ^Iissions  and  Synod's  Home  Mis- 
sions, as  a  l*resbytery,  we  have  exceeded  all  our  other 
ap[M)rtionments. 

The  miKst  discouraging  feature  of  these  reports  is  the 
deplorable  indifference  of  our  churches  to  the  every 
member  canvass,  and  in  this  respect  our  Presbytery 
occupies  the  lowest  place  in  the  Sjnod.  Only  seven 
churches  out  of  57  have  made,  this  year,  an  every  mem- 
l>er  canvass  for  benevolences. 

We  feel  that  this  condition  of  affairs  calls  for  careful 
consideration  and  earnest  prayers. 

I. —  We  recommend  that  the  Presbyterial  Report  on 
Systematic  Benehcence  be  adopttHl  and  a  copy  sent  up 
to  the  (teneral  Assembly. 

2. — That  the  following  changes  be  made  in  the  table 
of  ap{K)rtionments:

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RKPORT  OF  PERMANENT  COMMITTEE  ON 
SABBATH  HCHUOUS. 

To  the  Presbytery  of  Wilmington: 

Brethren:  The  nieml)ers  of  our  committee  living  in 
Wihiiingtoii  have  held  several  meetings  in  the  interest  of 
the  .Sabbath  Scliool  W  ork  of  our  Presbytery. 

W^e  have  had  the  direction  of  Rev.  W^.  M.  Shaw,  who 
has  continued,  since  the  Fall  meeting  of  Presbytery,  his 
work  as  Sunday  HchtK)l  missionary.  We  have  received 
monthly  reports  from  hint,  and  commend  his  work.  With 
approval  of  our  committee,  the  Assembly's  Couunittee 
on  .Sabbath  Schools  continued  since  October  1,  1914,  the 
salary  paid  him,  i.  e.,  at  the  rate  of  $5<K).0()  per  year,  but 
this  arrangement  ceased  on  March  HI,  1915.  His  salary 
was  supplemented  by  voluntary  ccmtributions  by  the 
churches  which  he  visited;  our  Committee  a.ssuming  no 
responsil)ility  for  his  salary. 

We  feel  that  we  are  not  in  a  positi<)n  to  make  any 
recommendation  in  reganl  to  the  engagement  of  a  Sun- 
day School  missionary  at  the  present  time. 

Our  Committee  on  Noveml)er  28,  1914,  sent  to  the 
ministers  of  the  Presbytery  a  circular  letter  regarding 
our  Sabbath  School  work,  and  requesting  certain  infor- 
mation.   To  this  we  received  but  one  response. 

We  feel  that  if  we  had  a  small  working  fund  we  could 
use  it  to  good  advantage  in  Sunday  School  extension 
work;  and,  therefore  recommend  that  collections  be 
taken  on  fifth  Sundays  in  our  schools,  as  far  as  practi- 
cable, for  the  use  of  our  Committee. 

We  beg  to  submit  herewith  a  resume  of  the  "Sessional 
Reports  on  Sabbath  Schools,"  made  by  the  churches: 

Number  of  schfMjls,  57;  officers  and  teachers,  443; 
scholars,  3,959;  cradle  roll,  203;  home  department,  1()9; 
total  membership,  4774. 

Cnntrthutinn^. — Fomgn    Missmns,     1426;  Assembly's 
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Home  Missions,  $154;  Synocl's  Home  Missions,  $1.00; 
Presbytery's  Home  Missions,  $:ia.(M);  Congregational 
Home  Missions,  $00.00;  Christian  Education  and  Min- 
isterial Relief,  $'>4.(MJ:  Sahbuth  School  Extension  and 
Publicaticm.  SiaU.lM);  Bible  Cause,  *5.(K);  Orphan's 
Home,  $480.00;  Current  Expenses,  $2,0()3.(K)^-Total, 
$3,415.00. 

We  find  that  practically  all  the  schools  are  under  the 
control  of  the  st^ssi«»n.  Sixteen  schools  report  special 
religious  interest  during  the  year,  aiul  the  number j^f 
scholars  admitted  to  membership  in  the  church  was  177. 
It  would  l>e  well  to  have  the  schools  more  and  more  be- 
come evangelistic  agencies,  and  we  would  be  glad  to 
have  Presbytery  urge  this  suljject  upon  the  officers  and 
teachers.  Pupils  in  28  schools  memorize  the  catechism: 
in  20  the  Bible;  and  in  8  hymns.  We  strongly  urge  a  re- 
newe<l  interest  in  learning  the  catechisms,  for  the  strength- 
ening of  our  Church,  ancl  would  >uggcst  a  more  general 
interest  in  memorizing  passages  of  Scripture  and  the  old 
hymns  of  the  Church.  Thirteen  schools  report  having 
libraries;  twenty-two  state  they  are  open  all  the  year; 
l)Ut  information  on  this  point  is  omitted  in  many  of  the 
reports.  We  find  <'ur  schools,  practically  altogether, 
use  our  own  Sunday  School  publications. 

The  different  departments  are  reported  by  the  schools 
as  follows:  Cradle  Roll  in  10  schools;  Beginners  in  25; 
Primarv  in  32;  Junior  in  30;  Intermediate  in  21;  Senior 
in  26;  organized  Bible  class  in  13;  Home  Department  3; 
Missionary  study  clas.ses  5;  Teachers  training  class,  3; 
Organized  'Teen-age  class,  1. 

It  would  be  well  for  the  schools  to  consider  more 
thoroughly  their  need  of  the  various  subsidiary  depart- 
ments shown  above  in  smaller  numl>ers.

Clarkton,  5;  Wilmington  First  4;  St.  Andrews,  2;  Mt.

Pr^bytery  w*8  aaked  to  act  m  clerk.

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and  road  from  the  Session  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Wihnington  certifying  to  the  fitness  of  Mr. 
W.  C.  Cuiniuing  as  a  candidate  for  the  ministry.  Fol- 
lowing this,  Presbytery  proceetlwi  t..  the  examination 
of  Mr.  Gumming,  Rev.  J.  S.  Crowley  examining  him  on 
ExiwrimentAl  Religion  and  Rev.  J.  M.  Wella,  D.  D.  on 
Motives  for  Seeking  the  Ministrj.  These  examinations 
were  sustained  as  satisfactory,  severally  and  as  a  whole, 
and  Mr.  W.  C.  Ciimming  was  received  under  the  care  of 
Wilmington  Presbytery  as  a  candidate  for  the  ministry. 
He  stated  that  it  was  his  purpose  to  pursue  his  studies 
at  Davidson  College. 

A  certificate,  dismissing  Rev.  J.  W.  Purcell,  D.  D.

Wells,  D.  D.  ««i  riieology,  by  Rev.  J.  S.  Crowley  on 
Church  (Government.  These  examinations  having  l>een 
sustained  as  satisfactory  both  severally  and  as  a  whole, 
Dr.  Purcell  was  received  as  a  meml>er  of  the  Presliytery 
of  Wilmington  with  instruction  that  he  sign  the  usual 
obl%ations  re<|uire<l  by  Presbytery. 

Calls  frf>m  the  Mt.  Olive,  Faison  and  Calypso  churches 
were  presented  a.sking  for  the  pastoral  ser\ice*  of  Dr. 
J.  W.  Purcell.  The  call  from  the  Mt.  Olive  Church  was 
found  in  order  and  plaee<l  in  Dr.  Purcell's  hands  and  the 
privil<^  was  fp»ntcd  him  of  holding  the  same  until  the 
Fall  meeting  of  Presbytery.  The  calls  of  the  Faiscm  and 
Calypto  ehurehra  were  found  not  in  onier,  the  certificate 
required  by  Paragraph  IC^  of  the  Book  of  Chur  ler 

l»eing  lacking.    These  calls  were  retume«i  to  the  churches 
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to  be  completed  and  prestMiteti  at  the  Fall  meeting  of 
Piwbytery  and  Dr.  Purcell  was  directed  to  supply  the 
three  churches  until  the  Fall  meeting  of  Presbytery.

Shive  as  Field  Secretary  of  Davidson  College,  Presbytery

mrve  a  coin|>leto  account  of  moneys  contrihut<Ml  hy  the 
!non»J>crs  <»f  tlM«ir  Mwu^tic^  to  th«^  l)rncvuhM»t  %vt»rk  of  the 
C'liun-h.  and  in  thin-  purpu^c  tturearh  a  high  stainhird 
of  knowle<lfp»  ft««l  giving.  But  we  note  the  mnMl  of  a  full 
co-op<*nition  on  the  |mrt  of  the  women  with  the  Chiirch 
in  order  to  nu^^t  the  |M*rfiM'tion  of  the  Chureh's  phm  of 
finance.  Therefore,  tlie  gifts  for  the  adsaneeruent  of  the 
kingihmi  »>f  iUni  nhouUl  Im>  nmtle.  as  far  as  p<»wihle.  in  the 
envelopes^,  thmugh  the  O'guhir  channels,  and  by  the  or-

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NARRATIVE    TO    THE    GENERAL    ASSEMBLY. 

The  Presbytery  of  Wilmington  submits  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  meet  in  Orlando,  Fla.,  May  18,  1916, 
the  following  Narrative  touching  the  state  of  religion 
in  the  Presbytery. 

The  attejidanoe  upon  the  8er\'icea  of  the  Sanctuary 
seems  to  be  more  and  more  encouraging  in  the  town  and 
city  churches.  These  generally  report  large  congre- 
gations at  the  morning  service  l)ut  not  satisfactory  at 
night.  The  country  churches  present  an  increasing 
problem.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  attendance  is 
reported  as  small,  though  there  are  some  exceptions  to 

this  rule. 

Upon  the  preservation  or  decline  of  the  Family  Altar 
the  majority  of  the  other  Christian  graces  depend.  The 
majority  of  the  churches  report  family  worshij)  a  thing 
of  the  past.  Three  or  four  of  the  churches  report  from 
5  to  lU  per  cent,  of  the  homes  observing  it.  One  church 
reports  20  per  cent,  and  another  50  per  cent. 

The  question  of  Sabbath  Observance  presents  a  grow- 
ing problem  notably  in  the  city  and  town  churches, 
the  many  avenues  for  pleasure  seeking  arc  causing  a 
deadening  s€?n.se  of  the  sanctity  of  the  day.  Even  in 
the  country  the  danger  seems  to  l>e  growing.  In  a  few 
notable  instances  thrn>  are  reports  of  faithful  observance 

of  the  day 

The  Presbytery  thinks  there  is  not  sufficient  emphasis 
placed  upon  the  study  of  the  Catechims  and  Scriptures. 
The  International  I^essons  are  taught  faithfully  but 
these  cannot  take  the  place  of  the  prinuiry  importance 
of  storing  the  minds  of  the  youth  with  the  Scripturen 
themselves  and  the  Catechisms. 

Worldly  conformity  is  reported  m  existing  m  variuus 
degree  in  the  various  churches,  from  almost  none  t-o  a 
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large  extent.     This  condition  shows  no  special    change 
for  the  la.st  several  years. 

The  grace  of  Christian  liberality,  we  believe,  shows 
markeil  advancement.  .V  few  churches  report  their  • 
people  giving  to  the  point  of  considerable  sacrifice.  A 
large  number  report  liberal  contributions,  hut  the  ma- 
jority re|)ort  their  people  as  not  yet  measuring  up  to 
their  ability.  With  the  exception  of  five  or  six  of  the 
larger  churches  of  the  Presbytery,  the  local  exi)enses 
seem  to  l>e  supported  much  more  liberally  than  the  be- 
nevolenc*^. 

The  Presbytery  is  laying  special  emphasis  upon  the 
wfjrk  of  Evangelism.  An  evangelist  is  employed  for 
all  his  time.  Evangelistic  appointments  are  made  for 
nearly  all  the  ministers  of  the  Prosbytery  for  each  half 
year  and  these  are  fruitful  of  go<Kl  rt^ults.  Besides, 
many  of  the  pastors  are  making  special  evangelistic 
efforts  in  territory  contiguous  to  their  charges  and  these 
tof»  are  proving  fruitful  of  results. 

On  the  whole,  while  our  problems  are  large  and  dis- 
eouragements  many,  Wilmington  F*resbytery  believes 
that  she  has  come  to  hnik  with  confidence  to  a  future 
of  continu«»us  growth  and  development  in  the  Christian 
srfxvf*^  and  the  great  work  of  evangcli.sm.

TO  SYNOD. 

To  t^  Prmb^ery  o^  Wilmington  in  Session  at   Whte 
Hall  Church: 
Your  Committee  on  Narrative  to  Synod  has  heard 
the  reports  from  the  pa-stors  and  churches  and  begs 
leave  to  submit  the  following: 

The  churches  generally  have  had  a  marked  increa-se 
in  numbers  and  their  Sabbath  Schools,  and  the  spint 
in  this  department  of  the  work  has  shown  a  healthy 
growth. 

Several  new  schools  have  been  establishcil  since  our 
last  rejwrt. 

Evangelism    has    lieen    the    dominant    note    in    our 
)  Presbytery  this  year  and  its  rising  tide  has  touched 
almost  every  part  of  our  territory. 

The  reports  show  not  only  the  largest  number  of 
additions  on  Confession  of  Faith  in  «)ur  entire  history, 
but  also  the  largest  number  of  additions  on  C  onfension 
of  Faith  i>er  minister  of  all  the  Presbyteries  in  our 
\Hsembly.  With  22  ministers  there  were  573  additions 
on  confession  or  26  for  each  minister. 

The  Young  People's  Work  is  having  a  healthy  growth. 
The  one  thing  that  needs  rorrortion  is  the  grt.wmg  dis- 
position to  diversify  and  multiply  organisations.  We 
would  urge  our  pastors  to  use  their  best  endeavrjr  to 
organi?.e  our  young  people  into  .such  societies  as  have 
the  sanction  of  our  General  Assembly. 
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Conpcrning  the  Sabluvth  uiul  family  reliKion  the  re- 
ports are  almost  silent.  Still  by  this  silence  your  com- 
mittee would  not  infer  that  these  important  matters 
were  wholly  neglected;  hut  we  feel  that  the  growing 
disposition  to  lax  Sabbath  observance  and  the  fallen 
family  altar  should  enlist  our  earnest  and  prayerful 
consideration. 

Judging  fnmi  the  reports  from  churches  and  ministers, 
we  find  a  growing  interest  and  faithfulness  in  the  wor- 
ship of  (iod  with  their  substance  by  our  |ieople.  Assem- 
bly's Plan  of  Systematic  Beneficence  is  gradually  being 
adopted  by  our  churches. 

The  question  of  worldly  conformity  has  not  l)een 
complained  of:  <m  the  other  hand  many  churches  and 
pastors  re|>ort  increa.sing  spiritual  growth  and  activity 
in  many  of  our  memlwrs.  Reviewing  the  different 
phases  and  departments  of  life  and  service  in 
our  churches,  we  feel  that  on  the  whole  the  conditions 
ought  to  give  us  reason  for  thanking  (Iod  and  taking 
renewed  courage.

For  a  number  of  years  the  Every  Meml)er  Canvass 
has  V>een  endorsed  by  Assembly,  Synod  and  all  the  Prw- 
bvteries  of  our  Church  as  the  b^t  and  mw^t  scriptural 
plan  ever  devised  for  Church  finance.     In  so  far  m  the 
vote  of  all  the  representative  bodies  of  our  Church  are 
able  to  make  it,  this  plan  is  a  clear   part  of  the  policy 
of  the  Church,    nor  has   Wilmington  Presbytery  been 
behind  in  recommending  the  plan  to  its  churches  and 
urging  it  upon  them  in  the  strongest  terms  possible. 
Yet  we  are  faced  with  the  extraordinary  fact  that  the 
pa8t(»rs   and    churches   are   generally   disregarding   the 
plan   and   rej*pecte<l   urgings  nf  successive   A.ssembh«t, 
Synods     and    Presbvteries.      Even   churches   receiving 
Home  Mission  aid  from  the  Synod  and  Presbytery  am 
failing  to  try  the  plan  endorsed  by  these  Ixnlies.     \^  hat 
are  we  going  to  do  about  it?    It  is  not  difficult  to  show 
that  the  Every  Member  Canva-ss  is  the  most  efficient 
financial  plan 'for  any  churrh.  and  that  wherever  it  is 
faithfully  worked  the  churches  have  generally  increa.He<l 
their  pastors'  salaries  and  their  oflferings  to  even,-  bene- 
volent   cause.

Rev.  W.  M.  Baker  made  a  report  on  the  Sal)bath 
and  Family  reliRion  which  was  api:rt)ved  and  the  ft)l- 
hiwing  recomniendations  adopt-ed:

Rev.  A.  J.  Howell,  Chairnjan  of  the  Committee  on 
Woman's  W.»rk  read  a  lett^^r  from  Mrs.  Brown,  Pres- 
ident of  Woman's  Presbyteriid  .Xuxiliary,  after 
which  he  made  a  report  showing  that  4.3  Woman's 
Societies  had  reported  t«  Presbytery,  having  a  mem- 
IwTship  hC  1 135,  and  giving  a  total  of  $0577.  to  all  causes, 
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making  an  average  of  $5.K0  fK>r  member,  as  Hgaiiist 
$5.75  last  year.     The  report  was  approved. 

Rev.  T.  P.  Allen  made  the  following  report  on  Sys- 
tematic Beneficienee  which  was  adopted  and  a  ropy 
ordered  ^nt  to  the  General  Aasembly : 

Your  Committee  begs  to  submit  the  following  report 
to  Presbytery: 

That  53  reiMirt  blanks  on  "Statistics  and  Systematic 
Beneficienee"  have  been  submitted.  These  we  have 
carefully  reviewed,  and  herewith  present  a  sumniary 
of  same  on  the  form  provided.  We  note  that  the  gifts 
to  the  eleven  cla^^ies  of  benevolences  total  $1(15,028, 
an  increase  over  the  amount  shown  on  last  year's  sta- 
tistical report  of  $13,080.  This  increase  is  very  grat- 
ifying and  should  be  the  occasion  of  rousing  a  deep 
sense  of  thanksgiving  to  the  Head  of  the  Church.  It 
is  well  to  note  that  no  reports  were  received  from  the 
churches  of  Currie,  Hallsville.  Hebron,  Maple  Hill 
and  Smith's;  and  that  a  large  number  of  the  reports 
received  are  not  by  any  means  complete. 

Your  Committee  notes  also  that  several  of  the  Ses- 
sions have  evidently  failed  to  include  in  thow;  blanks 
the  whale  work  of  their  churches.  May  we  not  call 
the  attention  of  the  sessions  to  the  fact  that  the  report 
headed  "Statisti<s  and  Systematic  Beneficienee"  is 
designed  to  include  not  only  monies  actually  passing 
through  the  hands  of  tlie  church  treasurers,  but  those 
raised  by  the  Sabbath  SchcM^ls  and  Societies  as  well. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  so  ft  ur  churches 

have  atlopted  the  Every  Memljer  Canvass  plan.  We 
report  23  as  having  put  this  plan  into  eflfect ;  l>iit  in 
several  cases  there  is  only  a  partial  acceptance  *►(  this 
thoroughly-tried  antl  practical  canvass.  We  would  re- 
iterate all  that  was  said  on  this  subject  in  Or-  report 
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of  this  committee  at  the  Fall   Meeting  last   Udober; 
and  wouUi  further  urge  upon  the  churches  the  sending 
of  full  delegati(»ns  to   the   Elders  and   Deacons   Con- 
ferences provided  for  by  action  of  Presbytery.

Your  committee  recommends:

At  the  Iwginniug  of  the  week, 
the  })astor  should  have  a  conference  with  earnest  mem- 
Iwrs  for  the  pur{M>sc  of  securing  names  of  those  who 
should  he  Ihe  objects  of  prayer  and  iwrsonal  work; 
and  the  days  following  devoted  to  i>ersonal  evangelism.

Your  Committee  tm  Homo  Mis8ion.s  bepp*  leave  to 
present  the  following  supplemental  report : 

First ,  m  to  church  groupongs  - 

1.  There  has  come  to  us  from  the  churches  of  Mt. 
Olive  and  Calyi^o,  a  re<iuest  asking  that  the  present 
group  l>c  dissolved.

1910  ill    due.      This    with   expenses    for    repairs, 

insurance  and  purcha'^e  of  pianos  makes  a  debt  of  about

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  would  report 
that  an  earnest  effort  was  made  by  us  to  secure  an 
offering  for  this  most  important  cause  during  last  May, 
but  the  list  sent  by  our  Treasurer,  Mr.  Willis  shows 
that  only  27— less  than  half  of  our  58  churches,  have 
sent  a  contribution  to  this  cause  from  April  1st  to  Sept. 
25,  1917.  And  the.se  amounts  are  pitifully  small.  We 
therefore  urge  all  our  churches  to  contribute  to  this 
cause  generously,  specially  in  view  of  increasing  needs 
for  the  work,  enlarging  opportunities  and  greater  cost 
of  conducting  the  work.  We  also  ask  our  churches  to 
send  to  our  Committee  at  Nashville  any  amounts  in 
hand  for  this  cause  and  see  that  the  October  offering 
be  large  and  liberal. 

Rev.  .J.  .^.  Crowley  made  a  report  for  the  Building 
League.  The  report  was  approved  and  Mr.  Crowley 
was  directed  to  pay  over  the  $56.00  now  in  hand  to  the 
Bolton  Church,  for  which  the  last  call  was  made.

6.— Only  two  calls  from  congregations  shall  be  as- 
sisted each  year — one  at  the  Fall  meeting  and  the  other 
at  the  Spring  meeting,  and  we  will  endeavor  at  p^ei^?nt, 
to  give  a  minimum  of  IKKKM)  to  each  call. 

6. — We  recommend  that  the  retpiest  for  aid  from  the 
Willard  church  be  granted  next  and  that  assistance  be 
given  between  this  and  the  Hpring  meeting  of  Pres- 
bytery.

The  Pr^bytery  of  Wilmington  submits  to  the  Synod 
of  North  CaroUna  the  following  Narrative: 

The  free  conversation  on  the  state  of  religion  in  the 
churches  of  the  Presbytery  reveals  several  facte  indicat- 
ing the  condition  of  our  churches,  and  showing. 
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1. — That  there  is  a  wholesome  and  increasing  Evan- 
gelistic spirit  through  out  the  Presbytery.  There  has 
been  during  the  last  six  months  a  very  gratifying  increase 
in  the  membership  of  the  churches  on  profession  of 
faith. 

2. — That  the  question  of  Sabbath  observance  and 
Family  Religion  continues  to  give  the  Presbytery  grave 
concern.  Especially  do  we  deplore  the  very  small  pro- 
portion of  homes  where  there  is  any  family  worship. 

3 — That  there  is  a  considerable  cessation  of  activity 
and  decline  in  interest  in  the  city  and  town  churches 
during  the  Summer  months  due  partly  to  summer 
vacations  of  pastors  and  people. 

4. — That  in  the  matter  of  Stewardship  there  is 
evidence  of  a  constant  but  gradual  development.  A 
few  of  the  country  churches  do  not  seem  to  have  an 
aclequate  sense  of  their  financial  obligations  to  Pr^h 
bytery,  but  on  the  whole  there  is  an  encouraging  advance. 

On  the  whole  Wihnington  Presbytery  feels  that  she 
is  in  the  way  of  larger  growth  and  development  and  that 
God  is  signally  blessing  her.

I'm  sure  we  are  all  aware  of  the  demoralizing  efTect 
a?Kl  the  destroying  influence  of  the  prenent  day  con- 
ditions upon  both  the  sabbath  and  home.  And  we  as 
pa-stors  deplore  these  conditions  from  the  ilepth  of  our 
s(»uls,  ye^  we  seem  practically  fKiwerless  to  counteract 
the.%e  conditions  with  any  degree  of  success. 

We  \^nu1<l  exhort  the  ministers  to  face  cfmditions 
sqtmreli  and  earnestly;  prayerfully  and  continually  lay 
the  faetstiefore  their  people  and  by  every  means  possible 
seek  to  lead  them  to  higher  planes  of  sabbath  observance 
and  a  reconstruction  of  the  family  altar  in  the  home. 
With  this  end  in  view  we  recommend  that  "Mother's

Your  Pennanent  ( Oniiiuttn  un  Syst«aa»tW  l^ne- 
ficence  b^  to  report  that  only  48  reports  froni  churches 
have  l»een  plaa^i  in  its  hands—a  shortage  of  14,  which 
contiition  is  deploral)le.  These  48  churclies  report  total 
benevolent  contributions  during  the  year  just  closed  of 
$120,966.  This  is  a  considerablo  inrnase  over  last  year, 
but  increase  is  accounted  fj>r  in  one  item  -that  of  Pres- 
byterial  Home  Missions,  in  which  account  apr>ears  the 
larger  special  gift?-  that  made  fmssible  the  Church  of  the 
Covenant.  In  some  other  items  there  is  a  decided 
falling  off,  as,  for  example,  in  Foreign  Missionf«,  where 
$18,440  is  reporte<l  as  comparefl  with  $.30,421  last  year.

Our  good 
President,  Rev.  W.  F.  HoUingsworth,  and  his  dear  wife 
have  led  and  guided  the  home  life  and  study  life  and  train- 
ing of  the  pupils  under  their  care  with  marked  ability  and 
success.  The  President  has  more  than  made  good  his  prom- 
ise to  make  the  school  pay  expenses.  He  has  made  marked 
improvements  in  the  curriculum  and  material  equipment 
and  has  put  the  school  upon  a  nine  months  term.  The 
school  has  been  kept  from  any  serious  sickness  or  death  of 
its  students  or  faculty.

Rev.  A.  D.  McClure,  D.  D.,  made  the  following  report  for 
the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions: 

Your  Committee  of  Foreign  Missions  would  report  that 
during  the  past  year  there  was  a  falling  off  in  the  number 
of  churches  contributing  to  this  cause  and  m  the  total  con- 
tributions as  compared  with  former  years  according  to  our 
report  to  the  General  Assembly.  This  was  due  m  part  to 
the  fact  that  some  of  our  churches  were  without  pastors. 
Several  of  these  now  have  pastors  and  we  hope  they  will 
see  that  contributions  are  made  to  this  cause  in  ever^'  church 
having  a  pastor  or  regular  preaching  services.  The  com- 
mittee had  hoped  to  press  the  claims  of  this  cause  for  the 
collection  to  be  taken  in  October  but  the  epidemic  has  made 
this  impossible.  We  hope  that  the  collection  was  taken 
and  that  more  of  our  churches  will  show  this,  and  increase 
contributions. 

Your  committee  was  most  fortunate  in  having  with  us  at 
this  time  one  of  our  most  successful  missionaries,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Geo.  W.  Butler,  who  is  near  to  us  by  reason  of  finding 
his  good  wife  in  one  of  the  churches  of  this  Presbytery  when 
it  was  organized  fifty  years  ago.

a  Hill  D  D.,  of  Favetteville  Presbytery  was  invited  to 
speak  at  the  Spring  m'eeting  on  the  "Organization  of  W  ij^ 
mington  Presbvterv  and  the  Men  Connected  Therewith 
which  he  did  at  this  hour.  Dr.  Hill  spoke  first  of  church 
colonization,  its  manner,  its  motive  and  its  results;  then  of 
some  of  the  ministers  composing  the  new  Presbytery  and 
of  others  who  remained  with  the  mother  Presbytery. 

Rev  J  M  Wells,  D.  D.,  made  a  report  for  the  Historical 
Committee  in  which  he  called  attention  to  the  purpose  and 
plan  of  that  committee,  and  earnestly  urged  pastors  and 
sessions,  where  they  had  not  already  done  so.  to  appoint 
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some  one  to  write  a  historical  sketch  of  their  churches,  era- 
phasizmg  the  value  and  importance  of  this  work.

We  note  with  regret  that  only  69  schools  reported  against 
t5  last  year,  but  we  note  with  gratitude  that  these  schools 
report  a  membership  of  4.636  against  4,111  last  year.  There 
is  an  increase  m  the  gifts  to  the  benevolent  causes  of  more 
than  $1,000.00,  »nd  especially  the  gifts  to  Sabbath  School 
Extension  are  almost  double  what  they  were  last  year.  Last 
year  the  banner  Sunday  School  of  the  State  gave  75  cents 
per  capita;  this  year  at  least  two  of  our  schools  gave  $1.00 
per  capita. 

Note  these  special  causes  put  before  the  Sunday  Schools: 
Synod's  Home  Missions  in  January  and  July  ;  Orphanage 
ev«ry  month ,  Sabbath   School  Extension    on    Rally  Day. 

We  recommend  : 

1.  That  special  attentinn  be  given  to  these  special  oflFcT- 
ings  with  adequate  publicity.

I^vidson  and  the  following  paper  was  adopted: 


Memorial  of  Rev. 


W.  Davidson 


In  Greensboro.  N.  C,  on  February  4,  1919,  Rev.  W.  W. 
Davidson  died  of  paralysis,  at  the  age  of  61  years.  In  the 
Summer  of  lS»lti,  he  had  given  up  the  regular  ministry. 
Since  that  time  he  has  preached  occasionally,  but  could  not 
assume  the  responsibilities  of  a  pastorate,  owing  to  failing 
health. 

Coming  to  our  Presbytery  a  stranger,  only  a  few  years 
ago,  and  being  of  a  modest  and  unobtrusive  temperament, 

he  was  not  well-known  to  many  of  his  mmisterial  brethren  in 
the  Presbytery.  But  as  to  his  ability  and  mental  furnish- 
ings. The  Presbyterian  Standard  bears  this  testimony:  "He 
was  exceptionally  fine  in  scholarship,  having  graduated  at 
Yale  University  with  the  degree  of  Ph.  D. ;  and  it  was  most 
mstructivc  to  hear  him  discuss  the  diflPcrent  branches  of 
philosophy  and  the  biographies  of  the  various  philos- 
(^Niers.  * 

Mter  completing  his  course  at  Yale,  he  served  pastorates 
*u  ~*****^*^"^*'**^  snd  Indiana,  having  been  affiliated  with 
the  Congregational  Church,  before  returning  to  South  Caro- 
hna,  his  native  State ;  and  in  Charlotte,  N.  C,  he  taught  for 
two  years. 

His  last  active  miniaterial  work  was  in  Wilmington  Pres- 
bytery. Bladen  County,  with  his  headquarters  at  Elizabeth- 
town.  Here  within  the  period  of  four  years,  he  served  the 
churches  of  Elizabethtown.  Beth  Car,  Bladenboro.  Brown 
Marsh.  White  Plams,  and  Mt.  Horeb,  besides  having 
preachmg  points  at  a  number  of  school  houses;  and  at  these 
places  his  work  was  blessed  in  the  growth  of  the  churches 
in  membership,  spirituality  and  liberality.  It  was  a  ^ard 
work  requiring  long  and  tiresome  drives  in  hot  and  cold 
weather,  but  with  the  character  of  enduring  hardness  as  a 
good  soldier,  he  measured  up  to  the  requirements  of  the 
field. 

Though  modest  and  unobtrusive  in  questions  of  honest 
difrercnce  of  opinion,  he  was  bold  and  outspoken  in  matters 
of  his  conviction,  fearlessly  rebuking  sin  and  wrong  when- 
ever he  perceived  this  to  exist :  and  on  the  floor  of  Presby- 
tery, he  often  asked  apparently  timerous.  and  to  the  think- 


ing of  some,  irrelevant  questicms,  but  with  a  deep  and 
searching  meaning,  that  tended  to  lay  the  heart  of  the  issue 
bare. 

It  would  not  be  amiss  to  quote  the  language  of  esteem 
of  a  minister  of  another  denomination,  Rev.  J.  M.  Fleming, 
who  was  associated  more  closely  and  constantly  with 
Brother  Davidson,  than  it  was  the  fortune  of  any  of  his 
I'resbyterian  ministerial  brethren  to  be: 

"Mr.  Davidson  was  a  Presbyterian  minister  of  no  mean 
ability.  His  scholarship  was  broad,  and  his  spirituality 
boundless.  He  wan  tender  hearted  and  gentle  as  a  woman. 
Jt  was  his  gentleness  that  made  him  great.  We  stood  side 
by  side  more  than  four  years  He  was  pastor  of  the  Pres- 
b\t'rian  Church,  and  I  of  the  Baptist.  He  was  one  of  the 
1  t  companionable  and  sweet  spirited  men  I  have  ever 
K:."wn  It  was  upliftini;  to  hear  him  sing,  and  like  being 
on  the  mountain  top  where  the  dews  of  heaven  are  distilled, 
to  hear  him  pray." 

\  hile  we  have  been  unable  to  get  the  facts  concerning 

*   '    life  of  Brother  W.  W.  Davidson  and  this  memorial  is 

therefore  inadequate,  as  a  Presbytery  in  which  he  was  a 

[co-worker  with   us  in   the   Master's   Kingdom,   we   record 

(these  testimonies  with  our  imprimatur  upon  them  and  our 

[sincere  esteem  for  our  departed  brother.

Presbytery  met  anl  a  popular  nneting  was  held  in  th^ 
interest  of  Foreign  Missi<ms,  at  which  Rev.  W.  M.  Baker 
presided. 

Rev.  A.  D.  McQure,  D,  D.,  made  the  following  report : 
To  the  Presbytery  in  Spring  Session,  Wilmington  First 
Church.  April  9.  1919: 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  would  report  an 

»*  in  number  of  churches  contributing  over  previous 

ycai!.,  and  increased  interest  among  our  pastors  in  this 

great  cause  so  vital  to  the  interests  of  our  beloved  church 

and  the  cause  of  Christ  committed  to  us.    39  churches  last 
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year  contributed  $18,200,  and  S8  contributed  the  year  just 
closed  a  sum  of  $21,917.  There  was  an  increase  of  contri- 
butions from  all  the  churches  of  the  Assembly  for  this  year 
just  closed  over  last  year.  Last  year  the  amount  was  $670,- 
237.27.  For  the  year  just  closed  $791,440.72  being  an  in- 
crease of  $120,163.46.  No  increase  was  made  in  appropria- 
tion for  a  new  work.  But  still  there  is  a  large  deficit  for 
the  year  which  we  hope  the  large  increase  in  gifts  to  this 
cause  will  soon  wipe  out.  We  call  attention  with  grief  to 
the  death  of  Rev.  Paul  S.  Crane  and  Mrs.  Eugene  Bell  of 
our  Korean  Mission  in  March,  Your  committee  would  ap- 
peal to  all  our  churches,  preachers  and  women's  and  young 
people's  societies  to  give  their  prayers  and  larger  contri- 
butions to  this  cause.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  Grove  Institute — Successor  to 

James  Sprunt  Institute^ — ^To  the  Spring  Meeting  of 

Presbytery  in  the  First  Church,  Wilmington, 

April,  1918 

Brethren : — At  the  Fall  meeting  of  Presbytery  in  Rock- 
fish  Church  Presbytery  authorized  the  Trustees  to  change 
the  name  of  James  Sprunt  to  Grove  Institute  and  we  arc 
now  organized  and  acting  under  the  new  name.  The  ad-' 
dition  of  several  new  trustees,  namely,  Dr.  W^ells  and 
Messrs.  R.  W.  Dunn,  Louis  Hall  and  Dozier  Latta  made  it 
practicable  to  have  a  meeting  of  a  majority  of  our  members 
in  Wilmington  and  we  have  been  meeting  as  necessity  re- 
quires, with  our  President  and  FVmcipal  of  the  school  as 
Secretary,  Of  these  meetings  minutes  have  been  kept 
These  will  show  that  the  property  has  been  kept  insured 
and  some  necessary  improvements  have  been  made.  The 
bonds  of  the  school  issued  in  or  about  1896  have  been  con- 
sidered and  a  plan  to  meet  them  nr  being  now  worked  out. 
We  have  authorized  an  arrangement  whereby  the  cleared 
land  is  being  cultivated  on  the  shares  of  the  farm  products. 
Meantime  the  Trustees  have  accepted  a  plan  proposed  to 
take  part  in  a  general  canvass  of  the  churches  of  Synod  by 
a  committee  employed  by  the  Assembly's  Committee  of 
Christian  Education  whereby  we  can  secure  funds  to  put 
the  property  in  first  class  condition  and  provide  a  fund  to 
aid  needy  girls  to  secure  an  education.  All  this  has  been 
under  difficulties  and  by  the  liberal  help  of  members  of  the 
Board  specially  Messers  Carr  and  Pcarsall  and  Sprunt  to 
whom  thanks  arc  due.

Rev.  J.  M.  Weils  made  a  report  for  the  Trustees  of  David- 
S(m  College,  expressing  gratitude  for  the  recovery  of  Dr. 
Martin,  President  of  the  College,  from  his  recent  illness, 
and  for  the  full  attendance  of  pupils  for  this  term  and  the 
bright  prospects  for  the  future  of  the  institution.  In  this 
report  was  a  plea  for  hearty  support  of  this  great  institution. 
The  report  was  heartily  approved. 

Rev.  J.  M.  Wells.  D  D  ,  made  the  following  report  for 
the  Trustees  of  Peace  Institute  which  was  adopted: 

"Peace  Institute  reports  a  full  attendance,  every  room 
being  taken. 

"In  the  arrangement  for  the  Slate  wjdc  canvass  for  our 
Synod's  schools  and  colleges,  it  has  been  agreed  that  the 
second  $20,000  raised  in  Wilmington  Presbytery  shall  be 
applied  to  the  purchase  of  outstanding  bonds  of  Peace  In- 
stitute ;  said  bonds  to  become  the  property  of  W' ilmington 
Presbytery  and  to  give  said  Presbytery  an  interest  in  th^ 
school  to  the  extent  of  those  bonds  as  compared  to  the  en- 
tire issue  of  bonds  outstanding." 

The  report  on  Ministerial  Support  was  made  by  Rev.  A. 
D.  McClure.  D.  D,,  and  adopted  as  follows: 

Your  agent  of  Ministerial  Support  would  report  that  the 
returns  from  the  churches  are  the  best  we  ever  had.  57 
churches  sent  reports.  Of  these  40  report  having  paid  in 
full.  12  have  paid  more  than  the  amount  promised  a  year 
ago.  Churches  in  the  Burgaw.  Wallace  and  Chiquepin 
Group  have  so  given  and  all  the  churches  in  the  city  of 
Wilmington  have  materially  increased  the  salaries  of  former 
years.  Only  five  churches  have  not  paid  in  full.  Of  these 
two  paid  arrearages  due  a  year  ago  and  promise  to  pay  soon 
■mall  arrearages  now  due.    All  churches  have  shown  de-

Rev.  J.  M.  Wells,  D.  D.,  made  the  following  report  for 
the  Committee  on  Home  Missions  and  as  a  part  of  this  re- 
port Mr.  R.  W,  Dunn  read  the  Treasurer's  report  for  the 
Home  Mission  Committee  which  follows: 

Report  on  Home  Missions,  April  10,  1919 

Your  Committee  on  Home  Missions  begs  leave  to  present 
the  following  report  and  recommendations: 

1.  The  Columbus  County  Group  shall  consist  of  the 
churches  of  Bolton  and  Hallsboro,  and  Tabor,  Boardman 
and  such  other  points  m  the  county  as  it  shall  be  deemed 
wise  to  open  up 

And  the  Synod's  Committee  shall  be  asked  to  five 
1750.00  to  this  work 

2.  The  group  supplied  by  Rev.  J.  S.  Oowley  shall  con- 
sist of  the  churches  of  Topsail,  Acme,  Phoenix  and  such 
other  points  as  the  committee  shall  add. 

That  Presbytery's  Committee  shall  pay  $300.00  toward 
this  work.  And  that  Synod's  Committee  shall  pay  $1^0  00 
toward  this  work. 

3.  The  Cape  I'>ar  Group  ihall  COftttSt  of  the  Elizabeth- 
town,  Beth  Car  and   Brown  Marth  ehltrchet. 

That  Synod's  Committee  shall  be  asked  to  increase  its 
appropriation  from  $240  00  to  $300.00  on  condition  that  the 
churches  raise  $1,8(mi  W  additional,  so  as  to  make  the  salary 

in  the  group  $1,6<>0,(K). 

And  that  Rev  J  O  Mann  be  appointed  as  a  sub-commit- 
tee to  help  the  field  to  secure  a  pastor.

5.  The  Brunswick  Group  shall  consist  of  Southport, 
New  Hope  and  Sweet  Home  churches. 

That  Rev.  J.  W.  Young  shall  continue  to  supply  this 
group. 

That  Synod's  Committee  shall  be  asked  to  pfty  |MO.O0  to 

this  work. 

And  that  we  gratefully  accept  in  return  for  Mr,  Young's 
work  at  Fort  Caswell  ^0.00  per  month  from  the  War  Work 
Council,  for  so  long  a  time  as  the  Council  shall  deem  it  wise 
to  keep  up  that  work, 

6.  The  group  consisting  of  Seven  Springs,  Hebron, 
Smiths,  Stanford  and  Hallsville  shall  be  supplied  by  Rev. 
L.  E.  Weill. 

That  Presbytery's  Committee  shall  pay  $360.00  to  this 
work. 

And  that  the  chairman  of  Home  Missions  shall  be  di- 
rected to  write  to  each  of  these  churches  urging  them  to 
increase  the  sum  they  pay  their  pastor  to  the  extent  of  20 
per  cent. 

7.  The  Seaboard  Group  shall  consist  of  White  Plains, 
Mt.  Horeb,  Elkton,  and  Bladenboro. 

That  Rev.  J.  E.  L.  Winecoff  shall  continue  to  supply  this 
field. 

That  Synod's  Committee  shall  be  asked  to  continue  its  ap- 
propriation of  $360.00  to  this  work. 

And  that  Mr.  W^inecoff  be  asked  to  give  the  Sunday  here- 
tofore given  to  Bethbirei  (now  Phoenix)  Church  to  Mt. 
Horeb,  White  Plains  or  Elkton  Churches. 

8.  The  committee  in  conference  with  the  Session  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  shall  arrange  for  the  supply  of 
the  Delgado  Church. 

9.  Rev.  J.  W.  Purcell,  D,  D.,  shall  continue  to  supply 
Teacheys  Church  for  one  Sunday  in  the  month. 

And  that  the  Committee  of  Presbytery  appropriate 
$180.00  to  supplement  his  salary  for  this  work. 
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10.  Rev.  W.  P.  M.  Curne  shall  continue  to  supply  the 
Willard  Church. 

11.  For  the  extra  Sunday  of  preaching  at  Kenansville 
for  our  girls  at  Grove  Institute  we  recommend  the  con- 
tinued appropriation  of  |1U0.00  to  Rev.  W.  F.  HoUings- 
worth. 

IS.  That  the  committee  be  authorized  in  view  of  the  m- 
•4ieqnate  ^umckX  that  they  are  receiving,  to  pay  to  each  of 
the  men  ai^d  by  Presbytery's  Committee  out  of  the  sur- 
plus in  the  treasury,  an  amount  equal  to  ten  per  cent  of  the 
amount  paid  per  annum  to  their  support  by  said  committee. 

13.  We  would  most  heartily  endorse  the  great  work  done 
by  the  Synod's  Home  Mission  Committee  and  urge  our 
churches  to  raise  the  amount  apportioned  to  them  for  this 
cause. 

14.  We  do  not  feel  that  our  ministera  and  churches  are 
sufficiently  awake  to  the  importance  of  the  work  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly's  Home  Mission  Committee.  We  commend 
this  work  to  all  our  churches,  and  urge  our  ministers  to  keep 
this  cause  before  their  people. 

15.  Our  stronger  churches  are  asked  to  reach  out  into 
the  adjacent  destitute  sections  and  do  a  Congregational 
Home  Mission  work.  Every  such  church  should  be  doing 
some  of  this  work. 

16.  We  deplore  the  fact  that  the  number  of  additions 
on  profession  has  been  smaller  than  usual,  and  urge  upon 
our  Sessions  the  duty  of  more  earnest  personal  evangelism ; 
and  the  importance  of  holding  meetings  in  all  our  churches 
during  the  next  six  months. 

17.  We  recommend  the  following  evangelistic  appoint- 
ments:

jRtv.  P.  L.  Clark  made  the  following  report  on  the  Nar- 
rative which  was  adopted  and  a  copy  ordered  sent  to  the 
General  Assembly : 

To  the  Presbytery  of  Wilmington: 

We  submit  the  following  narrative: 

The  attendance  on  the  regular  services  of  the  sanctuary 
seems  to  be  better  than  usual.  Only  a  few  churches  report 
unsatisfactory  conditions  concerning  this  important  mat- 
ter. Of  course,  much  is  yet  to  be  done,  to  reach  the  goal, 
but  the  outlook  is  encouraging.  The  morning  services  are 
much  more  largely  attended  than  the  evening  services. 
Only  one  notable  exception  to  this  rule  is  reported 

The  questions  of  family  worship  and  Sabbath  observ- 
ance continue  to  give  the  Presbytery  deep  concern  Here 
the  conditions  seem  not  much  changed  since  last  year  f  >nc 
church  reports  88  1-8  per  cent  of  the  families  having  rcgu 
lar  family  worship,  one  reports  S5  per  cent,  another  20  per 
cent,  four  10  per  cent,  one  5  per  cent  and  the  others  report 
none  that  are  known. 
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The  Sabbath  is  uniformly  observed  so  far  as  stopping 
work  ^oes,  but  there  is  evident  a  widespread  lack  of  regard 
for  its  sanctity.  Many  of  the  members  of  the  churches  use 
Sunday  as  a  day  for  v^isiting  the  seashore.  A  large  number 
»pend  the  Sabbath  afternoon  in  riding  for  pleasure  and 
other  forms  of  recreation.  We  feel  that  the  want  of  family 
worship  and  Sabbath  observance  should  arouse  the 
churches  to  earnest  and  importunate  prayer  in  behalf  of 
these  divinely  appointed  institutions. 

WM|  Aj$  lack  of  family  worship  goes  the  neglect  of  pa- 
rratlA  tl^nng  of  children  m  the  home  m  the  study  of  the 
Scriptures  and  catechisms  of  the  church.  This  important 
duty  is  left  in  a  large  measure  to  the  Sunday  Scho<^jls  The 
Presbytery  deplores  this  fact  and  urges  the  pastors  and 
sessions  to  lay  this  peculiar  need  upon  the  minds  and  con- 
sciences of  parents  throughout  the  Presbytery. 

The  grace  of  giving  to  the  work  of  God's  church  seems 
to  be  constantly  improving.  Each  year  for  several  years 
past  has  shown  increased  gifts  This  year  is  no  exception. 
The  gifts  this  year  are  larger  than  ever  before. 

The  Every  Member  Canvass  has  been  made  »n  mort 
churches  than  ever  before  and  the  outlook  is  encouraging. 
To  this  phase  of  the  Lord's  work,  we  look  to  the  future 
with  confidence  and  encouragement. 

The  Presbytery  is  making  an  effort  and  with  Sonne  d^me 
of  success  to  make  the  minimum  salary  of  pastors  fl^OO. 
Most  of  the  pastors  ha%e  been  paid  fully  and  promptly. 
There  are  a  few  exceptions 

In  the  evangelistic  work  of  the  Presbytery  the  thermom- 
eter went  to  a  low  point.  Less  evangelistic  work  and  fewer 
conversions  are  reported  than  have  been  in  many  years. 
This  is  probably  due  to  unsettled  and  disturbing  condi- 
tions brought  about  by  the  war.  The  Presbytery  is  mak- 
ing plans  for  an  aggressive  evangelistic  campaign  during 
the  summer  and  we  are  looking  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvait 
for  his  blessing. 

We  regret  to  note  that  there  is  a  good  deal  of  worldly 
conformity  reported  in  the  various  churches.  This  seems 
to  take  the  form  of  card  placing,  dancing  and  want  of  re- 
gard for  the  sanctity  of  the  Sabbath. 
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Recent  recruits  to  the  Gospel  ministry  have  been  very 
few,  and  practically  no  ctlort  is  reported  on  the  part  of  pas- 
tors and  sessions  to  mfluence  young  men  toward  the  claims 
of  the  ministry.  There  are  of  course  exceptions  to  this  rule 
but  the  majority  of  our.  ministers  have  made  no  etfori  along 
this  line. 

The  Presbytery  has  given  the  matter  special  attention  at 
the  present  meeting  and  we  are  praymg  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  that  he  will  send  forth  more  laborers  into  the 
harvest.

Dodd.  by  her  attorney  in  fact,  N,  P.  Howell,  to  the  said 
Board,  upon  the  written  request  of  the  Session  of  Graves 
Memorial  Church  of  Clinton,  N.  C.  If  sold  the  proceeds 
shall  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  another  lot  m  said  town 
of  Roseboro. 

Rev.  L.  E.  Wells  made  the  following  report  on  the  Bible 
cause  which  was  adopted : 

When  we  recall  that  it  is  impossible  for  a  responsible  in- 
dividual to  please  God  and  be  saved  without  faith  and  that 
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Mvfalg  faith  comcth  by  the  hearing  <»r  reading  God's 
\y<M^.  we  can  the  mcire  easily  begin  to  appreciate  the  ser- 
vice renderefl  by  the  Ainencan  Bible  Society,  one  of  the 
world's  very  greatest  agencies  for  printing  and  putting  into 
the  hands  of  the  people  the  great  Book  of  Books. 

Up  to  three  years  ago  this  society  had  printed  a  total  of 
117,68?  volumes  of  the  Scriptures  and  by  now  the  number 
is  far  larger  with  about  twice  as  many  volumes  issued  irt 
America  m  the  English  and  other  languages  as  it  issues  by 
its  printing  plants  m  foreign  countries. 

For  the  circulation  of  these  volumes  of  the  Word  of  God 
the  society  has  many  agencies  scattered  over  the  world  and 
m  the  Unitetl  States  several,  the  South  Atlantic  agency 
comprising  the  States  of  Virginia.  West  Virginia,  North 
Carolina,  Georgia  and  Florida  This  agency  with  its  Sec- 
retary located  m  Richmond,  \"a,,  is  putting  into  circulation 
in  the  States  named  above,  near  tOO.WK)  volumes  per  year 
in  the  languages  of  our  people— natives  and  foreigners,  at 
the  smallest  cost  to  them— and  m  case  of  inability  to  buy 
on  the  part  of  a  family  that  has  not  the  Scriptures  a  Bible 
is  given. 

The  great  work  of  this  aoeiety  is  supported  in  pirt  br 
many  branches  or  denommatkms  of  the  Christian  Chtircn 
and  »monK  these  is  our  own  Southern  F*resbytenan  Church, 
«  wealthy  missionary  church  but  certainly  not  aiding  this 
great  interdenominational  missionary  agency  as  we  should. 

Therefore  we  recommend  the  r*resbytcrv  request  the  ses- 
sion of  each  of  our  churches  that  has  not  already  a  plan  as 
ipood  or  better  to  appoint  one  of  its  members,  male  or 
female,  to  aid  the  j>aslur  m  arousing  a  greater  interest  in 
thU  great  missionary  agency  and  in  securing  larger  offer- 
ing! for  the  prosecution  nf  its  work.

Rev.  W.  M.  Baker  made  the  following  report  for  the 
Committee  on  Schools  and  Colleges,  which  was  adopted : 

To  the  Preshytcry  of  Wilmington,  April  15,  1919: 

Your   Permanent   Committee   on   Schools   and   Colleges 
asks  to  submit  the  following  report : 
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We  are  conscious  of  the  fact  that  we  are  entering  upon 
a  new  era  in  Christian  education.  Wc  are  conscious  of  thi- 
fact  too  that  the  schools  and  colleges  controlled  by  the 
Christian  Church  are  the  hope  not  only  of  the  church  but 
of  the  Nation  and  the  world.  We  are  painfully  conscious 
of  the  fact  that  our  church  is  not  gi%  ing  and  has  never  given 
anything  like  adequate  support  to  these  institutions  from 
which  she  draws  so  much  of  her  very  life's  blood.  Too 
that  there  never  has  been  a  time  when  this  support  can 
be  so  easily  secured  as  now.    Therefore  we  recommend: 

1,  That  we  heartily  approve  the  proposed  Synodical 
campaign  of  the  Synod's  Executive  Committee  of  Edu- 
cation to  be  conducted  by  our  Assembly's  Field  Secretary 
of  Education,  Rev.  M.  E.  Mclvin,  D.  D..  and  his  colleagues. 
We  approve  the  amounts  fixed  for  this  campaign,  i  e.,  one 
million  dollars.  That  our  churches  and  congregations  be 
opened  to  the  representatives  of  this  campaign  ;  and  that 
we  do  all  in  our  power  to  make  this  movement  a  complete 
success.  We  approve  of  the  schedule  of  proposed  distribu- 
tion of  the  funds  collected,  as  fixed  by  Synod's  Committee 
and  accept  by  the  representatives  of  the  various  institutions 
which  are  as  follows :

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  would  report  that  tl^ 
results  of  the  work  of  ail  our  seven  missions  wer«  h«iter  for 
1918-1919,  the  best  in  numbers  of  »dditioni  to  our  church«s  in 
foreign  fields  and  in  contributions  to  this  c»u»«  from  »1!  th« 
chorches  of  the  Assembly.  The  amount  contributed  was  $792,- 
442.73  against  $670,287.28  for  1917- 191«.  But  the  txpeniea  of  our 
missions  have  been  greatly  increased  from  nec«>»»«ry  and  un- 
avoidable conditions.  So  the  increase  lioes  not  r«ach  the  pre.i- 
ent  needs.  In  this  sute  it  is  a  distinct  dmappomtment  to  say  that 
the  churches  of  our  Presbytery  have  not  increased  their  contri- 
butions. Our  Woman's  Auxiliary  has  increased  its  contributions 
while  our  churches  have  fallen  behind.  In  Ittl?  our  Presbytery 
reported  44  churches  contributing  $30,421.  In  IJ»1«  85*  churche* 
reported  $18,442.  In  1919  52  churches,  121.917.  More  churches 
contributed  but  many  of  our  churches  gave  smaller  amounts  to 
this  cause.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Committee  of  the  (i«n«ral  As- 
■emUy  sent  me  statement  that  up  to  September  1  only  31  of  our 
charencs  had  contributed  to  this  cause  for  this  current  vear  be- 
ginning  in  May,  leaving  34  churches  not  having  conlributeiJ. 

As  the  expenses  of  the  work  increase  it  becomes  increasingly 
important  that  ail  our  churches  contribute  to  this  cause  and  that 
the  churches  give  more  rather  than  leas  as  many  of  our  ilrongtr 
churches  are  doing.  Without  putting  the  namet  of  these  chun  hes 
in  this  report  for  print  your  committ«e  will  f*ad  them  now  and 
M^  that  they  all  contribute  to  this  cau.se  during  this  month  of 
October  and  again  before  the  close  of  this  year,  March  31.  I»i0.

NARRATIVE  TO  SYNOD  FROM  WILMINGTON  PRESBYTKRY 

The  atlendanrf  on  the  riH'ular  .ler^iees  of  the  sanctuary  seems 
to  b«  beHfr  than  usual.  Only  a  few  churches  report  unsatisfac 
tory  conditions  concerning  this  important  matter.  Of  course, 
much  i»  yet  to  be  done  to  Peach  the  goal,  hut  the  out  ook  is  en- 
couraging. The  morning  wrrioss  are  much  more  largeiy  attend**! 
than  the  evening  servicw.  Some  exc«ptMM  to  this  ruk-  are  re 
ported. 

The  qu«ittons  of  family  worship  and  Sabbath  observance  con- 
tinue  to  give  the  Presbytery  deep  concern  Here  the  conditions 
■eem  not  much  changed  since  last  year.  Only  a  few  families  have 
Wgular  worship  in  the  home.  The  Sabbath  is  uniformly  observed 
■o  far  as  stopping  work  goes,  but  there  is  evidently  a  widespread 
lack  of  regard  for  ita  sanctity.  Many  of  the  memlwrs  of  the 
churches  use  Sunday  as  a  day  for  visiting  the  sea.^hore.  A  large 
number  spend  tl»  Sabtmth  afternoon  in  riding  for  pleasure^  and 
other  forms  of  r«cr«ation.  We  feel  that  the  deaecration  of  the 
Sabbath  and  the  decline  in  family  worship  should  arouse  tha 
church  to  earnest  and  importunate  pmyer  in  behalf  of  these  dmnely 
ay9«tolMi  inatttutitms. 
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With  the  lack  of  family  worship  go««  the  neglect  of  parental 
tniBiBf  of  the  children  in  the  honie  in  the  Scriptures  and  cate- 
llllinn  of  the  church.  Thii  important  duty  is  left  m  a  large  meaa- 
on  to  the  Sunday  Schools.  The  Pre»hytery  deploret  this  fact  and 
1irg«*  the  pa»t4)r»  and  session*  to  lay  this  peculiar  need  upon 
the  minds  and  consciences  of  parents  throughout  the  Presby- 
tery. 

The  gracp  of  giving  to  the  work  of  God's  Church  seems  to  be 
eoDStently  improving.  Each  year  for  several  years  pa.nt  ha.s  shown 
inorCMed  gifts.  This,  we  t>elieve.  ia  due  in  a  large  measure  to 
the  Erery-Member  Canvasa  which  has  been  made  in  many  of  the 
churchM. 

The  evanjrelistic  work  done  m  the  Presbytery  for  the  paat  six 
month*  has  brought  forth  gratifying  resulU.  This  is  eapecially 
jnntifying  in  view  of  the  small  number  of  accessions  on  profe».«ion 
of  faith  during  the  year  ending  April  Ist  of  this  year.  Since  that 
time  s  goodly  numlier  have  l>een  received  into  the  churches  on 
profeaaloti  of  faith  and  we  look  to  the  future  with  encouragement.

Presbytery  reconvened  and  after  devotional  eiefXMes, 
Rev.  W.  W.  Morton  read  the  report  for  the  Pettnanent 
Committee  on  the  Sabbath  and  Family  Religion,  which  re- 
port is  as  follows: 
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I  Bfgwnntionand  development  of  religion  in  j^merica  depends 
»•  pnptT  maintenance  uf  the  proper  atmosphere  for  the 
religious  life  The  two  essential.*  to  the  religious  environment 
are  the  Christian  Sabbath  and  the  Christian  Home.  Without  the 
first  the  Church  has  not  the  opportunity  to  reach  people.  With- 
out the  second  it  has  not  the  power  to  greatly  influence  them 
Both  of  these  essentials  are  being  more  and  more  neglected  in 
our  land.  In  the  South,  we  have  not  at  all  reached  the  state  of 
the  continental  Sabbath,  but  the  laws  against  the  open  breach  ni 
the  day  are  fast  becoming  dead  letters  The  tolerance  of  public 
amusements  and  recreations  is  increasing.  The  force  of  those 
who  fight  for  Sunday  ba.$eball,  Sunday  moving  picture  shows  and 
free  use  of  parks  and  amusement  places,  and  the  extension  on 
non-essentials  in  transportation  and  municipal  conveniences  is  be 
coming  more  powerful  and  the  opposition  of  Christian  people 
more  negligible 

In  their  personal  attitude  Christian  people  are  becoming  so  lax 
that  not  only  are  we  ceasing  to  demand  the  recognition  of  the 
day  by  the  state,  but  we  are  coming  to  look  on  it  at  least  a»  a 
quiet   holiday   for   ourselves      This   is   brmging   fatal    results 

For  the  other  even  more  important  matter  we  have  moved  the 
sphere  of  religious  training  and  worship  from  the  home  to  the 
Church  The  training  of  the  children  is  left  to  the  hour  each  week 
in  the  Sabbath  School  and  they  are  not  even  prepared  at  home  for 
the  class  period  there  We  leave  our  worship  ior  the  period  in 
the  Church.  Religion  is  little  taught  and  little  discussed  in  the 
home,  and  oftentimes  the  <mly  touch  of  religion  in  the  home  is 
the  blessing  asked  at  mealtime  From  this  comes  lack  oi  candi- 
dates for  the  ministry,  missionary  work,  and  local  church  duties 
And  worse,  from  this  comes  poverty  of  faith  and  personal  religiou.n 
life.    Wc  recommend  to  each  session 

I.  That  the  necessity  of  both  proper  Sabbath  observaiuc  and 
religioas  life  in  the  home  be  fully  discussed  m  a  meeting  of  the 
setsion  in  the  light  of  Icxal  conditions,  to  be  followed  by  any 
necessary  action  therein  revealed 

2,  That  the  results  of  this  meeting  of  scisioa  be  laid  before  the 
congregation  and  the  importance  and  duty  of  Sabbath  observance 
and  family  worship  stressed.  Pending  action  on  this  report  Rev. 
H.  F  Bcaty,  by  request  preached  an  instructive  sermon  on  family 
religion  useing  as  a  text  Ex.  ao:5-6.

Your  committee  heartily  endorses  the  plan  of 
Presbytery*  Home  Mission  Committee  to  place  a  Sunday  School 
worker  in   the  field. 

We  recommend  that  the  Sabbath  .School  teachers  lav  before  the 
young  people  and  impress  upon  their  hearts,  frequently  the  great 
need  for  Christian  teachers  and  the  opportunities  in  a  life  of  ser- 
vice for  the  Master.

The  committee  un  time  an.i  place  of  tie.xt  meeting  rr- 
ported  that  Acme  and  PolkK  ksville  Churches  had  asked  for 
the  next  meeting  of  Presbvtcrv  }'rf-«hvtery  decided  to 
accept  the  invitation  of  Poflocksvillc,  and  fixed  the  time, 
the  first  Tuesday  in  October,  1920,  at  7 :30  p.  m. 

Rev  H.  L.  Snecd  presented  the  following  narrative  which 
was  adopted  and  a  copy  ordered  sent  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly: 
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Narrativ* 

The  attendance  on  the  regular  services  seems  to  be  only  fair. 
(My  two  churches  report  excellent  attendance.  There  is  much  to 
be  done  if  the  Christian  people  arc  to  heed  the  call,  "Forsake  not 
the  assembling  of  yourselves  together." 

The  family  altar  is  sadly  neglected,  which  is  a  matter  of  deep 
concern  to  the  Church  and  we  would  urge  pastors  and  elders  to 
bring  this  before  their  Churches. 

The  Sabbath  is  generally  observed  in  that  men  refrain  from 
their  ordinary  occupations  but  not  generally  observed  as  a  day 
set  apart  Holy  unto  the  Lord. 

It  is  with  gratitude  that  we  note  that  the  children  are  being 
taught  the  Scriptures  and  Catechism,  both  in  the  home  and  Sun- 
day Schools  of  a  large  number  of  Churches. 

There  seems  to  be  a  marked  increase  in  the  liberality  of  our 
people  for  the  support  of  the  Kingdom  with  their  substance.  This, 
we  believe  is  due  largely  to  the  Progressive  Program  and  Every 
Member  Canvass  plans. 

The  salaries  of  all  pastors  have  been  paid  in  full,  and  in  many 
cases  over  pair,  except  two  churches  in  one  group  have  not  paid 
the  salary  in  full. 

We  have  many  reasons  for  rejoicing  in  that  the  Holy  Spirit  has 
blessed  our  efforts  to  a  large  extent  and  yet  there  is  ground  for 
deep  concern  m  that  we  have  not  enjoyed  to  the  fullest  the  bless- 
ings that  might  have  been  ours  Should  we  not  call  our  people  to 
earnest  prayer  that  God  would  pour  out  of  His  Holy  Spirit  upon 
us  and  give  us  a  great  revival 

Many  churches  ar«*  not  doing  any  evangelistic  work  outside  their 
own  bounds. 

Only  a  few  churches  report  that  special  cHurls  are  being  made 
to  secure  recruits  for  the  Gospel  ministry.  This  should  be  a 
matter  of  great  concern  since  we  need  at  Ira-r  five  hundred  more 
ministers  to  man  the  field  at  present.

Rev.  W.  F.  HoUmgsworth  made  the  following  report  for 
the  Permanent  Committee  on  Christi.-in  Fdiiratinn  and  Min- 
isterial Relief,  which  was  adopted  : 
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This  committee  embraces  the  two  subjects  of  Minisfmal 
catioa  and  Ministerial   Relief.     As   to   Ministerial    Educai  o 
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report  nine  candidates  under  our  care,  four  of  whom  arc  pursuing 
their  course  of  study  at  Davidson,  three  arc  now  at  the  Seminary, 
two  are  providentially  hindered  from  being  m  school  this  year,  but 
who  hope  to  resume  their  studies  at  an  early  date,  and  one  from 
our  bounds  who  is  at  the  Seminary,  but  not  yet  under  the  care  of 
Presbytery  So  we  may  claim  ten  candidates  for  the  ministry. 
Your  chairman  has  recently  heard  directly  from  all  of  these  men 
and  has  had  reports  from  the  faculties  of  Davidson  and  Union 
Theological  Seminary  as  to  their  fall  tei  m  work  With  two  ex- 
ceptions, viz:  Leroy  Burney  and  J.  F  Oark.  at  Davidson,  these  re- 
ports show  good  class  standing.  Only  four  of  these  ten  candidates 
are  asking  and  receiving  aid  from  our  Executive  Committee  Two 
are  Student  Volunteers  for  Foreign  Missions  and  two  or  more 
are  serving  mission  points  while  at  the  Seminary.  In  this  con- 
nection allow  me  to  .say  that  an  adequate  supply  of  Gospel  min- 
isters it  the  one  vital  thing,  humanly  speaking,  for  the  progress  of 
the  Church.  A  well  planned  Progressive  Program  and  elaborate 
machinery  for  financing  aggressive  wo.k  will  all  fall  down  unless 
we  have  ministers  to  supply  our  pulpits  The  following  facts  are 
eloquent  and  suggestive:  In  the  past  ten  years  we  have  made  a 
net  gain  of  302  ministers.  In  the  same  time  5%  churches  were 
organized  and  3j6  dissolved,  making  a  net  gain  of  253  churche;  in 
other  words,  more  than  half  as  many  dissolved  a*  organised  The 
number  of  vacant  churches  last  year  was  730  .^t  least  SfX)  minis 
ters  are  needed  right  now  to  man  the  work  already  in  hand,  at 
home  and  abroad,  and  it  took  us  ten  vcaf,  to  get  an  increase  of 
30a.  Is  it  not  time  that  the  Church  should  he  much  in  supplication 
that  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  would  send  forth  laborers  into  His 
harvest?  Is  it  not  time  that  our  Narratives  from  churches  and 
sessions  should  stop  saying  that  nothing  is  being  done  in  particu- 
lar to  secure  recruits  for  the  Gospel  ministry.' 

As  to  Ministerial  Relief  we  report  three  widows  on  our  roll,  vii: 
Mr».  M.  A.  Hines,  Mrs  L.  E.  McDonald,  and  C.  M.  Munroe.  who 
are  receiving  aid  from  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Committee 
granted  our  request  of  a  year  ago,  and  increased  the  annual  ap- 
propriations from  $150  each  to  $joo  each,  and  «n  January  the  Com 
mittee  sent  each  one  an  extra  appropriation  of  $50  to  help  them 
bear  the  increased  cost  of  livmg  The  Executive  Committee  is 
makmf  splendid  progrcsi  in  the  campaign  for  a  large  endowment 
fund.  No  doubt  you  have  seen  statements  from  Dr  Sweets  in  re- 
gard to  the  gift  of  Mr  C  E  Graham  of  a  splendid  office  building  in 
Jacksonvtlle,  Fla..  for  $700,000.  $mo,ooo  of  which  he  will  give  him- 
**lV..  Prominent  and  expert  business  men  have  pronounced  the 
building  as  well  worth  a  million,  and  will  yield  a  splendid  revenue 
in  rentals  toward  thf  hetter  aid  and  support  of  the  cause  of  Min- 
isterial Relief.

I  hereby,  upon  petitJOT,  aa- 
thoriie  the  changing  of  the  date  for  the  above  called  meeting  of 
Wilmington  Presbyt«ry  from  Mcaiday,  June  21,  1920,  at  2  p.  m. 
to  Tues<lay.  June  22,  1920.  at  10  a.  m.  The  place  of  meeting  and 
the  purposes  are  the  same  as  thoae  spedfled  in  the  call  made  by 
the  Moderator  on  June  10,  1920.

On  motion.  Dr.  J.  M.  Welte  WM  mated  per- 
mission to  be  absent  long  enough  to  conduct  a  fufittrml. 
A  letter  from  Rev.  W.  P.  M.  Currie  was  read,  asking  to 
be  excused  from  attending  this  meeting  The  request 
wa.s  granted. 

The  Presbytery  then  engaged  m  special  prayer  for 
Dr.  J.  W.  Purcell.  D.D.,  our  absent  Moderator,  who  la 
very  ill,  and  the  Acting  Clerk  waj*  requested  to  write 
him  a  letter  conveying  the  sympathy  of  Presbytery  and 
expressing  a  desire  for  his  speedy  recovery. 

Rev.  J.  J.  Murray  being  present,  presented  a  let- 
ter of  dismissal  from  Fayetteville  Presbytery.  After 
being  examined  according  to  the  Book  of  Church  Order, 
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he  was  received  and  his  name  ordered  enrolled  a«  a  nwni- 
ber  of  our  Presbytery.  Presbytery  heartily  endorsed 
the  action  of  the  Home  Mission  Committee  in  securing 
Mr.  Murray  as  Superintendent  of  Home  Missions  and 
Evangelist  of  our  Presbytery  and  invested  him  with  full 
evangelistic  powers. 

Rev.  James  Lapsley  being  present,  presented  a 
certificate  of  dismissal  from  Albemarle  Presbytery  to 
Wilmington  Presbytery,  and,  after  being  examined  ac- 
cording to  the  requirements  of  the  Book  of  Church  Or- 
der, he  was  received  and  his  name  ordered  enrolled  as 
a  member  of  the  Presbytery.  He  wa.s  then  requested  to 
supply  the  Elizabethtown  group  of  churches  until  the 
Fall  Meeting  of  Presbytery,  and  the  .said  churches  were 
requested  to  take  steps  looking  toward  permanent  pas- 
toral relations. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Stork,  with  the  concurrence  of  Chinqua- 
pin and  Beulaville  churches,  asked  that  the  pastoral  re- 
lation existing  between  him  and  said  churches  l>e  dis- 
solved in  order  that  he  might  accept  work  with  the  Mt. 
Gilead  and  other  churches  in  Mecklinburg  Presbyterj-. 
The  request  was  granted  to  take  effect  July  1,  1920.  It 
was  made  the  special  order  of  the  day  for  12  o'clock  m. 
to  hear  a  committee  of  the  Presbyterians  of  Wilming- 
ton and  vicinity  in  regard  to  the  establishment  of  a  Pres- 
bj'terial  School  in  or  near  Wilmington.  Licentiate  G.  R. 
Faw,  of  Lexington  Presby'tery.  Synod  of  Virginia,  stated 
that  he  had  not  r^eived  his  credentials  from  his  Presby- 
tery, hence  he  was  not  received  into  this  Presbytery,  but 
was  requested  to  supply  the  Seven  Springs  group  of 
churches  until  the  Fall  Meeting  of  Presbytery. 

Licentiate  W.  C.  Cumming  and  candidate  B.  C. 
Boney  were  granted  permission  to  labor  without  the 
bounds  of  Presbytery  during  the  summer  months. 

The  Home  Mission  Committee  was  granted  permis- 
sion to  make  any  change  in  the  Chinquapin  and  Seven 
Springs  groups  of  churches  that  may  be  deemed  nec^- 
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sary  and  wise,  after  consulting  with  the  churches.  Mr. 
J.  M.  Harvey,  our  Sunday  School  Missionary,  was  intro- 
duced to  Presbytery. 

The  Committee  on  Sabbath  School  Work  reported  that 
a  number  of  Sunday  School  institutes  were  planned  to 
be  held  in  July  at  advantageous  points  in  the  Presby- 
tery. After  a  discussion  as  how  best  to  finance  these  in- 
stitutes, the  Home  Mission  Committee  was  requested  to 
bear  the  expense  up  to  the  amount  of  fifty  dollars. 

Rev.  J.  M.  Wells.  D.D..  made  the  following  report 
for  the  Trustees  of  Grove  Institute,  which  was  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OP  GROVE  INSTITUTE 

1.  This  report  was  to  have  been  presented  at  the  regular 
meetintc  of  Presbytery,  but  owing  to  the  sudden  and  sad  death 
of  our  beloved  President,  Dr.  A.  D.  McClure,  no  report  was  made. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Welis  was  asked  to  act  as  Temporary  Chairman 
of  our  board  and  to  make  this  report. 

Hon.  J.  O.  Carr  has  b«fn  chosen  by  our  body  as  President  of 
the  board  in  the  place  of  Dr.  McClure.  W«  regret  that  he  is  not 
present  in  the  city  to  present  the  report. 

2.  We  report  to  Presbytery  the  beat  year  in  the  history  of 
the  institution.  Our  total  enrollment  for  the  year  was  137;  74 
of  these  being  boarding  students  and  63  day  studenta. 

The  financial  report  is  excellent.

We  can  not  too  highly  conunend  the  ener^f  and  devotion  «f 
oiur  President  who  hasi  made  this  poiwible. 

S.     Your  board,  tiring  of  having  the  bonds  standing  against 
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the  School  unpaid,  decided  a  year  ago  to  a^  tlM  Mhool  UBdw 
foreclosure  proceedings,  and  from  the  sum  secured  thus  to  pay 
off  the  bonds. 

This  sale  was  made  on  June  2,  1919,  and  the  property  was 
bid  in  by  individual  members  of  this  Board.  These  gentlemen 
generously  agreed  that  the  Presbytery  might  use  the  property  to 
ccHiduct  the  school  during  the  session  just  ck»ed;  and  also  gave 
the  Presbytery  the  right  to  redeem  the  property  at  the  purchaae 
price  at  any  time  up  to  June  2,  1920. 

4.  During  the  year  the  Million  Dollar  Campaign  for  the 
educational  institutions  of  our  Synod  was  planned  and  carried 
out.  Under  the  plans  made  Grove  Institute  was  to  receive  frwn 
the  proceeds  of  the  Campaign  $20,000.  payable  to  the  school  un- 
der a  term  of  years. 

Your  representatives  aided  in  this  campaign  and  gave  to  it 
their  hearty  support.  Its  success  is  now  a  matter  of  history. 
When  your  board  was  notified  that  some  of  this  money  waa 
available  they  took  the  following  action: 

"The  Treasurer  was  directed  to  reimburse  the  school  stu- 
dent fund  to  the  extent  of  at  least  $1,500  for  money  paid  out  for 
permanent  equipment;  and  to  use  what  was  necessary  for  ad**- 
quate  repairs  the  coming  summer,  out  of  Uie  first  money  avail- 
able from  the  Million  Dollar  Fund.  Following  this,  all  funds 
coming  from  the  fund  are  to  be  applied  to  reinJjurse  the  gen- 
tleman who  advanced  $7,500  in  June  to  bid  in  the  property  at  a 
coet  of  $5,000,  (which  was  used  in  payment  of  the  bonds),  and  to 
pay  unsecured  debts  on  the  property  amounting  to  $2,500.  We 
would  sUte  that  about  $3,000  has  been  received  and  applied  as 
directed  above. 

5.  In  May,  1919,  your  board  was  advised  of  the  continued 
decay  of  the  old  buildings,  which  had  reached  such  a  state  of  di- 
lapidation that  they  could  only  be  used  a  few  years  longer  with- 
out very  extensive  repairs  and   improvements. 

A  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to  make  a  careful  ex- 
amination of  the  condition  of  the  property,  and  to  report  back  tc 
the  Trustees. 

From  the  report  of  this  committee  it  became  cl^r  that  very 
large  sums  of  money  must  be  used  in  practically  rebuilding  the 
institution.  In  view  of  this  fact  the  question  of  moving  the  in- 
atitution  to  some  other  locality  was  suggested.  The  following 
resolution  was  adopted: 

"That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Grove  Institute,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  buildings  now  used  by  the  school  are  in  sucn 
a  state  of  disrepair  that  they  must  be  rebuilt,  and  if  the  Institute 
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is  ever  to  be  moved  it  should  be  now,  do  invite  Kenansville  and 
any  and  all  others  towns  and  cities  in  our  Prerf)ytery  to  preaent 
bids  for  the  Ufcation  of  said  Grove  Institute;  said  bids  to  b«  in 
writing,  and  in  the  hands  of  the  board  on  or  before  Apnl  1.  1920, 
it  being  understood  that  the  board  reserves  the  right  to  reject 
any  and  all  bids  for  the  location  of  said  Institute." 

6.  In  answer  to  said  resolutions  very  generous  offers  came 
to  your  board  from  Wallace,  Faison  and  Kenansvillf.  A  com- 
mittee  was  appointed  to  visit  all  these  places.  This  committee 
duly  reported,  lajnng  all  the  facta  before  us  without  recommen- 
dations. In  view  of  the  fact  that  at  least  $100,000  would  be 
needed,  under  present  conditions,  to  build  the  absolutely  neces- 
sary buildings;  and  that  the  generous  offers  of  these  places,  with 
all  other  pmuible  funds  in  sight,  would  not  give  us  even  half  of 
the  money  necesaary,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

"That  the  Secretary  be  authorised  to  notify  Wallace  and 
Faison  that  their  generous  offers  are  appreciated,  but  respectful- 
ly declined." 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Presbytery  to  the  fact 
that  faces  us,  that  the  buildings  now  used  cannot  be  used  for 
more  than  two  or  three  years  more;  and  that  such  as  they  are 
our  school  has  entirely  outgrown  them.  What  we  should  do  we 
would  like  Presbytery  to  tell  us. 

7.  In  this  connection  we  would  call  attention  of  Presbytery 
to  the  fact  that  the  Presbyterians  of  Wilmington  will,  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Presbytery,  offer  to  Presbytery  groun<lB  and  mon- 
ey for  a  girls'  school  for  the  Presbytery. 

As  to  what  effect  this  offer  will  have  on  our  present  school 
we  an  a  board  are  dispt^ed  to  leave  entirely  to  Prert>yt«ry. 
Whether  we  shall  have  two  schools,  one  at  Kenansville  and  one 
at  Wilmington,  or  whether  we  shall  have  one  at  Wilmington,  or 
whether  we   shall  have  one  at  Kenansville,  is   for  Presbytery  to 

•ay. 

8.  We  shall  at  all  eventa  conduct  our  school  at  Kenans- 
ville for  the  commg  year. 

We  shall  endMvor  to  make  the  buildings  safe  and  MRifort- 
able.  We  shall  try  to  furnish  high  grade  teachers,  and  good 
board.  And  we  shall  endeavor  to  give  to  the  gjris  who  come 
that  priceless   thing — a    real    Christian    education. 

Promising  to  nevk  this,  we  ask  for  the  loyal  support  of  th« 
entire   Presbytery.

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The  hour  for  the  special  order  of  the  day  having  ar- 
rived, Mr.  Holmes  Davis,  Chairman  of  a  Committee  of 
Presbyterians  of  Wilmington  and  Vicinity,  made  an  of- 
fer  to  establish  a  school  for  girls  near  Wilmington.  Af- 
ter a  lengthy  discussion  this  generous  offer  was  grate- 
fully and  unanimously  accepted  by  Presbytery  and  ia  as 
follows : 

The  Committee  Representing  the  Presbyterians  of  Wllming- 
ton  and  Vicinity,  would  beg  leave  to  present  to  Wilmington  Pr«H 
bytery  the   following  offer: 

We  have  offered  to  us,  and  offer  to  you,  for  the  location  of  a 
Pred»yterial  School,  a  tract  of  land  amounting  to  twenty-four 
acres,  more  or  less,  situated  on  the  trolley  line  from  Wilmmglon 
U>  Wrightsville  and  adjacent  to  and  including  a  part  of  the  beau- 
tiful addition  of  Oleander,  said  tract  be^ng  worth  about  MO.OOO.- 
00;  and  also  the  sum  of  $100,000.00  in  horm  /W«  subscriptions. 

We  anticipate  no  difficulty  in  securing  other  su^criptiona 
here  in  Wilmington  amounting  to  at  least  $100,000.00. 

If  our  offer  is  accepted,  we  make  the  following  requeat  of 
Wilmington    Presbjrtery: 

lit.  That  said  Presbytery  eeUblish  a  Preabyterial  Hich 
Seltool  or  Junior  College  for  girls  to  be  located  on  the  site  men- 
tieaad.

Your  Committee  of  Home  Missions,  in  presentinir  this  report, 
desires  first  of  all  to  express  its  gratitude  to  our  Lord  for  Hii 
rich  blessing  upon  our  Presbytery's  work  during  the  past  year. 
There  were  added  to  the  Presbytery  by  profession  389,  and  by 
letter  282,  making  a  total  of  671  additions.  And  in  practically 
every  one  of  our  groups  the  blessing  of  God  has  rested  upon  our 
labors. 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  Whiteville,  Bolton  and  Hallaboro  shall  be  grouped 
together.  That  the  committee  shall  continue  its  efforts  to  secure 
a  pastor  for  the  group.  And  that  the  committee  make  such  ap- 
propriation from  its  funds  in  aid  of  the  group,  as  m»y  be  neces- 
sary to  secure  a  suitable  pastor. 

2.  That  Elixabethtown,  Beth  C^r  and  Brown  Marsh  shall 
constitute  a  group.  That  Rev.  James  Lapsley  shall  supply  this 
group.  And  that  Synod's  Conunittee  shall  be  asked  to  continue 
its  appropriation  to  the  group  at  the  rate  of  $300.00  per  year. 

3.  That  Pearsall  Memorial  and  Topsail  Churches  shall  be 
grouped  together.  That  Rev.  J,  S.  Crowley,  the  pastor  of  Pear- 
sall Memorial  Church,  shall  serve  this  group,  and  that  Presby- 
tery's  Committee   appropriate   $300.00   toward   this   work. 

4.  That  Acme,  Phoenix  and  some  other  church  to  be  named 
by  the  conunittee  shall  form  a  group.  That  the  mission  points  at 
East  Arcadia,  Leland  and  Brunswick  Creasing  shall  be  served 
from  this  group.  That  a  supply  be  secured  as  soon  as  ptmsible 
for  the  work.  And  that  Presbytery's  Committee  appropriate 
$300.00  toward  this  work. 

5.  That    Pollocksville,   Jacksonville,   Croatan    and    WildwooU 
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shall  continue  as  a  group.  That  Rev.  J.  R.  Phipps  .shall  serve 
this  group.  And  that  Presbytery's  Committee  shall  appropriate 
liSO.OO  toward  the  support  of  this  work. 

6.  That  Southport,  New  Hope  and  Sweet  Home  shall  make 
up  a  group.  That  Rev.  J.  W.  Young  shall  serve  this  group.  That 
Synod's  Committee  shall  be  asked  to  continue  its  appropriation  of 
$720.00  to  this  work.  And  that  the  War  Work  Council  be  re- 
quested to  continue  its  help,  because  of  work  at  Fort  Caswell,  un- 
til April  1.  1921. 

7.  That  Seven  Springs,  H^nm,  Smiths  and  Pink  Hill  shall 
continue  as  a  grtrap.  That  Rev.  Geo.  R.  Faw  shall  continue  to 
supply  this  group.  And  that  Synod's  Committee  be  asked  to  con- 
tinue its  appropriation  of  $900.00  to  this  work. 

8.  That  White  Plains,  Mt.  Horeb,  Elkton  and  Bladenboro 
shall  continue  to  constitute  a  group.  That  Rev.  J.  E.  L.  WinecoflT 
shall  supply  this  group.  And  that  Synod's  Committee  be  asked 
to  continue  Its  appropriation  of  $480.00  to  this  work. 

9.  That  Warsaw,  Bowden.  Stanford.  Grove,  Oak  Plains  and 
Rallsville  be  consulted  as  to  the  b«t  grouping  of  these  and  pos- 
sibly other  contiguous  churches  into  two  groups.  That  from 
them  two  groups  be  formed.  And  that  Prwibytery's  committee 
be  authorised  to  aid  the  weaker  group  as  far  as  necessary  up  to 
$800.00. 

10.  That  Chinquapin.  Beuiahville  and  Maple  Hill  shall  con- 
stitute a  group.  That  a  pastor  for  this  group  be  secured  as 
soon  as  possible.  That  our  committee  be  authorized  to  appro- 
priate $300.(»  to  this  group  if  necessary. 

11.  That  Presbyterj'  express  its  appreciation  of  the  action 
of  the  Church  of  the  Covenant  in  assuming  the  support  of  the 
work  at  Delgado.  That  the  S«ision  of  the  Church  of  the  Cove- 
nant be  asked  to  aid. and  counsel  the  Session  of  Delgado  Church, 
so  far  as  the  latter  Session  may  need  and  desire  help.  And  that 
Rrr.  P.  W.  Dufioee  shall  supply  this  church. 

12.  That  Rev.  J.  W.  Purcell.  D.D.,  continue  to  supply  the 
Teachey's  Church;  and  Presbytery's  Committee  to  give  $270.00 
to  supplement  his  salary  for  this  woric. 

13.  That  this  committee  be  authorized  to  confer  with  th*" 
Willard  Church  as  to  the  grouping  and  supply  of  that  chorch. 

14.  That  Presbytery's  Committee  be  authorised  to  continue 
to  pay  $50.00  per  ntonth  on  the  salary  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Harvey,  our 
Sunday  School  worker,  until  the  Spring  Meeting  of  PrraAytery. 

l.'i.  That  Presbytery's  Commattee  be  suthoriied  to  pay  $100.- 
00  per  month  on  the  salary  of  our  Superintendent  of  Home  Mis- 
sions, Rev.  J.  J.  Murray.     And  that  Synod's  Committee  be  re- 
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quested  to  continue  its  payment  of  $100.00  per  month  on  his  sal- 
ary. 

16.  We  would  gratefully  acknowledge  the  aid  of  Synod's 
Cwnmittee  in  carrying  on  our  work;  and  would  urge  our  church- 
es to  raise  their  quota  for  this  great  cause. 

17.  Our  churches  are  requested  to  give  the  Assembly's 
Home  Missions  a  larger  place  in  their  interest  and  gifts.  This 
work  has  as  distinctive  a  character  and  <teflnite  a  mission  as  For- 
eign Missions;  and  the  greatness  of  the  task  calls  us  to  corre- 
sponding inten-st  and  effort. 

A  larger  building  fund  is  n^edwi  to  meet  the  demands  of  this 
work.  Home  Mission  Week  AbkSA  be  observed  by  all  our 
churches. 

We  herewith  submit  the  report  of  our  Treasurer,  Mr.  R.  W. 
Dunn.  We  regret  that  his  removal  from  our  Presbytery  ha-^ 
eaoaad  his  resignation;  and  desire  to  place  on  record  our  appre- 
eUittott  of  his. most  valuable  and  efficient  services,   (Sec  R«port.)

The  overture  from  the  Synodical  proposes  a  plan  of  co-ordi- 
nation of  all  our  Young  People's  work.  The  name  prop<Mied  is  the 
Young  Peoples  League  and  provision  is  made  for  a  graded 
scheme  of  local,  Presbyterial  and  Synodical  organizations,  each 
having  regular  stated  meetings  and  conferences.  These  organi- 
satimis  are  to  be  rwponsible  to  Preabyterj-  and  Synod  and  are 
to  be  directed  by  a  Board  to  be  appointed  by  the  Church  courts 
and  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

Your  comniittee,  while  commending  very  highly  the  spirit  of 
the  overture  and  tiie  work  of  the  Young  People's  Conference,  con- 
ducted as  at  present,  recommends  a  n^ative  answer  to  the  over- 
ture for  the  followinjf  reasons: 

1.  The  proposed  league  creates  an  elaborate  piece  of  ma- 
chinery for  which  your  committee  aees  no  real  need.  The  existing 
Young  Peoples  societies  are  mainly  of  two  types:  first — the 
Girls'  Missionary  societies  and  second—the  Christian  Endeavo- 
societies.  The  Girls'  Missionary  societies  already  report  through 
and  are  represented  in  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  The  Christian 
Endeavor  societies  have  well  co-ordinated  local,  district,  sUte 
asd  national  oi^ranixations  and  conferences.  In  addition  than 
■odcties  report  to  and  are  under  the  control  of  the  church  ccmfts. 
Therefore  there  is  really  no  need  for  such  an  additional  elabo- 
rate machinery  as  this   proposed   Young   People's    League. 

2.  Your  committee  also  believes  that  the  creation  of  the  pro- 
posal LesfiM  would  discourage  the  growth  of  Ute  Christian  En- 
(toavor  work  in  our  church.  Our  General  Assembly  has  endorsed 
the  Christian  Endeavor  society  and  giwti  this  society  its  official 
recognition  as  a  part  of  the  life  of  our  church.  Christian  En- 
dMvor  w<M-k  in  Mir  church  has  in  recent  years  ^veloped  a  body 
ftf  mthusiastic  boys  and  jrirls  whoae  activiti«i  f^-^  the  hiffhrnt 
hopM  to  those  interwted  in  our  young  p«^l«.

IN  MEMORIAM 

In  the  y«ir  18»i.  St.  Andrew*  Presbyterian  Church  of  Wil- 
nongton  Pr«*yt«ry  was  in  need  of  a  pastor.  The  attention  of 
tiM  church  was  called  to  Rev.  Alexander  D.  McClare.  the  pastor 
of  the  Maryland  Avenue  Church  of  Baltimore,  Md.  We  leam«i 
of  kis  paat    He  was  a  native  of  Tennwsee.    His  father  had  been 
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a  godly  physician,  a  lieutenant  colonel  in  the  Confederate  Army 
and  a  man  of  influence  and  standing  in  his  county.  His  mother 
wms  of  one  of  the  best  families  of  middle  Tennessee.  He  had 
been  reared  in  a  consecrated  Christian  home  and  brought  up  in 
the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord.  He  had  been  educated 
at  Princeton  College.  His  Theological  training  had  been  at 
I'rinceton  Seminary.  He  had  htfld  charges  at  Oxford,  Miss., 
Bardstown,  Ky.,  Louisville,  Ky.,  before  going  to  Baltimore.  His 
work  had  been  richly  blessed  in  each  pa.storate  and  the  churches 
that  he  served   had  grown   in  strength  and  numbers. 

And  so  after  a  com/Jiittee  had  visited  his  field  of  labor,  and 
very  careful  and  prayerful  consideration  had  been  given  to  the 
matter,  he  was  extendi  a  unanimous  call  by  St.  Andrews  Church 
and  came  to  this  Presbytery  in  the  early  summer  of  189L 

The  man  who  came  was  above  the  average  height,  of  rugged, 
kindly  face,  of  keen  eye  and  of  very  attractive  personality.  He 
foundr  when  he  came  to  the  church  a  membership  of  226,  with 
four  Elders  and  eleven  Deacons.  The  church  had  the  year  before 
received  eighteen  members  into  its  communion,  and  collected  for 
all  purposes  the  sum  of  $4,04 L 

He  found  a  weak  and  struggling  Home  Mission  Presbytery. 
He  at  once  entered  heartily  into  the  work  of  the  church  and 
Pr^bytery.  He  preached  with  force  and  tireless  energy.  He 
presche<J  the  Word  as  one  who  knew  and  loved  and  studied  it.  He 
held  up  Christ  before  his  hearers.  His  central  purpose  was  to 
lead  souls  to  Christ.  His  longing  was  that  through  his  preach- 
ing Christ  might  be  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  his  hearers  as  their 
helper  here,  and  as  their  hope  of  glory  hereafter,  He  wrought 
as  a  pastor  with  untiring  devotion.  His  treniendous  pastoral 
labors  were  the  wonder  and  envy  of  his  cdleagues.  The  whole 
town  saw  and  felt  his  presence.  The  sick  welcomed  him  gladly 
to  the  aick  room.  The  hospital  was  constantly  blessed  by  his 
coming.  The  sailors  in  port  found  him  a  friend  and  helper.  The 
fallen  wen'  lifted  by  him  and  their  feet  planted  again  in  the  path 
of  duty  and  honor.  He  visited  6hose  m  prison  and  praye<i  with 
thefrt.  The  poor  were  helped  by  him  in  a  way  to  lift  and  not  to 
pauperise. 

He  wwnrmd  faithfully  aa  a  Pi^byter.  As  Chairman  of  the 
CMMBfltoe  of  H<»ne  Mtmions,  as  Examiner  in  Theok^y,  an  mem- 
ber of  many  a  comntission  to  nettle  delicate  and  trying  matters, 
he  did  yoeman  service.  His  influence  continually  widened.  The 
entire  city  l«im«l  to  know  and  trust  and  love  him.  Through  the 
whole  Presbytery  his  godly  influenoe  and  loving  personality  radi- 
ated. And  then  suddenly,  after  twenty-nine  years  of  faithful  ser- 
vice, ttie  call  came  t«.  go  up  higher.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOME  MISSION  COMMITTEE  TO 
WILMINGTON   PRKSRYTFRY: 

Your  Committee  on  Home  Mi»sJons  vkuuld  respectfully  pre- 
sent the  following  report.  Wt  aw  fraieful  for  God's  rich  bless- 
ing upon  the  work  for  the  y«ir  that  is  part.  While  we  have  not 
the  exact  figures  as  to  additmns  for  the  ywir,  we  find  from  the 
reports  in  hand,  that  the  Spirit  of  Gwl  has  been  present  with  u«^ 
and  has  richly  blessed  the  preaching  of  the  Word. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  Whiteville  group  has  secured 
a  pastor,  Rev.  C.  O.  Pardo,  who  has  taken  h<^d  of  the  work  with 
energy.  The  church  at  Lake  Waccamaw  is  to  b«  organised  on  the 
fourth  Sunday  of  this  m<»»th;  at  which  time  the  Hallsboro 
Church  will  be  dissolved.  Interest  in  the  work  has  increased  and 
we  look  for  good  growth  and  progTtaa  here. 

In  the  Elirabethtown  group  a  new  church  has  been  organbted 
at  Glengarry  with  21  m«db«l,  S  wMmn  and  2  deacons.  The  com- 
mittee has  increased  Um  atteWacy  «*  ^*  pastor's  work  by  fur- 
nishing him  a  car;  and  the  people  are  arranging  to  secure  a 
mtonse  as  soon  as  normal  conditiMis  prevail   again. 

In  addition  to  his  reyular  paatorate  at  Pearsall  Memorial 
and  Topsail,  Rev.  J.  S.  Crowley  haa  kindly  supplied  Acme  and 
Phoenix  for  the  committee. 

In  the  Southport  fWld  the  manae  is  Rearing  cwnpletion.  Rev. 
J.  W.  Young  has  worked  faithfully  to  teoire  this  much-needed 
house. 

In  the  Seven  Springs  group  Rev.  Geo.  R.  Faw  has  organiied 
two  new  Sunday  Schools.  The  ecwnmittee  has  provided  him  a 
car  to  enable  him  to  overc^Mne  the  great  distance  in  his  work. 


Church  buildings  are  badly  needed  at  Pink  Hill  and  Smiths 
Churches.  The  chapel  at  Hine's  School  House  in  the  Seaboard 
group  is  about  completed. 

We  are  lo<Aing  for  the  new  pastor  of  the  Grove  group.  Rev. 
Geo.  W.  Oldham,  at  an  early  date.  Grove  Church  has  purchased 
the  life  esUte  held  by  another,  and  thus  secured  at  once  the  use 
of  the  manse  bequeathed  to  them  8<Mne  years  ago. 

The  outlook  for  our  work  of  Home  Missions  is  bright  indeed, 
if  we  can  secure  the  needed  men  and  money  for  the  work.  We 
urge  all  our  churches  to  follow  their  gifU  with  their  prayerm. 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  Presbytery  appropriate  $150  to  aid  the  group  con- 
sisting  of  Whiteville^  Bolton  and  Lake  Waccamaw  in  the  support 
of  its  pastor,  Rev.  C.  O.  Pardo;  it  being  understood  that  this  is 
to  aid  the  Bolton  Church  of  this  group. 

2.  That  Presbytery  ask  Synod's  Comonittee  of  Home  Mis- 
sions to  continue  its  appropriation  of  $300,  to  aid  the  group 
consisting  of  Elizabethtown,  Brown  Marsh,  Beth  Car  and  Glen- 
garry Churches,  in  the  support  of  its  pastor.  Rev.  James  Lapsley. 

3.  That  Preabytery  appropriate  up  to  $400,  to  aid  the  group 
consisting  of  Pearsall  Memorial  and  Topsail  Churches  in  the 
support  of  its  pastor.

4.  That  Acme  and  Phoenix  be  grouped  with  Winter  Park, 
and  that  Presbytery  appropriate  $180  to  help  them  pay  their 
part  of  the  salary  of  the  pastor  to  be  secured. 

5.  That  authority  be  given  to  secure  the  aervioM  of  Licen- 
tiate W.  C.  Gumming  to  supply  the  group  during  the  mmm». 

5.  That  Presbytery  appropriate  $620  to  aid  the  group  con- 
sisting of  Pollocksville,  Jacksonville,  CroaUn  and  Wlldwood 
Churchei,  in  the  support  of  iU  pastor.  Rev.  J.  R.  Phippa. 

6.  That  we  request  Synod's  Committee  to  continue  the  ap- 
propriation of  $720  to  the  group  consisting  of  Southport,  N«w 
Hope  and  Sweet  Home  Churches  to  aid  in  the  support  o€  t^att 
pastor.  Rev.  J.  W.  Young. 

As  the  $20  per  month  from  the  War  Work  Council  eeaaea 
April  Ul.  we  ask  that  authority  be  given  to  your  committee  to 
pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  that  aitvcmnt  for  the  rental  of  a  manM 
until  the  new  manse  be  occupted;  such  authority,  howeirer,  n<^ 
to  be  for  a  longer  term  than  three  awnihs.

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REPORT  OF  BUILDING  LEAGUE 

Tht  Building  League  of  Wilmington  Presbytery  submits  the 
following  report  for  the  year  1920-1921:  The  clewing  year  ha» 
been  the  most  successful  year  in  the  history  of  our  League.  It 
is  slowly  but  surely  winning  its  way  into  the  liberality  of  our 
people.  The  needed  but  much  neglected  work  is  comn%andmg  their 
interest  more  and  more.  They  are  realiiing  that  to  aecure  suit- 
able pastors  for  our  Home  Mission  groups  of  churches,  we  must 
have  homes  for  them. 

We  had  150  members,  the  largest  membership  ever  enrolled. 
That  gives  us  a  fund  of  |300,  and  that  is  in  the  bank  now.  We 
are  strtving  for  250  members  this  year,  and  there  is  a  definite 
need  for  the  fund  that  will  give  us.  Our  Superintendent  of  Home 
•Missions  is  organizing  churches  in  our  Presbytery  now,  and  these 
groups  of  workers  will  need  church  buildings.  Some  of  them  will 
not  be  able  to  build  alone,  and  we  must  help  them. 

Membership  in  the  League  is  two  dollars  per  year.  A  small 
amount  from  each  one.  but  will  do  a  tremendous  work  when 
enough  of  us  become  interested  in  this  work.  The  pastors  are 
not  showing  the  interest  and  activity  in  this  work  they  shield  do, 
and  it  makes  it  harder  on  your  committee  to  arouse  interest  in 
the  work  among  the  churches.  Give  us  your  hearty  support  thin 
year.

Presbytery  met  and  proceeded  with  the  examiiifttions 
of  candidates  C.  W.  Worth.  Jr.,  and  Norman  P.  Farrior. 

It  was  ordered  by  Presbytery  that  if  these  candidates 
have  College  Diplomas  that  these  Diplomas  be  accepted 
in  lieu  of  an  examination  on  the  academic  studies  re- 
quired of  the  candidates.  They  were  then  examined  on 
Experimental  Religion,  Theology,  Church  Government, 
Ecclesiastical  History  and  the  Sacraments  and  the  exam- 
ination on  these  several  subjects  was  sustained  as  satis- 
factory. 

Taking  up  the  order  of  the  day,  the  following  per- 
sons were  nominated  for  Commissioners  to  the  General 
Assembly:  Ministers — D.  T.  Caldwell,  W.  \V.  Morton, 
J  M  Wells,  D.D.,  and  W.  F.  Hollingaworth ;  Ruling  El- 
— H.  E.  Faison.  J.  M.  Taylor,  R.  C.  Carson  and  G. 
B.  I).  Parker. 
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In  the  absence  of  Mr.  P.  Pearsall,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Grove  Institute,  Dr.  J.  M.  Wells 
made  the  report  for  the  Board,  stating  that  the  Grove 
Institute  would  continue  until  such  time  as  the  larger 
school  in  Wilmington  would  be  ready  for  work.  Pend- 
ing action  on  this  report.  Rev.  W.  F.  Hollingsw^orth  was 
heard  in  regard  to  the  school.  He  stated  that  the  gen- 
eral prospects  of  the  Institute  were  good,  and  that  the 
institution  had  been  taxed  beyond  its  limits  this  year.  The 
report  was  received  as  information. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Goodman  made  a  report  for  the  Trustees 
of  Peace  Institute,  showing  that  the  Institution  continues 
to  grow  in  extent  and  influence.  This  report  was  re- 
ceived as  information  and  the  diligence  of  the  Trustees 
was  commended. 

On  motion,  the  hearing  of  the  report  of  the  Perma- 
nent Committee  on  Schools  and  Colleges  was  made  the 
special  order  for  10  a.  m.  Thursday. 

Rev.  W.  F.  Hollingsworth  made  the  report  for  the 
Permanent  Committee  on  Christian  Education  and  Min- 
isterial Relief.  The  report  was  received  and  the  recom- 
mendations were  taken  up  seriatim. 

The  hour  for  the  special  order  having  arrived,  the 
Presbytery  heard  the  trial  sermon  of  candidate  N.  P. 
Farrior  from  Gal.  6:14,  after  which  the  roll  was  called 
and  many  of  the  members  heartily  commended  the  ser- 
mon and  all  voted  to  sustain  it  as  a  satisfactory  part  of 
trial. 

Rev.  W.  P.  M.  Currie  reported  that  he  had  examined 
the  candidates'.  Worth  and  Farrior,  as  to  their  knowledge 
of  the  languages  and  recommended  that  this  part  of  their 
examination  be  sustained  as  satisfactory  and  it  was  so 
ordered. 

The  Presbytery  then  took  up  the  unfinished  report 
on  Christian  Education  and  Ministerial  Relief  and  the 
following  recommendations  were  adopted: 

1.  That  our  pastors  and  sessions  lay  it  upon  their 
own  hearts  and  the  hearts  of  their  people  to  pray  most 
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earnestly  for  an  increase  in  the  candidates  for  the  min- 
istry and  mission  service,  and  to  seek  out  boys  and  girls 
of  promise  and  carry  them  on  a  prayer  list  and  furnish 
their  names  to  Dr.  Sweets  that  he  may  put  into  their 
hands  from  time  to  time  the  literature  on  the  subject. 

2.  That  permission  to  labor  outside  our  bounds  un- 
til the  next  regular  meeting  of  Presbytery  be  given  to 
Licentiate  R.  E.  McClure. 

The  hearing  of  this  report  was  suspended  and  Prea- 
b>'tery  took  recess  until  7  :30  p.  m. 

WEDNESDAY— 7 :30  P.  M. 

Ihitssbytery  met  and  the  special  committee  to  exam- 
ine the  Popular  Lectures,  the  Theses  and  Critical  Exer- 
ciMS  of  candidates  Worth  and  Farrior  made  a  report 
recommending  that  these  several  parts  be  sustained  as 
satisfactory  parts  of  trial.  The  recommendation  was 
adopted,  after  which  the  examinations  of  the  candidates 
were  sustained  as  a  whole  as  satisfactory. 

The  special  order  for  the  evening  being  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  Burgaw  Church  in  which  the  Presbytery  was 
in  session,  Rev.  J.  M.  Wells,  by  request,  preached  a  ser- 
mon appropriate  to  the  occasion.  Ruling  Elder  J.  H. 
Moore  with  a  few  well  chosen  words  presented  the  keys 
to  the  pastor,  Rev.  1'.  I,,  (lark,  who,  in  language  marked 
by  expressions  of  gratitude,  received  the  keys  in  behalf 
of  the  congregation,  after  which  followed  the  dedica- 
tory prayer  and  the  church  was  dedicated  to  the  worship 
of  God.

4.  That  the  request  of  the  Montreat  Normal  School  to  b« 
placed  on  the  budget  of  Wilmington  Presbytery  for  5  per  cent, 
of  the  apportionment  for  Schools  and  Colleges  be  answered  in  the 
negative. 
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Rev.  A.  W.  Crawford  was  granted  the  privilege  of 
the  floor  and  spoke  in  the  interest  of  Synod's  Home  Mis- 
sions, urging  our  pastors,  sessions  and  people  to  give  to 
this  part  of  our  work  the  support  it  deserves,  not  only 
because  of  the  great  need,  but  because  it  has  been  so 
fruitful  in  results.  As  Superintendent  of  the  Synod's 
work  Mr.  Crawford  presented  the  following  report  for 
the  information  of  the  Presbytery. 

REPORT  OF  THE  HOME  MISSION  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 
SYNOD  TO  THE  PRESBYTKRY  OF  WILMINGTON 

On  the  work  done  in  its  bounds  for  the  year,  April,  1920-April,  1921 

In  the  year  the  Synod's  committee  has  aided  in  the  support  of 
the  Presbytery's  Evangelist,  Rev.  J.  J.  Murray,  and  the  follow- 
ing men  in  the  local  fields  of  the  Presbytery:  Rev.  Messrs.  J. 
W.  Young,  J.   E.  L.  Winecoff,  James  Lapsley,  G.  R.  Faw. 

They  supplied  15  of  the  weak  churches  of  the  Presbytery  and 
five  other  mission  stations.  They  reported  166  additions  to  the 
churche.H  upon  profession  of  faith  and  49  by  letter  and  the  or- 
ganization of  four  new  Sunday  Schools. 

The  Evangelists  of  the  Synod  have  held  17  meetings  in  the 
PreiAytery.  In  these  meetings  199  were  added  to  the  churches 
upon  profession  of  faith  and  I  by  letter,  and  two  Sunday  SchooU 
were  organized. 

In  all  through  the  work  of  the  Synod's  EvangelisU  and  those 
in  whose  support  we  took  part  in  the  Presbytery,  306  were  added 
upon  profession  of  faith  and  60  by  letter  and  six  Sunday  Schools 
and  two  churches  were  organized. 

The  Synod's  Committee  has  expended  in  the  work  in  the  Pres- 
bytery $6,121.00. 

It   has   received    in    contributions    from    the   churches   of   the 

Presbytery  $3,994.83. 

We  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Presbytery 
at  this  time  to  the  action  of  the  last  Synod  upon  work  among 
prisoners,  namely: 

That  upon  all  our  pastors  in  county  seats  and  in  reach  of 
convict  camps  the  burden  and  responsibility  of  this  work  be  Laid. 

That  they  be  called  upon  to  visit  them  in  prison,  to  hold  re- 
ligious services  for  them  and  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  carry  to 
them  in  their  need  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  remembering  that  from 
his  own  lips  came  the  words.  "I  was  in  prison  and  ye  came  unto 
me." 
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That  our  pastors  in  county  seats  be  called  upon  in  the  Fall 
Narrative  for  Synod  to  report  upon  this  work. 
RMpectfully  submitted.

Revi«wing  the  conditions  at  targe  m  the  Foreigrn  Field  thera 
are  two  things  that  stand  out  impressively: 

1.  The  present  famine  in  China  with  its  tragic  conditions 
luw  been  and  will  be  the  means  of  laying  the  needs  of  this  the 
pf^^tast  of  Mission  Fields  on  the  hearts  of  the  Christian  world 
as  never  before  and  we  believe  is  going  to  result  in  more  ade- 
quate effort  to  meet  those  needs,  both  physical  and  spiritual. 

2.  In  Korea  the  fires  of  persecution  have  again  kindled  the 
flames  of  devotion  and  drive  the  Kormn  Christians  back  upon 
dependence  in  the  Living  God.     As  a  result,  a  widespread  revival 

IS  already  imminent.

The  advanced  report  of  our  Executive  Conwnittee  fumislMa 
the  following  facts  as  evidence  of  the  progress  mad^  in  our  work 
for  the  past  twelve  months: 

One  hundred  and  five  new  schools  started,  128  Sunday 
Schools  more  than  last  year,  254  more  regular  preaching  points, 
8,000  more  pupils  in  the  Sunday  Schools,  $17,000  more  in  gifts 
from  the  native  Christians  and  469  more  conversions. 

One  cannot  ccmten^tlate  an  advance  such  as  this  made  in 
the  faM  of  disturbed  conditions  everywhere,  with  poor  and  in- 
adequate equipnwsnt  and  with  constantly  depleted  forces,  without 
thanking  God  for  the  Christian  heroism  of  our  representatives  on 
the  Foreign  Field  and  also  for  the  evidence  of  the  Lord's  grace 
and  blessing  in  our  work.  At  the  saaie  time  we  can  not  conteni' 
plate  the  increasing  number  of  breiU»k>wns  among  mir  work«« 
without  being  greatly  diiiturbed.  If  our  church  continue  to  al- 
low  them  to  carry  this  overl<»d  without  reinforcenwnt  and  ade- 
quate equipment,  surely  we  are  inviting  disaster.  We  iM«d, 
therefore,  to  make  this  a  matter  of  prayer  and  earnest  effort. 


Considering  the  work  in  our  own  Presbytery,  It  il  dllCCRir- 
aging  to  note  that  twenty-three  of  our  churches  show  a  decrelise 
in  their  gifts  over  last  year  and  that  twelve  remain  total  ab- 
stainers from  any  part  in  this  great  cause.  On  the  other  hand, 
it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  twenty-three  churches  have  in- 
creased their  gifts  and  that  our  Presbytery  as  a  whole  has  ex- 
ceeded its  gifts  of  last  year  by  about  $4,000  and  exceeded  its  ap- 
portionment by  about  the  same  amount.  We  recommend  that  our 
Presbytery  be  led  in  prayer  in  behalf  of  our  workers  in  the  For- 
eign  Field. 

The  unfinished  report  on  Christian  Education  and  Ministe- 
rial Relief  was  taken  up  and  the  following  reconunendation  was 
substituted  for  the  third  recomn»ndation  in  the  original   report. 

3.  That  Presbytery,  in  view  of  the  serious  dangers  threat- 
ening everjrwhere  the  higher  education  of  our  young  men  and 
women,  would  recommend  that  our  people  be  urged  to  patronize 
our  own  higher  Institutions  of  learning  and  that  we  strive  in 
every  way  to  throw  the  finest  Christian  and  Presbyterial  influ- 
ences around  the  young  men  and  women  in  our  State  Institutions. 

4.  We  recommend  that  Mrs.  M.  A.  rfines  and  Mrs.  L.  E.  Mc- 
Donald be  continued  as  beneficiaries  of  Ministerial  Relief  and 
that  the  amount  be  increased  from  $200  to  $300  annually.  The 
recommendations  were  adopted  as  a  whole.

Church,  Wilmington.  N.  C,  June  22,  1920,  met  in  the  pastor*.^ 
study  of  the  Church  of  the  Covenant,  June  29,  1920,  and  organis- 
ed for  the  purp<»e  of  accepting  and  carrying  out  the  responsi 
bilities  laid  upon  them  by  Presbytery, 

The  officers  of  the  board  were  elected,  and  various  commit- 
tees from  the  Board  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  com- 
plete and  thorough  canvass  of  the  Presbytery  during  the  early 
fall  months,  to  raise  the  necessary  fund*  to  build  and  equip  the 
proposed  school.  Owing  to  severe  business  depression,  with  which 
we  are  all  too  familiar,  your  Trustees  later  decided  that  it  would 
be  extremely  unwise  to  attempt  to  raise  the  necessary  funds  for 
building  purposes  during  the  fall  of  1920,  and  since  that  time  con- 
ditions have  not  improved. 

However,  the  deeds  for  the  property  have  been  secured  and 
some  work  done  towards  general  plans  of  buildings,  and  the 
organization  is  intact  to  proceed  towards  the  securing  of  funds 
and  the  construction  of  this  school  when  conditions  seem  expedient. 

Your  Trustees  regret  \-ery  much  that  they  are  not  able  to 
lay  before  you  at  this  time  a  more  encouraging  report.

•t  11  a.  m.  Present:  Revs.  H.  L.  Sneed.  W.  F.  Hollingsworth  and 
J.  J.  Murray.  The  commission  decided,  because  of  the  difficulty 
of  reaching  this  point  and  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  Rev.  J.  J. 
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Murray  had  evangelistic  powerif  in  the  Presbytery  to  appoint  El- 
der J.  R.  Merwin,  who  had  been  electe<l  to  the  previous  Presby- 
tery frtMm  Seven  Springs  Church,  to  take  the  place  off  the  absent 
elders  on  the  cmnroission. 

TTie  comraSssJcwi  was  constituted  with  prayer  by  Rev.  J,  J, 
Murray,  Rev.  H.  L.  Sneed  presiding,  and  Rev.  J.  J.  Murray  was 
appointed  to  act  as  Clerk.  Rev.  H.  L.  Sneed  preached  the  sermon 
and  propounded  the  constitutional  questions  to  the  pastor  and 
people.

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There  are  in  the  Presbyterial  Auxiliary  of  Wilmington  Prw- 
bytery  thirty-nine  Women's  Societiea  with  a  toUl  membership 
of  1,321.  This  shows  an  increase  in  membership  over  last  year  of 

116. 

These  societies  have  contributed  to  ail  the  causes  listed  in 
the  minutes  of  the  Assembly  a  toUl  of  12039.90,  an  increase 
of  $4,037.00  over  last  year.  They  have  organised  during  the  year 
two  new  societies  with  a  membership  of  38.  They  subscribed  for 
633  copies  of  the  Missionary  Survey  and  158  copies  of  the  Pray- 
er Calendar.  Only  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  societieR  in  the  Pres- 
bytery are  using  the  Auxiliary  plan.  We  reconunend  that  the 
ministers  of  the  Presbytery  use  their  influence  to  enlist  all  the 
societies  in  the  Auxiliary  Plan.

The  Presbytery  of  Wilmington  submits  to  the  General  As- 
sembly for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1921,  the  following  narra- 
tire  of  Christian  Life  and  Work: 

1.  The  attendance  on  the  services  is  generally  good  in  about 
half  the  churches,  but  in  many  churches  is  very  seriously  neg- 
lected, being  as  low  as  10,  20,  25  and  30  per  cent 

2.  Fourtwn  churches  report  no  additions  on  profession,  and 
a  nun^r  of  oUwm  report  only  one  or  two,  showing  the  need  for 
more  aggressive  evangelistic  work.  There  were,  however,  a  num- 
ber of  very  successful  meetings  held  in  the  Pr«i>ytery. 

3.  There  is  a  lamentable  neglect  of  the  Family  AlUr. 

4.  There  is  no  improvement  in  the  Observance  of  the  Lord's 
Day,  yet  we  are  glad  that  there  is  not  a  decline. 

6.  There  is  a  serious  neglect  on  the  part  of  parents  in  pre- 
senting their  children  for  baptism  and  in  teaching  the  Scripturet 
and  Catechisms  in  the  home. 

6.  The  Sabbath  Schools  in  part  teach  hymns  and  the  Cate- 
chisms but  n<^  as  fully  as  needed,  nor  as  effectively  as  they 
should  be. 

7.  The  pastors,  as  a  whole,  seem  to  be  faithful  in  present- 
ing the  subject  of  Stewardship  of  life  and  possession,  and  thia 
has  resulted  in  larger  gifts  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
Titlm^.  though  the  numJaer  is  far  too  small  yet.

not  presented  for  several  years  and  meetings  not  held  quarter- 
ly. 

The  report  was  ad<^ted. 

Rev,  O.  P.  Fitzgerald  of  the  Methodist  church  being 
prraent  was  introduced  and  invited  to  sit  as  a  visiting 
brother. 

The  report  of  the  Presbyterial  Manager  for  the  Pro- 
gressive Program  for  the  year  1921-'22  was  read  and 
adopted  and  is  as  follows: 

Fifteen  ciiurches  have  sent  in  reports  for  the  coming  year. 
The  amount  suUcribed  by  these  is  $56,592.00.  The  amount  ap- 
portioned to  the  Presbytery  is  $100,998.00.

Rev.  W.  H.  Goodman,  pastor  of  the  Clarkton  Church 
was  appointed  with  the  Stated  Clerk  to  arrange  an  or- 
der of  exercises  for  the  Fall  Meeting  of  Presbytery. 

Rev.  D.  T.  Caldwell  offered  the  following  resolution 
of  thanks  which  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote: 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  menders  of  Wilmington  Prei4>yt«ry. 
extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  members,  cheers,  and  pastor 
of  this  church,  and  especially  to  the  ladies  and  ifood  people  of  the 
town  for  their  generous  hospitality  which  has  been  shown  us 
during  this  meeting  of  Presbytery.

the  gravest  crisis  in  ita  history,  for  well  we  know  there  are  few 
^vor^y  to  bear  our  pastor's  shield  or  wield  his  brand,  and  we 
would  have  you  regard  thU  question  with  prayerful  considera- 
tion and  an  eye  single  to  God's  glory. 

We  presMit  a  brief  review  of  our  church's  activities  during 
his  long  and  fruitful  service  as  our  pastor. 

It  IS  a  record  of  high  end«ivor  and  splendid  achievement  un- 
lurpasaed,  probably,  by  any  other  church  m  our  communion  of 
equal  in«n*€r«hip.  „.  „  ,        .       . 

In  <mler  to  estimate  the  value  of  Doctor  Wells'  pastorate  we 
review  his  activities  from  the  beginning  of  his  work  in  February, 
1901.  It  has  been  the  longest  and  by  far  the  most  fruitful  m 
the  church's  history.  The  annual  report  to  Presbytery  in  1901 
showed  a  membership  of  360,  Sunday  School  enrollment  of  158, 
and  total  contributions  of  $8,190.83. 

The  cwrasponding  report  for  1921  shows  a  member^ip  of 
813,  Sunday  School  enrollment  of  882,  and  toUl  contributions  of 
$146,983.00. 

Since  Doctor  Welb  canw  to  us,  this  church  has  assumed  the 
support  of  the  Kiang-yin  Mission  SUtion  in  China,  which  now 
has  a  force  of  eleven  missionaries  and  twenty-ftve  native  work- 
era.  The  church  has  sent  out  two  lady  missionaries  to  the  for- 
«ifn  field  and  one  to  the  home  fidd,  has  given  three  ordained  min- 
tsters  to  t^  home  work,  and  now  has  three  candidates  for  the 
ministry  under  the  care  of  Presbytery.  Immanuel  Mission  in  the 
■oathern  part  of  the  city  has  become  a  separate,  self-supporting 
church  with  a  nwrnbership  of  332. 

Miastons  have  been  formed  at  Winter  Park  and  Delgado,  and 
Kcdttcqoantly  organised  into  churches.  Bethany  Chapel,  and  the 
Queen  Street  Sunday  School  for  colored  people  have  been  formed 
and  are  still  supported  and  conducted  as  missions  of  this  church. 
The  Church  of  the  Covenant  organized  three  yeara  ago  largely 
as  a  colony  from  this  church  and  St.  Andrew's,  received  65  of  its 
diarter  members  from  this  congregation  and  its  beautiful  church 
building  and  manse  on  Market  Street  at  the  comer  of  Fifteenth 
were  given  by  Dr.  James  Sprunt,  a  Ruling  Elder  of  this  church, 
and  his  brother,  W.  H.  Sprunt,  a  Ruling  Elder  of  St  Andrew's 
Choroh,  as  a  memorial  to  their  parents.  Other  gifts  by  Dr. 
JamM  Sprunt  dunng  thm  period  are  the  beautiful  Winter  Park 
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Church,  a  memorial  to  his  sister,  Mrs,  B.  F.  Hall,  Delgado  Church 
and  Kindergarten,  Bethany  Chapel,  Imtnanuel  Church  and  manae 
now  under  ccwi^ruction  at  Fifth  and  Mtares  Streets,  and  a  beau- 
tiful seaaion  room  and  jjreatJy  enlarged  and  well-equipped  Sun- 
day  School  building  recently  com,pleted  and  dedicated  June  5, 
1921. 

Doctor  Wells'  executive  ability  has  been  recognizwl  and  call- 
ed into  active  service  by  General  Asaemtily,  Synod  and  Presby- 
tery; and  as  Chairman  of  Prertjytery's  Comntittee  on  Home  Mis- 
aiona,  be  haa  rendered  signal  service  in  organizing  and  developing 
the  work.  He  was  also  largely  instrumental  in  the  org«nixation 
of  the  Mini.«tcrial  Asso<-iation,  Wihuh  has  done  much  .o  co-ordi- 
nate the  work  of  the  pastors  and  to  bring  about  a  cordial  co-ope- 
ntion  among  the  different  Protestant  churches  of  the  city.  As 
a  citizMi  he  has  labored  faithfully  and  persirtentiy  for  good  gov- 
emnvent,  and  his  influence  for  civic  righteousness  has  been  felt 
throughout  this  community. 

We  acknowledge  with  profound  gratitude  the  nmny  evidences 
of  divine  favor  upon  thi.s  church  and  community  during  the  twenty 
years  of  his  pastorate,  and  in  consenting  to  part  with  him  because 
he  is  convinced  that  he  is  offered  a  wider  field  oi  service  in  the 
Master's  Kingdom,  more  especially  as  a  seocmd  and  unanimous  call 
from  Columbia  Theological  Seminary  urged  this  new  work  upon 
him,  we  are  reluctantly  acceding  to  his  request  and  join  in  his 
petition  to  Wilmington  Presbytery  to  dissolve  the  pastoral  rela- 
tion between  him  and  this  congregation.  We  pray  that  the  bless- 
ing of  God  may  f<^low  him  and  his  family,  and  that  his  hope* 
of  enlarged  service  in  the  new  field  of  work  upon  which  he  enters 
may  be  fully  realized. 

Following  the  reading  of  this  communication,  the 
several  members  of  Presbyterj'  who  were  present  spoke 
in  regard  to  the  work  of  Doctor  WelLs  in  the  Presbytery 
and  their  appreciation  of  him  as  a  man.  a  friend  and  co- 
worker. The  motion  was  then  adopted  and  the  pastoral 
relation  between  Doctor  Wells  and  the  First  Church, 
Wilmington,  was  dissolved  to  take  effect  September  15, 
1921. 

On  motion,  Doctor  Wells  was  granted  permission  to 
labor  without  the  bounds  of  Presbytery  until  the  faU 
meeting. 

The  following  committee  was  appointed  to  give  ex- 
pression to  the  feelings  of  Wilmington  Presbytery  upon 
the  dissolution  of  the  pastoral  relationa  between  the  Rev. 
J.  M.  Wella.  D.D.,  and  the  First  Presbyterian  Church. 
This  committee  made  the  following  report : 

The  Presbytery  of  Wilmington,  upon  the  request  of  Rev.  John 
Miller  Wells,  D.D.,  in  which  there  is  the  concurrence  of  the  church, 
has  severed  the  pastoral  relations  which  have  existed  between  him' 
and  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  of  Wilmington,  for  more  than 
twwn^  year*.    This  step  was  taken  only  in  view  of  ti^  call  Which 
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has  eome  for  him  to  serve  in  a  larger  sphere  of  usetfulness  in  ths 
Presidency  of  the  Columbia  Theological  Seminary. 

Since  this  change  in  the  service  of  Doctor  Wells  will  necessi- 
tate the  relinquishing  of  his  large  activity  and  leadership  in  tiie 
Prwrtiytery,  it  is  the  wish  of  the  members  of  Preebytery  that  an 
expression  be  given  to  their  great  regret  that  such  circiunstanect 
kav*  arisen. 

A  paaborate  of  twenty  years  is  an  honorable  record  under 
any  circumstances;  but  when  that  pastorate  brings  the  church 
into  the  large  measure  of  usefulness  and  Christian  enterprise  that 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  of  Wilmington,  has  shown,  it  rep- 
resents something  more  than  ordinary  pastoral  relaticms.  In  the 
leadership  of  the  First  Church  of  Wilmington  the  Presbytery  has 
taken  pnde.  In  Its  prestige  in  the  greneral  affairs  of  the  Sou- 
thern Presbyterian  Church  the  Presbytery  has  felt  that  it  has 
^ared  thf»  honor  that  has  been  accorded  the  church.  In  the  nds- 
sionary  seal  of  the  church  the  Presbytery  has  gained  inspiration 
and  been  led  to  larger  efforts. 

The  committee  appointed  to  give  this  expression  for  Pr^>y- 
tery  recall  the  remarks  made  by  the  members  attending  the  meet- 
ing  which  granted  the  request  of  Doctor  Wdls;  the  tributes  of 
Ms  soundness  of  faith,  executive  ability,  large  vision  for  the 
growth  of  the  church,  ability  as  a  Presbyter,  usefulness  in  civic 
affairs,  personal  helpfulness  to  young  ministers,  never-failing  ap- 
proachableness,  though  a  busy  man  of  large  interests,  and  many 
other  aspects  of  his  character  and  service  making  him  an  unusual 
man  of  great  usefulness  in  the  Master's  Kingdom. 

With  a  deep  sense  of  personal  loss  the  Presbytery  of  Wilming- 
ton gives  ite  honored  member  to  the  institution  w^hich  has  called 
him,  with  the  earnest  prayer  that  the  Lord  will  use  him  in  be- 
stowing great  blessings  upon  its  students,  and  through  them  to 
those  who  shall  be  taught  and  led  by  the  trained  ministry  of  the 
Southern  Predbytertan  Church.

The  most  serious  weeknims  of  the  work  this  year  has  hwn  the 
number  of  veeanciei  in  our  pastorates.  Your  comnuttef  is  K^nng 
to  continue  its  efforts  to  secure  a  miniBter  for  every  field. 

One  of  the  advanced  steps  that  we  have  m»d«?  during  the  yvar 
has  been  the  securing  of  six  acminary  students  to  work  in  the  I*r»-. 
bytery  during  the  summer.  Every  church  m  the  i'rw*yury  has 
been  supplied  with  the  exception  of  one  field  which  became  vacant 
too  late  for  a  summer  supply.  The  entire  work  of  the  students  has 
been  of  a  high  order  ana  they  have  done  an  advancetl  work  sn 
addition  to  keeping  tlie  fields  tofrethrr. 

We  wish  to  ocprMS  wit  appreciation  to  Uie  Executive  CiHwrnii- 
tee  of  Publicati<m  and  Sabbath  School  Work  for  furnishing  the 
salary  of  Mr.  W.  R.  Booth  as  a  Sunday  School  worker  in  the  Oun- 
quapin  field.

a  number  of  the  members  of  Presbytery  expressed  their 
uppreciation  of  the  labors  of  Mr.  HoUingsworth  whsle 
a  member  of  the  Presbytery,  especially  his  work  at  Grove 
Institute,  and  their  regret  at  his  going  away. 

Rev.  W,  W.  Morton  made  a  report  for  the  Ad  Interim 
Committee  appomt-ed  by  Presbytery  to  consider  the  Over- 
tures sent  down  by  the  last  General  Assembly  which  was 
approved  and  the'  following  recommendations  adopted: 

1  That  the  proposed  substitute  for  Paragraph  11.5  of  the  Book

After  these  recommendations  were  taken  up  seriatim 
and  adopted  severally  they  were  adopted  aa  a  whole.

A  communication  in  reference  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly's continuing  the  appropriation  of  $5,000  to  the  Feder- 
al Council  was  presented  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Systematic  Beneficence. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Goodman  made  a  verbal  report  for  the 
Trustees  of  Peace  Institute  which  was  approved. 

Rev.  J.  O.  Mann  made  the  following  report  for  the 
Trustees  of  Davidson  College  which  was  adopted : 

The  report  of  the  College  this  ye«r  shows  tlw  Institution  crowd- 
ed to  ita  capacity  of  WO  men,  and  doing  splendid  work  in  spite 
of  many  unexpect«'d  handicaps  The  number  of  Seniors  is  re- 
ported as  84.  and  the  number  of  candidates  for  the  Ministry 
M  76.  The  teaching  force-  has  bc»en  enlarged  by  the  addition  of 
several  professorii  and  adjunct  professors.  The  plant  has  b»B 
increased  by  the  building  of  a  heating  plant,  laundry,  temporary 
class  room  building  and  several  profwaors'  homes. 

The  <MitsUnding  event  of  the  jMtT  in  the  life  of  the  CoUi^ 
was  the  disastrous  fire  which  destroyed  the  old  Chamber's  Build- 
ing, which  had  provided  class  rooms  for  most  of  the  work  and 
dormitories  for  about  125  men.  Because  of  the  splendid  spirit 
of  the  student  body  and  the  faculty  it  has  been  possible  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  present  session  without  interruption  but  with  a 
serious  handicap. 
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Tb«  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  which  I  was  present 
on  February  22nd.  voted  to  begin  immediately  the  construction  of 
two  dormitorv  buildings  out  of  funds  received  from  the  Mllli"n 
Dollar  Campaig-n  and  the  insurance  on  the  Chambers  Building. 
But  realizing  that  the  Institution  could  not  do  its  larger  work  for 
the  church  with  its  present  ec^uipment  it  was  voted  to  go  before  our 
people  in  a  campaign  to  raise  $600,000,  to  build  an  Administration 
and  class  room  building  and  to  meet  an  offer  of  the  General  Edu- 
cation Board  for  an  addition  to  the  permanent  endowment  of  the 
Institution.  A  request  will  be  made  by  the  Campaign  Committee 
for  permission  to  solicit  contributions  within  the  Presbytery  and 
we  recommend  that  such  permission  be  granted.

3.  That  Presbytery  call  attention  to  the  Summer  Bible 
schools  as  conducted  by  some  of  our  churches  and  suggest  that 
they  put  this  into  practice  where  possible. 

4.  That  our  pastors  and  churches  amk  out  promising  young 
men  and  young  women  who  do  not  propose  to  enter  the  ministry

REPORT  OF  PRESBYTERIAL  MANAGER 

The  Presbyterial  Manager  of  WilmniRt' >"  F^resbytiry 
for  the  Pro^essive  Program.  .'^ubmit.H  Ihu  fnllnwing  re- 
port for  the  year  1921-1922  : 

An  intensive  campaign  was  carried  on  in  the  Pre«hyU'ry  dur- 
ing the  months  o£  January,  February,  and  March.  A  Congre- 
gational Manager  was  appointed  in  each  of  the  sixty-five  churches. 
A  chart  was  printed  and  sent  to  each  church  showing  the  quota 
for  eech  church  and  the  distribution  of  this  toUl  quoU  among 
the    General    Aiwembly.    Synodical,    and    Presbyterial    Causes. 

The  main  feature  of  the  campaign  was  the  local  conferences 
in  individual  churche*.  Fifty-five  of  the  churches  were  reached 
in  these  local  conferences  held  by  the  Presbyterial  Manager. 
The  Presbyterial  Manager  secured  the  services  of  Mr.  J.  B. 
Spillman.  the  Synodical  Manager,  the  one  week.  He  was  present  at 
six  of  theae  local  conferences.  Every  one  of  these  churchea  adopted 
its  Benevolent  quota  and  proraiaed  to  have  an  Every  Member  Can- 
vas*. Th^e  conferences  were  almost  without  exception  well  at- 
tended by  dAcers  and  members  of  the  Churches. 

One  Pr«ibyterial  Conference  was  held  at  St.  Andrews  Church 
in  Wilmington,  and  also  one  group  confer«w»  for  the  Wllming- 
tMi  ehurcl^.  These  confer^iem  were  under  the  dir»tt«m  of  the 
SyWKlical  Manager. 

In  spite  of  the  difficult  flnanclal  conditions  during  the  year, 
the  campaign  met  with  a  hearty  response  from  the  churc^a.  We 
believe  ^at  the  Every  Member  Canvass  was  conducted  more 
thoroughly  than  ever  before.

Rev.  P.  L.  Clark  madp  th*'  following  report  on 
Woman's  work  which  was  adopU-ci ; 

Th»  women  of  the  iTesbyterial  are  doing  an  indispensible  work 
in  helping  forward  the  progress  of  the  Kingdom  of  God-  The 
Auxiliary  of  Wilmington  Presbytery  is  growing  in  number  of  the 
individual  members,  but  Is  showing  no  marked  growth  in  the  number 
<^  new  aocictiea.  This  is  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  a  good  many 
churches  have  been  without  pastors. 

The  ladi«*8  are  giving  to  all  the  benevolent  causes  of  the  As- 
sembly, SyntMl  and  Preabytery,  beside  the  special  objecU  they 
are  helping  to  maintain  financially.  There  are  three  of  these 
special  causes  which  they  are  helping: 

(1).  The  new  building  at  Barium  Springs  Orphanage  which 
te  a  work  of  most  profound  importance. 
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(2).     The  fivinf  of  $600  per  year   to    Grov«   iMtitute    to    be 
UMd  where  the  need*  of  the  Institute  are  mort  ur««it. 

(3).  The  support  of  Kiangyin  Hospital  in  China 
One  of  the  main  things  the  women  of  the  Auxi hary  are  try- 
ing to  do  is  to  have  each  Auxiliary  to  fall  in  line  with  the 
regular  budget  plan.  Another  thing  they  are  doing  ib  the 
dniding  of  the  Presbyterml  into  six  districts  and  having  a  day 
of  Prayer  m  October  in  each  district.  This  plan  makes  t^ie 
meeting  place  more  cc*>.venienl  for  all  to  attend  with  a  short 
program  similar  U,  the  regular  program  and  the  annual  meeting 
with  prayer.  Bible  study  and  inspirational  addresses,  Bui  the 
greatest  thing  they  are  doing  is  encouraging  Prayer  Bands, 
Bible  Study  and  Sacrifice  gi\nng.

port  an  awrag*  attendaiM«  at  the  rnqpiing  serriee  of  from 
90  to  96  par  eant  of  tlia  resident  membership,  but  thne  are 
few.  The  greneral  average  teems  to  be  about  seventy  per  cent, 
•at  the  morning  service  and  about  fifty  per  cent  at  the  evening 
8er\'ice.  There  i«  one  thing  that  is  especially  gignificant,  that 
Is  that  the  average  attendance  at  the  communion  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  is  considerably  lower  than  at  the  regular  morning  ser- 
vice. 

The  greatest  menace  to  the  Spiritual  life  of  the  Presbytery 
continues  to  center  around  Sabbstl^  observance  and  Religion 
in  the  home.  The  Sabbath  is  not  looked  upon  nor  observed 
a.i  a  holy  day.  The  most  that  the  average  report  can  say  is 
that  "the  day  is  fairly  well  observed"  or  "about  an  averaga". 
Our  people  are  failing  to  understand  that  GcKi  has  cenMcratcd 
the  Sabbath  as  a  holy  day  and  that  it  is  to  be  s|^nt  in  holy 
exercises.  Only  a  very  small  percentage  of  the  homes  observe 
any  form  of  family  worship.  Ju«t  a  few  churches  report  as 
high  as  fifty  per  cent  of  the  families  having  the  Family  Altar 
in  their  h<»iM,  but  the  majority  report  none.  We  don't  believe 
the  average  would  run  higher  than  two  or  three  per  cent  of  th« 
whole  Presbytery. 

We  recommend  that  Presbytery  urge  our  pastors  and  churches 
to  give  their  hearty  support  to  the  Lord's  Day  Alliance  and 
urge  greater  diligence  in   promoting  the    Family    Altar    League.

Pending  action  on  this  report,  Rev.  J.  J.  Murray,  Pres- 
byterial  Manager  of  the  Progressive  Program,  pointed  out 
something  of  what  has  been  done  in  the  Presbytery  along 
the  line  of  Stewardship  and  suggested  some  plans  for  future 
action.

Tl»re  w««  niso  a  conference  for  the  Wilmington  churchf"  at 
the  Finrt   PresbytpriRn    Church,   and    two    PaBtJirs'   «>nfprr-nr*»«   at 
GUlriKtell  and  Rose   Hill,   under   the   direction  of    Mr     J     R     Spill- 
STBod's  ^cretary  of  Stewardahip. 
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WnferenceH,  with  a  few  exceptiona,  were  better  attended 
and  mor*  «rthusiastic  than  ever  before,  and  there  waa  a  fln*  r«- 
sponiK  in  Tither's  and   Family   .41tar   l<e«gue  cards  signed. 

In  addition  to  theae  general  conference*,  Mr,  SpUIman  held 
a  ojnference  on  Steward.ship  at  three  of  our  churches,  and  touc 
^cretary  held  conference.^  at  twenty  other*.  In  theM^  various 
ways  flfty-fi%'e  of  our  churches   were  reached. 

Thcrt;  were  two  hundred  and  eighty-four  Tithing  League 
cards  and  one  hundred  and  aeventy-four  Family  Altar  card.s  re- 
ported signed  during  the  campaign.  This  is  a  tremendteus  ad- 
vance over  anything  we  have  had  before,  Thia  feature  WM 
staresacd  through  the  campaign.  Including  the  cards  reported 
abcm  thcTc  are  now  m  our  Presbytery  aix  hundred  and  fourt«en 
Tithers  and   three   hundred   and  thirty-two   Family   Altars. 

Each  year  that  the  Progresaiv*  Program  has  been  worked 
has  seen  an  increase  m  the  number  of  churches  making  the  Ev«ry 
Member  Canvaaa  and  in  the  amounts  au^KTibed.

■eventeen   report   no  canvass  for  benevolence.

Thf    Missionaries   throughout    the    world    are    helped    ^fider- 
fully  through  tte  aid  of  this  Soci^  in  the  diatribution  nf  fk»d'« 
Word,  in  the  wholf  Bible,  the  New  Testament,  ur  m  pc»rtK»r.»  of 
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Scripture.  The  ministers  of  the  Goapel,  m  the  destitute  Home 
Mission  fields,  are  also  greatly  helped  by  it.  Last  year,  thirty- 
seven  churches  contributed  to  the  Bible  cau.w  $400.  twenty-eight 
churches  made  no  contribution  to  this  cause  and  sixteen  churches 
no   report  to    Presbytery.     This    year    forty-three    churches 
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hSTC    contributed     $417,     nnakmg     a     gain     of     $17.     Fifty-eight 
churches  sent  in  reports  to   Presbvt«ry  making  a  gain  of  twenty 
one,  and  nine  churches  made  no  report.

Preabytery  reconvened  and  after  conducting  tht 
dtvcrtional  exercises,  Rev.  P.  L.  Clark  pre^wnted  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions,  in 
the  absence  of  Rev.  J.  O.  Mann,  Chairman. 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Mis.«ions  submit.^  the  fiillowinK 
report  to  the  Preabjrtery : 

Your  Chairman  has  read  carefully  the  advanced  reports  juat 
sent  out  by  our  Executive  Committee  of  Foreign  Mi.sgionB,  which 
is   a   review  of  the   work  done   in   our   various   fielda   during   the 

f>ast  year.  The  general  impreBsion  is  not  altogether  encouraf- 
ng.  No  great  awakening  and  no  remarkable  development  is  re- 
ported in  any  of  the  fields  and  the  trita!  numlwr  received  into 
the  church  is  considerably  below  that  of  last  year.  One  gains  the 
impression  from  this  report  that  on  account  of  insufficipnt  equip- 
ment and  the  lack  of  adetjuate  forces  our  work  is  slowing  up;  the 
Western  dviliaation  is  reaching  these  peiiple  ahead  of  f'hristian- 
ity  and  they  are  becoming  more  indifferent  to  the  Gospel,  and  the 
church  is  losing  its  opportunity.  The  conviction  grows  that  if  we 
are  going  to  reach  any  of  these  countries  effectively  for  Chriat 
it  must  be  done  in  the  immediate  future  while  the  doors  are  atlll 
open. 

In  tibe  fac«  of  a  situation  such  as  this  it  ought  to  give  wrious 
concern  to  the  ministers  and  elders  of  our  church  to  note  that  in 
the  fa<%  of  our  increasing  defldt,  and  of  the  earnest  and  con- 
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■tant  appeals  and  the  needed  reenforcements,  which  are  still  held 
back,  that  there  has  been  an  actual  falling  off  in  the  gifts  of 
0«r  churches  to  Foreign  Mi.s»ion»  during  the  past  year.  Surelv 
none  of  us  can  face  our  Master  with  a  clear  conscience  in  this 
matter  until  we  have  done  our  utmost  to  lead  our  people  and  our 
churches  U>  see  and  to  do  their  full  duty  in  helping  to  remedy  this 
deporable  situation. 

We   would   make  the  following  recommendations: 

.  1.  That  in  order  to  clear  up  our  present  deficit  and  make 
It  poaaible  for  reenforcement.s  to  go  out,  and  our  committee  to 
prOMteute  vigorously  the  work  already  projected,  that  our  churches 
M  urged  to  make  their  first  consideration  the  mwJting  of  their 
r^n^lar  apportionments  and  that  this  action  im  called  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  repreaentativea  at  Presbytery  and  alw  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Prert)yt«rial. 

2.  That  Mission  Study  ClaSMS  b«  organised  in  all  chvrdM* 
and  that  they  be  urged  to  study  the  text  b*K>k  "The  White  FiaUa 
of  Japan,"  by  Mrs.  S.  M.  Erickson,  recommended  for  the  current 
year. 

3.  That  all  Sunday  ScIkwIi  be  urged  to  follow  the  Seven- 
Year  Plan  for  Missionary  Edaoition  and  to  study,  pray  for,  and 
give  to  the  support  of  our  work  in  Brazil  during  the  year;  that 
they  a>ntribute  to  our  work  in  Bramil  in  accordance  with  the 
"Share  Plan"  and  that  th«  booklet  entitled  "Our  Prayer  Each 
Week"  be  used  as  widely  a«  p<»8ible. 

4.  That  our  Christian  Endeavor  Societies  be  urged  to  aae 
th»  sbt  Mtasionary  Programs  prepared  especially  for  the  dz  Mia- 
aktnary  meetings  provided  for  ia  tha  ragular  Christian  Endeavor 
schedule. 

5.  In  view  of  the  wonderful  opfMartunlties  facing  our 
Church  in  its  world  field  and  the  large  offering  of  young  men 
and  young  women  for  life  service  in  the  foreign  field  as  the  re- 
sult of  our  prayers,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  thirty-two 
appointees  reported  in  February  have  grown  sine*  to  a  yet  larger 
number  and  that  of  this  numl»r  careful  examination  Bhows  that 
at  least  thirty  cannot  he  detained  longer  in  this  country  without 
detriment  to  their  future  missionary  efficiency,  we  recommend 
that  the  Assembly  urge  upon  the  pastf»rs,  sessions,  and  leaders  of 
our  churches  to  earnestly  lay  these  facts  upon  the  hearts  of  GckI's 
people,  with  an  appeal  that  through  the  Presbyterian  ProgTe.ssive 
PrtJgram  and  by  special  offerings  the  Church  meet  this  challenge 
of  our  Lord,  that  the  way  may  be  clear  for  your  Committee  t/i 
adequately  care  for  the  praaent  growing  work  and  enlarge  it  by 
the  addition  of  new  missionartak

Ljist  year  the  benevolent  contributions  amounted  to  $68,650, 
this  year  to  ^0,823.  a  gain  of  $12,173. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  for  this  handsome  increase  in  th« 
regular  Benevolence  of  our  church,  yet  we  are  reminded  of  the 
fact  that  it  is  almost  twenty  thousand  dollars  short  of  the  ap- 
portionments made  to  the  churches  last  vear. 

We  recommend :

their  apportionments  promptly. 

2.  That  we  most  heartily  endorse  the  work  being  done  by  our 
Synodical  Manager,  Mr.  J.  B.  Spiilman. 

3.  That  our  Presbytery  express  its  approval  of  the  caoao 
of  Near  East  Relief  and  its  intense  interest  in  the  110,000  little 
orphan  children  kept  aliiw  andtsr  the  protection  of  the  Aneriean 
Flag,  and  commend  this  cause  to  our  pastors  and  thMC  orf^ana 
to  the  tender  mercy  and  liberality  of  our  people.

Of  our  candidates  for  the  ministry,  two  will  graduate  this 
spring,  i.e.,  Martel  A.  Tremaine  from  the  Union  Theoi<^cal  Sem- 
inary and  B.  F.  Yandell  from  Columbia  Theological  Seminary, 
both  of  whom  will  at  once  engage  in  active  work.  This  leaves  four 
candidates  for  the  ministry  and  one  for  medical  missionary  serv- 
ice on  our  roll.

Rev.  V.  L.  Clark  made  the  following  report  on  the 
Orphanage  which  was  adopted: 

Fifty-three  of  the  sixty-seven  churches  of  the  Presbvilpry 
have  contributed  to  the  Orphanage  during  the  year  ending  .March 
31,  1923,  the  sum  of  »6,036.84.  as  follows:  To  the  Support  Fund, 
|r,  f"  <>■»    and  to  the  Building  nnd  Equipment  Fund,  1179.82. 
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Fourteen  churches  have  made  no  contribution  to  this  cause. 
The  amount  apportioned  to  the  churches  of  the  Presbytery  to  this 
cause  was  |7,162,  and  the  amount  contributed  falls  short  of  the 
apportionment  $1,304.98.  The  amount  given  this  year  is  not 
quite  half  the  amount  given  last  year,  but  this  is  partially  ex- 
plained by  the  special  contributions  to  last  year's  extensive  bulld- 
mg  program. 

The  contributions  to  the  Regular  Support  Fund  for  this  year 
w«re  $1,797.87  less  than  they  were  last  year.  This  deficit  is 
greatly  to  be  deplored,  coming  as  it  does  in  the  face  of  the  fact 
that  there  is  quite  an  increase  in  the  number  of  children  in  tiM 
orphanage  and  no  decrease  at  all  in  the  living  expenses.  ThM« 
conditions  present  an  S.O.S.  call  to  the  churches  of  the  Presby- 
tery. Our  Orphanage  is  an  Institution  that  is  near  to  the  hearts 
of  all  our  people,  and  we  are  sure  none  of  us  want  to  see  it 
crippled  for  lack  of  proper  support.  They  have  an  equipment 
second  to  none  in  the  sUte  and  are  doing  a  work  that  will  bear 
fruit  for  time  and  eternity.  They  are  caring  for  and  training 
those  who  would  not  otherwise  have  a  chance,  and  their  call  for 
adequate  support  presents  an  appeal  that  we  cannot  overlook. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  call  Presbytery's  attention  to  tlM 
urgency  of  the  situation  and  request  the  representatives  proent 
to  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  their  churches.

It  is  with  gratitude  we  note  the  steady  growth  of  enroll- 
ment, from  year  to  year:  the  growing  conactonaness  of  the  need 
of  trained  leaders  and  teachers;  and  the  proasotton  of  efficiency 
generally  throughout  the  Presbytery. 

There  has  been  held  four  one-day  Institutes  pretty  well  at- 
tended; one  Standard  and  one  Junior  training  school. 

We  regret  to  note  a  falling  off  of  offerings  to  the  benevolent 
causes  to  the  amount  of  $900,  but  are  glad  to  note  practically 
fifty  per  cent  of  the  gifts  of  the  churches  to  Sunday  School  ex- 
tension came  through  the  Sunday  Schools,  due  to  Rally  Day  offer- 
ings. 

We  recommend— 

1.  The  holding  of  "One-Day  Institutes"  on  the  Sabbath  in 
individual  churches  and  for  groups. 
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2.  The  using  of  our  Synodical  Superintendent,  Mr.  C.  T. 
Carr,  by  every  church,  that  can  so  arrange,  in  teaching  our  units 
of  the  training  course. 

3.  That  every  Sabbath  School  send  r<pre8entative.%  to  the 
Young  People's  Conference  at  Davidson  College  in  June, 

4.  That  each  Sabbath  School  be  urged  to  send  twelve  and 
one-half  per  cent,  of  the  benevolent  fifta  thereof  to  Uie  work  of 
Presbyterial  Home  Missions. 

On  motion  Rev.  P.  L.  Clark  and  the  Stated  Cl«rk 
were  appointed  a  Committee  to  Draw  up  Rules  for  (Com- 
mittees of  Presbytery  Reviewing  Sessional  Records  and 
for  Sessions  Keeping  said  Records,  and  to  report  at 
the  fall  meeting  of  Presbytery. 

Mr.  J.  M.  Harvey,  our  Sunday  School  Missionary, 
made  a  report  showing  the  growth  and  outlook  for  this 
department  of  our  church  work.  The  report  was  ap- 
proved. 

On  motion  Presbytery  receded  from  busiiMM  at  this 
hour  to  hear  a  sermon  by  Rev.  Geo.  M.  Matthis  on  "A 
Good  Soldier." 

Rev.  P.  L.  Clark  made  the  following  report  on  the 
Narrative  to  the  General  Assembly  which  was  adopted : 

NARRATIVE  OF  CHRISTIAN  UFF.  AND  WORK 
There  are  a  few  encouraging  notes  manifest  in  the  Sesiional 
Reports.  These  are  principally  three:  The  Family  Altar,  Stew- 
ardship, and  Evangelism.  The  reports  show  an  increased  nuaa- 
ber  of  Family  Altars,  the  result  no  doubt  of  the  Family  AiUr 
Leaipae  Movement. 

The  Stewardship  of  Possession  is  coming  to  be  more  and 
more  recognised  as  a  Christian  duty  and  privil«r«-  A  larger  nom- 
ber  of  Tithers  is  reported  this  year  than  ever  before. 

The  dominant  note  in  the  Presbytery  just  now  Is  Evangelism, 
and  the  emphasis  laid  on  this  profound  duty  is  bearing  fruit,  both 
in  the  regular  church  services  and  in  8p«:ial  evangelistic  serriees. 
There  have  b^n  gratifying  ingatherings  on  profession  of  faith. 
Nearly  six  hundr*^  were  receired  into  the  churches  on  profession. 

Nothing  of  special  not*  can  be  reported  on  the  o^er  yhasM 
of  the  church's  spiritual  life.  The  attendance  at  the  ■arrtOM  of 
the  Sanctuary  is  about  as  it  has  been  for  several  years  p — ' 
The  reports  on  this  sub-ect  vary  from  twenty-five  to  ninety 
cent.,  making  an  average  of  sixty  or  Mventy  per  wnt. 

The  questions  of  Sabbath  observance  and  worldly  conform- 
ity still  challenge  the  most  diligent  thought  and  earnwtt  prayer 
that  Christians  may  take  a  distinct  and  posittve  stand  for  tM 
ideals  laid  down  in  the  Scriptures, 
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Rev.  C.  W.  Davia  made  the  following  report  on 

Church  Societies  which  was  adopted: 

Of  the  «ixty-»even  churches  on  the  roll  of  our  Presbytery, 
fifty  have  submitted  reporta  on  Church  Societies.  Ten  of  this 
number,  however,  report  that  they  have  no  Society.  TIm  remain- 
ing forty  churches  report  thirty-six  Women's  Societies  ami  twenty 
Young  People's  Societies.

the  session  in  cases  of  discipline. 

8.  The  SUtistical  and  Narrative  reports  to  Presbytery 
should  be  recorded  in  full,  other  reports  to  Presbytery  may  be 
recorded  as  the  session  orders.

We  would  call  the  attention  of  PfaabytMry,  also,  to  ti»  care- 
ful study  of  this  whole  question  in  the  report  of  ttie  Peniiai»nt 
Committee  of  the  Assembly  on  the  Sabbath  and  Family  Religion 
to  be  found  on  Pages  80-86  of  the  Minutes  of  the  last  Aswmbly. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  all  of  us  r«e<«nise  the  need  of  relig- 
ion in  the  home  and  the  faithful  obeenraaee  of  tte  Sabl»th,  and 
that  we  have  an  ackledgement  from  only  about  one-aeventh  of 
our  members  that  Uiey  are  trying  to  build  their  homes  in  the  at- 
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mosphere  of  prayer,  and  further,  that  til  the  Nam- 
Uves  of  the  Seasiona  brought  to  this  Presbytery  last  Spring  had 
confeasions  of  lowering  Sabbath  OlMervance.

WEDNESDAY  2  P.  M. 

Prwdbytery  met  and  the  Questionaire  on  the  State 
of  Religion  in  the  Churches  was  amended  by  adding  to 
question  ten  (10)  the  following:  "Has  your  Church  paid 
its  quota  to  Benevolence?" 

Rev.  J.  S.  Crowley  presented  his  request  that  Wil- 
mington Presbytery  give  him  a  letter  of  dismission  to 
Hmnnony  Presbytery,  South  Carolina,  and  after  motion 
to  grant  the  request,  remarks  were  made  by  Revs.  W. 
M.  Baker,  Geo.  M.  Matthis  and  Andrew  J.  Howell,  ex- 
pressing the  cordial  feeling  of  the  brethren  toward  Mr. 
Crowley  and  their  warm  interest  in  him  as  he  goes  to 
his  new  field  of  labor. 

Mr.  Howell  said: 

"We  are  about  to  dismiss  one  who  for  twenty  years 
has  been  a  member  of  our  Presbytery,  and  toward  whom 
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we  all  have  a  most  cordial  feeling.  I  have  known  him 
perhaps  as  long  as  any  member  of  PreHbytery,  and  am 
familiar  with  his  labors  from  the  time  he  began  his 
ministry  with  us.  I  know  of  the  spirit  in  which  he  has 
worked,  and  much  of  what  he  lias  accomplished.  No 
man  could  have  been  more  faithful,  conscientious  and 
self-sacrificing  than  he  ha-s  been,  and  the  great  charac- 
teristic of  his  work  is  that  he  has  put  himself  entirely 
into  it.  He  has  always  been  accommodating  and  ready 
to  respond  to  the  call  of  duty  anywhere  and  at  any  time 
I  remember  very  well  having  a  <iuiet  conversation  with 
one  of  the  leading  ministers  of  Wilmington  m  which  he 
said:  'Crowley  is  always  so  faithful  and  conscientious 
and  devoted.'    That  is  a  true  estimate  of  him 

"In  the  days  when  Immanuel  Church  was  very  (Uffte^ 
ent  from  what  it  is  now,  and  before  conditions  changed 
and  new  life  was  put  into  it,  I  know  something  of  what 
Mr.  Crowley  did  as  pastor  among  the  people  of  that  con- 
gregation. It  required  much  delicacy  of  work  and  self- 
aacrifice  of  spirit,'  and  at  aU  times,  day  and  night,  ha 
gave  himself  without  stint  to  hi«  work  and  did  what  M 
only  could  have  done  for  his  people. 

Mr.  Crowley  has  always  been  a  devoted  member  of 
Presbytery  and  has  always  had  part  in  its  work.  When 
he  leaves  us  we  shall  miss  him.  It  will  be  impoasibte 
for  the  ties  which  have  bound  us  so  closely  together 
with  him  during  the  long  years  to  be  severed  without  a 
deep  feeling  of  regret  on  our  part  He  has  become  a 
part  of  us,  and  we  shall  miss  his  friendly  ways.  As  m 
goes  to  his  new  field,  we  shaU  send  him  off  with  a  sin- 
cere 'God-speed,'  and  we  wish  him  to  have  God's  bless- 
ing and  much  success  in  his  new  work."

Your  Committee  on  Home  Missions  would  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report: 

The  Committe.  recognising  that  the  work  depends  absolutely 
on  the  Lord,  Jesus  Christ  for  its  success,  would  first  of  all  ascribe 
to  Him  ail  honor  and  praise  and  gratitude.  We  would  also  ex- 
press  our  deepest  appreciation  of  the  faithful  and  unselfish  work 
of  the  men  in  the  various  fields,  and  of  the  cordial  support  given 
to  the  work  by  the  people  of  the  Churches  in  their  gifts  and  m- 
tarest.  We  would  make  special  mention  of  the  continu^  pro- 
greas  in  supplying  the  building  needs  of  the  Presbytery.  The  old 
building  at  Beth  Car  has  been  torn  down  and  an  attractive  new 
Church  erected,  the  cost  of  this  work  being  borne  entirely  by  the 
local  congregation.  Another  piece  of  work  of  this  same  type  was 
the  complete  remodelling  of  the  interior  of  the  Church  at  Croa- 
tan.  A  chapel  i»  being  built  for  the  Sunday  school  at  Woodburn 
in  Burnswick  County,  where  we  hope  soon  to  organize  a  new 
Church.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  a  County  Evangelist  has  been 
■eciu^  for  Onslow  County.  Rev.  W.  M.  Currie  began  his  work 
at  Jacksonville  in  June  and  has  already  opened  up  a  number  of 
promising  outpost  points.  We  have  been  very  fortunate  in  the 
*«Iection  of  summer  student  workers  this  year.  All  these  men 
have  done  splendid  work  in  their  field— Mr.  E.  G.  Lilly  at  Chin- 
quapin. Mr.  L.  B.  Schenck  at  CasUe  Hayne  and  Rocky  Point,  Mr. 
Chester  Alexander  in  the  Black  River  group,  Mr.  James  Carr,  one 
of  our  own  candidates,  at  Tabor.  Our  greatest  cause  for  grati- 
tude to  God  is  the  increased  number  of  members  received  on  pro- 
fession of  faith.  I^st  year  we  received  593  members,  an  in- 
crease of  8H  per  cent  and  the  largest  increase  since  the  year* 
before  the  war.

Your  attention  i»  called  to  the  detailed  report  of  the  Every 
Member  CanvasH  for  the  year  beginning  April  1,  192S  that 
wm«  published  in  the  Presbyterian  SUndard  Sept«nber  19th. 
The  total  amount  subscribed  to  the  Benevolent  C«u8«  shows  an 
increase  of  $1^38;  Current  Expenses  shows  an  increase  of 
$13,987,  making  a  total  of  $16,625  m  subscriptions.  There  was 
«  gain  also  of  1,267  actual  subscribers.  There  were  12  churches 
with  a  membership  of  1,493  that  made  no  report  of  their  Every 
Member  Canvass.  There  were  also  2,472  members  in  churches 
that  made  the  Every  Member  ranva."5.s  that  are  reported  as  having 
made  no  subscriptiona.  Thin  is  a  total  of  3,975  out  of  a  mem- 
bership of  7,598  that  are  reported  as  having  made  no  subscrip- 
tion to  the  support  of  the  work  of  the  church.  Our  members 
are  not  being  trained  in  their  duty  as  atewards;  they  are  not 
only  missing  the  joy  of  service  but  the  work  of  the  church  is 
suifering  by  reason  of  their  failure  to  contribute  to  the  work.

Tb«  nt^  i«  Pa(pin  lamis  has  moulded  that.  ^MiqM  na- 
tional eustOBis  and  policiei  and  raised  the  moral  standards,  ao 
that  Art  ai^  Literature  have  shown  the  effect  of  Christian  inflg- 
enee.  Even  twenty-flve  years*  ago.  one  of  the  great  dailies  in  iha 
city  of  Osaka  made  this  statement,  "The  Bible  i»  one  of  tba  ffr«at-

•enUmant,"

The  Society  prints  and  distributee  Bibles  in  160  different  lan- 
guages and  m  six  different  type  systema  for  the  blind.  The  dis- 
tribution of  Bibles  among  the  sailors  of  the  Merchant  Marine  of 
the  world  aboard  passenger  and  freight  ships  in  New  Y'ork  harbor 
averages  10,000  a  month.  This  distribution  among  emigrants  at 
Ellis  Island  averages  another  10,000  a  month.  The  Society  aLso 
covers  thirty  hospitals  weekly  in  placing  the  Bible  among  the  sick. 
The  circulation  of  the  ten  books  mo-^t  p*jpular  for  ten  years  wiU 
not  equal  the  circulation  of  the  Bible  for  one  year. 

In  view  of  the  above  needs  of  the  American  Bible  Society, 
your    Committee  would    recommend: 

That  the  great  needs  of  the  American  Bible  Society  be  urged 
upiin  the  attention  of  our  pastors  and  churches  and  that  all  of  them 
b«'  t-arnestly  reijuested  to  give  it  a  place  in  their  budget  system  ami 
any  churches  which  have  not  adopted  the  budget  system  be  re- 
quested to  make  an  annual  offering  for  this  cause. 

Rev.  D.  M.  McGeachy  made  the  following  reiwrt  for 
the  Committee  on  the  Sabbath  and  Family  religion  which 
was  adopted  : 

On  first  thought  it  might  appear  as  though  this  Committee 
was  unnecessary,  for  the  two  matters  handled  by  it  are  aLso  treat- 
ed by  the  Stewardship  Committee  in  its  report  on  the  Every  Mem- 
ber Canvass,  and  by  the  Committee  on  the  Narrative.  But  an- 
otl^r  thought  rem.ind*  us  of  the  proper  observances  of  the  .Sab- 
batb  ami  a  real  religious  life  in  our  homes.  In  this  day  of  open- 
ing roads,  of  new  and  attractive  resorts  and  places  of  amusement 
within  ^sy  r«urh.  there  is  need  of  definite  teaching  on  the  claims 
of  God  upon  our  time.  The  Ma,?t«r  said,  "The  Sabbath  was  made 
for  man,  and  not  man  for  the  .Sabbath."  Yet  that  does  not  allow 
the  complete  shutting  out  of  God  from  the  day. 

A  study  of  the  Narrative  Reixirt^  from  54  churches  >«how  10 
in  the  Presbytery  not  able  to  say  that  there  are  any  families  hav- 
inf  worship.  Forty-four  others  retK»rt,  at  least.  444,  family  Altars. 
A  comparative  estimate  would  make  this  to  l>e  about  one-fourth 
of  the  homes  in  our  churehM.  TlMre  is  nead  for  definite  preaching 
and  t«M;hing  on  the  promises  of  God  to  those  who  lead  their  fami- 
lies to  Him  in  prayer. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  Presbytery  lav  these 
thin^  upon  ev«ry  chtirch  and  minister,  urging  that  deflnite  teach- 
ing an  to  the  meaning  of  Sabbath  observance  be  ^ven  aadh  elmreh, 
and  that  the  wonderful  promises  of  God  to  tiha  familiea  tnw  to 
Him  be  often  set  forth.

Pr^bytery  took  raceta  until  2  p.  m. 
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WEDNESDAY  2  P.  M. 

Presbytery  met  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  P'oreign  Missions,  the  report  on 
that  cause  was  presented  by  Rev.  W.  W.  Morton.  The 
report  was  approved  and  the  following  recommendations 
adopted : 

1.  That  churches,  societies  and  individuals  assume,  wher- 
ever practicable,  definite  resi>onsibility  for  definite  parts  of  the 
Foreign  Miasion  work. 

2.  That  Mission  Study  Classes  be  organizjHi  m  all  churches 
and  that  they  be  urged  to  study  the  text  books  on  China  as  re- 
commended for  the  current  year  by  the  Educational   Department. 

3.  That  all  Sunday  Schools  be  urged  to  follow  the  Seven 
Year  Plan  for  Missionary  Education  and  to  study,  pray  for,  and 
give  to  the  support  of  our  work  in  the  Congo  during  the  year; 
that  they  contribute  to  our  work  in  the  Congo  in  accordance  with 
the  |6-Share-Plan  and  that  the  booklet  entitle<i  "Our  Prayer  Each 
Week"  be  used  as  widely  m  possible. 

4.  That  our  Christian  Endeavor  Societies  he  urged  to  use 
the  six  Missionary  Programs  prepared  especially  for  the  six  mis- 
sionary meetings  provided  for  in  the  regular  C    E,  schedule. 

6.  That  every  church  during  the  coming  year  be  encouraged 
to  organize  a  Church  School  of  Missions  in  which  all  the  church 
will  take  part  for  a  .ipecifled  length  of  time  according  to  the  plan.i 
pr^mred  by  the  Educational  Department. 

6.  We  call  the  attention  of  Presbytery  to  the  fact  that  all 
our  nine  Missions  without  exception  are  confronted  with  wonder- 
ful opportunities  and  are  calling  loudly  for  reinforcements.  At 
the  aafine  time  the  Church  is  not  contributing  sufficient  funds  to 
care  properly  for  the  work  already  undertaken.  We  recommend, 
therefore,  that  the  Presbytery  urge  upon  the  pastors,  sessions  and 
auxiliary  leaden  of  our  churches  to  lay  these  facts  earnestly  upon 
the  bMirta  of  God's  people  with  an  appeal  that  through  the  F*ro- 
KTMSiTe  Propmm,  and  by  special  offering  authoriied  by  the  Gen- 
eral Aasembly,  our  gre*t  Church  may  meet  this  challenge  of  the 
Lord  and  may  adequately  care  for  it.s  present  growing  work  and 
enlarge  It  through   the  addition   of   new   missionaries. 

Rev.  A.  J.  Howell  made  a  re|)ort  for  the  Historical 
Committee  which  was  adopted  and  is  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  begs  to  report  that  no  historical  sketches 
wwe  sent  in  since  last  Presbytery,  We  urge  our  churches  and  con- 
pwations  the  great  importance  of  keeping  a  narrative  of  events 
in  their  history  and  of  preserving  the  records  of  the  past  We  re- 
commend that  each  of  our  churches  observe  at  least  one  occasion 
during  the  year,  at  which  the  founding  and  history  of  the  church 
shall  be  commemorated  and  God's  blessings  in  the  past  recalled. 

The  following  named  representativea  were  nominated 
for  Commissioners  to  General  Assembly  to  meet  in  San 
Antonio.  Tex.:  Ministers— J    li.  F'hipps.  C    B    Heller,  J. 
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K.  Fleming,  A.  D.  P.  Gilmour,  D.D..  D.  M.  McGeachy; 
Ruling  Elders— H.  J.  Faison,  W.  F.  Murphy,  M.  B.  Mc- 
Aulay,  Earl  W.  Jones,  J.  A.  Sailing,  R.  C.  Carson  and  J. 
B.  Huntington. 

Rev.  Geo.  R.  Faw  made  the  following  report  for  the 
Committee  on  Assembly's  Home  Missions  which  was 
adopted : 

Your  Committee  on  Assembly's  Home  Missions  rep<irtB  a  year 
of  splendid  advance,  both  in  financial  returns  and  in  spiritual  re- 
sult's The  total  receipts  from  all  sources  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  work  were  $584,253.00,  a  gain  of  $60,852  over  the  pr©ce<Jing 
year.  However,  it  should  be  noted  that  from  strictly  Progressive 
Program  sources  the  receipts  were  $508,74.3,  which  is  $251,^57 
less  than  the   Assembly's  apportionment  for  this  cause. 

Reports  from  the  fields  show  that  10,258  were  addetl  to  the 
church  upon  profession,  and  4,067  upon  certificate,  making  a  total 
of  14.325  that  were  brought  into  the  church  by  the  workers  sup- 
ported   in  whole  or  in   part   by  the   .Assembly's   Committee. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  was  able,  from  its  meager 
resources,  to  assist  by  donation  or  loan,  in  the  erection  of  20 
churches  and  manses,  while  worthy  appeals,  totaling  more  than 
$200,000  were  declinwl  from  lack  of  funds. 

Your  Committee  would  again  direct  the  attention  of  the  Pres- 
bytery to  the  many  exceptional  opportunities  for  new  and  promis- 
ing church  enterprises.  Our  whole  task  at  home  and  abroad  waits 
upon  the  enlargement  of  the  home  base.  An  adequate  fund  for 
church  extension  continues  to  be  one  of  the  pressing  demands  of 
the  Committee. 

The  total  receipts  from  the  Special  Equipment  Campaign  were 
$104,147.  This  amount  includes  the  Birthday  gift  of  the  Auxili- 
aries for  the  Mexican  Girls'  School,  the  payment  of  a  special  plwJge 
made  in  19^,  together  with  the  jiledges  of  192.'J.  The  Committee 
is  genuinely  fr^tefui  for  this  assistance  in  meeting  the  distressing 
equipment  needs,  but  would  direct  attention  to  the  fact  that  in 
the  Equipment  Offerings  for  the  two  years  there  is  a  shortage  of 
almost  $200,000.  in  the  amount   auihonie*!   by   the   Assembly   for 

this  purpose. 

■There  is  one  di.scouragmg  feature  in  the  promotion  of  Horn* 
Mission  education,  which  yur  Committee  would  ask  the  Preshy- 
twy  to  gi-re  special  consideration.  The  records  show  that  .mly  a 
small  number  of  Sunday  Schools  observe  the  Annual  Mome  Mis- 
sion Day  in  November,  or  make  any  offering  for  this  cause.  Tha 
Exwutive  Committee  b^teVM  that  important  field  for  Home  MU- 
sion  education  is  btAng  neglected,  and  most  earnestly  solldts  the 
help  of  pastors,  s«9Miion*  and  Sunday  School  superintendents  in 
securing  the  observance  of  this  day  in  every  Sunday  School  la 
Uie  Presbytary.  This  is  necessary  if  the  future  leaders  of  tha 
ehureh  ara  to  know  the  great  Home  Mission  facts,  and  be  Uught 
to  aid  this  great  departoMot  ei  iht  chureh's  work. 

The  following  nK:oBaMnteti«M  arc  offered: 

1,  That  the  churches  be  urgwi  to  observe  the  Week  of  Prayer 
for  Homa  Missions,  HvfmB^&r  16-23,  and  that  this  occasion  be 
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used  for  advancing  the  interest  of  Uiis  fundamental  causa. 

2.  In  view  of  the  failure  of  so  many  Sunday  Schools  to  ob- 
■«rve  the  annual  Home  Mission  Day  in  Kovamb«r,  or  to  make  an 
offering  for  Assembly's  Home  Missions,  that  the  Prasbytary  urge 
upon  all  Sunday  Schools,  if  possible,  to  arrange  for  tba  obwu'vaute 
of  this  day  this  year. 

3.  In  view  of  the  need  of  many  Missions  for  larger  atMi  bet- 
ter buildings,  and  the  exceptional  opportunities  for  new  churches 
in  growing  centers,  that  pastors  and  sessions  be  urged  to  see  that 
Assembly's  Home  Missions  recaivas  its  just  and  proportionate 
share  in  the  special  equipment  offolng. 

4.  That  all  pastors  be  urged  daring  the  yaar  to  yacll  <m 
this  fundamental  cause,  emphasizing  its  place  in  our  danomfaia- 
tional  growth. 

Rev.  J.  M.  McBryde  made  the  following  report  for  the 
Committee  on  Synod's  TTomp  Missions  whirh  was  ftdop- 
ted:

For  the  permanent  Building  Fund  of  the  Synod  only  14 
drarches  contributed  in  all  ^M6.66.  la  view  of  the  abaoluta  nama- 
rity  of  this  fond  for  may  advmiiM  work  in  new  twrtt^,  as  mb- 
pMidaad  by  the  Synod's  action,  wa  are  aakiac  tha  Pgartgrtaiy  to 
aadoTM  Utis  movement  and  eonuMfiid  It  to  yo«r  ehurehM  by 
special  action.    To  this  end  wa  raeo»n«Bd  the  following

for  many,  and  in  view  of  the  toMioqMto  ranilts  than  obtatnoi. 
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the  Prasbytary  sets  the  firat  Sunday  in  July  or  the  neafMt  atiit- 
aUa  data  thawto  as  a  special  time  for  a  gaiMral  effort  to  secure 
this  fund,  and  those  churches  which  have  not  yet  provided  ioritj 
or  which  have  not  made  adequate  provision  therefor,  are  urged 
to  do  so  at  this  time  unless  other  and  better  plans  are  adopted 
by  the  aeasion. 

Pending  action  on  this  report.  Rev.  Letcher  Smith  ad- 
dressed the  Presbytery  in  the  inter^t  of  Synod's  Equip- 
ment Fund,  ixjintinp  out  the  importance  and  great  need 
of  this  part  of  our  Home  Mission  Work. 

Mr.  W.  D.  McCraig  reported  that  the  books  of  the 
Trea-surer  of  the  Home  Missions  Committee  had  b^n 
audited  bv  Mr.  Lacy  Hunt,  and  by  him  found  in  order 
and  that  he  himself  had  audited  the  books  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Contingent  Fund  and  that  they  too  were  found 
in  order.    His  report  was  approved.

The  Orphanage 
haa  raeantly  received  a  legacy  of  tS5,000  in  addition  to  $6,000 
from  Mr.  P.  PaaraaU  which  will  Mp  graaUy  in  the  pros«:ution 
«f  hmt  Uuk. 

2  Needs:  It  reqniim  $150,(»0  to  BM«t  her  annual  aspaodi- 
tures  in  addition  to  the  conitant  nac^alty  of  enlargements  and 
iai»«van«ats.  For  this  amount  she  is  looking  to  the  contrtbu- 
ttoas  m  tha  regular  budget  to  raise  $60,000  and  to  the  Thanks- 
giving offering  to  raise  $100,000.  Last  year  the  receipts  from 
the  "ftanksgivlng  offering  in  the  sUte  were  only  about  fifty  thous- 
mni  dollan  and  Wilmington  Presbytery  M\  *hor«  of  h«r  qoota  on 
tha  regular  budget  by  $946.

We  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  splendid  increase  in  contribu- 
tions made  by  our  people,  but  we  must  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  we  have  by  no  means  yet  reached  our  total  quota  for  Bene- 
volences, and  to  the  further  fact  that  the  great  Causes  of  the 
Church  must  limp  along  until  they  are  adequately  supported. 
We  recommend:

The  F^resbytery  of  Wilmington  submits  to  the  GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY   for  the   year   ending  March  31,   1924,  tho   following: 

NARRATIVE  OF  CHRISTIAN   LIFE   AND   WORK 

1.  In  the  matter  of  church  attendance  the  outlook  is  not  what 
we  ought  to  expect.  On  an  average,  including  both  morning  and 
•rening  tmrrict*  on  Sunday,  the  attendance  is  from  60  to  60  per 
cant.  We  «lo  not  think  we  should  \y*  satisfie<i  with  this  prevailing 
condition. 

2.  Touching  the  Family  AUat  mnd  world  conformity,  the 
reporta  from  the  churches  in  the  Presbytery  indicate  that  condi- 
tion* are  improving.  The  number  of  Family  Altars  seem  to  be 
increasing  from  year  to  year  for  the  past  several  years.  The  pre- 
vailing not*  is  that  worldly  conformity  prevails  to  no  great  ex- 
tant. TlHnra  seems  to  be  less  card  playing  and  promiscuous  danc- 
il^  than  in  recent  years,  but  considerable  apprehensi'm  i.r  ex- 
piraMad  in  regard  to  the  largely  prevailing  custom  of  visiting  and 
automobile  riding  on  Sunday. 
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3.  Our  people  are  manifestly  steadily  developing  m  Steward- 
ship. The  grace  of  giving  is  growing  in  the^  Presbytery.  Ihe 
Every  Member  Canvass  has  been  adopted  in  the  majority  of  the 
churches  with  increasing  success,  though  the  goals  have  not  yet 
been   reached  by   very   many   of   the  churches. 

4  The  spirit  of  Evangelism  is  also  taking  a  large  hold  on 
our  people,  Aa  an  evidence  of  this  fact  we  find  that  most  o.  our 
pastors  and  churches  are  reaching  out  around  them  and  establish- 
ing outpost  missions   with   gratifying    results.     These    resulU   are 

threefold ; 

(a)  New  churches  are   being  organited  every   year. 

(b)  New  church  buildings  are  going  up  at  a  more  rapid  rate

(c)  And  there  are  larger  accessions  to  the  chureh  on  pro- 
fassion  of  faith  than  ever  before.  This  year  457  have  been  added 
to  the  churches  on  profession  of  faith.

Tbt  Commission  to  ordain  and  install  licentiate  W. 
C.  Smith  made  the  following  report  which  was  adopted 
and  the  action  of  the  Commission  was  ratified  as  re- 
quested: 
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The  comi8»ion  to  ordain  Licentiate  W.  C.  Smith  and  to  install 
him  at  Caswell,  Black  River  and  Currie  Churches,  met  at  Caswell 
Church  at  11  a.  m.,  Sunday,  July  13  and  was  calle<l  to  order  by 
the  Chairman,  Rev.  J.  L.  Fairly,  D.D.,  and  opened  with  prayer  by 
Mr.  Smith. 

Present:  Revs.  J.  L.  Fairly,  D.D.,  R.  E.  .McClure,  Ruling 
Elders  Neill  Beatty  and  Hugh  Corbett. 

Rev.  R.  E.  McClure  was  appointed  clerk. 

The  absence  of  Rev,  P.  L.  Clark  was  noted  and  upon  previous- 
ly secured  appro%al  of  Mr.  Clark,  the  commission  went  on  record 
as  favoring  the  holding  of  the  ordination  without  Mr  .Clark,  taking 
as  our  authority  the  previou*  action  of  the  General  Assembly 
(1901).  In  as  much  as  Mr.  Clark's  attendance  was  made  impos- 
ible  because  of  duties  that  called  him  at  th*-  la.-^t  moment  the  com- 
mission decided  to  procee<i  and  to  recjuest  Presbytery  to  ratify 
our  action  in  keeping  with  the  action  of  the  General  Assembly 
recorded  on  page  69,  1922  Revision  of  Alexander's  Digest,  which 
is  a -5  follows: 

in  response  to  an  overture  as  to  the  validity  of  an  ordination 
of  a  probationer  by  two  ministers  and  one  elder,  we  recommend 
the  following  answer:  An  ordination  so  made  is  not  strictly  re- 
gular, yet  when  ratifi^l  by  the  Presbytery,  is  valid."     (Adopted). 

In  the  service  preceedtng  the  ordination  Rev.  J.  L.  Fairly, 
D.D.,  preached.  After  the  sermon  he  recited  the  action  of  Pre»- 
byterj'  in  appointing  the  commission  for  the  work  as.sign^.  He

A  solemn  charge 
was  then  delivered  to  pastor  and  pef>ple  and  CSod*  Ble-ising  invoked 
on  the  new  relationship.

These  having 
been  satisfactorily  answered  he  dc-lared  Mr.  S-rath  regularly  elect- 
ed and  installwi  pastor  of  Black  River  Church  and  then  delivered 
a  brief  charge  to  pastor  and  people  and  led  in  prayer  for  God's 
blessing  on  the  t^ation.ship  established.  The  benediction  was 
then  pronounced  by  Rev.  W,  C.  Smith  and  the  Commission  took 
reeetii  to  meet  at  Currie  Church  at  8  p   m.

Presbytery  wUl  note  with  interest  the  development  of  the 
great  work  represented  by  this  committee.  Under  the  able  leader- 
ship of  Dr.  Sweets.  Secretary,  the  van.ms  departnu-nts  of  Ed*:*- 
tion  for  the  Ministry,  Student  Loan  Fund,  Endowment  Fund.  Min- 
isterial Relief,  etc..  are  putting  new  life  and  promise  into  the  work 
of  our  church.  The  more  attention  that  is  given  to  the  work  of 
the  Executive  Committee  and  the  more  support  furnished  it,  the 
more  efficiently  our  Southern  Church  can  do  its  work  m  the  days 
that  are  before  us.

Presbytery  reconveneii  and  Rev.  D.  T.  CiMwdl 
preached  an  excellent  sermon  from  Ps.  121:1. 

By  request,  Rev.  W.  P.  M.  Currie  gave  some  facta  con- 
nected with  the  early  hi.story  of  Rockfish  Church  and  ex- 
hibited a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  Rotkfiah  "Woman's 
Female  Missionary  Society"  bearing  the  date.  1818. 

Rev,  W.  M.  Baker  made  the  following  report  for  the 
Committee  on  Schools  and  Collegea  which  was  adopted 
with  the  recommendations: 

The  Committee  on  Synod  ical  SclKx^a  and  Colleges  offers  the 
following  report  to  Wilmington  Pr«*>yt«ry,  Oct.  21,  1824: 
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God  has  wonderfully  blessed  all  of  our  institutiona  of  higher 
learning  during  the  past  year.  Our  Synod  has  at  present  three 
institutions  doing  High  Sthocl  work;  Glade  Valley,  Elise  and  Al- 
bemarle. We  have  two  Junior  Colleges,  Flora  .McDonald,  Queens 
Grade  Colleges,  Flora  McDonald,  Queens  and  Davidson,  and  one 
and  Davidson,  and  one  Th«  oh  jfica^l  Seminary. 

Albemarle  has  8  Full  Professors  and  67  students;  Glade  Val- 
ley, 4  Full  Professors  andyo  Students;  Eliae,  4  Full  Professors  and 
61  StudneU;  Mitchell  College,  13  Full  Professors  and  130  Stu- 
dents; Peace,  11  Full  prolessors  and  171  Students;  Flora  Mc 
Donald,  20  Full  Prcfes^crs  end  305  Students;  Queens,  12  Full 
Professors  and  285  Students;  Davidson,  32  Full  Professors  and 
621  Students;  Union  Theo.  Seminary,  7  Full  Professors  and  146 
Students. 

The  total  expenses  for  all  of  these  schools  for  the  past  year 
were  $569,600.00.  Of  this  amount  the  students  paid  $382,100.00. 
Paid  by  endowment,  gifts  and  etc.,  $186,600.00.  There  is  a  debt 
of  $15,320  against  a  debt  of  several  hundred  thousand  five  years 
ago. 

The  following  equipment  has  been  added  this  year:  Elise. 
New  Dormintory,  $18,000.00;  Qu^na.  Books  and  etc..  $16,000.00; 
Davidson,  South  Wing,  Chambers.  $127,5(».00;  Peace.  New  Chapel. 
Books  for  Library,  $15.{K)0.{W;  Flora  McDonald,  New  Equipment, 
$800.00;  Mitchell,  New  Equipment,  $600.00;  Albemarle.  New 
Equipment.  $160.00;   Total,  $178,260. 

Flora  McDonald  had  a  successful  campaisrn  to  raise  $160,000.00 
to  pay  off  indebtedness. 

The  plan  proposed  by  Synod  at  its  meetintr  a  year  ago.  to 
provide  funds  sufHcient,  to  make  Mitchell  and  Peace  Junior  Col- 
leges, Queens  and  Flora  McDonald  A-  Grade  Colleges  has  proven 
successful  so  far,  but  will  depend  upon  the  loyal  support  of  each 
Presbytery  and  every  church  in  the  Synod.  $31,404.00  was  given 
by  the  Synod  for  this  great  cause.  This  is  far  more  than  wa« 
given  last  year,  but  is  not  quite  half  of  the  amount  apportioned  to 
the  churches  and  n^d^  by  our  schools.  The  incr^Md  amount 
gi%'€n  to  this  cause,  we  feel  is  doe  to  the  effort  made  to  put  our 
Woman's  CoU^irei  on  an  A-Grade  basis.  Flora  McDonald  and 
Queens  Colleges  are  A-Grade  Colleges  now,  and  will  be  perman- 
ently A-Grade  CollogM  if  Synod  will  give  each  of  them  fl5,0(».OO 
a  year  for  three  years. 

Peace  and  Mitchell  will  be  accredited  Junior  Colleges  perman- 
ently if  Synod  gives  them  $5,000.00  a  year  for  three  years. 

At  the  request  of  Synod  the  Synf>dical  appointed  a  strong 
committee  with  Miss  Mamie  McElwee  chairman,  to  interest  tlM 
Woman  Auxiliaries  in  securing  books  ami  some  o^er  eqnipmeat 
for  the  libraries  of  the  four  Women's  Colleges  to  the  amount  of 
$25,000.00,  They  have  at  present  secured  money  and  books  to 
the  amount  of  $11385.00.  All  of  our  institutions  are  full  to  over- 
flowing. Davidson  ColUege  has  the  largest  enrollment  in  Its  his- 
tory. 

Union  Theological  Seminarjr  with  the  largest  enrollment  in  it» 
history,  i-?  fBcinjc  a  real  crisis.  It  need  more  acholarships  to  take 
care  of  the  increased  student  body. 

The  library  is  inadeqtiate,  and  the  ttine  has  come  for  a  fall 
time  librarian.     This  mMins  larger  fu!^. 
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Please  see  that  your  ses-sion  apportions  10  per  cent,  of  its 
benevolent  budget  to  this  great  cause  and  remit  to  the  Treasurer 
of  Synod   8»  least   quarterly. 

1.  That  all  contributions  for  this  cause  be  sent  to  Mr.  F.  L.

Rev.  J.  O.  Mann  made  the  followinR  reix>rt  for  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  which  was  ad<tpted: 

Our  Foreign  Mission  work  laft  year  was  m  many  rcspecu 
the  greatest  in  the  history  of  our  Church.  The  results  on  the  field 
were  gratifying  in  the  highest  degree  while  the  receipts  for  the 
year  broke  all  records  and  redocad  the  Foreign  Mission  accumu- 
lated deficit  from  $249,411.00  to  |150,69i!.00. 

The  regular  Foreign  Mission  receipts  for  the  first  five  months 
of  this  year  are  $265,.514.00.  a  decrease  of  |54.1 14.00  as  compared 
with  the  same  period  last  y«ur.  The  fact  that  this  falling  off  is 
shared  by  the  other  Church  causes  does  not  help  the  situation. 
The  Executive  Committee  is  pursuing  a  conservative  policy,  mak< 
ing  only  such  additions  to  the  missionary  force  as  are  necessary  to 
provide  replacements  and  man  the  work  already  undertaken. 
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Our  people  should  understand  clearly  that  if  this  reduction 
of  income  continues,  it  will  be  impossible  to  sustain  the  work  on 
its  present  basis.  Appropriations  are  already  cut  to  the  bone  and 
are  far  less  than  our  missionaries  are  pleading  for. 

The  last  General  Assembly  noted  the  fact  that  all  our  nine 
Missions  without  exception  are  confronted  with  wonderful  oppor- 
tunities and  are  calling  loudly  for  reinforcements  and  better  equip- 
ment, while  at  the  same  time  the  Foreign  Mission  income  for  the 
last  10  years  has  not  averaged  enough  to  care  properly  for  work 
already  undertaken.  The  .■^».»eml  ly  (htrpfi  rf  urged  thai  pastors, 
sessions,  and  leaders  of  our  Church  lay  these  facts  earnestly  upon 
the  heart.si  of  God'.9  people,  leading  them  to  support  with  increased 
liberality  the  Progressive  Program.  If  the  Church  would  contri- 
bute the  11.681,760.00  which  the  Assembly  in  the  Progressive 
Program  has  assigned  Foreign  Mi"«!5ions  as  its  rightful  quota,  it 
would  pay  the  year's  work,  wipe  out  all  debt,  and  leave  a  balance 
for  needed  expansion. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1.  That  in  view  of  the  serious  falling  off  in  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sion receipts  for  the  first  five  month.s  of  this  year,  the  Presbytery 
at  this  .session  engage  in  special  prayer  that  God  will  awaken  our 
whole  Church  to  the  seriousness  of  the  situation  thu.>i  create<i  and 
that  He  will  imbue  our  pastors  with  a  fresh  sense  of  their  mis- 
sionary duty  and  responsibility, 

2.  That  this  Presbytery  with  its  churches  accept  the  per- 
centage and  quota."*  for  Foreign  Missions  recommended  by  the 
General  Assembly  and  make  an  earnest  effort  to  meet  this  obli- 
gallon. 

3.  That  Church  Schools  of  Missions  be  organized  in  all  the 
churches  during  January  and  February  and  that  they  be  urged 
to  study  the  text  books  on  Chma  recommended  for  the  current 
year  and  in  accordance  with  the  plans  prepared  by  the  Educational 
Department,  and  also  to  ur«>  '^'outhprn  Pre.sbyterian  Missions 
Aboard" — the  Committee's  Annual  Repur^. 

4.  That  our  Christian  Endeavor  .Societies  be  urged  to  use 
the  six  Missionary  Programs  prepareii  especially  for  the  six  mis- 
sionary meetings  provided   for  in  the   regular  C.   E.   schedule.

6.  That    churches,    societie.i,    and    individuals,    assume,    when 
ever   practicable,   definite   responsibility   for    definite    parts    of   the 
Foreign   Mission   Work. 

7.  We  call  the  F'resbytery'  s  attention  to  the  following  ac- 
tion of  the  la.st  General  As.sembly. 

"The  General  Assembly  feels  deeply  the  n^essity  of  having 
better  homes  for  our  mis.sionaries;  that  they  should  be  provided 
with  modern  transportation  facilities  and  suitable  chapels  worthy 
of  the  cause  of  the  Master.  Therefore,  it  calls  on  the  pastors 
prayerfully  to  lay  this  matter  on  the  hearts  of  their  people.     It 
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would  be  a  fine  thing  for  those  churches  having  missionaries  de- 
finitely assigned  to  them,  to  »ee  that  they  have  the  physical  equip- 
ment  necessary  for  their  fields,  as  authoriied  by  the   Assembly." 

Rev.  W.  B,  Neill  made  an  addre.ss  in  behalf  of  "Church 
Paper  Week;"  urging  the  vahie  and  innwrtance  of  hav- 
ing a  church  paper  in  every  home. 

Rev.  A.  D.  P.  Gilmour,  I)  I).,  made  a  report  for  the 
Commission  to  visit  the  Burnsvvick  Country  group  of 
churches.  The  report  was  received  as  information  and 
the  Commission  was  continued. 

Rev.  D.  T.  Caldwell  made  the  following  rejwrt  for  the 
Committee  on  Home  Missions  and  as  a  part  of  this  re- 
fwrt,  Rev.  W.  M.  Baker  read  the  reiwrt  of  the  Building 
League  and  Mr  W  D  McCaig  r>resented  the  Treasurer's 
report : 

Your  Committee  on  Home  Missions  in  submitting  it«  report, 
has  great  cause  to  be  thankful  for  God's  blessing  on  the  work  dur- 
ing the  past  six  months.  While  we  have  keenly  felt  the  absence 
of  our  Superinlc*ndent,  yet  the  work  has  progressed.  Two  out- 
posts have  been  organised  into  churche»,  the  outpost  at  Muddy 
Creek  in  the  Chinquapin  field  j»  now  organized  into  the  Bethel 
Church,  and  in  the  Seven  Springs  field  the  work  at  Pleasant  View 
School  House  has  been  organised  into  the  Plea.sant  View  Church.

We  were  able  to  co-operate  with  pastors  in 
securing  the  services  of  both  of  our  Sy nodical  Evangelists,  Dr. 
Black  and  Mr.  Gill  also  in  helping  pastors  to  arrange  for  other 
evangelistic  meetings. 

In  view  of  the  present  situation  facing  the  Presbytery  the 
Committee  offers  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  our  churches  make  a  special  effort  to  develop  the 
evangelistic  spirit  in  their  work. 

2.  That  some  definite  plan  of  personal  evangelistic  work  be 
in  each  church. 
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3.  That  80  far  as  practical  the  evening  service  on  Sunday  be 
of  an  evangelistic  nature,  and  an  opportunity  be  given  for  the  ac- 
ceptance of  Christ. 

4.  That  at  least  a  half-hour  be  given  at  the  Spring  Meeting 
of  Presbytery  for  an  address  on  personal  evangelism. 

5.  That  our  Home  Mis«ion  Committee  be  requested  to  see 
that  no  vacant  church  in  the  Presbytery  be  allowed  to  remain  too 
long  without  having  a  series  of  evangelistic  services. 

Rev.  A.  D.  p.  Gilmour,  D.D.,  made  the  following  re- 
port for  the  Committee  on  Stewardship  which  was 
adopted : 

We  would  call  Presbj-tery's  attention  to  the  steady  progreia 
being  made  in  respect  to  both  the  throughness  of  the  canvass  and 

the  report  of  results. 

Every  Member  CanvaM 

There  are  reports  this  year  fro.m  51  of  the  d7  churches,  last 
ymr  47,  and  the  year  pre%'u>uM,  34.  The  amount  suKwrih^d  alw 
shows  an  increase,  the  total  being  179,437.00  for  Benevolences, 
$82,  8^.00  for  Current  Expense.^  and  Pastor's  Salary.  Total  for 
both  $162,327.00,  last  year  the  subscriptions  amounted  to  |143.- 
705.00,  and  the  year  previous  $128,080.00.  The  number  of  sub- 
scriptions shows  a  healthy  increase,  toUl  subscriptions  for  both 
Benevolent  and  Current  Expenses,  7,912,  last  year.  6,683,  and  the 
year  previous,  6,426.  It  is  encouraging  to  notice  that  many  of  our 
churches  are  reporting  subscriptions  for  over  76  per  cent,  of  their 
members.  If  we  could  make  such  a  report  for  the  whole  Presby- 
tery we  would  have  over  eleven  thousand  Bubscriptions.  The 
churches  that  did  not  make  a  report  of  their  Every-Member-Can- 
vass  were:  Ashwood,  Bladenboro.

Pastors  Salary 

We  are  gratified  to  sto  that  ten  churrhei  inrrrn«eH  their  pM- 
tors  salarv,  a  total  of  $1,8^.{W,  we  are  recommending  an  incra^ 
of  $6,750.00,  and  we  are  sure  that  if  our  churches  made  a  more 
thorough  Every-Member-Canvass,  and  were  more  diligent  injr«t- 
ting  their  members  to  pay  the  Lord  a  tither,  there  wouM  bt  no 
troaUe  in  paying  this  additional  amount. 

ConventoM 

The  reports  show  that  there  were  849  conversions  in  the  Ihras- 
taflery,  last  year,  593.  and  the  year  previous,  386.  There  are  in 
Shis  Presbytery  59.095  unconverted  i»nions  over  10  years  of  age. 
This  shows  Uiat  there  is  a  vast  opportunity  for  winning  souls  to 

Christ.

Benevolent  Quota  for   1925 

The  Benevolent  Quota  herewith  submitted  for  the  year  be- 
ginning April  1,  1925,  has  been  very  carefully  compared  with  the 
Benevolent  Contributions,  and  the  Pastors  Salary  for  the  past  five 
years,  so  that  no  church  is  asked  for  more  than  they  should  rea- 
sonably expected  to  give.  We  are  sure  that  there  is  not  a  church 
in  the  Presbytery  that  could  not  pay  every  dollar  of  its  B«M- 
volent  Quota  if  a  determined  effort  was  made  to  do  so. 

UnbusineM   Like   Financial   System 

It  has  been  found  that  some  of  our  churches  continue  to  use 
the  old  Single  Envelope  Single  Budget  System  and  our  committee 
vialMS  to  place  on  record  our  strong  opfwjiiitions  to  this  method 
of  flnancing  churches.  It  is  unfair  to  the  Benevolent  Causes  for 
they  mrely  ever  get  what  the  people  would  like  to  give,  it  is  un- 
fair to  the  preacher  for  it  nullifies  his  efforts  to  train  the  people 
to  give  intelligently,  it  is  unfair  to  the  members  for  they  caanot 
know  where  their  money  is  going,  and  it  ii  unfair  to  the  oil^nn 
for  it  supposes  that  they  are  sticking  to  a  worn  out  Syttmm  be- 
nuae  th^  are  afraid  to  trust  the  merobera  to  divide  their  own 
gifta,  and  at  tte  same  time  give  enoiigh  to  support  the  Church.

that  every  church  in  our  Preahyterv  will  at  lemai  give  their  mmm- 
bers  an  opportunity  to  contrib  his  most  worthy  caaiw  on

Year  attention  is  called  to  the  Presbyterian  Convention  that 
i«  being  arranged  by  the  General  Assembly  Committee  of  Mens 
Work,  that  is  to  Uke  place  on  the  19th  and  20th  of  February.  We 
wish  to  commend  this  convention  to  the  churches  of  our  Presby- 
tery most  heartily,  and  hope  that  every  church  will  have  a  large 
del^ation  of  men  and  women  that  will  attend. 
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Reeomntendationfl 

1.  That  the  Five  Year  Program  adopted  by  the  Synod  be

4.  That  Pastors  and  Sessions  be  urged  to  arrange  for  the 
Special  Study  of  Stewardship  during  the  month  of  November, 
using  the  Stewardship  Study  Books  recommended  in  the  Steward- 
ship Manual  of  1925. 

5.  That  a  strong  effort  be  made  during  the  year  by  the  Pas- 
tor,  assisted  by  the  "Men  of  the  Church"  and  "Woman's  Auxili- 
ary, to  estalish  a  Family  Altar  in  every  Home. 

6.  That  an  effort  be  made  during  the  year  to  enroll  every 
member  of  the  church  as  a  Tither. 

That  the  Benevolent  Quota  herewith  submitted  be  adopted 
in  principle,  and  that  all  churches  be  urged  to  pay  the  apportion- 
ment to  every  cause  in  full.  (See  Appendix.) 
8.  That  every  church  be  urged  to  provide  a  minimum  salary  of 
$2,000  and  a  manse  for  pastors  who  are  not  now  receiving  that 
amount.  That  the  increase  in  pastors  salary  recommended  in  this 
report  be  referred  to  each  sefsion  with  the  reque.«it  that  this  in- 
crease of  salary  be  provided.  That  the  ten  churches  that  increased 
their  pastors  salary  he  warmly  commended  for  this  action. 

9.  That  the  officers  of  e%er>'  church  be  urged  to  secure  a  sub- 
scription for  both  the  Benevolent  Causes  and  Current  Expenses 
from  every  member  of  the  congregation  and  that  special  attention 
be  given  new  converts  and  children,  to  see  that  they  are  trained 
to  contribute  regularily  and   proportionately. 

10.  That  the  per  cent,  of  distribution  of  the  Benevolent 
Funds  be  the  same  as  last  year  with  the  exception  of  the  First 
Church-  Wilmington  whose  Foreign  Mission  committments  make 
necessary  an  adjustment  of  the  Benevolent  Budget. 

11.  That  the  church  Treasurers  be  urged  to  pay  all  Benevo- 
lent Funds  at  least  quarterly,  July  1,  Octol^r  1,  January  1,  and 
March  31. 

12.  That  the  churches  now  using  the  Single-Budget,  Single- 
Envelope  System  be  urg^  to  adopt  the  Double  Budget.  Double 
Treasurer  System. 

13.  That  the  Presbytery  give  hearty  approval  to  the  Special 
Campaign  for  the  Equipment  Fund  to  be  held  December  14th., 
and  that  all  churches  be  requested  to  give  their  membc-s  an  oppor- 
tunity to  contribute  to  this  Fund  to  meet  our  rapidly  growing 
work  at  home  and  abroad. 
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14.  That  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  other  Church  Societies 
be  urged  not  to  take  on  special  work  for  causes  that  have  not  been 
approved  by  either  the  Assembly,  Synod  or  Presbytery,  until  the 
entire  Benevolent  Quota  has  been  subscribed  by  the  church  to 
each  cause  in  full. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  com- 
munication from  Bladen  County  Presbyterian  Churches 
the  following  report  which  was  adopted: 

The  committee  on  the  paper  presented  touching  a  Camp  at 
White  Lake,  N.  C,  for  recreational  and  educational  purposes,  has 
read  the  paper  and  considered  the  whole  proposition  carefully  and 
would  report  that  Wilmington  Presb>i;ery  is  always  willing  to 
back  anything  that  has  to  do  with  increasing  the  eflRciency  of 
Christian  workera  or  in  any  way  hastening  the  coming  of  the 
Kingdom.  But  t>ecau9P  of  iHrjrt'  and  pressing  Home  Mission  needs 
in  our  Presbytery,  straining  us  to  the  very  limit  financially,  we 
recommend  that  no  action  in  regard  to  the  matter  be  taken  at  pres- 
ent beyond  approving  the  organization  of  "The  Presbyterian  Asso- 
ciation of  Bladen  County"  and  bid  the  brethren  God-speed  in  their 
food  work.

The  Presbytery  of  Wilmington  met  in  adjourned  ses- 
•ion  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Wilmington,  N. 
C,  November  6,  1924,  at  12:45  P.  M..  and  was  called  to 
order  by  Rev.  D.  M.  McGeachy,  the  last  Moderator  pres- 
ent, and  constituted  with  prayer  by  Rev.  W.  B.  Neill.

Church.  Wilmington;  I.  L.  Faison.  Faison;  R.  J.  Powell, 
Whiteville;  S.  G.  Hayes.  Rocky  Point. 

Rev.  J.  K.  Fleming  asked  that  the  pastoral  relation  ex- 
isting l>etween  him  and  the  Acme  and  Bolton  Churches 
be  dissolved  and  that  he  be  granted  a  letter  of  dii^missal 
to  Kanawha  Presbytery,  Synod  of  West  Virginia,  in  order 
that  he  might  accept  work  in  that  Pre.sbytery.

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The  Endowment  Fund  of  Mmistcrmi  Relief  now  amounts  to 
nearly  f  1.500,000,  and  it  is  hoped  Uie  Asaembly's  goal  of  $2,500,- 
000  will  soon  be  reached. 

We  commend  to  Presbytery  a  cordial  interest  in  the  great  activ- 
ities of  our  Executive  Committee  of  Christian  Education  and  Min- 
isterial Relief,  and  ask  our  Churches  to  do  all  they  can  to  support 
its  efforts  to  help  in  the  great  cause  of  Christian  education  and  to 
care  for  our  aged  and  infirm  ministers  and  widows. 

A  paper  was  presented  to  Presbytery  from  Flora  Mac- 
donald  CoUesre  in  reference  to  the  distribution  of  the 
funds  of  the  Presbytery,  jriven  to  educational  institu- 
tions, to  which  the  following  reply  was  made: 

"Presbytery  is  unwilling  to  change,  at  this  time,  the  action  tak- 
en at  the  fall  meeting,  vis.,  'That  all  contributions  for  Synod's 
schools  and  colleges  be  sent  to  Mr.  F.  L.  Jackson  to  be  prorated 
according  to  Synod's  recommendation'." 

Ruling  Elder  W.  D.  McCaig  made  the  following  report 
for  the  Committee  on  Home  Missions,  including  the 
Treasurer's  report.    The  report  was  adopted. 

Your  Committee  has  labored  under  some  severe  disadvantagwi 
during  the  past  year  due  mainly  to  the  rwifnation,  effective  Jon* 
1,  1924.  of  our  Home  Mission  Supertnt«MlcBt,  Rev.  J.  J.  Murray, 
who  accepted  a  call  to  the  church  at  Lexington,  Va..  and  to  the 
resignation,  effective  January  1,  1925,  of  our  former  chairman. 
Rev.  D.  T.  Caldwell,  who  accepted  a  call  to  the  church  at  Peters- 
burg, Va. 

We  accepted  the  resignations  of  these  faithful  and  efficient 
workers  with  much  regret  These  two  consecrate!  servants  of 
God  were  close  personiu  friends  and  during  their  tenure  of  office 
their  co-operation  in  the  work  produced  splendid  results  and  Pres- 
bytery owM  them  a  lasting  debt  of  gratitude  for  the  outstanding 
home  missionary  work  accomplii^ed  within  our  bound.?.  We  f<*- 
low  them  with  our  prayers  and  best  wishes  for  continued  succeM 
in  their  respective  fields  of  lalK>r. 

We  were  without  a  Superintendent  for  a  period  of  six  months, 
dtiring  which  time  our  work  suffered  to  some  extent.  Effective 
November  17  your  Committee  was  fortunate  «B4raiHb  to  secure  the 
services  of  Rev.  R.  C.  Clonts  aa  SupeHntendtmt.  Ule  comes  to  us 
endowed  with  every  qualification  to  carry  forward  to  a  sa<%«Mful 
conclusion  the  great  home  missionary  task  before  our  Presbytery. 
In  the  short  time  that  Mr.  Clcmta  has  be«n  with  iia  he  haa  convinc- 
ed the  members  of  your  Committee  that  he  is  conservative,  yet 
aggmsivc  and  evangelistic  in  spirit,  and  we  fe«l  that  we  have 
bem  diviM^  led  in  his  s^etiwi.  Wp  b<»peak  for  him  Uie  conft- 
deaee  and  rrapect  of  PreahyUaiy. 

Several  of  our  Home  Mission  Fields  have  been  vacant  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  past  year,  but  steps  have  been  taken  which 
we  hope  will  result  in  all  of  these  fields  being  supplied  wiU)  i»s- 
tors  at  a  very  early  date. 

We  make  the  following  recommendiaiions:

6.  That  Presbytery  request  Synod's  Committee  to  continue  its 
appropriation  of  $90.00  per  month  to  aid  the  Seven  Springs  group 
consisting  of  Seven  Springs.  Smiths  and  Hebron  Churches  in  the 
support  of  its  pastor  when  .secured. 

7.  That  Presbytery  continue  its  appropriation  of  $66.67  per 
month  to  the  group  consisting  of  Hallsville,  Grove  and  Oak  Plains 
Churches  in  the  support  of  its  pastor.  Rev.  George  W.  Oldham. 

8.  That  Presbytery  continue  to  appropriate  $20.84  per  month 
to  aid  the  group  consisting  of  Teacheys  and  Bowden  Churches  in 
the  support  of  its  pastor,  Rev.  W.  B.  Neill. 

9.  That  Presbytery  request  Synod's  Committee  to  continue  its 
appropriation  of  $100.00  per  month  to  aid  the  group  consisting  of 
Chinquapin,  Beaulaville  and  Bethel  Churches  in  the  support  of  its 
pastor,  Rev.  J.  M.  McBryde. 

10.  That  Presbytery  request  Synod's  Committee  to  continue 
its  appropriation  of  $40.00  to  aid  the  Seaboard  group,  consisting 
of  White  Plains,  Mt.  Horeb,  Ashwood,  Elkton  and  Bladenboro

The  Synodical  Secretary,  Mr.  J.  B.  Spillman,  and  the  Presby- 
teriatl  Secretary  held  group  conferences  for  pMton  and  congr^r 
tional  aceretaries  and  officers  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  at  War- 
saw, Burgaw,  Wilmington  First,  Westminster,  and  Elteabethtown. 
Due  to  the  downpour  of  rain  and  bad  roads  thMC  eonfer«nc«i  were 
not  very  well  attended.  They  proved  very  helpful,  however,  and 
thoae  attending  went  away  feeling  that  they  had  had  a  spiritual 
uplift. 

The  volunteer  system  was  used  by  several  of  our  Churches  and 
the  results  were  mmt  gratifymg.  This  system  placed  the  canvaaa 
on  a  higher  plan  and  the  iMstors  who  used  this  system  are  ea- 
thuaiaatic  for  it. 
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Several  of  our  vacant  Churches  made  the  canvaaa  and  their  offi- 
cers are  to  be  commended.

Srding  Communion   and   hold   preparatory   aenric—   before  Mi^ 
mmunion. 

6.  That  Presbytery  lend  all  possible  aid  to  the  conferMMM  on 
Evangelism  to  be  held  during  the  summer  by  the  Pr«i^yt«riaB 
Progressive  Program  Committee. 

Pending  action  on  this  report.  Rev.  R.  C.  ClonU  made 
an  address  on  Peraonal  Evangelism,  basing  his  remarks 
on  Mark  1:17,  "Fishers  of  Men."  The  above  T^x»rt  wm 
adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Sessional  Records  made  a  rep<irt 
which  waa  approved  aa  a  whole. 

The  Commission  to  install  Rev.  A.  J.  Ho\\eli  made  the 
following  report,  which  waa  adopted : 
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The  Commission  appointed  by  Wilmington  Presbytery  to  install 
Rev.  A.  J.  Howell  at  Winter  Park  Presbytenan  Church  met  at  said 
Church  on  the  date  appointed,  February  22,  192.5,  at  3  P.  M.  The 
Commission  met  in  the  Session  room  of  the  Church,  with  Mr.  W. 
D.  McCaig  and  Rev.  J.  L.  Fairly,  D.  D.,  present.  Prayer  was  of- 
fered by  Mr.  McCaig,  after  which  he  was  appomted  aecretary. 
The  Commission  proceeded  according  to  the  Book  of  Church  Order. 
Mr.  Fairly  presided,  preached  the  nermon,  propounded  the 
constitutional  questions,  and  charged  the  pastor,  Mr.  McCaig 
charged  the  people.  Mr.  Howell  was  declared  regularly  installed 
pastor  of  Winter  I'ark  Church  and  prayer  wm  offered  by  Mr.

Church,  Wilmington,  April  21,  1925,  at  11  A.  M.  Closed 
with  prayer.

The  General  ABsemblv  has  laid  upon  the  Executive  Committ«* 
of  Home  Mission*  a  task  that  every  year  become  more  extensive 
in  iU  scope,  and  more  urgent  in  its  importance.  Upon  this  Com- 
mittee has  been  placed  our  denominational  responsibility  for  the 
evanreliMtion  of  the  Indmnsi.  the  Mountaineers,  the  Negroes,  the 
Immiirrants,  and  for  Evangelism  and  Church  Er^tion.  Any  one 
of  these  departmenU  now  requires  an  appropriation  exceeding  m 
amount  the  total  annual   income  of  the  Committee  twenty  year* 

In  these  vast  and  varied  fields  of  Home  Mission  need,  the 
Executive  Committe  supports,  wholly  or  in  part,  802  worlcers, 
evangelists,  pastors,  teachers,  in  894  churches,  missions  and 
schools.  Through  the  efforts  of  these  missionaries  in  these  insti- 
tutions last  year  9,045  persons  were  added  to  the  church  upon  pro- 
fession of  faith  which  represented  about  one-half  of  our  church  s 
net  gain  in   membership  for  the  yMir. 

At  the  March  meeting  of  the  Committee,  when  the  appropria- 
tions for  the  current  year  were  made,  there  were  applications  for 
aid  from  the  various  Presbyteries  and  Departments  totalling  $1,- 
100,000.00;  while  the  prospective  income,  (based  upon  the  receipts 
of  the  preceding  year),  was  little  more  than  half  this  amount. 

For  several  years  the  Executive  Committee,  as  a  watehman 
on  the  towers,  has  been  warning  the  church  that  the  tide  of  popu- 
lation would  soon  be  pouring  into  the  South,  and  urging  the  im- 
portance of  being  ready  to  meet  this  invasion  of  new  peoples. 
That  prophecy  is  now  a  fact.  The  influx  of  settlers  into  Florida 
the  past  twelve  months,  which  surpasses  anything  in  the  history 
of  the  settlement  of  this  country,  in  the  judgment  of  close  obser- 
vers is  a  FORE-RUNNKR  of  what  is  soon  to  take  place  in  all  the 
Bouth  Atlantic  and  Gulf  Coast  sUtes. 

The  Executive  Committee  should  b«  able  NOW  to  expend  not 
less  than  $100,000  per  year  on  new  church  enterprises  in  Florida, 
but  the  funds  are  not  available  for  any  expansion.     An  almost

sections  of  Texas,  where  the  great  cattle  ranges  are  bemg  vut

The 
SJrtt^  has  no  funds  except  as  the  church  provides  them.  If 
we  ^thhold  the  needeti  support,  we  are  crippling  our  own  agency 
Tnd  h  ndering  our  own  development.

Rev  W.  M.  Baktr  made  the  following  report  for  the 
Committee  on  Synod's  Schools  and  Colleges  which  was 
adopted : 

Never  in  the  history  of  our  church  has  her  schools  and  colleges 
received  higher  recognition,  done  greater  work,  been  manned  with 
ftner  faculties  of  men  and  women,  r«iched  so  many  livea,  and  were 
on  a  firmer  financial  footing  than  today.  Yet  today  every  one  of 
them  is  crowed  to  the  door  with  scholars  and  turning  them  away. 
Every  one  is  needing  larger  equipment  and  bigger  endowment. 

Queen's  Collefe  is  just  completing  a  cam^ign  for  $350,000 
to  bring  her  endowment  up  to  par. 

Flora  McDonald  is  striving  to  secure  enough  endowment  to 
maintain  her  A  grade  rating,  and  both  of  our  Junior  Colleges  will 
soon  b«  forced  to  put  on  campaigns  for  the  same  purpoae,  unless 
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the  church  contributes  more  liberally  to  the  great  cause  of  Schools 
and  Colleges,  through  its  regular  channels.  .  . 

Union  Theological  Seminary  is  falling  behind  m  its  running 
expen.se.H,  and  will  soon  be  handicapped  in  its  work  by  a  burden- 
some debt.  The  church  dare  not  neglect  il.n  .seminary,  the  source 
of  supply  of  its  ministers.  It  must  wake  up  to  the  tremendous 
imp<.rtance  of  this  great  work  and  put  it  on  a  par  with  Home 
Mis>.Jons,  Foreign  Missions,  and  all  the  other  great  causes  of  the 

^  ""^Ve  must  b>e  honest  in  our  dividing  of  our  benevolent  funds. 
The  SvncKi  has  asked,  and  the  Presbytery  has  promi-^ed  one-tenth 
..f  benevolent  funds  to  achools  and  colleges,  which  would  i>e  $80<30 
from  Wilmington  Presbytery,  and  about  $80.00U  from  the  whole 
Svnod  This  is  an  income  at  5  per  cent  on  one  million,  six  hun 
dr«l  thousand  dollar».

We  gave  just  about  half  this  amount  the  pa.st  year,  and  so 
far  this  year,  Wilmington  Presbytery  has  contributcnj  less  than 
$15(K).  In  this  day  of  open  attacks  uponthe  church,  religion  and 
God's  word,  the  church  schools  and  colleges  are  the  hope  of  the 
nation.  So  far  as  we  know  there  is  not  a  tamt  of  alheistic  evolu-

Two  v6Br<^  ago  we  reached  a  real  cn^KH  m  the  lives  of  these 
institutions  and  they  put  up  a  game  fight  for  ^heir  very  existence^

extent  of  our  promise,  made  two  years  ago,  one-tenth  of  our  bene- 
volent budget.

"The  Sup<"rintpndent,  Rev.  R.  C,  Clonli.,  has  just  closed  his 
first  ten  months  in  Wilmington  Presbytery.  The  first  part  of  his 
work  until  April  Ist,  wr,«  given  to  supplying  vacant  churches. 
Begining  un  April  1st.  his  work  ha.s  been  largtly  evangelistic.

Rev.  A.  J  Howell,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Chri.stian  Education  and  Mini.sterial  Relief,  was  in- 
structed to  write  Mrs.  MolUe  RoljerLs  Jones,  acknow- 
ledging the  courtesy  extended  to  the  Presbytery,  in  offer- 
ing to  the  Presbytery  three  scholars  hips  in  the  Pineland 
Junior  College,  in  Sampson  County,  North  Carolina.

Rev.  J.  M  McBryde  asked  that  Presbytery  diasolve 
the  pastoral  relation  existing  between  him  and  Chin- 
quapin, Beulaville  and  Bethel  Church  and  to  grant  him 
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a  letter  of  dismissal  to  Lexington  Presbytery  that  he 
might  accept  the  pa.storate  of  Augusta  Church  at  Fort 
Defiance.  Virginia.  After  the  churches  were  heard  from 
m  regard  to  the  matter,  the  pastoral  relation  was  dis- 
solved, to  take  effect  December  14.

In  Connec- 
tion with  this  report,  Rev.  R.  C.  Clontz,  Supt.  of  Presby- 
tery's Home  Mission  made  his  report  which  follows  the 
rejwrt  on  Home  Missions.  Pending  action  on  these  re- 
ports Re%-.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  D.D.,  Superintendent  of 
Synod's  Home  Missions  was  heard  in  an  enthusiastic 
address  touching  the  work  represented  by  him. 

On  motion,  the  report  on  Home  Mission  was  adopted 
and  is  as  follows:

tude  to  our  Heavtnly  Father  for  his  biMsinffs  and  far  the  faith- 
ful and  efficient  work  done  during  the  year  by  th<we  who  hav« 
labored  under  direction  of  the  committee. 

Our  faithful  superintendent  ha«  labored  unceasingly  and  effec- 
tively during  the  entire  year.  God  has  biased  him  and  hi*  work 
has  gone  on  uninterrupted.  Some  of  his  activities  were  265 
sermons,  forty-two  other  addresses.  162  professions,  124  additions 
on  profession  and  twenty  by  letter.  Collations  for  Presbytery's 
Home  Missions  $674.76.  In  addition  he  hm  labored  in  the  Sun* 
day  School  work,  under  the  direction  of  the  Assembly's  Committee 
on  Religious  Education.  We  feel  that  Mr.  Clontz  is  peculiarly 
well  fitted  for  the  position  which  he  holds  and  we  are  more  thor- 
oughly convinced  that  he  is  a  man  sent  of  God  to  have  charge  of 
the  Hmbm  Missionary  work  in  the  Presbytery. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  our  fop«i  has  been  increased  dur- 
ing the  year.  Rev.  W.  L.  Wilson  has  ctane  to  the  Acme  group, 
Rev,  W.  E.  West  to  Southport  and  Mr.  D.  Lee  Williamson  will 
be  located  at  Chinquapin  and  Mr.  A.  V.  Gibson  at  South  R!%*er, 
after  Seminary  clo««i.  This  leaves  us  with  only  one  of  our  origi- 
nal fields  vacant,  *hi«  being  Seven  Springs.  We  are  also  glad  to 
report  that  during  the  year  one  new  chorch  has  been  organlse4 
one  church  dedicated  and  two  new  Sunday  Schools  organi»d.  The 
following  buildings  have  been  Improved:  Bowden,  Stanford,  Jack- 
s<Miville,  Maple  Hill,  and  a  manse  acquired  for  the  South  Rivtr 
group. 

This  Committee  after  a  very  thorough  investigation  in  More- 
head  City  decided  that  the  time  ^t  opportune  to  establish  a  work 
there.  This  investigation  rrvealed  a  strong  nucleus  for  Preahy- 
teriani  and  the  Committee  has  acquired  a  lot  and  a  church  is 
to  be  built  for  the  use  of  Presbyterians  living  in  MorehMd  City  and 
BtWifort.   These  oommsttiH  are  developing  rapidly  and  a  Samlay 
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School  will  be  organized  at  once  which,  wt  h.pf,  will  soon  develop 
into  a  fruitful  church. 

The  Committee  would  again  call  your  attention  to  the  build- 
ing fund  of  the  Presbytery  which  is  available  for  churches,  Sun- 
day School  rooms,  manses  and  chapels,  under  the  directions  laid 
down  by  Presbytery.  Our  Churches  are  urged  to  take  advantage 
of  this  fund  in  enlarging  and  improving  their  equipment  to  meet 
the  present  day  needs  of  the  work.  We  make  the  following  recom- 
mendations :

The  above  mentioned  report  of  Res*.  R.  C.  Clontz, 
Superintendent  of  Presbytery's  Home  Mission  was 
adopted  and  is  as  follows; 

It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father 
and  sincere  appreciation  of  the  good  will  and  co-operation  of  my 
fellow  workers,  that  I  present  to  you,  my  annual  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  Home  Missions. 

During  the  year  just  closed  your  Superintendent  has  driven 
more  than  25,000  miles,  preached  265  sermons,  made  forty-twu 
other  addresses,  had  162  professions,  124  additions  on  profession, 
xwtnty  by  letter;  while  hundreds  in  the  Presbytery  have  r«eoiw»> 
cratad  their  lives  to  the  service  of  our  Lord  and  Master.  JeMS 
Christ.  Total  collections  for  Presbytery's  Home  Missions  has 
amounted  to  $674.76. 

During  the  year  just  closed  your  Superintendent  has  held 
twenty  evangelistic  services  in  the  Presbytery  in  the  following 
churches:  Chinquapin,  Delgado,  Stanford.  Tabor,  Kenansville,  Har- 
mony, Currie.  Woodburn,  Rocky  Point,  Calypso,  Willard,  PearsaU 
Memorial,  ImmanueJ,  Topsail,  Beth  Car.  Pleasant  View,  Brown 
Marsh,  Elitabethtown  and  Winter  Park. 

As  we  think  back  over  this  work  we  stop  to  pay  tribute  to 
those  faithful  men  who  have  sown  the  seed  and  who  share  with 
us  in  this  bountiful  harvest  of  souls.  We  thank  God  and  take 
courage. 

By  request.  Rev.  W    M   Currie  made  a  vertMd  rtport 

for  the  Committee  appointed  by  Presbytery  at  the  fall 
meeting  on  regrouping  the  churches  of  the  Presbytery. 
The  report  waa  adopted  with  the  understanding  that  Rev. 
J.  O.  Mann,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  but  who  waa 
unavoidably  absent  from  this  meeting,  should  send  in 
the  written  report  to  the  Stated  Clerk. 
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Rev.  W.  H.  Goodman  made  a  report  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Religious  Education  and  gave  encouraging  m- 
formation  about  the  growth  and  ^wssibihtiea  of  babbath 
School  Work  in  the  Presbytery.  Rev.  R.  C.  Clontz  also 
spoke  on  Sabbath  School  Extension  in  connection  with 
Leadership  and  Teacher  Training.  The  report  was  then 
adopted  and  is  as  follows: 

Following  the  suggeHtion  of  the  office  at  Richmond  we  are 
emphasizuig  four  branches  «,f  atiivHy;  Children's  Division,  Young 
Peoples'  Division.  Leadership  Training  and  Sablmth  School  Ex- 
tension. .        , 

A  leader  for  the  first  named  has  not  yet  been  appointed. 

The  Young  Peoples'  Division,  headed  by  Rev.  J.  L.  Fairly,  D.D., 
is  doing  some  constructive  work.  A  meeting  of  the  young  people 
(tf  the  Presbytery  met  last  December  and  an  organisation  was 
•ffeeted.  An  effort  was  made  to  develop  along  the  line  of  the 
Pn^reuiive  Program  and  to  apply  it  to  the  fourfold  nature  of 
youth.  This  idea  wa^^  followed  out  in  the  spring  meeting  held 
last  week  at  Church  of  Covenant  when  seventy-flve  enthusiastic 
young  people  spent  the  day  profitably  in  reporting  things  already 
done  and  making  plans  for  future  work. 

We  feel  very  much  gratified  at  the  success  of  the  instructional 
program.  In  the  Wilmington  churche>  more  than  ninety  took  the 
course  on  Home  Missions  and  at  least  •  hunrdwi  on  Foreign  Mis- 
sions. To  these  were  issued  cr«IiU.  which  will  count  in  the 
diploma  course  proposed  to  the  young  people  of  the  Southern 
Presbyterian  Church. 

Rev.  R.  C.  Clonti  heads  the  department  of  LMwl^ship  Train- 
in«  as  well  as  Sabbath  School  Extension.  During  the  year  just 
closed  our  Presbytery  has  received  424  credits  for  work  done  look- 
ing towards  the  diploma  on  Leadership  Training.  In  this  our 
Pr«i^yt«ir  stands  fourth  in  the  Assembly  and  leads  all  in  our 
Syiwd — almost  doubling  the  number  won  by  Mecklenburg,  which 
stands  aeeoiKl.  In  the  city  of  Wilmington  a  Standard  Training 
B^bmA  waa  conducted  in  June  when  176  were  enroll^  and  ninety- 
ntaM  credits  given.  Plan*  are  well  nigh  completed  for  a  series  nf 
classes  throughout  the  Presbytery,  Uught  by  the  young  ladies, 
after  the  manner  of  last  summer,  and  the  prospects  are  bright.

Rev  D  M  McGeachv  made  the  following  report  on 
the  Sabbath  and  Family  Religion  which  was  adopted: 

As  we  get  vitws  of  the  homes  of  our  country,  the  outlook  on 
Family  Religion  is  dark.  The  many  tests  made  in  schools  and 
^uTr.  fo  dLrmine  the  knowledge  of  God^«  Word  ;n  the  heart, 
of  0^  young  people,  show  a  sad  state  of  affairs,  little  real  know- 
fedj;  ofThe^Crd  i)eh,g  found.  The  reports  from  our  churches 
show  more  than  one  third  of  them  reporting  no  ^"^^^'p  m  .he 
homes,  and  the  churches  that  report  tell  of  only  a  small  P*rt  of 
their  people  having  Family  Worship. 

The  Sabbath  day  is  being  mt.re  and  more  assailed  by  com- 
merciallied  amusement*.  The  Lords  Day  Alliance  »  l«»<ii"J  ^ 
fight  to  keep  the  Sabbath  as  a  day  of  rest  and  worship,  and  hM 
won  some  notable  victories  during  the  past  year. 

We  recommend: 

1  That  our  pastors  be  urged  to  hfAA  b«ft>Te  our  P«»pl«  ^Jj* 
blesaings  promised  to  those  who  build  their  home,  on  the  Wort 
of  God.  and  the  increasing  ills  that  are  arising  because  of  the  pre- 
valent ignorance  of  the  Word. 

2  That  our  churches  be  reminded  of  the  good  work  of  the 
Lord's  Day  Alliance  and  urged  to  contribute  to  its  work. 

R«v.  W.  M.  Baker  made  the  following  report  on  Schools  and 
Colleges  which  was  adopted: 

All  our  schools  and  colleges  are  closing  the  best  year  in  their 
kliftory.  The  enrollment  has  been  largest  and  the  work  done  the 
iMCt,  satisfactory  ever  known.  The  different  Institutions  are  do- 
ing everything  p<MNril»l«  to  aeeure  sufficient  equipment  and  adeqaate 
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endowment  to  give  them  equal  recognition  with  the  state  institu- 
tions in  the  same  field  of  endeavor. 

Beginning  this  year,  (1926),  Davidson  College  will  begin  to 
reap  the  benefit  of  the  Duke  gift.  The  income  from  this  source 
will  be  used  to  enlarge  the  faculty  and  more  adequately  take  care 
of  the  present  faculty.  A  gift  of  the  late  Dr.  James  Sprunt  has 
been  paid  to  the  College  for  the  endowment  of  the  chair  of  Bible. 
Five  new  professors  have  been  added  to  the  faculty.  Mr.  WiUiam- 
8on  who  recently  died  in  CharltAte  left  the  income  on  $60,000  to 
endow  another  chair  and  other  gifts  have  made  recently. 

The  effort  to  raise  1125,000  for  endowment  to  meet  the  offer 
of  $75,000  from  the  Educational  Board  of  New  York  City  has 
been  Bucce-^sfully  accomplished. 

Queen."!'  College  has  completed  a  successful  campaign  to  secure 
$.'i.50,000  for  equipment  and  endowment.  Flora  MacDonald  Col- 
lege is  now  in  the  midst  of  a  campaign  to  secure  e<juipment  and 
endowment,  and  Peace  Institute  is  doing  the  same  thing.  Mitchell 
College  wants  to  k^o  to  the  churches  for  needed  funds  and  will 
{KMsibly  do  so. 

All  of  our  institution  are  struggling  for  their  very  life  and 
tlie  people  of  our  church  are  rallying  nobly  to  the  support  of  this 
work.  Three  years  ago,  at  Graham,  our  Colleges  facet!  a  real 
crisis  in  their  financial  life  and  came  to  Synod  for  help.  All  Synod 
could  offer  was  a  proportional  part  of  funds  gi%'en  by  the  Synod 
for  our  insUtutiona  and  a  plan  was  made  to  lay  this  cause  on  the 
heart*  of  the  people.  Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  Chair- 
man of  our  Committee,  the  gifts  have  increased  from  $19,000  in 
19S3  to  $42,000  this  past  year.  This  effort  ha.s  kept  our  schools 
above  water,  but  is  not  sufflrient  and  will  cnily  do  until  permanent 
endowment  can  be  secured 

We   recommend: 

1.  That  our  churches  put  forth  greater  efTi^  to  OMet  their 
apportionment  to  this  cause,  which  is  ten  per  cent  of  their  gifts 
to  Benevolence, 

2.  That  Presbytery  hear  Dr.  Hammond  and  Mr.  W,   T.   Bit-

Donald  College. 

S.  That  in  view  of  the  splendid  work  done'  by  Peace  Instl- 
tttte  In  training  young  women  for  Christian  service,  and  in  view 
of  the  effort  of  that  institution  l«  raise  $200,000  for  much  needad 
bttUdini^  and  permanent  endowment,  Wilmington  Presbytery  com- 
mtmki  Piece  In.^titute  to  the  churehes  for  their  financial  liberality. 

Fending  action  on  the  above  report  Dr.  Ifamrtirind 
and  Mr,  Bitzer  were  heard  in  the  interest  of  Flora  Mc-

TIm  eost  last  year  of  the  year's  regular  work  was  $1,279,964. 
and  Um  iWcit  with  which  the  year  began  was  $240  249.  To  meet 
this  the  General  A.ssembly's  Foreign  Mission  budget  apjportion- 
ment  was  $1,  581,750,  which,  if  raised,  would  have  paid  for  the 
^ar's  work,  extinguished  the  debt,  and  left  a  small  balance  over. 

Bat  the  hopes  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Committee  and  the 
Stewardship  Committee  were  not  realized.  Last  year's  receipts 
o«  the  regular  budget  from  living  givers  were  $1,227,883,  which 
anaount  wan  increased  by  Irgacie*,  invested  funds'  income,  and 
Mim  of  merchandise  from  Miss  Dowd's  School,  up  to  11,284.516 
This  amount  falls  «hort  of  paying  for  the  year's  regular  work  by 
$31,448,  which,  added  to  the  deficit  with  which  the  year  began, 
makes  the  total  deficit  on  April   1,  1926.  271,697. 

The  per  capita  Foreign  Mission  contribution  on  the  regular 
iMldget  from  living  givers  for  this  last  year  was  $2,69,  for  1925 
$2.54.  for  1924  $2.R0,  showing  a  falling  off  this  year  from  the 
av«rmge  of  two  years  ago 

In  vitw  of  this  mcreftsed  deficit  the  Secretaries  and  Treas- 
urer are  making  a  fresn  anklysis  of  every  department  of  the 
work,  beginnrtif  with  the  home  ftdniinistration,  with  a  view  to 
inng  maximum  •fficiency  at  the  least  posaible  cost.

Rev.  A.  J.  Howell  was  then  asked  to  take  the  chair  and 
preside. 

A  call  for  the  pastoral  services  of  Rev.  J  <)  Mann, 
from  the  Purity  Presbyterian  Church,  Cheater,  S.  C,  was 
read,  after  which  Rev.  J.  O.  Mann  was  heard  in  re^rd 
to  the  dissolution  of  the  Paatonal  relation  bt'tween  him- 
self and  the  Church  of  the  Covenant;  and  the  church  was 
heard  through  Ruling  Elders  W.  D.  McCaig  and  J 
Holmes  Davis,  who  stated  that  the  congregation  r«luc- 
tantly  concurred  in  the  request  of  Rev.  J.  O.  Mann  for  the 
dissolution  of  the  pastoral  relationship.

The  Moderator  opened  the  case  as  required  by  Article  207  of 
the  Book  of  Church  Order,  and  the  trial  proceeded  in  accordance 
with  other  requirements  of  the  book. 

The  charges  made  against  Ruling  Elder  I'arker,  as  shown  in  the 
minutes  of  April  7th,  were  again  read  by  the  McreUry,  and  Mr. 
Parker  made  response  to  them.  Thereupon  he  i^ve  his  views  of 
the  matters  alleged  to  have  infused  discord  into  the  church  at 
Chinquapin,  and  the  commission  questioned  him  closely  as  to  his 
attitude.  He  stated  he  would  not  obey  or  conform  to  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  congregation  or  session  o£  his  church  if  they  did  not 
suit  his  views. 

Being  satisfied  with  the  evidenc*  gained  directly  from  Mr. 
Parker,  he  was  exc\ised  and  the  eomniusion  went  into  executive 
■nsion. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  case,  the  commission  unani- 
mously prepared  and  adopted  the  following  censure  of  deposition, 
vix.: 

Wallace,  N.  C.  April  19.  1926. 

Whereas,  G.  B.  D.  Parker,  a  ruling  elder  in  the  Chinquapin 
Preebyterian  Church,  in  Wllminfton  Presbytery,  has  been  prov«l  by 
BOfflcient  evidence  to  be  guilty  of  the  sin  of  obstinate  disobedience 
to  his  obligation  as  an  elder,  to- wit: 

A  failure  to  live  up  to  his  ordination  vows,  which  required  his  sub- 
jection to  his  brethren  in  the  Ix)rd.  failing  to  abiifo  by  the  deciakm 
of  the  session  and  congregation  and  fitating  before  the  commissiea 
that  he  would  not  submit  to  nvtch  decisions; 

We,  tlM  commission  appointed  by  the  Preabytery  of  Wilmington, 
do  adjod^  him  disqualified  for  tim  offlM  ot  ruling  elder,  and  there- 
fore we  do  hereby,  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  depose  from  the  office  of  a  ruling  elder,  the  said 
G.  B.  D.  Parker,  and  do  prohibit  him  from  aararcising  any  of  tlM 

functions  thereof.

'^n\t\v;!,\\"nVo"n1?s^dSoosed  to  criticise  or  to  think  those 
who  have  had  the  matter  in  cUrge  have  been  negligent.  I  would 
be^glad  to  have  them  ask  ouestions  now,  which  Prob^Wj  could  be 
SswJred  satisfactorily  and  thereby  save  a  m^fot  JeUil  that 
^uld  make  this  paper  fuller  than  many  of  us  think  necessary, 
or  in  other  words,  the  report  might  be  called  tedious. 

No  one  but  myself  as  Clhairman.  not  even  any  of  the  other  mem- 
ber, of  the  Board,  know  how  much  of  my  time  and  a  feehng  of 
pSJoSsibility  have  been  expended  on  this  matter.  So  I  had  hoped 
ITK  rid  of  it  laSt  April,  and  a.  sUted  at  the  time,  the  calcJa- 
tions  in  nart  were  not  accurate  as  to  myself  and  Mr.  Parker,  but 
Se  well  ^th^'lling  to  shorten  the  work  and  throw  the  odds  ,n 

^'as''  f  fillt/n-iort  seemed  to  be  desired  and  in  justice  to  my- 
self and  the  satisfaction  of  every  one.  I  have  had  e^^Pf^  .cc«unt- 
Inte-J.  B.  McCabe  &  Co..  of  WUmmgton--make  a  deta'led  finan- 
cial^tatement,  to  do  which  I  had  to  give  them  a  mass  of  informa- 
uJnfactT  and  figures,  and  as  accounUnts  they  treated  it  as  any 
ooTer  ftnancTal  matter"  submitted  to  them,  and  the  r^uHte  that 
a*  the  balance  for  Preabytery  is  more  than  any  one  expected,  and 
M  there  K  been  nTclaim  for  remuneration  for  services  I  could 
Se  no  res^n  why  all  who  had  been  patient  and  borne  w,^  u. 
should  not  be  paid  in  full  and  if  so  include  myself  m  the  numb«r. 
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In  the  expert  calculation  the  amount  due  Mr.  Parker  and  myself 
for  advances  for  interest  during  a  peritMl  of  more  than  three  years 
and  a  half  is  more  than  I  sugRested  as  the  probable  amount  due  us 
when  I  made  the  verbal  report  last  April. 

I  did  not  consider  it  at  all  nfcessary  to  bring  before  this  body 
a  mass  of  old  letters  going  back  to  the  fall  of  ll<21  when  the  re- 
pairs to  the  property  were  finished. 

The  reason  that  I  refer  above  to  Mr.  Parker  and  myself  only  is 
because  soon  after  the  receipt  of  the  funds  for  the  property,  which 
transaction  was  closed  op  by  Mr.  L.  E.  Hall  *s  Trustee,  all  other 
claims  were  promptly  settled  m  full  and  Mr.  Parker  and  myself 
were  not  fully  paid. 

This  report,  with  all  the  evidences  of  the  balances  in  banks,  can- 
celed checks,  etc.,  covers  the  situation,  and  I  trust  is  satisfactory 
to  all  parties.  In  concluding  this  report  I  wish  to  state  that  some 
who  knew  more  about  the  Rituation  than  all  uthert,  with  the  dia- 
courasring  circumstances  that  faced  ua  m  the  latter  part  of  19SS 
and  all  of  1923,  suggested  that  if  the  thrte  of  us  who  had  mad* 
ourselves  r^iponsible  would  settle  the  debts  and  take  OTer  tlM 
property,  it  would  be  a  good  condu-iion  of  the  m»itc-r. 

We  were  not  willing  to  do  that  for  several  reasons,  and  not  until 
the  Supreme  Court  passed  on  it  late  in  the  year  11»25  did  we  know 
what  tne  result  would  be  and  how  much  it  miiihi  coat  us  for  the 
endorsement. 

I  feel  gratified  th^  there  is  a  fair  amount  to  be  returned  to 
Presbytery,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  without  any  n<rtkit 
and  before  the  matter  waa  determinwl.  Presbytery  withdrew  Ma 
support,  and  directed  the  Tr^urer  of  the  fund  for  ChristiMi  Ed»> 
cation  to  make  no  more  advance  to  Grove  Inatitute,  which  had 
been  referred  to  in  Presbytery  as  a  shroiMled  cor|we.

We  note  with  gratification  the  increa.se  of  demand  and  produc- 
tion of  the  Bible,  even  though  we  have  fallen  short  in  our  contri- 
bations  this  year.  The  American  Bible  Society  is  the  great  aer- 
vant  of  co-operative  church  work,  in  fumishmg  Bibles  m  every 
language,  and  almost  every  dialect  on  earth.  There  are  thirty- 
aix  denominations  of  the  church  contributing  to  its  support  and 
having  each  a  representative  on  its  board.  This  means  an  unfail- 
ing supply  of  God's  Word  to  all  our  missions  m  all  the  world,  a 
vital  part  of  preaching  the  Gospel  to  every  creature  In  view  of 
the  Assembly's  recommendation,  we  would  recommend:

Presbytery  met  and  the  devotional  exercises  were  con- 
ducted by  Rev.  A.  D.  P.  Gilmour,  D.D.,  after  which  he 
made  a  brief  report  for  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, which  was  approved.  In  connection  with  this  re- 
port, Rev.  F.  F.  Baker,  of  our  Brazil  Mission,  made  a 
splendid  address  touching  some  of  the  problems  that 
confront  the  missionary  in  that  countr>'  and  the  great 
need  of  the  Gospel  there.

The  Stated  Clerk  presented  the  following  memorial  of 
the  late  Rev.  John  Milton  Gibbs,  which  was  adopted: 


ORIAL  OF   REV.  JOHN    MILTON   GIBBS 

John  Milton  Gibbs  was  born  at  Huntersville,  N.  C,  April  23, 
1867.  He  was  the  son  of  John  William  and  Ellen  Ann«  Osborne 
Gibbs.  His  father  was  a  Confederate  soldier  and  was  killed  in 
the  battle  of  Cedar  Run.  Mr.  Gibbs  was  reared  m  the  home  of 
his  maternal  grandfather,  Mr.  John  Milton  Osborne.  In  early  boy- 
hood he  united  with  R&mah  Presbyterian  Church,  near  Hunters- 
ville. In  November,  1880,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Anne  Elisa- 
beth Parks,  who  was  reared  in  the  same  community  and  also  be- 
longed to  the  Ramah  Church.  The  early  life  of  Mr.  Gibbs  wma 
spent  near  Huntersville  and  SUtesville,  N.  C.  He  was  a  well- 
read  man  and  soon  after  his  marriage  taught  school  for  a  while. 
He  was  a  farmer,  and  an  exywrienced  bee-keeper.  At  one  time 
he  had  an  apiary  of  more  than  a  hundred  hives  of  beea.  He  after- 
wards became  manager  for  a  wholesale  hardware  company  in 
Statesville.  It  waa  duririK  this  stay  in  Statesville,  under  the  in- 
fluence of  Dr.  C.  M.  Richards,  that  he  decided  to  study  for  the 
ministry.  He  studied  under  Dr.  Richards  for  one  or  two  years, 
then  entered  Union  Theological  Seminary  as  a  special  student  lor 
one  year.  He  was  licensed  by  Concord  Presbytery  in  the  spring 
of  1905  and  was  ordained  by  Orange  Presbytery,  May  20,  1906, 
He  served  the  church  at  Yartkinville  as  Stated  Supply  from  May 
to  October,  1904.  As  SUted  Supply,  then  pastor  of  Bethany 
Church.  From  1906  to  1910  he  wrved  flr«t  as  Stated  Supply, 
then  as  pastor  of  the  chorchM  of  Tabor  and  Yadkinville.  In  t^ 
spring  of  1912  he  cama  as  Stated  Supply  to  a  group  of  churchw 
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in    Wilmingt<.,.n    Presbytery,   composed    of   Jacksonville.    ^«  dwood 
Croatan.  Pollocksville.  and  Tonsail  Churches^  „"%  Taf/^TIniet 
a  member  of  Wilmington  Presbytery  m  thejall  of  1913  at  a  meet- 
mK  held  in  the  Wallace  Church.

The  committee  again  assumed  the  financial  oblisration  for  Teacher 
Training  Work  in  the  PrcRbytery.  Misses  Julia  and  I.«ura  Bar- 
clay and  Mary  l^ou  Powell  conducted  21*  teacher  training  classes 
during  the  summer.  Two  Sunday  Schools  were  oriranized,  vIk., 
Pike  and   Morehead  City. 

Our  Building  Program  ha»  aLio  made  progress.  Manses  have 
been  secured  for  the  Ro.se  Hill  and  South  River  Groups.  The 
manse  at  Southport  has  been  completed.  The  church  at  Six  Forks 
h«8  been  completed.  The  Delgado  Church  has  been  remodeleil  and 
Sunday  School  rooms  added,  Sunday  Schrrol  rooms  have  been 
added  at  PoUock.sville  and  Bowden.  The  Pleasant  View  Church 
has  been  dedicated,  and  the  Rocky  I*oint  Church  is  ready  for  dedi- 
cation. A  beautiful  church  has  been  built  and  dedicated  at  Castle 
Hayne,  by  Mr.  W,  H,  Sprunt  as  a  memorial  to  the  late  Dr.  Mc-

Presbytery  received  and  approved  report  of  Rev.  A.  D. 
P.  Gilmour,  D.  D.,  chairman  of  the  Ck)mmitt«e  on  For- 
eign Missions,  showing  that  the  proportion  of  gifts  t/) 
foreign  missions  to  the  total  contributions  to  all  causea 
has  decreased  from  about  12%  in  1919  to  about  9%  in 
1926,  in  the  face  of  the  urgent  demands  of  the  work.  Dr. 
Gilmour  also  gave  a  review  of  the  progress  of  the  work 
in  our  foreign  mission  fields. 

Upon  suggestion  of  Dr.  Gilmour,  and  in  response  to 
request  made  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  Foreign 
Missions,  P*resbytery  directed  that  a  season  of  prayer  be 
otmerved  tomorrow,  Wednesday,  1.3th,  at  the  period  given 
by  the  docket  to  the  consideration  of  foreign  missions,  to 
intercede  with  God  for  the  welfare  of  our  missionaries 
in  China  in  these  days  of  danger  and  distreas,  and  for 
His  continuance  of  the  work  in  which  they  have  been 
engaged. 

By  requ^t  of  Rev.  W.  B.  Neil!,  tniatoe  of  Flora  Mae- 
donald  Ckrflege,  Rev.  H.  C.  Hammond,  D.  D,.  of  the  faculty 
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of  that  institution,  made  an  address  on  the  character  of 
the  instruction  given  and  the  influence  offered  by  the  col- 
lege.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOME  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

Your  Committee  on  Home  Missions  submits  its  report  with  a 
deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  His  blessmgs 
upon  our  work  and  for  the  faithful  and  efficient  work  of  our  Super- 
intendent and  his  co-laborers.  The  year  just  closing  has  in  several 
respects  been  a  barmer  year.  More  persons  have  been  and  are  now 
employed  than  ever  before  m  the  history  of  our  work.  All  the 
fields  are  now  supplied  with  capable  men  with  the  exception  of  the 
Pink  Hill  group,  which  will  be  supplied  for  the  summer. 

Your  cnmmittee  invited  all  the  workers  from  the  fields  ta  a  con- 
ferenre  h«ld  on  Fridav,  April  Hth.  The  response  to  this  c«U  WM 
most  encoui«rJnt  and  with  few  exceptiona  the  reports  were  most 
gratifying.  While  our  report*  are  incomplete  the  record  we  have 
shows  Lin  senice.s  conducted,  150  addition.^  on  confession  and  73 
by  letter.     Progress  is  also  seen  in  our  Sunday  Schools. 

Your  committee  has  again  assumed  the  financial  obligation  of 
putting  (m  Tcschcr-Training  Classes  and  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
Schools  in  the  Presbyter^-,  and  we  urge  our  churches  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  opportunity  offered  by  this  Committee  and  the  Com- 
mittee of  Religrious  Education  at  Richmond. 

Our  Superintendent  has  been  active  throughout  the  year  in  se- 
curing men  for  vacant  fields;  .supplying  vacant  churches;  visiting 
Sunday  Schools  and  holding  evangelistic  services.  He  has  preached 
331  times;  made  27  other  addrcwes;  had  208  confessions;  146  addi- 
Uunp  on  confension;  25  by  letter  and  collected  $785.5.1  for  Presby- 
tery's Home  Missions. 

It  ifl  with  profound  gratitude  that  the  committ««  announcM  an 
additional  gift  of  $26,000.00  t/i  our  Building  Fund  by  Mrs.  Jesse 
Kenan  Wise.  This  gift  makes  it  paaible  for  every  field  to  have  a 
manse,  and  every  congTegation  to  have  a  church  and  Sunday  Hchtwl 
equipment.

Diplomas  from  Davidson  College  and  Union  Theological 
Seminary  were  Micepted  as  satisfactory  testimonials  aa 
to  liranches  covered  by  them,  and  report  of  a  committee 
consisting  of  Revs.  W.  L.  Wilson  arid  A,  V.  Gibson  to  ex- 
amine a  thesis  and  an  exegesis  f.ff.  r»d  by  the  candidate 
was  approved. 
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A  popular  lecture  prepared  by  the  candidate  was  read 
by  him  before  Presbytery. 

The  examination  as  a  whole  was  approved  by  Presby- 
tery, and  the  following  action  was  taken: 

In  view  of  the  expected  ordination  of  Mr.  Murray  this  evening, 
Presbytery  omita  the  sermon  as  a  trial  part  for  licensure,  and 
orders  that  Mr.  Murray  be  licensed  at  this  time  in  accordance  with 
the  Book  of  Church  Order. 

The  licensure  proceeded  in  due  form,  Rev.  A.  D.  P.  Gil- 
mour,  D.  D.,  offering  prayer  by  request  of  the  Moderator. 

Presbytery  records  the  licensure  as  follows: 

At  the  Church  of  the  Covenant,  Wilmington,  N.  C,  on  the  20th 
day  of  June,  1927,  the  Presbytery  of  Wilmington,  having  received 
testimonials  commending  Marion  J.  Murray,  and  evidence  of  his 
being  a  communicant  of  the  church,  of  his  good  moral  character, 
and  of  his  having  pursued  suitable  courses  of  study,  proceeded  to 
submit  him  to  the  nrescribed  tests  for  licensure,  which  were  met 
to  the  approval  of  the  Presbytery.  On  his  satisfactorily  answering 
the  questions  appointed  to  be  put  to  applicants  for  licensure.  Mr. 
Murray  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  to  preach  the  Gospel  as  a 
probationer  for  the  ministry  within  the  bounds  of  this  Presbytery, 
or  wherever  he  shall  in  an  orderly  way  be  invited  to  preach.

Rev.  P.  L.  Clark,  chairman,  offered  report  for  the  Stew- 
ardship committee,  which  was  adoptai  as  follows: 

The  churches  of  the  Presbytery  contributed  to  the  rsMlar 
church  benevolences  last  ywu-  |«),008,  which  was  a  decrease  rro« 
the  preceding  year  of  |7,038,  and  which  fell  short  of  the  adopted 
budget  by  $9,641.  The  last  two  years  have  Mu:h  shown  a  decreasa 
from  the  year  before.  This  decrease  in  contxibutionB  in  the  fac« 
of  enlarging  needs  and  opportunities  is  very  regretUble  and  chal- 
lenges us  to  renewed  and  prayerful  diligence  in  the  matter  of  the 
stewardship  of  our  pcMsasslons. 

We  earnestly  urge  our  pastors  and  officers  to  more  diligent  ef- 
fort in  this  imporUnt  matter—in  the  promotion  of  the  study  of 
stewardship  in  the  churches,  in  a  real  observance  of  Loyalty  Week 
when  it  is  announced,  and  in  the  preparation  for  and  the  putting 
on  of  the  Every  Member  Canvass. 

We  would  call  attention  to  the  "Weekly  Stewardship  Bulletin" 
which  the  Assembly's  Committee  is  sending  out,  and  urge  our  pas- 
tors and  officers  to  read  and  use  it  regularly. 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  has  apportioned  to  the  Presbytery 
of  Wilmington  a  benevolent  budget  of  $93,033  which  we  are  asked 
to  adopt. 

We  submit  the  following  recommendations:

Secretary  of  Stewardship.  t>e.f^q"^/.*^ 
ed  to  a^an^e  for  one  or  more  stewardship  conferences  withm  th« 
bounds  of  the  Presbytery  before  Spring. 

6  That,  in  view  of  the  destitute  financial  situation  in  our  for- 
eign  and  hime  mission  work,  and  in  all  of  our  ^^"^^"'^."^^^"f «; 
we  urge  all  of  our  churches  to  increase  greatly  their  offerings  to 
these  cau»«l  for  the  year  ending  March  3lst.  1928. 

7.  We  earnestly  recommt.nd  that  the  church  trewiurers  of  be- 
nevolent funds  remit  monthly  funds  m  hand  to  Presbytery  s  Treas- 
urer of  Benevolences.

Tht  Moderator  announced  the  ad  interim  committot 
appointed  at  the  meeting  of  Presbytery  on  October  18th 
to  consider  the  proposed  imw  Director\'  of  Worship  sub- 
mitted by  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows:  Rev.  J.  H. 
Whitmore,  D.  D.,  Rev.  D.  M.  McGeachy.  and  Rev.  P.  L. 
Qark. 

Rev.  C.  G.  Vardell,  D.  U.,  of  Fayetteville  Presbytffry. 
and  Rev.  W.  B.  Knox,  of  Winaton-Salem  Presbytery,  were 
introduced  to  the  "Presbytery  and  invited  to  sit  as  visit- 
ing brethren. 

The  Stated  Clerk  presented  communicationH  from  Ihe 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Flora  Macdonald  College  relating  to 
certain  financial  adjustments  desired;  and  Dr.  Vardell, 
president  of  the  college,  was  given  the  floor  to  explain 
the  object  sought. 


Upon  motion,  Presbytery,  as  one  of  the

Upon  favorable  report*  of  the  committee  appointed 
to  examine  the  popular  lecture,  thesis  and  exegesis,  these 
papers  were  accepted  as  satisfactory.

The 
ordination  prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  R.  C.  Clontz. 

Mr.  Goodman  was  ordered  to  sign  the  required  oblif»> 
tion,  that  he  might  be  enrolled. 

The  report  of  the  permanent  committee  on  Synod's 
Schools  and  Colleges  was  presented  by  the  chairman.  Rev. 
George  M.  Matthia. 

Dr.  William  J.  Martin,  President  of  Davidson  CoUeg^ 
was  granted  the  privileges  of  the  floor  and  addressed 
Presbytery  in  regard  to  his  institution.  Presbytery  en- 
dorsed by  rising  vote  Dr.  Martin's  statement  of  the  ortho- 
dox  requirements  of  the  faculty  of  the  college. 
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Rev.  H.  C.  Hammond,  D.  D.,  addressed  Presbytery  with 
reference  to  Flora  Macdonald  College. 

Dr.  William  C.  Presaly,  President  of  Peace  Institute, 
also  spoke  as  to  the  plana  and  development  of  hia  school. 

Rev.  A.  J.  Howell  presented  to  Presbytery  information 
regarding  the  new  junior  college  for  boys  to  be  conducted 
at  Maxton,  N.  C. 

The  report  of  the  permanent  committee  was  approved. 

The  ad  interim  committee,  appointed  to  consider  the 
the  proiwsed  new  Directory  of  Worship,  made  report  as 
follows,  which  was  adopted: 

Your  committ«e  would  report  that  it  haa  carefully  examined 
the  revised  Directory  of  Worship  sent  down  by  the  General  Aaaem- 
bly.  We  wish  to  commend  moat  highly  the  work  done  by  the  Ab- 
sembly's  Ad  Interim  Committee.  In  our  judgment  the  revision. 
with  a  few  minor  exceptions,  ia  a  grt-at  improvement  upon  the  old 
Directory,  We  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  Presbytery  give  ita 
consent  to  this  revised  Directory,  with  the  followinir  alterations: 

1.  Chapter  10,  Section  346.  change  t^j  read  as  follows: 
"After  previous  notice  is  given  to  the  minister  the  child  to  be 

b«pti»ed  is  to  be  presented  by  one  or  both  the  parent*  or  some 
other  person  legally  or  morally  responsible  for  the  rearing  of  the 
child,  signifying  their  desire  that  the  child  be  baptized." 

2.  Chapter  12,  Section  3S8,  change  the  paragraph  beginning 
"He  shall  invite  to  participate  of  the  sacrament  all  those  who,  re- 
penting of  their  sins"  to  this: 

"He  shall  invite  to  participate  of  the  sacrament  all  members  of 
the  church  who,  repenting  of  their  sins  and  trusting  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  for  salvation,  desire  to  live  as  becometh  followers  of 
Christ." 

3.  Chapter  12,  Section  361.  change  aa  follows : 

"After  a  prayer  of  thanksgiving  let  a  psalm  or  hymn  be  sung 
and  the  congregation  dismi.s8ed  with  the  following  or  some  other 
gospel  benediction": 

'  Now  the  Cfxi  lit  peace,  that  brought  again  from  the  d^ui  OUT 
Lord  J^us,  that  great  .Shepherd  of  the  sheep,  throuRh  the  blood 
of  the  evertftstinff  covenant,  make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work 
to  do  his  win,  working  m  you  that  which  is  weH-pIeasini?  in  hia 
sight,  through  Jesus  Chri.st;  to  whom  be  glorv  for  ever  «nd  ever.

A  popular  meeting  m  the  interest  of  Presbytery's 
Home  Missions  was  conducted.  Rev.  J.  H.  Whitmore, 
D.  D.,  chairman,  presiding. 

Dr.  Whitmore  presented  the  report  of  the  permanent 
committee  on  this  subject,  which  was  received. 

Rev.  R.  C.  Clontz,  Superintendent,  addressed  the  Rres- 
bytery  with  reference  to  his  labors  and  the  needs  of  the 
field. 

Dr.  Whitmore  also  spoke  with  regard  to  the  activitiM 
of  the  Home  Missions  committee  and  the  general  fruits 
of  the  work  of  evangelization. 

The  report  of  the  committee  WM  adopted  &s  foQows: 

Yoor  committee  on  Home  Missions  would  submit  the  foUowimr 
report  covenn»  the  year's  work.  It  does  so  with  a  deep  senM  of 
r-atitude  to  God  for  His  rich  blessings  ooon  our  labor*  and  with

the  confident  trunt  that  He  will  open  up  larger  fieldii  of  service  as 
we  have  the  faith  to  enter  them: 

In  many  respect*  this  ha«  been  a  year  of  increased  activity: 
Moat  of  our  fields  have  been  filled  throujrhout  the  year  and  there 
are  now  more  workers  on  our  payroll  than  at  any  time  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  work. 

Following  the  precedent  set  last  year,  your  committee  invited 
all  the  mission  pastom  to  a  conference  on  Tuesday,  April  3rd.  The 
response  wa.^  gratifying  and  the  reports  made  indicate  a  fruitful 
and  progressive  condition  in  the  majority  of  the  fields.  Special 
emphasis  is  being  put  upon  the  de%'elopment  of  men's  work;  we 
believe  this  holds  large  possibilities  for  the  future. 

Steady  progress  contmuea  to  be  made  in  the  equipment  on  the 
field  through  the  aid  of  the  Building  Fund.  Churches  have  been 
erected  at  Pink  Hill,  F*ike,  I^ake  Waccamaw  and  Wildwood,  and 
others  are  under  construction.  A  manae  has  been  built  for  the 
Rocky  Point  group  and  a  lot  has  been  given  for  a  manae  at  Pmk 
Hill. 

Our  efficient  Superintendent  haa  been  untiring  in  his  labors  and 
reports  the  following  activities:  During  the  year  he  has  held 
twenty  evangelistic  meetings  in  the  Presbytery,  as  follows:  Cas- 
well, Beulaville,  Myrtle  Grove,  Jones?'  Chapel,  CroatAn,  Pleasant 
View,  Stanford,  Midland,  McClure  Memorial,  Seven  Spring*.  Pres- 
byterian Chapel,  New  Bern,  N.  C,  Hallsville,  Beth  Car,  Smiths, 
Hebron,  Elizabethtown,  Delgado,  Hopew^ell,  Whiteville.  He  also 
supplied  St.  Andrews  church  during  the  month  of  August  and 
held  one  or  more  services  in  the  following  churches:  Chinquapin, 
Bethel,  Mt.  Williams,  Burgaw,  Westminster,  Church  of  the  Cove- 
nant, Pink  Hill.  South  River,  Harmony,  Jacksonville,  Harris  Creek, 
Maple  Hill.  .Six  Forks,  F'aiaon,  Grove,  Elkton,  White  Plains,  Bladen- 
bor«>  and  Black  River. 

He  h&n  traveled  25,000  miles;  preached  300  times;  made  forty 
addresses;  had  109  confessions  with  71  additions,  while  hundreds 
in  the  Presbytery  have  rededicated  their  lives  to  the  service  of  our 
Lord  and  Ma.ster  Jesus  Christ.  Total  collections  for  Presbytery's 
Home  Missions  has  amounted  to  $fi.36-18. 

Two  new  men  have  i>een  secured  for  our  work — Rev.  K.  B.  Mc- 
Cutchen for  the  Pink  Hill  group  and  Rev.  W.  B.  Knox  for  the  South 
River  field.  Rev.  Frank  L.  Goodman  will  take  Rev.  W  M.  Currie's 
place  at  Jacksonville  after  May  1st,  1928.  Miss  Mildred  Adams' 
work  at  Beulaville  has  bt*en  discontinued.  The  Chinquapin  field  is 
still  vacant,  but  will  be  supplied  by  a  student  for  the  summer. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  will  show  that  we  have  closed  the 
year  with  all  obligations  met  but  carrying  over  practically  no  bal- 
ance for  this  year,  whereas,  l8.st  year  we  carried  over  a  balance 
of  $1,985.10.  This  does  not  mean  that  our  receipts  were  smaller, 
but  that  the  expenditures  have  been  much  larger,  due  to  the  fact 
that  all  oar  fields  are  sopplied.  To  further  add  to  our  embarrass- 
ment, the  Presbyterian  Committee  of  Publication  has  reduced  their 
appropriation  to  the  salary  of  our  Superintendent,  Mr.  Clontz.  Aa 
our  work  is  now  projected  the  estimated  cost  will  exceed  the  ex- 
pected income  from  all  sources  by  about  $1,000.00.  It  must  be 
apparent  to  all  that  this  is  a  serious  situation  and  can  only  be  met 
by  every  church  in  the  Presbytery  increasing  her  gifts  to  this  cause 
and  by  those  churches  now  receiving  aid  from  the  committee,  as- 
suming, wherever  possible,  a  larger  share  of  the  support  of  their 
pastors.  Your  committee  is  counting  on  the  loyalty  of  the  churches 
in  meeting  this  situation. 
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We  make  the  foUowingr  recommendations: 

1.  That  all  churches  send  their  contributions  mon^j  M  far  M 
pOMible  to  Mr.  R.  C.  Carson,  Treasurer  of  BenevoleiMM,  in  wrder 
that  each  cause  may  receive  its  proportionate  part. 

2.  That  the  offenngrs  rweived  by  Mr.  Clontz  in  evangrelistic 
•nnrices  be  considered  as  special  and  do  not  apply  on  regular  ap- 
portionment of  church  to  Home  Missions. 

3.  That  a  special  application  blank  be  adopted  for  use  of  all 
churches  in  the  Presbytery  making  application  to  Home  Mission 
Committee  for  appropriation. 

4.  That  the  committee  be  authorised  in  making  appropriation 
to  rive  due  consideration  tti  the  efforta  being  put  forth  on  part 
of  churche.i  applying  as  indicated,  by  their  having  made  a  thorough 
every-member  canvass. 

6.  That  the  Tabor  church  organization  be  dissolved  and  the 
church  property  held  by  Presbtyery  for  the  present.

Education  and  Ministerial  Relief  was  offered  by  Rev.  W. 
H.  Goodman,  chairman,  and  adopted  as  follows: 

Your  committee  on  Christian  Education  and  Ministerial  Relief 
Kbmitt  the  following  report: 

We  have  on  our  roll  nine  candidates  for  the  ministry.  Four  of 
these  h»%'e  attended  seminaries,  three  colleges,  and  two  have  not 
been  in  preparation  for  the  past  two  years. 

These  BtudenU  are,  for  the  rreater  part,  sorioofl  of  porpoee, 
doins  creditable  work,  and  show  appreciation  where  inteavet  is 
manifested  by  your  committee. 

M(»t  of  these  candidates  received  loans  from  the  church;  a  ffTMt 
number  of  students,  thrtjughout  the  Presbytery,  have  been  aided 
from  the  Student  Ix>an  Fund,  and  one  minister  and  two  widows  of 
miniatert  have  had  aaaiBtance  from  the  committee  on  Ministerial 
Relief. 

Our  executive  office  at  Louisville  is  most  helpful  throujrh  sng- 
feation  and  with  funds  to  ita  limit.  It  has  a  wonderful  field  for 
service  and  ur^vs  upon  the  churches  that  they  have  a  prayerful 
and  material  interest  in  this  irr^t  work.

Your  Secretary  of  Stewardship  with  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude 
to  our  Heavenly  Father  and  sincere  appreciation  of  the  good  will 
and  co-operation  of  the  pastors,  present,*  to  you  the  best  report 
on  the  esery-member  canvass  ever  held  in  the  Presbytery. 

The  Presbytery  again  adjourned  at  the  request  of  the  Secretary 
to  Joxeet  in  St.  Andrews  church,  Wilmington,  on  Tuesday,  February 
7th,  for  a  dav  of  prayer.  The  meeting  wa.s  well  attended  and  a 
senousne.'is  of  purpose  and  a  spirit  of  prayer  prevailed  throughout 
the  conference.  The  conference  was  addressed  by  Rev.  E.  E.  Gil- 
lespie, D.  D.,  and  Rev.  A.  D.  P.  Gilmour,  D.  D. 

We  feel  that  at  la.^t  the  responsibility  for  the  every-member 
canvass  has  been  laid  upon  the  hearts  of  our  pastors  and  officers 
of  the  Presbytery.  These  men  have  responded  and  many  of  the 
churches  have  made  a  canvass  for  the  first  time.  .4fter  all  has 
been  said  and  done  the  pastor  is  the  key  man  and  we  must  look 
to  him  for  leadership  even  in  the  making  of  an  every-member  can- 
vass. 

The  voluntary  system  proved  even  more  popular  this  year  and 
in  most  of  the  churches  the  method  was  satisfactory.  We  would 
again,  however,  warn  aicainat  this  b«'coming  the  Ukzy  man's  method 
and  bi^ng  used  as  an  alibi  instead  of  a  challenge.  This  method  has 
fuled  in  some  instances  because  of  the  lack  of  the  proper  follow- 
up  of  the  people  who  did  not  volunteer.  This  has  delayed  our  re- 
port and  makes  our  records  incomplete 

The  churches  sending  in  report*  have  subscribed  $76,288.00  of  the 
183,033. Of;  which  is  the  total  a.skings  of  our  Presbytery  to  benevo- 
iMiees.  Several  of  the  churt  hes  did  not  accept  quotas  which  bringrs 
us  within  $10,000  00  of  our  total  a.skingR.  Our  report  Last  year 
showed  $61,088.00,  which  shows  that  we  have  actualfy  gained  $15,- 
200.00  over  last  year's  report.  The  churches  sending  in  reports 
have  subscribed  $82,962.00  to  current  expenses,  which  is  a  ^ain  of 
$6,926.00.

Rev.  J.  H.  Whitmore,  D.  D., 
which  was  adopted  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Home  Missions  submits  the  following  report, 
covering  the  first  six  months  of  the  year: 

As  we  glance  back,  we  recognize  with  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude 
God's  manifest  blessmir  upon  the  work.  The  workers  m  our  field 
have  been  preserved  in  health  and  strength,  the  funds  necessary 
%o  meet  the  immediate  demands  have  been  forthcoming,  and  in 
most  of  the  fields,  there  has  been  a  gratifying  evidence  of  the  work 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  For  the  most  part,  the  work  has  moved  for- 
ward along  regular  lines   with   few  changes. 

All  the  fields  are  now  supplied  with  regular  pastors  except  the 
Chinquapin  group;  and  at  this  point  services  are  being  maintained 
by  the  Superintendent  and  Rev.  C.  C.  Myers.  One  ouUide  worker 
was  used  during  the  summer,  Mr.  F.  S.  Johnston,  who  supplied 
Beulaville  and  Bethel. 

Beautiful  church  buildings  have  been  completed  and  dedicated 
at  Lake  Waccamaw  and  Wildwood.  Sunday  School  rooms  are 
being  added  to  the  church  at  Burgaw,  and  the  Harmony  church 
has  Been  remodeled.  A  new  church  building  is  nearing  completion 
at  Pike. 

Our  Superintendent  continues  his  activities  along  evangelistic 
Uhm,  as  well  as  in  the  general  oversight  of  the  work,  as  is  indi- 
cated by  the  following  report:  "During  the  last  six  months  of 
the  present  Church  year  he  has  held  13  evangelistic  meetings  in 
which  there  were  57  confessions,  49  of  whom  joined  the  Presby- 
terian Church.  During  this  period,  he  preached  170  times;  made 
19  addresses,  and  collected  $407.97  for  Presbytery's  Home  Mis- 
sions. Meetings  were  held  in  the  following  churches:  Grove. 
South  River.  Harmony,  Parkton  (Fayetteville  Presbytery),  Black 
River,  Mt.  Horeb.  Acme,  Chadbourn,  Topsail,  Rock  Fish,  Wild- 
wood.  Jacksonville  and  Pink  Hill.  He  has  preached  one  or  more 
tiraM  in  the  following  rhurches;  Lake  Waccamaw,  Mt.  Olive,  New 
Bern,  Poliocksville,  Church  of  the  Covenant.  St.  Andrew's,  Pleas- 
ant View,  Rocky  Point,  Myrtle  Grove,  Beulaville  and  Bethel."

Committee. 

A  popular  meeting  in  the  interest  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion was  conducted.  By  request  of  the  chairman.  Rev. 
W  M.  Baker,  Rev.  R.  C.  Qontz  presided.  The  chair- 
man's report  was  read  and  received  by  the  Presbytery. 

Addresses  relating  to  Young  People's  Work  were  de- 
livered by  Revs.  R.  C.  Qontz  and  A.  V.  Gibson,  with 
special  reference  to  the  conference  held  at  White  Lake 
in  June. 

The  following  recommendation  of  Presbytery's  com- 
mittee was  adopted: 

We  recommend  that  Presbytery  most  earnestly  request 
the  executive  committee  in  Richmond  to  continue  it«  ap- 
propriation of  $1,000  annually  to  the  work  of  Rdiirious 
Education  in  Wilmington  Presbytery  as  heretofore,  until 
such  time  as  we  are  able  financially  to  assist  m  securing 
a  full  time  worker;  for  we  know  that  the  fine  work  done 
by  our  Superintendent  of  Home  Missions  fully  justiftoa  tiMi 
expenditure  of  this  amount  in  our  Presbytery. 

Presbytery  received  a  request  from  Rev.  W  il.  Good- 
man that  the  pastoral  relations  existing  between  him 
and  the  Clarkton  church  be  dissolved ;  and  was  furnished 
a  certificate  signed  by  Ruling  Elder  C.  S.  Clark,  of  that 
church,  stating  that  the  congregation  had  joined  with 
Mr.  Goodman  in  making  thi.i  request. 

After  many  expressions  of  commendation  of  Mr. 
Goodman  as  an  efficient  member  of  Presbytery  and  a 
bfother  beloved,  Presbytery  dissolved  the  relations 
^ective  November  Ist.  and  ordered  that  a  certificate  of 
di.smis.^ion  to  the  Presbytery  of  Concord  be  furnished 
him. 


The  special  order  for  the  season  of  prayer  was  ob- 
served, with  Rev.  W.  H.  Goodman  presiding. 

The  communion  service  of  Presbytery  was  observed 
at  11  a.  m.,  with  Revs.  Geo.  M.  Matthis  and  W.  B.  Neul 
presiding. 

Ruling  Elder  W.  D.  McCaig  presented  report  of  the 
permanent  committee  on  Presbytery's  Home  Missions, 
prepared  by  the  chairman,  Rev.  J.  H.  W^itmore,  D.  D., 
which  was  adopted  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Home  Missions  submits  the  following  report, 
covering  the  first  six  months  of  the  year: 

As  we  glance  back,  we  recognize  with  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude 
God's  manifest  blessing  upon  the  work.  The  workers  in  our  field 
have  been  preserved  in  health  and  strength,  the  funds  necessary 
to  meet  the  immediate  demands  have  been  forthcoming,  and  m 
most  of  the  fields,  there  has  been  a  gratifying  evidence  of  the  work 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  For  the  most  part,  the  work  has  moved  for- 
ward along  regular  lines   with  few  changes. 

All  the  fields  are  now  supplied  with  regular  pastors  except  the 
Chinquapin  group;  and  at  this  point  services  are  being  mainUined 
by  the  Superintendent  and  Rev.  C.  C.  Myers.  One  outside  worker 
was  used  during  the  summer.  Mr  F.  S.  Johnston,  who  supplied 
Beulaville  and  Bethel. 

Beautiful  church  buildings  have  been  completed  and  dedicated 
at  Lake  Waccamaw  and  Wildwood.  Sunday  School  rooms  are 
being  added  to  the  church  at  Burgaw,  and  the  Harmony  church 
has  b«en  remodeled.  A  new  church  building  is  nearing  completion 
at  Pike. 

Our  Superintendent  continues  his  activities  slong  evangelistic 
lines,  as  well  as  in  the  general  oversight  of  the  work,  as  is  indi- 
cated by  the  following  report:  "During  the  last  six  months  of 
the  present  Church  year  he  has  held  13  evangelistic  meetii^s  in 
which  there  were  67  confessions,  49  of  whom  joined  th«  Pr«by- 
terian  Church.  During  this  period,  he  preached  170  times;  made 
19  addrfsses.  and  collected  $407.97  for  Presbytery's  Home  Mis- 
sions, Meeting*  were  held  in  the  following  churches:  Grove, 
South  River.  Harmony,  Parkton  (Fayetteville  Presbytery).  Black 
River,  Mt.  Horeb,  Acme,  Chadbourn.  Topsail,  Rock  Fish,  Wild- 
wood,  Jacksonville  and  Pink  Hill.  He  has  preached  one  or  more 
times  in  the  following  churches:  Lake  Waccamaw.  Mt.  Olive,  New 
Bern.  Pollockaville.  Church  of  the  Covenant,  St.  Andrew's,  Pleas- 
ant View,  Roeky  Point,  Myrtle  Grove.  Beulaville  and  Bett«L" 

Your  committee  feels  that  the  special  attention  of  the  Presby- 
tery should  be  called  to  our  financial  situation.  Due  to  the  fact 
that  new  fields  have  been  opened  up  and  the  work  has  developed 
along  all  lines  during  the  past  few  years,  the  financial  demands 
apon  the  fommittce  are  gTMiter  than  they  have  ever  been.  At  the 
same  time,  our  income  has  been  curtailed;  appropriations  from  the 
Synod's  fund  were  reduced  this  year;  we  have  been  notified  that 
the  appropriation  from  the  Presbyterian  Committee  of  Publication 
will  be  discontinued  at  the  end  of  next  March.     We  have  been 
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fnrtnnatP  in  Becurinit  an  appropriation  from  the  General  Assem- 
bles SlrSonl^ommuL  for  the  year,  but  we  have  no  a»^ 
surance  that  this  will  be  continued.  Your  comm.ttee  has  been 
JSmpeUed  to  borrow  money  to  pay  the  workers  durm«  the  firBl  «»x 
months  and  unless  the  churches  respond  most^  liberally  between 
fhis  and  next  March,  there  ,s  ^rave  danger  of  closmg  the  year 
with  a  debt.  For  another  year  the  churches,  wherever  possibse, 
will  have  to  asaume  a  larger  share  of  the  support  of  their  pastors, 
or  work  In  »ome  of  the  fields  will  have  to  be  discontinued  entirely. 
We  believe,  however,  that  if  all  our  churches  will  recognize  the 
situation  and  loyally  respond  to  the  uttermost  of  their  ability,  wij 
can  carry  on  the  work  as  it  is  now  projected  and  even  enlarge  it.

Wilmington  Presbytery  met  in  adjourned  session  m 
the  chapel  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Wilming- 
ton, at  11:15  a.  m.,  Monday,  January  14,  1929. 

Rev.  J.  T.  Pharr,  the  last  Moderator  present,  presid- 
ed :  and  the  session  was  constituted  with  prayer  by  Rev.

The  Stated  Clerk  read  a  communication  from  Rev. 
W.  C.  Smith,  dated  January  7.  1929,  requesting  a  dissolu- 
tion of  his  paatoral  relations  with  the  Caswell,  Black 
River  and  Currie  churches.  He  informed  I^resbytery 
that  the  two  former  churches,  in  duly  constituted  con- 
gregational meetings  held  in  December,  1928.  had  voted 
to  concur  in  this  request,  but  that  the  Currie  church  hatj 
not  yet  bwn  able  to  hold  a  meeting  for  the  purpose. 

It  was  by  motion  ordered  that  the  relations  be  dis- 
solved as  requested,  effective  upon  required  action  on 
the  part  of  the  congregation  at  Currie;  and  that  the 
Stated  Clerk  be  directed  to  furnish  Mr.  Smith  with  a 
eerUflcate  of  dismission  in  the  event  that  he  ttcr<i»l,'^  a 
charge  in  another  Presbytery;  also  that,  meantime,  he 
be  permitted  to  study  or  labor  outside  of  the  bounds  of 
the  Presbytery  until  the  spring  meeting,  if  desirwi. 

Announcement  was  made  of  the  appointment  f»f  Rev. 
J.  R.  Phipps,  by  the  Moderator,  to  preach  the  d(K:trmal 
sermon  «t  the  spring  meeting. 

Rev.  W.  L.  Wilson  furnished  information  as  to  a  re- 
arrangement of  preaching  apiwintments  and  contribu- 
tions to  his  sjiUarx  in  his  group  of  churches;  the  salary 
adjustments  as  follows:  Acme  changed  from  |600  to 
1876  annually  J  Bolton  from  $300  to  $250;  Lake  WKJca- 
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maw  from  $200  to  $375 ;  Phoenix  unchanged.    Upon  mo- 
tion. Presbytery  voted  that  these  changes  be  approved. 

Rev.  W.  M.  Fairley,  D.  D.,  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery, 
introduced  and  invited  to  sit  as  a  visiting  brother. 
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The  Secretary'  of  Stewardship,  Rev.  R.  C.  Clontz.  stat- 
ed that,  for  reasons  given,  he  had  arranged  a  program 
on  stewardship  and  spiritual  life  to  be  conducted  at  to- 
day's session,  in  lieu  of  a  conference  on  the  subject  in 
Wilmington  in  the  month  of  Februar>'.

2,  That  churrhes,  societies,  and  indiyidualii  a.«.<iume.  whore-v^r 
practicable,  deflnit*  responaibility  for  deflnitc  p«rts  of  the  Forviirn 
MiMion  work. 
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8.  That  ministers  give  special  attention  this  year  to  the  mis- 
sionary education  program  of  their  churches,  noting  the  aid  offer- 
ed them  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Educational  Department  in  work- 
ing out  better  means  of  keeping  their  churches  informed  with  re- 
gard to  Foreign  Missions. 

4.  That  all  our  church  leaders  utiliie  to  the  utmost  the  Foreign 
Mission  programs,  literature,  stereoptican  slides,  and  visits  from 
foreign  missionaries,  offered  by  the  Educational  Department,  in 
order  that  missions  may  be  given  its  scriptural  place  in  all  depart- 
ments of  our  church  life. 

5.  That    during   January,    1930.    every   church    in   the   General 

Assembly  organize  a  Church  School  of  Missions,  using  the  approv- 
ed Foreign  Mission  study  books  for  each  age  group. 

e.  That  Foreign  Mission  Chairmen  of  Synods  and  Presbyteriea 
arrange  with  the  Foreign  Mission  office  for  missionary  itinerari^ 
among  all  the  churches  within  their  bounds  as  often  as  oppor- 
tunity affords. 

7.  That  Sunday  Schools  focus  their  attention  this  year  upon 
the  Foreign  Mission  Educational  Work,  designating  their  Foreign 
Mission  contributions  to  the  $100,000  being  raised  in  the  Sunday 
Schools  for  this  work,  such  offerings  to  be  credited  to  the  local 
church  Foreign  Mission  budget. 

8.  That  Young  People's  Societiw  focus  their  attention  this 
year  upon  the  rehabilitation  of  our  medical  work  in  China,  desig- 
nating their  Foreign  Mission  offerings  to  the  $10,000  being  raised 
in  the  Societies  for  this  work,  such  offerings  to  be  credited  to  the 
local  church  Foreign  Mission  budget.

Your  Committe*  c^  Home  Missions  would  submit  the  fol!owin4E 
r^>ort  to  PreBbyt«ry  covering^  the  year's  work: 

We  record,  in  the  very  beginninij,  with  a  deep  sense  of  yrati- 
ttuie,  the  blessings  of  God  on  our  efforts.  Some  unusual  prob- 
lenu  and  difficulties  have  confronted  us  but  at  each  step  we  have 
r^cogniied  Hi«  good  hand  and  the  work  ha«  prospered. 

Moat  «rf  the  fields  have  been  filled  throughout  the  year,  and  for 
the  raott  part  the  work  has  moved  forward  in  a  steady  and  *ati»- 
ttetarf  manner.     The  following  items  will  be  of  special  interest: 

Church  buildings  have  been  completed  and  dedicated  at  Wild- 
wood,  Pike  and  Lake  Waccamaw. 

Sunday  School  room*  have  been  added  to  the  churches  at  Bur> 
gaw  and  Kenaniville. 

Flanii  are  in   hand  for  new  church  buildingn  at  Whiteville  and 

Elizabeth  town. 

Prospects  for  a  new  church  at  Morehead  City  and  Beaufort  are 
most  encouraging.  Several  months  ago  Dr.  E.  E.  Gille«pie, 
Superintendent  of  Home  Mi«aiona  for  the  Synod,  spent  leveral 
days  with  our  Superintendent,  Mr.  Clonts,  making  a  careful  .sur- 
vey of  this  field  with  the  result  that  a  group  of  enthusiastic  Pr«a- 
bj-terianii  have  been  gathered  and  a  petition  i«  to  be  presented  to 
thiB  meeting  of  Preabytery  aaking  for  the  organiiation  of  a  church. 

The  Mt.  Zion  Churth  at  Rose  Hill  has  asaumed  her  full  share 
of  the  paator'a  salary  *o  that  she  will  not  be  dependent  upon  th« 
Home  Mimiion  0>mmitte#  from  now  on.  This  is  most  commend- 
able, and  we  .*hould  like  to  urge  all  our  Home  Mission  church©*  t^ 
work  towards  this  goal.  Every  church  that  becomes  self-support- 
ing releases  funds  which  can  be  used  in  developing  work  in  some 
other  part  of  the  field. 

During  this  year  your  Superintendent,  Rev.  R.  C.  Clontz,  haa 
tlrir«n  more  than  thirty  thousand  miles  in  interest  dt  Home  Mi»- 
Aiona  in  Wilmington  PreBbytery.  He  has  preached  264  times; 
made  37  other  addresses;  held  17  meeting*;  had  &6  conie*Bions; 
77  •dditions  to  Presbyterian  Church  while  hundreds  have  publicly 
rededicated  their  lives  to  the  lx>rd  Jesus  Chri.<5t.  $631.]  l*  has  bw  n 
collected  for  Pr««byter>''s  Home  Missions.  Meetings  were  held  in 
tb«  following  churches:  Gro%'e,  F'arkton.  South  River,  Black 
River,  Harmony,  Acme.  Chadboum,  Topsail.  Rockflsh.  Wildwood, 
J«cl»o§Bville,  Pink  Hill,  Rocky  Point,  Immanuel.  Jones  Chapel, 
CrMitan.  Hallsville,  Stanford.  He  supplied  the  Church  of  C-ove- 
nent  during  the  month  of  August  and  has  preached  one  or  more 
times  la  t£»  fc^lowing  churches:  Beaulavilie.

Charlotte.  Bethel,  Chinquapin,  Caawell,  Black  River,  Currie,  Harris

On  April  2nd  all  the  Home  Mission  pastors  were  invited  to  an 
all  day  conference  with  the  Home  Mission  Committee  which  was 
held  at  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  Church;  the  response  was  moat 
g^ratifying  and  a  very  delightful  and,  we  believe,  profitable  clay 
was  spent  in  discussing  the  various  problems  of  our  Home  Mission 
work.  As  a  result  it  was  agreed  that  more  emphasis  should  be 
placed  upon  the  holding  of  Evangelistic  services  and  each  church 
is  urgetl,  sa  far  as  possible,  to  arrange  to  hold  an  evangelistic 
service  at  some  time  during  the  year.  We  believe  that  this  is 
most  important,  not  only  as  a  means  to  the  ingathering  of  souls 
but  also  to  the  deepening  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  members.  In 
order  that  this  plan  may  be  furthered,  we  want  to  ask  that  all 
of  the  ministers  of  the  Presbytery  who  can,  will  volunteer  for 
service  in  holding  such  meetings.  Rev.  R.  C.  Clonti  will  have 
charge  of  making  arrangements  between  the  churches  and  min- 
isters. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  will  show  that  we  have  had  a  good 
year,  financially,  buf  this  has  only  been  made  possible  by  the  ap- 
propriation which  we  received  from  the  Home  Mission  CoVumittee 
of  the  Assembly,  and  we  must  not  be  blind  to  the  fact  that  neither 
the  appropriation  from  this  Committee  nor  that  which  we  have 
r^ceive<1  for  several  years  from  the  Presbyterian  Committee  of 
F*ublication  are  permanent  and  may  at  any  time  be  withdrawn. 
It  IS,  therefore,  imperative  that  our  churches  proceed  as  rapidly 
aa  possible  towards  self-Bupport,  and  that  all  of  them  seek  to 
develop  giving  towards  the  Benevolent  causes. 

We  make  the  following  recommendations:

Eighteen  churches  made  no  cvery-mcmber  canvass. 

Twenty-two  churches  report  not  paying  th€ir  pastoro  fully  and 
promptly.

The 
leaders  and  teachem  Ksve  assurance  that  each  boy  or  girl  wlw  at- 
tend will  be  well  kxled  after  The  conference  thU  year  will  be 
lield  from  June  11  to  17. 

White  Lake:  On  account  of  the  inability  of  many  chorchej  to 
send  represenUtives  to  the  above  conferences.  »*  '»»_°.«^*~Jf 
inaugurate  a  summer  conference  within  the  bounds  of  Wilmln|tem 
Pr*-«bvtery.  This  was  done  under  the  efficient  leadership  of  Rev. 
R  C.  Clont*.  Rev.  M.  J.  Murray  and  Mrs.  Newton  Robinson.  The 
place  Milected  was  White  Lake;  and  at  the  J^t  c<Werence  Iwt 
lommer  we  had  almost  100  young  people  m  attendance.  The  con- 
faraice  will  be  repeated  this  summer. 

SUMMER  WORKERS 

Last  year  the  Home  Missions  committee  was  not  financially  able 
to  ondarwrita  oor  summer  program  of  Relirous  Education.  The 
U^n^  CGBBilttM.  howewT,  offered  its  help  and  oar  committee 
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appealed  to  the  churches  to  aid  in  supporting  the  work.  A  number 
of  churches  responded,  and  we  were  able  to  secure  the  servicea  of 
two  young  ladies  from  the  Assembly's  Training  School,  who  con- 
ducted teacher  training  and  daily  vacation  Bible  schools  in  about 
14  of  our  churches.  We  cannot  streBB  too  much  the  value  of  the 
daily  vacation  Bible  school,  and  hope  that,  where  our  special  sum- 
mer workers  are  not  available,  workers  in  the  churches  may  be 
found  to  conduct  the  schools,  and,  if  possible,  also,  teacher-trammg 
classes.

CompMring  the  above  figures  with  thtike  of  last  year,  we  find 
ttet  Ham  chunhes  less  reported  Sabbath  Schools.  Last  year  58 
churches  reported  68  schools;  this  year  55  churchea  reported  66 
schools.  Total  enrollment  last  year  was  6,454;  this  year  6316. 
Total  cdntributions  last  year  were  $16,50.1;  this  year  $13,948. 

All  of  our  schools  use  our  own  literature. 

Thirteen  churches  reported  having  teacher-traunng  classes.  Nine 
reported  workers'  conferences  regularly  held.  We  should  all  get 
our  Sunday  School  workers  together  for  conference  at  stated 
periods. 

Fourteen  churches  reported  D.  V.  B.  schools.  There  were  631 
children  enrolled. 

We  note  the  increase  in  additions  to  the  church  from  the  Sunday 
Scho<ri;  i.  e.,  106  as  against  88  last  year.  These  came  frotn  18 
churches. 

We  recommend: 

1.     That  October  6,  1929,  be  observed  as  Rally  Day  in  the  Sab- 
bath Schools  in  keeping  with  the  appointment  of  the   General 
'Assembly. 
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2  That  our  Sunday  Schools,  as  far  as  practical,  appoint  some 
one  who  is  interested  to  represent  the  Barium  Springs  Orphanage 
and  have  an  offering  taken  once  each  month  for  this  cause. 

8  Every  Sunday  School  that  possibly  can  do  so  have  one  unit 
of  our  Teacher-Training  taught  «ome  time  during  the  year  by  a 
selected  teacher,  and  also  make  an  effort  to  have  a  daily  vacation 
Bible  school. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Rev.  Marion  J.  Murray,  chairman  of  the  sub-committee 
on  Young  People's  Work,  made  report  as  follows,  which 
was  adopted: 

The  outstanding  event  during  the  past  year  in  our  Young  Peo- 
ple's Work  was  the  conference  at  White  l^ke.  This  was  most  suc- 
cessful. Nearly  100  of  our  fine  young  people  attended.  The  con- 
ference was  divided  into  small  groups,  each  group  being  under  an 
adult  counselor,  who  also  taught  the  Bible  to  their  groups.  Addi- 
tional courses  in  Missions,  Church  History  and  Methods  in  \oung 
Pe.3plc's  Work,  were  also  taught.

The  Presbytery  of  Wilmington  met  in  adjourned  ses- 
sion in  the  Kenan  Memorial  Chapel,  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Wilmington,  on  Monday,  June  17,  1929  at  11 
a.  m. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Ruling  Elder  C.  W. 
Worth,  the  Moderator,  and  the  session  was  constituted 
with  prayer  by  Rev.  Andrew  J.  Howell,

Rev.  J.  L.  Fairly,  D.  D.,  atftted  that  he  had  tendered 

his  resignation  as  pastor  to  St.  Andrews  church,  Wil- 
mington, on  Sunday,  June  16th,  and  that  the  same  wair 
•ccepted.  He  asked  that  the  pastoral  relation  be  dis- 
solved, in  order  that  he  might  accept  the  office  of  Co- 
ordinate  Secretary  of  Religious  Education,  to  which  he 
had  been  elected  by  the  General  Assembly  at  its  meeting 
last  month.

The  moderator  then  read  a  call  which  had  been  pre^»^  ac- 
cording to  the  Book  of  Church  Order  for  the  services  of  Mr.  Frank 
S".  Johnston  as  pastor  at  a  salary  of  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 
The  congr^ration  unanimously  voted  to  extend  the  call  and  author- 
ted  tlie  newly  elected  elder*  Mid  dcaciR»  to  sign  the  same  for  the 
eMigTcgation. 

The  service  was  then  concluded  and  the  commission  adjourned 
with  prayer.  ^  ^  CLONTZ,  Moderator. 

The  report  of  the  commission  was  duly  adopted  by

W.  D  McCaig  and 
Durham  Grady ;  three  ministers  and  one  ruling  elder  be- 
ing necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

Rev.  C.  B.  Heller  requested  that  the  pastoral  relations 
between  him  and  the  Elizabethtown.  Brown  Marsh  and 
Beth  Car  churches  be  dissolved.  He  furnished  certifi- 
cates from  those  churches  showing  that  the  congrega- 
tkms  had  concurred  in  his  request.

VI.  That  every  church,  where  practical,  hold  a  week's  meeting 
before  Spring  meeting  of  Presbytery.

Rev.  D.  M.  McGeachy,  chairman,  offered  the  following 
report  for  the  permanent  committee  on  Christian  Educa- 
tion and  Ministerial  Relief,  which  was  duly  adopted: 

During  the  year  the«  have  been  several  changes  m  the  list  of 
candidates  for  the  ministry  under  the  care  of  our  Preabytery.  One, 
J.  F.  Clark,  graduated  from  Union  Seminary,  and  has  been  dis- 
missed to  Ijexington  Presbytery  to  take  charge  of  a  group  of 
churches.  Two  candidates  have  been  added  during  the  y^r: 
Claude  H.  Jarrell  and  Will  Harllee  Bo'rdeaux.

Rev.  J.  H.  Whitmore,  D.  D.,  chairman,  offered  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  the  permanent  committee  on  Presby- 
tery's Home  Missions,  which  was  adopt«i: 

The  work  of  the  Home  Missions  Committee  of  Wilmington 
Presbytery  shows  progress  along  all  lines  during  the  first  six 
months  of  the  chureh  ywir.  Our  fields  have  been  supplied  with  one 
exception,  and  in  spite  of  the  slump  whkh  wa  usually  have  during 
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the  summer  months,  the  work  has  gone  forward.  The  men  in  the 
flskU  as  a  whole  have  been  loyal  and  true  to  the  tasks  assigned 
tilMn.  The  following  fields  are  now  vacant;  Jacksonville  group. 
Rocky  Point  group  and  South  River  group.  The  Rocky  Point  group 
is  being  supplied  temporarily  by  Rev  C.  C  Myers,  and  plans  are 
being  made  to  secure  pastors  for  all  of  these  groups  in  the  near 
future. 

New  church  buildings  have  been  dedicated  at  Pike  and  B«th«l, 
and  Sunday  School  rooms  completed  at  Burgnw  and  KenansTille. 
The  Whiteville  Church  is  nearing  completion,  and  the  Eliiabeth- 
town  Church  is  under  construction.  We  still  need  additional  Sun- 
day School  rooms  and  m«ns«s,  and  during  the  year  it  is  the  hops 
of  the  committee  to  make  Wilmington  Presbytery  the  best  equipped 
with  manses  and  churches  of  any  Presbytery  in  the  whole  Synod. 

Of  special  interest  is  the  organisation  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Morehead  City,  with  more  than  forty  charter  members. 
This  organisation  was  completed  following  a  series  of  ssrvk^i  Isd 
by  Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie  and  our  superintendent.  The  outlook  for  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  this  community  is  most  encouraging.  Rev. 
Frank  S.  Johnston  has  accepted  this  work  and  is  now  in  the  field. 
Plans  are  being  formulated  for  the  erection  of  a  church  building 
in  the  near  future. 

A  Sunday  School  has  been  organised  at  Hallsville,  which  now 
has  an  enrollment  of  75.  Teacher  Training  Classes  were  a«^in  con- 
ducted  this  year  under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent  and  the 
Committee  of  Religious  Education  in  Richmond.  Misses  Margaret 
Hansell  and  Miriam  Anderson  were  employed  to  conduct  these 
schools.  These  young  ladies  spent  tsNihre  weeks  in  our  Presbytery 
and  their  work  was  m<»t  encouraging  and  satisfactory.  The  ex- 
pense of  the  schools  was  borne  by  the  Committee  of  Refifious  Edu- 
cation in  Richmond  and  the  churches  where  the  schools  were  held. 

The  superintendent  ha»  been  kept  busy.  The  following  sUtistics 
show  in  part  his  work:  During  the  first  six  months  of  the  new  year 
he  ha«  preached  106  times,  made  18  other  addresses,  had  78  con- 
fessions and  84  additions,  70  of  these  coming  on  confession  of 
faith.  He  has  driven  18.000  miles  snd  preached  one  or  more  times 
in  the  following  churches:  Hall«ville.  Kenansville,  Pleasant  View, 
Caswell.  Immanuel.  Bethel,  First  Church.  Morehead  City.  West- 
minster. Clsrkton,  Warsaw,  Rocky  Point.  Clinton,  Mount  Zion, 
South  River,  I^ke  Waccamaw,  Wildwood,  First  Church  CharlotU, 
North  Winnton  Presbyterian  Church.  St.  Andrew's,  Church  of  the 
Covenant,  SUnford,  First  Presbyterian  Chureh,  Wilmington,  Black 
River.  In  addition,  your  superintendent  has  tri«l  to  keep  the  work 
b«for«  the  several  organisations  of  the  Presbytery,  having  spoken 
at  the  Presbyterial  and  aevaral  of  the  local  auxiliaries  during  this 
period. 

FIKANCM 

While  our  oflTerings  throughout  the  Presbytery  have  constantly 
fallen  off  during  the  mmmm,  fwar  wmmittee  has  b«m  able  to 
carry  the  pay  roll  thrcNmll  Um  mammm  without  borrowing  money, 
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but  this  h««  only  been  poBsfble  because  some  of  our  fields  were 
not  tupplied.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  these  fields  are  «oon  ^be 
■nplied,  we  urge  the  churches  to  pay  their  apportionment  to  Pres- 
bytery's Home  Missions  that  the  work  may  not  suffer.

A  certiflcAte  of  dismission  from  Wtsteni  T«tM  Pr«J- 
bytery  to  the  Presbytery  of  Wilmington  for  Rev.  L.  H. 
Storey  D.  D..  was  presented;  and  Pre.Hbyter%'  proceeded 
to  examine  him  on  subjects  mentioned  in  the  Book  of 
Church  Order,  preparatory  to  hia  reception.  The  exam- 
ination was.  in  parts  and  as  a  whole,  sustamed  as  satis- 
factory: and  he  was  duly  receive<l  into  membership  of 
Wilmington  Presbytery,  and  hi.-*  name  ordered  to  be  en- 
rolled upon  his  siting  the  required  obligation. 

A  call  from  St.  Andrews  church,  of  Wilmington,  was 
tmA,  found  in  order  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  Dr. 
Storey.  Upon  indication  of  his  acceptance,  the  following 
commission  was  named  to  conduct  his  installation,  the 
time  and  parts  to  be  Uken  to  be  arranged  by  the  com- 
mission, viz.:  Revs.  J.  I.  Fairly.  D.  I).  R^  C^Clontz  and 
J,  M,  Plowden,  and  Ruling  Elders  W.  D.  McCaig  and 
C.  W.  Worth. 
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Dr.  A.  D.  P.  Gilmour,  chairman  of  the  permanent  com- 
mittee on  Men's  Work,  presented  report,  which  was  ap- 
proved and  its  recommendations  adopted  as  follows : 

1.  "Hiat  all  our  pastors  »nd  offk#rs  and  laymen  ntudy  the  plan 
of  orpiniBation,  the  monthly  and  service  proirrams,  and  in  every

2.  That  the  F*resbytery  ur^e  all  pastors  and  sessions  wttUa  it« 
bounds  to  make  an  effort  as  soon  as  possible  to  organise  looU 
groups  in  every  church,  thus  endeavoring  to  mobiliie  and  harneM 
the  splendid  man-power  of  our  churches  as  the  woman-power  has 
already  been  mobilised  and  harnesse<J. 

8.  That  in  these  ways  and  in  every  othtr  way  the  F^resbytt-ry 
urge  all  its  responsible  leader?  to  do  everything  tn)*sibie  to  bnnic 
the  men's  work  to  a  higher  degree  of  effirirfncy  and  usefulnes**. 

The  chairman  reported  that  there  are  at  present  12 
men's  organizations  in  Wilmington  Presbytery,  and  urg^ed 
that  others  be  effected  where  they  do  not  now  exi?t. 

Rev.  W.  M.  Baker,  chairman  of  the  permanent  commit- 
tee on  Stewardship,  presented  the  following  report,  which 
was  adopted : 

Yoor  committee  views  with  alarm  the  coi»istent  falling  off  m 
gifts  to  bMWToiwieea  for  the  past  fi%e  ytmn,  there  bemg  shown  an 
average  of  about  ^.MM  \mm  each  year,  and  white  we  have  no  swrt 
cure  for  the  malady,  we  would  call  upon  the  Presbytery  to  conaider 
earnestly  the  whole  matter  and  see  if  something  cannot  be  done 
to  effect  an  improvement.  We  would  also  call  our  pastors,  elders 
and  deacons  to  deep  heart  searching  and  earnest  prayer  to  the 
Lord  of  the  harv^t.  that  He  would  give  ur  a  renewed  sei»e  and  con- 
ception of  stewardship,  a  stewardship  that  coatsmplatea  all  life 
as  held  in  trust  for  God. 

It  is  your  committee's  profound  e«BTietkMI  ttunt  wlMi  to  BlO«t 
needed  everywhere  in  our  church  m  a  rvvhral  of  goiDd  old>fashioiMd. 
heart-felt  religion,  and  we  call  the  church  to  faating  and  prayer 
that  God  would  aend  juat  such  a  revival,  beginning  in  the  pulpit, 
and  then  poeseastug  Ilia  aaarions  and  the  whole  body  of  the  church. 
Our  convktion  is  that  this  J«  the  only  thing  that  can  sav«  OUT  pi^ia 
from  defeat.

D,  !>•.  hm  paator 
nret^ted  a  testimonial  from  the  session  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  thurch,  Wilmington,  commending  him  to 
the  Presbytery. 

The  Moderator  propounded  the  questions  given  in  the 
Book  of  Church  Order,  and  a  fitting  charge  was  delivered 
to  the  candidate  by  Dr.  Gilmour.  Thereupon  Mr.  Hall  8 
name  was  ordered  to  be  placed  on  Presbytery  s  list  of 
cjffldidates.  and  the  exercises  closed  with  prayer  by  Rev. 
J.  M.  Plowden. 

Lawrence  I.  Stell.  being  present,  offered  to  Pr^bytery^, 
a  certificate  from  Dallas  Presbytery,  dismissing  him  as 
a  candidate  to  the  Presbytery  of  Wilmington.    The  same 
was.  upon  motion,  duly  received. 

Mr  Stell  was  then  presented  to  Presbytery  as  a  candi- 
date for  licensure;  and  he  was  duly  examined  on  all  sub- 
jects required  by  the  Book  of  Church  Order:  and  the  sev- 
eral parts  of  trial  were  approved  and  the  whole  sustained 
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as  satisfactory,  including  a  sermon  heard  by  Presbytery 

from  the  text  Matt.  23:37-39. 

Presbytery  then  proceeded  to  license  the  candidate,  and 
the  Moderator  proposed  to  him  the  questions  required  by 
the  Book  of  Church  Order. 

Presbytery  makes  the  following  record  of  his  licensure: 

At  Wilmington,  the  15th  day  of  April,  1930,  the  PresbyUry  of 
Wilmington,  having  received  testimonials  commendingr  Lawrence 
I.  Stell  and  evidence  of  his  being  a  communicant  of  the  church,  of 
his  grood  moral  character,  and  of  his  having  pursued  suitable 
courses  of  study,  proceeded  to  submit  him  to  the  prescribed  testa 
for  licensure,  which  were  met  to  the  approval  of  the  Presbytery. 
On  his  satisfactorily  answering  the  questions  appointed  to  be  put 
to  applicants  for  licensure,  Mr.  Stell  was  licensed  by  the  Presby- 
tery to  preach  the  Gospel,  as  a  probationer  for  the  ministry  within 
the  bounds  of  this  Presbytery,  or  wherever  he  shall  in  an  orderly 
way  be  invited  to  preach. 

nresbytery  engaged  in  an  appointed  special  order  ol 
exercises  on  the  subject  of  the  "Sabbath  and  Family  Reli- 
gion," and  heard  addresses  from  Rev.  W.  L.  Wilson, 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  that  subject,  and  Rev. 
J.  W.  Miller.  The  same  were  accepted  as  the  report  of 
the  permanent  committee  on  the  Sabbath  and  Family 
Religion. 

4  letter  was  read  from  Rev.  W.  C.  Gumming,  of  Bten- 
derson,  N.  C,  requesting  a  letter  of  dismission  to  the 
Presbytery  of  Granville;  and  the  same  was  ordered  to  be 
sent  to  him. 

Ruling  Elder  R.  C.  Carson  offered  report  as  treasurer 
of  benevolent  funds  for  the  Presbytery,  showing  the 
handling  of  contributions  from  the  churches  amounting 
to  15,396.    The  report  was  duly  approved. 

The  treasurer  of  the  contingent  fund,  Rev.  Andrew  J. 
Howdl,  offered  report,  showing  a  balance  of  $55  on  hand  : 
and,  as  ordered  by  the  Manual  of  Presbytery,  he  read  a 
list  of  the  churches  delinquent  in  the  payment  of  their 
fees.  Several  members  of  Presbytery  spoke  of  the  neces- 
sity of  the  churche.H  making  prompt  and  full  payment 
of  same. 

Upon  motion,  the  treasurer  was  ordered  to  set  aside 
the  special  assessment  of  2c  per  member  appropriated  by 
Presbytery  for  the  use  of  committees  on  Stewardship, 
Men's  Work  and  Young  People's  Work. 
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A  communication  was  read  from  Rev.  J.  L.  Fairly, 
D.  D.,  offering  his  resignation  aa  trustee  of  Flora  Mac- 
donald  college.  The  same  was  accepted,  and  the  filling  of 
the  vacancy  was  referred  to  the  standing  committee  on 
Nominations. 

After  hearing  announcements  and  prayer,  Presbjrtery 
took  recess  until  the  evening  session.

W«  would  acknowledge  first  of  all  our  great  debt  of  gratitwto 
to  God  for  His  abundant  blessings  upon  our  labors.  The  year  has 
not  b««n  without  its  difficulties  and  problems,  but  we  believe  that 
the  Holy  Spirit  has  guided  us  in  tht  solution  of  these  and  that  the 
work  has  prt>»pere<l 

An  unsually  larg^e  number  of  changes  have  taken  place  in  the 
field  dunnt  the  year.  Rev.  C.  B.  Heller  and  Re^-.  W.  B.  Neill  have 
r^sig-nwi.  Three  member*  of  the  committee  have  been  lost  by 
removal.*  -Rev.  W.  M.  Baki-r,  Rev.  D,  M.  .McGeachy  and  Rev.  J.  T. 
Pharr.  Rev.  Marion  Murray,  Rev,  Frank  Goodnmn  and  Rev.  J.  W. 
Miller  have  changred  fields  within  the  Presbytery.  Already,  how- 
ever,  two  new  ministera.  Rev.  R  H.  Poole  and  Rev.  H.  R.  Poole 
have  taken  up  their  work  in  the  Cape  Fear  and  RtK-ky  Point  group 
respectively,  and  we  confidently  hope  to  have  the  other  fields  sup- 
plied in  the  near  future. 

Two  adecjuate  and  attractive  church  buildings  have  bMB 
erected,  one  at  EliiabethUjwn  and  the  other  at  Whiteville.  The 
Pike.  Bethel  Bnd  Beulaville  churches  have  been  dedicated.  The 
growth  of  the  Sund«y  school  m  the  new  church  at  Morehead  CMty 
has  made  nece.^sary  additional  equipment  which  has  bend  provided. 
Repairs  have  been  made  at  Rocky  Point,  Southport  Mid  Scv^ 
Sprinir"- 

It  is  with  profound  fT«titade  that  the  committee  announces  an 
addiUon&i  fift  of  $10,000.00  to  the  building  fund  by  Mra.  Jessie 
Kenan  Wiae.  Thin  gift  will  miJte  possible  the  continui^on  of  the 
imj^ovement  in  the  material  equipment  of  the  churches  so  abso- 
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lately  necewary  if  the  work  i»  to  b«  carried  on  in  an  efficient 
Bumncr. 

The  report  of  the  superintendent  shows  that  he  has  been  untir- 
ing in  his  labors  and  that  his  work  has  been  most  fruitful.  During 
the  year  he  haa  driven  more  than  22.000  ntiles  in  interest  of  Home 
Missions  m  Wilmington  Presbytery,  He  preached  246  time»,  made 
32  other  addressee,  held  18  meetings,  had  261  confe«sions,  194 
additions  by  confession,  and  27  by  letter,  making  a  total  of  221 
additions  to  the  Presbyterian  church.  Four  hundred  and  eighty-one 
dollars  and  thirty-six  cent*  has  been  collected  for  Presbytery's 
Home  Missions.  Meetings  were  held  in  the  following  churches: 
Myrtle  Grove.  Morehead  City,  Winston-Salem,  Pollocksvilie,  White 
Plains,  Komegay  .School  Hou.st?,  Effingham,  Ashwood,  Faison, 
Beulavjlle.  Hallsville,  I^ke  Waccamaw.  Raeford.  Whiteville,  Clark- 
ton,  Kenansville  and  Bolton;  tent  meetings  near  Rose  Hill  and  East 
Wilmington.  He  has  preached  one  or  more  times  in  the  following 
churches:  Myrtle  Grove.  Mor^head  Citj,  Clarkton,  Westminster, 
Caswell,  Warsaw,  Rocky  Point.  Clinton,  South  River,  I^ke  Waeca- 
maw,  First  Church  Wilmington,  St.  Andrew's,  Immanuel.  Jack- 
sonville. Pmk  Hill,  Seven  Springs.  Mt.  Olive,  Ca.lyp»o.  Faison, 
BeaulaviUe,  Currie.  Kenansville,  SUnford.  Hallsville,  Whiteville, 
Chadboum,  Church  of  the  Covenant,  Pike,  First  Church  CharSotta, 
First  Church  Washington,  I^ee  Memorial  and  Winston-Salem. 

Your  committee  has  held  eleven  regular  meetings  during  the 
year;  the  most  out.ntanding  of  which  was  the  annual  meeting  held 
on  April  1st,  at  which  time  all  the  Home  Mission  pastors  were 
invitad  to  meet  with  the  committee  for  an  all-day  conference.  This 
maating  wa«  held  at  the  Church  of  the  C<)venant,  lunch  being 
aerred  by  the  Udies.  In  addition  to  the  reports  from  the  vanuuN 
fields  and  a  general  discussion  of  a  numtxer  of  problems,  we  had 
the  pleasure  of  having  as  our  guest  Dr.  Henry  McLaughlin, 
OnVDtary  Church  Director  for  the  Assembly,  who  gave  a  most  Inter- 
Mtiag  and  helpful  addre»a  on  rural  church  problems. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  will  show  that  we  have  had  a  fairly 
gfood  yaar  flnaneially  This  has  been  made  possible  by  a  policy  of 
itriet  aconomy  and  by  the  continued  appropriation  from  the 
Assembly's  Home  Missions  Committee.  We  must  face  seriously  tha 
facts,  however,  that  the  Income  from  our  own  Presbytery  continues 
to  decrease,  that  the  appropriation  from  the  .Assembly's  Committee 
was  cut  )300.00  for  next  year,  and  that  the  appropriation  from 
the  Presbyterian  Committee  of  Publication  cannot  be  considered 
pffnaaiMmt.  It  is  ^arefore  imperative  that  the  churches  make 
wntrj  affort  to  iMcoma  saM-supporting  and  that  all  of  tham  teak 
to  davalop  tha  spirit  of  liberality  towards  the  benevolent  causes

aaeh  cause  may  receive  its  proportion^a  part  without  delay.

S.  That  the  committee  be  authorised  in  making  appropriatfona

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part  of  churches  applying  as  indicated,  by  their  having  made 
I  thorough  every-member  canvas.  It  i.  to  be  further  under- 
stood that  after  this  year  no  appropriation  wiU  be  made  to 
a  church  which  has  not  made  a  canvass. 

4  That  evangelistic  services  be  held  as  far  as  poaaibla  in  each 
church  and  mission  point  during  the  year.

The  Presbytery  of  Wilmington  met  in  adjourned  ses- 
sion in  St.  Andrew's  Presbyterian  church,  Wilmington,  on 
this  date  at  11  a.  m.

The  Stated  Clerk  read  a  communication  from  the  pas- 
tor of  the  White  Plains  church,  with  expression  from  the 
congregation  as  to  its  inability  to  entertain  Presbytery 
at  its  fall  meeting;  and  also  one  from  the  pastor  of  Mt.

The  reports  were  duly  adopted. 

Report  was  also  read  from  the  commission  appointed 
to  ordain  licentiate  William  Harllee  Bordeaux  to  the  Goe- 
pel  ministry,  as  follows : 

The  commission  met  at  3  p.  m.  Saturday,  May  30th,  1931,  in 
the  First  Presbyterian  church,  Wilmington.  Present:  Revs.  A.  D. 
P.  Gilmour,  D.  D..  J.  H.  Whitmore,  D.  D.,  C.  H.  Storey,  D.  D.,  A. 
J.  Howell  and  P.  C.  Adams;  and  ruling  elders  W.  K.  Walker, 
Thomas  McDonald  and  John  Hall.  In  %'iew  of  the  satisfactory  ex- 
amination of  the  licentiate  on  Deci^mber  29,  1U30,  further  exami- 
nation was  omitted,  save  the  ascertsining  that  there  had  been  no 
changes  In  his  theological  views  smce  that  date.  The  commission 
then  made  the  following  arrangem<"nts  for  his  ordination  as  an 
evangelist  In  the  First  Pr*sbytfrmn  church,  hi»  lioae  cknreh.  oB 
Sunday  evening,  May  31it,  iy3l,  \ii.: 

Rev.  A.  D.  P.  Gilmour,  D.  D.,  to  preside,  preach  and  perform 
other  required  parts;  Rev.  J.  H.  Whitmore,  D.  D.,  to  make  the 
ordination  prayer;  and  Rev.  C.  H.  Storey,  D.  D.,  to  deliver  the 
charge  to  the  ev«ng«Hst 

Thereupon,  the  commission  took  recess  until  Sunday  evenit^, 
Slst,  when  the  exercises  arranged  were  conducted  in  accordaoe* 
with  the  Book  of  Church  Order. 

A  sermon  was  also  heard,  by  invitation,  from  Rev.  J.  Gresham 
Machen,  D.  D.,  of  the  Westminister  Theological  Seminary,  Phil- 
adelphia; and  the  exercises  eoncloikd  with  the  benediction  by  Rev. 
W.  H.  Bordeaux. 

The  report  wa«  adopted,  and  Mr.  Bordeaux  enrolled  as 
a  member  of  Pr^bytery  upon  his  signing  the  required 
obligation. 

Rev.  R.  C.  Clontz,  chairman  of  the  permanent  commit- 
tee on  Evangelism,  offered  the  following  report  which 
was  adopted : 

We  sre  glad  to  report  an  ever  Increasing  interest  in  Evangelism 
in  the  Presbytery.  Meetings  were  held  in  most  of  the  church« 
last  y«ir  and  the  number  of  churches  reporting  "No  additions  on 
Confessions"  were  decr^ised.  Many  of  the  pastors  held  meetings 
during  the  year  and  the  results  were  most  gratifying.  The  Sup«r- 
intendent  and  Evangelist  for  the  Presbytery  held  20  meetings  with 
283  confessions;  230  were  added  to  the  Presbyterian  Church  on 
confession  and  2S  by  letter,  making  a  total  of  265  additions  to  our 
church.     However,  evangeiistk  meetings  are  not  to  be  Judged  by 


tlM  mmber  of  soub  added,  bat  the  keeping  of  the  spiritual  life  of 
the  church.    Some  of  our  best  meetings  resulted  in  only  a  few  ad- 

ditionr  but   new    life  came   into   the  church  and   church   members 
were  reclaimed  for  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  His  Church. 

With  these  facts  before  us,  and  feeling  that  the  rich  mine  from 
which  the  above  were  extracted  is  by  no  means  exhausted  and  with 
eO.CKK)  p«)ple  above  12  years  of  age  outside  any  church,  we  make 
the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  month  of  October  be  designated  as  the  month  of 
evangelism  in  the  Presbytery. 

2.  That  each  church  outside  of  Wilmington  hold  a  two  weeks 
meeting,  with  both  morning  and  night  sorvkes  where  practi- 
cal, during  October. 

3.  That  the  Sessions  of  the  Wilmington  churches  be  respectively 
requested  to  release  their  pastor  for  at  least  one  meeting 
during  October. 

4.  That  a  survey  be  made  by  each  church  of  the  community  which 
it  serves  and  that  the  "over-looked  and  non-church  people" 
be  listed  as  prospects  for  church  membership  in  the  October 
campaign. 

6.  That  prayer  bands  and  personal  work  groo^  be  organised 
in  each  church. 

i.  That  we  as  ministers  and  elders  now  re-dedicate  onrselrea 
and  churches  to  this  gr^it  Usk  of  soul-winning. 

7.  That  all  organisations  of  the  church,  Sunday  8ch«>l.  young 
people,  men  and  women  be  enlisted, 

8.  That  Pastor  and  Session  secure  evangelist  for  their  respect- 
ive meeting  and  report  same  to  tlw  Chairman,  Rev.  R.  C. 
Clonts. 

9  That  an  offering  be  taken  on  each  Sunday  during  the  meet- 
ing and  turned  over  to  Mr.  W.  D.  McCaig,  who  will  pay 
traveling  and  other  expenses  of  the  meeting. 

10.  That  no  honorariums  be  given  and  that  after  all  expenses  are 
paid,  the  balance,  if  there  be  one,  be  turned  into  the  general 
fund  for  Prwbytery's  Home  Missions. 

11  That  we  begin  now  praying  for  God's  blessings  on  these  meet- 
ings In  public  and  private  prayer,  and  especially  around  our 
family  altars. 

Rev.  A  IK  P.  Gilmour,  D.  D.,  chairman  of  the  perma- 
nent committee  on  Presbytery's  Home  Missions,  made  re- 
quest that  the  allotments  out  of  Home  Mission  funds 
made  to  the  pastors  serving  in  various  fields  be  continued 
until  the  fall  meeting  unless  it  should  be  found  necessary 
to  reduce  them ;  in  which  case  the  Home  Missions  com- 
mittee to  have  authority  to  make  the  necessary  reduct- 
ions. The  request  was  duly  granted  by  vote  of  Presby- 
tery. 
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Rev.  W.  E.  West  made  request  that  he  be  allowed  to 
labor  without  the  bounds  of  the  Presbytery  until  the 
fall  meeting.    The  same  was  granted. 

By  motion.  Mr.  West  was  recommended  to  the  ex- 
ecutive committee  of  Ministerial  Relief  to  receive  aid 
from  its  funds  to  the  extent  of  $50  per  month  until  Octo- 
ber Ist.  1931. 

The  Stated  Clerk  read  a  paper,  signed  by  a  large  num- 
ber of  the  members  of  the  congregation  of  New  Hope 
church,  expressing  their  appreciation  of  the  ministry  erf 
Mr.  West  and  their  prayerful  interest  in  his  welfare. 

R^r.  W.  P.  M.  Currie,  chairman  of  the  i^ermanent  com- 
mittee on  Christian  Education  and  Mmistrial  Eelief,  of- 
fered a  request  from  Raymond  C.  Butler  that  his  name 
be  restored  to  Presbytery's  li.«t  of  candidates  for  the  min- 
istry. Upon  motion.  Presbytery  declared  that  it  did  not 
see  its  way  clear  at  this  time  to  comply  with  this  reque.st. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Bordeaux  asked  that  he  be  granted  a  letter 
of  dismission  to  the  Presbytery  of  Connecticut  Valley,  of 
the  Presbyterian  church,  U.  S.  A.,  that  he  might  accept  a 
call  extended  to  him  to  serve  as  pa,«itor  of  the  rommunity 
Presbyterian  Church.  Old  Greenwich,  Conn.  The  Stated 
Qerk  was  directed  to  furnish  such  letter. 


Rev.  M.  O.  Sommers,  of  East  Hanover  Presbytery, 
introduced  to  Presbytery,  and  a  certificate  waa  read 
transferring  him  to  Wilmington  Presbytery.  Motion  was 
made  that  he  be  received,  pending  the  required  examina- 
tion, and  that  h'm  name  \ye  enrolled  as  a  member  of  Wil- 
mington Preabytery.

The  time  and  parta 
to  be  taken  were  left  to  the  pleasure  of  the  commission. 
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Rev.  A.  V.  Gibson,  chairman,  presented  report  of  the 
permanent  committee  on  AsHembly's  Home  Missions, 
which  was  duly  approved  and  the  following  recommenda- 
tions adopts:

Mr.  Faison  made  reference  to  plaai  for  a  celebration 
on  Sunday,  September  27th,  1931,  of  the  one  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the  Gravei  Memorial 
(originiUly  Goshen)  church.  Invitation  was  given  to 
members  of  Presbytery  to  attend,  and,  upon  motion,  Pres- 
bytery extended,  through  Mr.  Fai«)n,  its  greetings  to  the 
chun^. 

Bcvi.  M.  J.  Mninv  tad  W.  C.  Smith  and  Ruling  Elder 
R.  L.  Cut  m«d«  re|M^  ta  to  their  attendance  on  the  Gen- 
end  Assembly  in  May,  1931.  at  Montreal.  The  reports 
were  approvwi  and  their  diligence  commended. 

The  standing  committee  on  the  Minutes  of  the  General 
Assembly,  through  Revs.  M.  J.  Murray  and  W.  C.  Smith, 
reported  no  matters  requiring  speciid  action  of  Presby- 
tery other  than  one  already  praiented. 
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Rev.  J.  W.  Miller,  chairman,  offered  report  for  the  per- 
manent committee  on  Orphans'  Home,  which  was  up- 
proved. 

Rev.  P.  L.  Clark,  chairman,  made  report  for  the  p«r- 
manent  committee  on  Synod's  Home  Missions.  The  same 
was  approved. 

Upon  motion,  Presbytery  took  recess  for  a  half-hour  to 
allow  for  meeting  of  committees. 

4  p.   m. Presbytery   reconvened  and  entered   into  a 

popular  meeting  in  the  interest  of  Religious  Education. 
Report  of  the  permanent  committee  wa.s  presented  by 
Rev.  C.  H.  Storey,  D.  D.,  chairman;  and,  pending  its  adop- 
tion, an  address'  was  delivered  by  him  on  the  subject  of 
the  dignity  and  importance  of  the  work  of  teaching.  The 
report  was  duly  approved  and  adopted  aa  follows: 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  Presbytery  the  work  of  Religious  Edu- 
cation has  been  aggressively  promoted  throughout  the  Presbytery. 
Working  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  R.  C.  Clontz.  Misses  Anderson, 
Bowden  and  Herring  from  the  Assembly  Trminmg  School  coiwluct. 
ed  fifteen  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools  with  a  total  attendance  of 
750  children  or  an  average  of  50  in  each  .school.  We  are  indebted 
to  these  young  ladies  as  they  served  without  salary,  merely  re- 
ceiving their  expenses. 

The  fourth  annual  young  people's  conference  for  the  Presby- 
tery was  held  at  White  Lake  June  22-26,  with  90  young  p*- .pie 
and  10  adults  in  attendance.  The  same  fine  spirit  that  has  charac- 
terised the  former  conferences  was  maintained  and  many  felt  U»« 
it  was  the  best  conference  we  have  yet  held.  Sixty-five  of  our  young 
people  attended  the  Synodical  conference  at  Davidson  CoUeg«. 
Thus  a  toUl  of  915  children  and  young  people  were  reached  with 
some  part  of  our  program  during  the  summer. 

A  careful  study  of  the  churches,  large  and  small,  throughout  the 
AssemWy  indicates  that  the  greatest  difficulty  faced  m  the  work 
of  Religious  Education  is  the  lack  of  trained  teachers  and  leaders. 
ApM-ecfating  this  great  need  the  General  Assemb  y  has  plac«i  up- 
on tE^  Executive  Committee  of  Religious  Education  the  responsi- 
billtv  of  giving  to  the  Church  a  sane,  pr»ctjcal  and  spiritual  pro- 
grim  of  relig^us  education  and  Lead^hip  Training.  We  fee^ 
that  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  type  of  program  offered 
and  would  heartily  commend  the  various  features  of  it  to  all  of  our 
JhurTh^  The  siction  of  Leadership  Training  i.  offering  a  pro- 
gram for  training  leaders  that  will  greatly  help  in  solvmg  our 
problems.  Nine  ways  of  training  leaders  '»  »"»«f»t*J-  .  ^^  "JH; 
merely  believe  that  every  pastor  will  And  that  one  of  thero  will 
meet  his  need.  The  Standard  Leadership  School  is  the  ideal.  If 
he  cannot  have  a  school,  perhaps  he  can  have  a  '^"^•'jfj*'"; 
If  not  a  standard  class  then  a  local  class;  if  not  a  local  class  then 
he  can  get  his  teachers  to  Uke  the  work  by  correspondence.  Lead- 
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era  may  also  be  trained  through  workers'  conferenceB,  reading 
course,  departmental  conferences,  or,  f^erhaps  just  personal  con- 
ferences, ft  there  are  instructors  who  can  teach  leader«hsp  classes 
but  who  are  not  accredited,  the  Committee  can  help  them  to  be- 
come accredited  by  guiding  them  in  forming  course  plana  and  lend- 
ing them  hooka  for  reading.  They  can  also  furnish  programs  for 
workers'  conferences,  if  desired.  A  program  is  of  little  value  until 
used.  Let  us  remember  that  the  providing  of  an  adequate  pro- 
gram places  definite  responsibility  upon  Presbyteries  and  SyruKia 
to  use  it.  Ultimately  this  responsibility  devolves  upon  the  pastor 
as  the  leader  in  the  local  church.  Every  pastor  should  Bicquamt 
himself  with  the  entire  program  provided  by  the  Assembly's  agency 
and  then  make  use  of  it  so  far  as  practical  in  the  local  church. 

It  is  obvious  to  all  that  these  agencies  of  the  church  cannot  op- 
erate with  the  highest  efficiency  without  adequate  financial  sup- 
port. Funds  contributed  last  year  to  the  support  of  the  work  of 
this  Committee,  including  Sunday  School  extension  and  the  sup- 
port of  field  workers,  represent  the  smallest  amount  received  in 
dcwn  years.  The  amounts  received  since  April  1st  are  12  per  cent 
less  than  for  the  same  period  last  year.  At  the  same  time  tne  earn- 
ings of  the  Committee  from  the  sales  department  have  also  great- 
ly decreased.    We  therefore  recommend; 

1.  That  our  churches  put  forth  every  effort  to  meet  their  ap- 
portionment for  this  cause. 

2.  That  Rally  Day,  October  4th,  be  observed  in  all  our  Church 
Schools  and  that  a  liberal  offering  be  made  for  the  cause  of 
Sunday  School  Extension.  If  that  date  cannot  be  olMierved 
then  observe  the  nearest  date  convenient. 


That  during  the  fall  and  winter  we  concentrate  upon  the  defi- 
nite objective  of  developing  our  Church  School  and  trained 
leaders  for  the  school. 


8. 


4.  That,  where  possible,  pastors  of  neighborinf  clHUthw  eo> 
operate  in  putting  on  a  Leadership  Training  Sekeol  wliteh 
will  serve  a  group  of  churches. 

5.  That  where  other  courses  are  not  available,  the  pastor  teach 
one  of  the  Bible  units. 

6.  That  Rev.  R.  C.  Clonti,  Superintendent  of  Home  Misskms* 
be  requested  to  write  the  young  ladies  who  conducted  the  D. 
V.  B.  S.  in  our  Presbytery,  and  the  other  agencies  cooperating, 
expressing  our  hearty  appreciation  of  their  splendid  stnHce. 

7.  That  the  White  Ijake  conference  for  young  people  be  held 
again  this  year  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  R.  C.  Clontt  and 
the  Presbytery's  committee  on  Young  People's  Work. 

8.  That  the  Presbytery  express  its  appreciation  of  the  support 
given  this  work  by  the  executive  committee  of  Religious  Edu- 
cation and  Publication,  and  that  we  respectfully  requMt  Wiat 
the  appropriation  of  $900  be  continued  another  y«ir. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Whitmore,  D.  D..  chairman  of  the  standing 
committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures,  offered  the  followimr 
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report  which  was  adopted,  action  being  taken  separately 
as  to  the  subjects: 

1.  Touching  the  matter  of  the  proposed  amendment  of  the  Book 
of  Church  Order  to  make  the  offices  of  Ruling  Elder  and  Deacon 
for  limited  terms,  we  recommend  that  this  amendment  be  adopted. 

The  proposed  amendment  is  as  follows: 

"The  Assembly,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  made  therefor 
in  the  Book  of  Church  Order,  paragraph  160,  hereby  approves  of, 
recommends  to  the  Presbyteries,  and  submits  to  the  Presbyteriea  for 
their  advice  and  consent,  the  following  amendment  to  the  Book 
of  Church  Order,  paragraph  149,  viz.,  that  there  be  added  the 
following  subparagraph  to  said  paragraph  149: 

'If  any  particular  church,  by  a  majority  vote  at  a  congregational 
meeting,  shall  prefer  to  elect  Ruling  Elders  and  Deacons  for  a 
limited  term  in  the  exercise  of  their  functions,  this  may  be  done; 
provided  that  the  time  of  such  active  services  be  not  less  than  three 
years,  and  that  the  Session  and  Board  of  Deacons  be  made  to  con- 
sist of  three  classes,  one  of  which  classes  shall  be  elected  each  year; 
and  provided  further  that  the  Ruling  Elders  and  Deacons,  once 
ordained,  shall  not  be  divested  of  their  office  when  they  are  not  re- 
elected for  active  service,  and  if  re-elected  shall  not  be  re  ordained; 
and  provided  further  that  a  congregation  voting  to  make  such 
terms  of  office  limited  may  also  determine  for  how  long  a  period 
of  time,  if  any,  such  retired  officers  shall  be  ineligible  for  re-elec- 
tion. Elders  thus  retired  shall  be  entitled  to  represent  their  church 
in  the  higher  courts  of  the  church  when  appointed  by  the  session  or 
by  the  Presbytery.* 

Adopted  by  the  General  Assembly  at  Montreat,  N.  C,  June  1, 
1931."  V 

2.  In  the  matter  of  the  communication  from  Transylvania 
Presbytery,  Synod  of  Kentucky,  requesting  that  this  Presbytery 
concur  in  an  overture  to  the  General  Assembly  to  change  the  Book 
of  Church  Order  so  as  to  permit  deacons  to  be  sent  as  representa- 
tives to  church  courts  along  with  ruling  elders,  we  recommend  that 
Wilmington  Presbytery  do  not  concur. 

Recess  was  taken  until  the  evening  session  at  7:30,  af- 
ter prayer  by  Rev.  R.  C.  Clontz. 

TUESDAY,  7:30  P.  M. 

Presbytery  re-assembled,  and  exercises  were  conduct- 
ed by  Rev.  M.  J.  Murray,  chairman  of  the  permanent  com- 
mittee of  Foreign  Missions. 

Rev.  W.  F.  Junkin.  of  the  Southern  Pre.sbyterian  China 
mission,  was  introduced  and  delivered  an  informing  ad- 
dress on  the  subject  of  the  ability  and  moral  sense  of  the 
Chinese  people. 
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Mr.  Murray  offered  reports  for  the  committee,  with  re- 
commendations which  were  adopted  as  follows: 

That  this  Presbyt«ry  acknowledge  to  the  Gr«at  H«ad  of  the 
Church  our  thanks  for  the  manifest  token  of  His  biasing  upon  the 
Foreign  work  for  the  past  year.

and  salvation  of  the  peoples  of  His  world-wide  Kingdom  in  direct 
projportion  to  the  opportunity  given  your  representatives  to  conduct 
active  evangelistic  work;  tlit  we  reiterate  the  Ijordahip  of  Jesus 
and  the  present  preeminence  of  His  Grtfat  Commission  as  the  gT«at 
task  of  His  Church. 

That  a  Church  School  of  Missions  be  held  in  every  church  in 
our  Assembly  durin|r  January,  1932,  in  an  effort  to  bring  to  every 
man,  woman,  and  child  in  our  Church  the  reports  and  findings  of  the 
Chattanooga  Missionary  Congress  as  set  forth  in  the  b<wk  "Th* 
Church  Faces  Foreign  Missions.'* 

That  our  Young  People's  So^tiNM  be  asked  to  shoulder  this  y^r, 
•s  thttr  specific  Foreign  Missk>n  rMponsibility,  the  $6,000  nmemmrf 
to  <9«rate  the  Jennie  Speer  Girls'  School,  Kn^agju.  KorM. 

That  every  church  in  the  Presbytery  be  asked  to  olMcrf*  January 
24-31.  1932.  as  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  for  Forcifti 
Missions. 

That  all  sessions  be  urved  to  arrange  for  a  supplemental  offering 
for  Foreign  Missions  in  the  churches  in  Janoary. 

Presbytery  adjourned  until  9  a.  m,  Wednesday,  after 
prayer  by  Rev.  J.  R.  Phipps. 

WEDNESDAY.  SEPTEMRER  2-?

Your  committae  on  Evangelism  would  respectfully  call  attention 
to  the  plans  adopt^i  in  June  for  an  Evangelistic  campaign  for 
the  whole  Presbytery  to  be  conducted  in  the  month  of  October.

Rev.  H.  G.  Bedinger,  of  the  Presbytery  of  Fayette-

invited  to  sit  as  visiting  brethren. 

10  a.  m.  Rev.  J.  H.  Whitmore,  D.  D..  chairman,  pre- 
sided at  a  special  period  devoted  to  the  interests  of 
Synod's  Schools  and  CoUegea. 
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Addresses  relative  to  their  respective  institutions  were 
delivered  by  Dr.  W.  C.  Pressly,  President  of  Peace  Junior 
College,  and  Rev.  H.  G.  Bedinger,  President,  Flora  Mac- 
donald  College. 

11  a.  m.  A  dcwtrinal  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev. 
J.  E.  L.  Winecoflf  from  the  text.  II  Tim,  4:2. 

The  Presbyterial  communion  service  was  conducted  by 
Rev.  A.  V.  Gibson,  assisted  by  Rev.  M.  J.  Murray. 

Rev.  Andrew  J.  Howell  addressed  Presbytery  on  the 
subject  of  the  Presbyterian  Junior  College  for  Men,  and 
Dr.  Whitmore,  chairman,  presented  information  relative 
to  Davidson  College. 

The  chairman  also  offered  a  paper  with  the  following 
recommendations,  which  were  adopted: 

1.  That  the  presidtnts  of  the  coUcffM  to  which  trustees  ar«  ap-

Macdonald  College  to  collect,  through  committees  of  the 
alumnae,  pledges  made  to  the  endowment  fund  of  the  col- 
lege. 

Upon  suggestion  of  President  Bedinger,  Presbytery, 
upon  motion,  requested  the  churches  to  give  him  the  priv- 
ilege of  their  pulpits  in  the  interest  of  Flora  Macdonald 
College,  if  the  way  be  clear. 

After  prayer  by  Rev.  J.  E.  L.  Winecoff,  recess  was  taken 
for  luncheon. 

WEDNESDAY,  1  P.  M. 

Presbytery  reconvened  and  was  led  in  prayer  by  Rev. 
A.  D.  P.  Gilmour,  D.  D. 
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Dr.  Gilmour,  chairman  of  special  committee  on  Min- 
isters' Annuity  Fund,  brought  to  the  attention  of  Pres- 
bjrtery  the  plans  made  for  "Mobilization  Day,"  October 
18,  1931;  and,  upon  motion,  the  churches  were  requested 
to  give  proper  notice  of  the  same,  provide  opportunity 
for  receiving  gifts  or  pledges  which  may  be  made  toward 
the  fund,  and  to  offer  prayer  for  Dr.  H.  H.  Sweets,  Sec- 
retary, and  his  efforts  to  bring  the  plan  to  success. 

Dr.  Gilmour,  chairman  of  the  permanent  committee  on 
Presbytery's  Home  Missions,  made  report  for  his  com- 
mittee, and  presented  the  following  statement  of  Ruling 
Elder  W.  D.  McCaig,  treasurer  of  home  mission  funds:

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The  total  apportionment  to  the  ChurchM  covering  Pr«abytery's 
Home  Missions  amounted  to  $12^63.48  and  it  will  b«  noted  from 
our  receipts  that  the  Churches  during  the  first  five  months  of  the 
year  have  contributed  only  13^%    of  that  amount. 

It  will  be  further  noted  that  the  cash  balance  on  hand  at  the 
begjnnmg  of  the  church  year,  April  1st,  amounting  to  $1,827,75 
has  been  depleted  $130.01;  or  in  other  words  our  expenditures 
for  the  first  five  months  of  the  present  church  year  have  exceeded 
our  receipts  from  all  sources  $1,290.01. 

It  is  needless  for  me  to  say  that  if  this  trend  continues  during 
the  balance  of  the  church  year  that  the  Homa  MiasioDi  Committ^ 
will  close  the  year  in  debt. 

Rev.  A.  p.  p.  Gilmour,  D.  D.,  chairman  of  the  perma- 
nent committee  on  Men's  Work,  made  report  urging  the 
ministers  to  continue  their  interest  in  the  work.  Upon 
motion,  Presbytery  re-affirmed  its  endorsement  of  the 
plan. 

Rev.  W.  P.  M.  Currie,  chairman  of  the  permanent  com- 
mittee on  Christian  Education  and  Ministerial  Relief, 
made  report  giving  in  detail  information  regarding  can- 
didates  for  the  ministry  and  beneficiaries  of  student  aid 
and  ministerial  relief  funds.  In  connection  with  the  re- 
port, Presbytery  voted  to  defer  further  consideration  of 
the  matter  of  Raymond  C.  Butler,  formerly  of  its  list  of 
candidates,  until  the  spring  meeting.

Moat  of  our  fields  have  been  supplied  throughout  the  year,  and 
the  spirit  of  the  men  has  been  fine.  In  most  fields  progress  haa 
been  made. 

During  the  year  your  auperinteiKient,  Rev.  R.  C  Clonts.  has 
driven  more  than  25,000  miles  in  the  interest  of  Home  Missiona 
in  the  Presbytery.  He  haa  preached  251  times;  made  86  other 
addreaaea;  had  59  confessions  of  faith,  with  66  additions  to  the 
Presbyterian  church,  while  hundreds  have  re-dedicated  their  Uvea 
to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  His  church.  Meetings  were  held  in 
the  following  churches:  Whiteville  First,  CroaUn,  Winter  Park, 
Harmony,  Elkton,  Mt.  Horeb,  Burgaw,  Warsaw,  Atkinson,  Jack- 
sonville, Ashwood,  HallsviUe,  Eliiabethtown. 

Two  meetings  w«re  also  held  by  the  superintendent  ouUide  the 
Presbytery,  at  Macon.  Ga.,  and  Dallas,  N.  C;  and  he  supplied  the 
pulpit  of  the  First  church,  Wilmington,  and  the  Church  of  the 
Covenant  during  August,  He  has  also  preached  one  or  more 
time*  in  the  following  churches:  Graves  Memorial,  BeUiel,  Clark- 
ton.  Faison,  Grove,  Hebron,  Holly  Grove,  Immanuel.  Mt  Zion. 
New  Hope,  Pink  Hill,  Pleasant  View,  PoUocksville,  Rocky  Point, 
St.  Andrews,  Smiths,  Teachey,  Topsail,  Warsaw,  Willard,  Wood- 
bum. 

Ov  efficient  treasurer.  Mr  McCaig,  will  show  by  his  report 
that  we  have  cloaed  the  year  without  debt,  but.  because  of  certain 
redactions  naade  to  t>ur  work  ami  a  steady  decline  in  giving  amon« 
our  churches,  we  are  forced  to  make  some  drastic  reductions. 
This  haa  been  done  with  great  reluctance;  but,  after  careful 
thon^ht  and  prayer,  your  committee  could  see  no  other  way  to 
stay  free  of  debt. 

We  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  all  churchw  send  their  contributions  monthly  as  far  as 
pottle  to  Mr.  R.  M.  Sheppard.  Wilmington.  N.  C.  Treasurer  of 
Benevolence,  in  order  that  the  several  committees  may  not  have 
to  borrow  money  to  pay  workers. 

2.  That  the  offerings  received  by  our  Superintendent,  Rev. 
R,  C.  Clonta.  in  meetings  be  considered  special  and  do  not  apply  on 
apportionment  to  Home  Miaaioaa  tx^m  church  where  meeting  is 
held. 

3.  That  the  committee  adhere  strictly  to  the  former  policy  of 
the  committee  in  not  making  any  appropriation  to  any  church 
having  failed  to  make  a  thorough  every-member  canvass. 

4.  That  a  self-supporting  group  be  formed  of  Faison,  Bowden 
and  Warsaw. 

6.  That  Grav^  Memorial  church  be  allowed  to  call  a  pastor 
for  full  time,  and  that  the  Home  Missions  committee  appropriate 
1^0  to  aid  in  ou^MMt  Sunday  school  work  in  SaniMion  county.

A  day  of  pray«r  was  oUerved  in  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Wilmington  for  the  Presbyterv  as  a  whole,  and 
other  conferences  were  held  at  Borgaw.

Upon  motion.  Presbytery  adopted  a  rule  not  to  add  any 
n«fW  beneficiary  of  Home  Missions  funds  to  its  Home  Mis- 
sions committee. 

Ballot  was  taken  for  th*>  ekMjtion  of  commissioners 
to  the  General  Assembly,  which  resulted  as  fciUuws:

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Communications  were  read  as  follows: 

From  the  First  Presbyterian  church,  Wilmington,  requesting  a 
decrease  in  its  apportionment  for  benevolent  causes  from  $23,800 
to  $20,000.     Referred  to  permanent  committee   on  Stewardship. 

From  the  Presidents  of  the  General  Assembly's  Training  School 
and  Davidson  college.  Referred  to  the  permanent  committee  on 
Educational  Institutions. 

From  Dr.  Daniel  Iverson  regarding  evangelistic  efforts.  Re- 
ferred to  permanent  committee  on  Evangelism. 

From  Dr.  W.  M.  McPheetera  concernmg  the  matter  of  Rev. 
Hay  Watson  Smith.  Referred  to  standing  committee  on  Bills  and 
Overtures. 

From  Rev.  J.  M.  Plowden  with  reference  to  his  absence  from 
the  meeting,  and  requesting  prayer  for  the  Lord's  cause.  His 
absence  excused,  and  the  Stated  Clerk  requested  to  convey  to  him 
the  sympathetic  interest  of  Presbytery.

Excuse  allowed.  (A  letter  from  Mr.  Heller  was  also  read  by 
Rev.  R.  C.  Clontz,  stating  his  placid  philosophy  of  life  at  his  ad- 
vanced age  of  about  fourscore  ye#r8.  The  letter  was  heard  with 
much   interest). 

Report  of  the  commission  appointed  to  organize  a 
church  at  White  Oak,  Bladen  county,  was  adopted  as 
follows: 

The  commission  met  in  the  church  Sunday,  December  17.  19S4, 
with  the  following  members  present:  Revs.  R.  C.  Clontz,  J.  W. 
Miller.  R.  H.  Poole  and  J.  A.  Boyd,  and  Ruling  Elders  C  S.  Clark, 
Angus  Cromartie  and  J.  H.  Clark. 

The  commission  was  constituted  wiUi  prayer  by  Ruling  Elder 
C.  S.  Clark,  and  Rev.  J.  W.   Miller  was  elected  clerk. 

Rev.  R.  C.  Clont*  presided  and  preached  a  sermon;  after  which 
Rev.  R.  H.  Poole  presented  a  petition  signed  by  forty  persons  re- 
questing the  organization  of  a  church.  On  motion,  the  requ«it  waa 
granted,  and  t^  organisation  perfects  according  to  Uie  Book  of 
Church  Order. 

On  motion  the  organisation  was  named  Bethany  Presbyterian 
church,  and  the  following  officers  were  elected  by  the  congr^ration : 
Ruling  Elders,  A.  W.  Davis,  Sam  Robeson  and  I.  B.  Dunham; 
Deacons,  C.  M.  Davis,  Roy  Council  and  I.  J.  Dunham. 

Rev.  R.  H.  Poole  was  elected  Stated  Supply  by  the  eoii(res»- 
tion  until  the  spring  meeting  of  Presbytery.  The  salary  was  to 
be  named  after  a  canvass  had  been  made. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved;  and  the  commission  ad- 
ioumed  with  prayer,  (Signed)  R  r  Clonta,  chainaan;  J.  W  Mil- 
ler, clerk. 

Presbytery  adopted  a  motion  requesting  the  Rev.  R.  H. 
Poole  and  the  ruling  elder  of  the  church  present  to  con- 
fer with  the  congregation  as  to  a  change  in  the  name 
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of  the  new  church,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  name 
Bethany  has  been  borne  by  a  mission  outpost  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  church,  Wilmington,  for  more  than 
twenty  years. 

Rev.  H.  G.  Bedinger.  D,  D.,  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery, 
was  introduced  to  Presbytery  and  invited  to  sit  as  a 
visiting  brother. 

Rev.  B.  F.  Hall,  Jr.,  chairman  of  the  permanent  com- 
mittee on  Educational  Institutions,  offered  a  verbal 
report;  and.  in  connection  therewith,  Presbytery  heard 
addresses  by  Dr.  Bedinger,  with  reference  to  Flora  Mac- 
donald  college,  and  Mr.  R.  G.  Matheson.  Jr.,  relative  to 
the  Presbyterian  Junior  College  for  Men.  The  report 
of  the  committee  was  approved. 

By  motion  Presbytery  expressed  its  approval  of  the 
lierificial  ser\nces  of  the  teachers  and  professors  in  our 
edacational  institutions  in  the  recent  days  of  financial 
stress,  and  requested  the  Presidents  present  to  convey 
this  expression  to  them.

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Order  was  taken  that,  uixin  adjournment,  Presbytery 
meet  in  adjourned  session  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
church,  Wilmington,  at  11  a,  ni.,  Tuesday,  May  22,  1934. 

An  overture  to  the  General  Assembly  was  presented 
by  Rev.  B.  F.  Hall,  Jr.,  concerning  the  re-entry  of  the 
F*resbyterian  church,  U.  S.,  into  the  membership  of  the 
Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America. 
The  paper  was  referred  to  the  standing  committee  on 
Bills  and  Overtures. 

Rev.  W.  C.  Smith  presented  an  overture  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  with  reference  to  a  propKwed  religious 
paper  to  be  supplied  to  all  families  of  the  Southern 
Presbyterian  church.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures. 

Rev.  A.  D.  P.  Gilmour,  D.  D.,  chairman,  offered  a  re- 
port for  the  permanent  committee  on  Women's  Work, 
which  was  adopted  in  substance  as  follows: 

The  permanent  committee  on  Women's  Work  makes  an  informal 
report,  calling  attention  to  the  splendid  meeting  of  the  Presby 
terial  held  recently  in  the  First  Presbyterian  church  of  Wilming- 
ton, the  fine  attendance  of  more  than  400,  the  excellent  proifram 
arranged,  and  the  whole  spiritual  atmosphere.  These  grood  women 
were  heartily  commended  by  the  Presbytery,  especially  for  their 
successful  completion  of  a  fund  of  about  |7,0(>0  (Mexican)  for 
building  the  nurses'  home  in  connection  with  the  hospital  at  Kiang- 
yin,  China. 

Rev.  J.  H.  WTiitmore,  D.  D.,  Presbytery's  member  of 
the  Synod's  committee  on  Stated  Supply,  offered  report 
as  to  the  work  of  that  committee.  The  report  was  ap- 
proved, and  the  following  recommendations  adopted: 

Pr*tbyt«ry  adopts  the  following  rules  formulated  by  the  Synod's 
committee  on  Stated  Supply: 

Any  minister  or  licentiate  applying  for  admission  into  the 
Presbytery,  coming  from  any  church  oth«r  than  the  Presbyterian 
church,  if.  S.,  shikll  be  required  to  present  his  credentials  at  a 
stated  meeting  of  Presbytery.  A  committee  shall  be  appointed  to 
investigate  credentials  and  consider  whether  it  is  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  minister  and  the  Presbytery  for  him  to  be  received. 
The  committee  shall  make  its  report  at  a  later  slated  meeting. 
It  is  understood,  of  course,  that  this  shall  not  apply  in  the  case 
of  a  mini.*ter  whose  credentials  have  been  investigated  by  a  church 
that  is  extending  him  a  call. 

In  dissolving  the  pastoral  relationship.  PresbyteriM  are  urged 
to  make  use  of  the  old  custom  of  appointing  a  representative  to 
declare  the  pulpit  vacant.  The  object  of  this  is  to  provide  a  means 
of  con*  act  with  vacant  churches  for  the  representative  in  Preiby- 
tery  of  Synod's  committ**  on  Stated  Supply. 
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Let  each  Presbytery  endorse  the  plan  heartily  and  app^l  to 
loyalty  on  the  part  of  the  vacant  church,  not  for  ita  own  sake 
so  much  as  for  the  good  of  all. 

Urge  the  brethren  who  desire  to  recommend  ministers  to  vacant 
churches  that  they  approach  the  vacancies  through  the  Presbyterial 
representative,  so  as  not  to  interfere  in  the  plans  of  the  Synodical 
committee. 

Rev.  M.  0.  Sommers,  chairman,  presented  report  for 
the  permanent  committee  on  Foreign  Missions.  The 
same  was  approved  and  the  following  recommendations 
adopted : 

1.  That  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, Presbytery  observe  January,  1935,  as  a  month  for  spe- 
cial emphasis  on  Foreign  Missions  and  for  special  gifts  to 
this  cause. 

2.  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  will  be  no  special  Foreign 
Miipion  study  book  during  this  church  year,  the  pastors  of 
the  churches  in  the  Presbytery  be  urged  to  remember  the 
greater  need  of  preaching  frequently  on  Foreign  Missions 
and  of  calling  on  their  people  for  a  larger  support  of  this 
cause  through  interest  and  prayer  and  giving. 

8.  That  May  6th  be  observed  as  Foreign  Missions  Day  in  all 
our  churches  with  special  offerings  in  the  Sunday  schools 
for  this  cause. 

The  following  resolution  relative  to  the  contingent 
fund  of  Presbytery  was  offered  by  Rev.  C.  H.  Storey, 
D.  D.,  but,  after  much  discussion,  failed  to  receive  a  ma- 
jority vote— (Presbytery,  however,  later  voting  to  have 
it  appear  in  the  minutes) — viz.: 

Resolved,  That,  from  this  date,  those  churches  not  meeting 
their  Presbvterial  tax  shall  not  participate  in  the  benefits  of  the 
contingent  fund,  and  that  the  represenUtives  to  Synod  and  com- 
missioners to  the  General  Assembly  from  these  churches  shall  at- 
tend at  their  own  expense;  our  Presbytery  Uking  corresponding 
credit  with  the  Synod  and   Assembly. 

Upon  motion,  the  matter  of  study  <rf  the  classification 
of  the  churches  of  the  Presbytery  as  to  assessment  of 
the  contingent  fund  was  refe.-red  to  the  Stewardship 
committee,  with  a  view  to  a  revision  of  such  classifica- 
tion. "The  committee  was  requested  to  present  a  rep<»t 
at  the  fall  meeting. 

Rev.  Andrew  J.  Howell,  treasurer  of  the  Presbyterial 
fund,  made  report  showing  a  balance  in  bank  of  $589.43. 
As  required  by  the  Manual,  the  accounts  with  the 
churches  delinquent  in  the  payment  of  their  assessments 
were  read  to  the  Presbytery;  and  the  importance  of  a 
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aettlement  of  same  was  stressed  in  a  general  discussion 
of  the  subject. 

Rev.  P.  C.  Adams,  chairman,  presented  a  report  for  the 
permanent  committee  on  Christian  Education  and  Minis- 
terial Relief.  Detailed  information  was  furnished  as  to 
the  candidates  for  the  ministry  under  the  care  of  the 
Presbytery,  and  data  as  to  other  subjects  supplied.  The 
report  of  the  committee  was  approved,  and  the  following 
recommendations  adopted: 

Th«t  the  following  amount*  be  furnished  from  the  funds  of 
Ministeml  Relief: 

For  Rev.  C.  B.  Heller  $400  annually; 

For  Revs.  J.  M.  Plowden,  J.  E.  L.  Winecoflf  and  J.  S.  Crow- 
ley the  full  amount  of  aid  for  retired  ministera; 

For  Rev.  L.  E.  Wells   $200  annually: 

For  Mrs.  Emma  C.  Kelly,  widow,  $180  annually. 

That  those  who  have  received  aid  from  the  Students'  Loan  fund, 
mtd  hm^9  not  paid  same,  make  a  special  effort  to  reduce  their  In- 
d^tedaeas;  and  that  those  who  have  made  partial  payments  strive 
to  meet  their  notes  in  full. 

That  churches  and  their  auxilia.ies  take  special  notice  of  the 
"Birthday"  offering  this  year,  and  make  it  as  larire  as  possible; 
M  that  the  executive  committee  may  be  able  to  compensate  m 
Murt  for  the  small  amounts  of  aid  jriven  last  year  to  aRed  and 
udinori  ministers  and  the  widows  and  orphans  under  its  care. 

That  the  churches  renew  their  efforts  to  make  contributioM 
to  Um  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund. 

Rev.  F.  S.  Johnston,  chairman,  made  the  following 
report  for  the  standing  committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures: 

1.  In  regard  to  the  McPheeters  overture,  we  recommend  that 
no  action  be  taken.

TZJi^  band  Operating  on  a  cash  basis,  there  were  several 
mmt^t  wliw  we  were  not  able  to  meet  in  full  the  allotments  prom- 
StTiiad  more  than  once  it  appeared  that  a  deficit  was  inevitable. 
Wt  thank  God  these  fears  did  not  materialize  and  accept  it  as  a 
t^alhng*  to  our  faith  as  we  begin  the  new  year.     We  would  also 
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record  our  gratitude  to  the  Assembly's  Home  Mission  Committee 
and  the  Home  Mission  Committee  of  our  Synod  for  their  timely 
and  generous  assistance. 

The  Byildini;  Fund  so  (generously  donated  by  Mrs.  J.  K.  Wise 
has  made  possible  improved  equipment  and  much  needed  repairs 
in  a  number  of  instances.     For  this  too  we  are  fn^teful. 

We  would  extend  to  the  Trustees  of  the  James  Sprunt  Bene- 
volent Trust  our  deep  appreciation  for  their  most  generous  as- 
sistance. 

Your  committee  is  by  no  means  satisfied  with  the  measrer  salar- 
ies paid  our  workers.  They  should  be  more,  and  we  earnestly  look 
forward  to  the  time  when  the  churches  served,  in  co-operation  with 
the  committee,  shall  be  able  to  risrht  these  wrongs.  Having  care- 
fully considered  the  expected  income  of  the  committee,  we  would 
make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  Home  Mission  budget  for  1934-1935  be  $7,800. 

2.  That  all  salary  checks  in  the  Presbytery  be  issued  by  W.  D.

the  life  of  the  churches.  A  page  may  be  devoted  to  each  church. 
Tbnefore,  the  facts  recorded  should  be  brief. 

W«  commend  to  our  churches  an  anniversary  observance  of 
some  kind  each  y«ir.  to  stimulate  love  and  loyalty  to  the  church. 
Any  program  of  the  nature  of  "Founders'  Day,"  or  "Home-coming 
Day."  or  other  special  occasion,  never  falls  to  interest  people  and 
to  Rtrwngthen  the  devotion  of  members  to  their  church. 

Ruling  Elder  C.  S.  Lamb,  of  South  River  church,  was 
enrolled. 

Rev.  F.  L.  Goodman,  chairman  of  the  permanent  com- 
mittee on  Sessional  Records,  made  report,  stating  that 
all  sessional  records  at  Presbytery  had  been  examined, 
and  approval  and  exceptions  noted  thereon.

The  several  required  papers  offered  by  candidates 
Kessler  and  Grady,  having  been  read,  were  duly  approval 
by  Presbyter>'  as  satisfactory  parts  of  trial;  and  their 
examination  on  other  subjects  continued.  Sermons  were 
heard  from  each  of  the  candidates,  and,  by  vote,  ap- 
proved.

After  prayer  Presbytery  adjourned  for  the  day. 

WEDNESDAY.  OCTOBER  10th

We  wiret  to  think  that  in  some  cases  this  has  been  dae 
Z\  iJS  of  effort.  Yet  the  difference  are  so  great  that  we  are 
constrained  to  believe  that  in  ths  most  of  cases  the  churches  do 
^  look  upon  their  apportionmenU  as  definite  ««^'«' '.^^^tii^X 
^ald  strr^.  We  are  therefore  r«»mmending  reduced  askings 
^wS^^the  majority  of  cases  in  the  hope  that  the  churches 
wnl  ISTpt  these  "askings"  in  good  faith  as  goals  which  they  will 
lerioISS  strivTto  tmch:  We  Relieve  if  we  can  get  the  churches 
to^e  •  JmT pride  in  re«:hing  their  apportionments  we  will  hava 

giving. 

In  order  to  do  this  we  find  it  i»cessary  to  reduce  by  $8,200.00 
the  amount  asked  of  this  Presbytery  by  the  Synod.

Dr.  Storey  also  presented  the  committee's  general  re- 
port, which  was  adopted  as  follows: 

Your  committee  deeply  appreciates  the  vital  relation  of  Home 
Missions  to  the  building:  up  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  We  feel  that 
the  progress  of  the  church  is  largely  measured  by  the  progress  of 
its  Home  Mission  work.  Surely  the  appeal  for  funds  to  support 
this  imporUnt  work  should  meet  with  a  generous  response  among 
those  who  love  the  Lord.  We  recognize  the  fact  that  Home  Mis- 
sion work  is  difficult.  It  is  difficult  for  the  men  on  the  field  awl 
often  caUs  for  heroic  sacrifices.  It  is  difficult  for  those  who 
administer  and  supervise  the  work  of  the  Presbytery.  Our  re- 
sponsibility is  not  merely  to  the  Presbytery,  for  we  are  adminis- 
tering the  Lord's  money  and  supervising  His  work.  Furthermore, 
the  churches,  the  Presbytery,  the  Synod,  the  General  Assembly 
and  all  others  who  give  to  the  support  of  this  work  have  a  just 
right  to  expect  that  the  funds  shall  be  wisely  used.  Such  use 
easentially  involves  wise  distribution  and  wise  administration.  Ob- 
viously, the  funds  should  be  invested  where  results  can  be  obtained 
or  material  service  rendered.  The  co-operating  airencies  should 
be  furnished  with  sufficient  information  to  stimulate  their  interest 
and  justify  their  participation.  These  outside  agencies  must 
necesMrily  look  to  the  Home  Mission  committee  for  such  informa- 
tion and  the  committee  must  necessarily  look  to  the  pastors  and 
iMsions.  We  must  look  to  those  immediately  in  charge  of  the 
work  to  secure  results  which  will  justify  the  investmont.  We  feel 
that  pastors  and  churches  receivinir  aid  from  the  Home  Mission 
eommittee  should  feel  a  definite  responsibility  to  make  those  funds 
count  in  the  building  of  the  Kingdom.  Where  this  is  conscien- 
tiously undertaken  results  will  follow  or  the  wisdom  of  the  invest- 
ment must  be  seriously  questioned. 

While  it  is  difficult  to  esUblish  rules  or  regulations  which  will 
apply  with  equal  justice  to  every  situation,  yet  it  would  doubtless 
make  for  harmony  and  efficiency  if  your  committee  had  some  well 
defined  policies  to  guide  iU  deliberations  and  actions.  Seeking  such 
guiding  principles  your  committee  appointed  a  sub-committee  to 
frankly  face  the  following  questions; 

1.  On  what  conditions  should  appropriations  be  made  to  a  field 
and  to  what  extent  should  the  committee  exercise  oversight  of 
the  Home  Mission  churches? 

2.  To  what  extent  should  the  committee  require  information  and 
reports  from  the  field,  and  if  the  work  tmim  to  call  for  a 
change  of  pastors  to  what  extent  should  the  committee  go  to 
bring  this  about? 

3.  What  should  be  the  relation  of  the  committee  to  the  Superin- 
tendent and  to  what  extent  should  the  committee  direct  and 
supervise  his  work? 

We  herewith  submit  for  your  adoption  the  findings  of  that  sub- 
committee which  have  been  approved  by  the  Home  Mission  com- 
mittee. 
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POLICIES  OF  THE  HOME  MISSION  COMMITTEE  OP

For  fourte«m  yean 
he  ha*  served  in  this  capacity  with  an  efficiency  and  acceptancy 
rarely  equalled.  On  account  of  added  responsibilities  he  has  asked 
to  be  rdieved  of  this  work.  We  shall  surely  miss  his  valued 
aerrice  and  his  wis*  coonaal  in  the  deliberations  of  the  comniit- 
tee.  Your  committee  has  elected  as  succ«wor  to  Mr.  McCaig,  Mr. 
O.  H.  Shoemaker,  who  will  handle  the  accounta  for  the  enduing 
year.  The  Treasurer's  report,  herewith  submitted,  shows  that 
we  have  closed  the  year  having  met  all  of  our  obligations  and 
having  a  small  iwlance  to  begin  the  new  year  with. 

Your  commiUaa  is  by  no  means  satisfled  with  the  tMtgtx  salar- 
ies paid  our  workers.  Th«y  should  have  more  and  we  earnestly 
look  forward  to  tlie  tiaM  when  the  churches  served  in  co«operation 
with  the  committee.  shaU  be  able  to  right  these  wrongs.

4.  We  wish  to  extend  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Jamra  Spront 
Benevolent  Trust  our  deep  appreciation  for  their  most  gen- 
erous assistance.  The  Building  Fund  so  generously  donated 
by  Mrs.  J.  K.  Wise  has  made  possible  improved  equipment 
and  much  needed  repairs  in  a  number  of  instance.  For 
thia  too  we  are  grateful. 

6.  Your  committee  alao  wishes  to  record  its  gratitude  to  the 
Assembly's  Home  Mission  committee  and  the  Home  Mis-

A 
conference  of  leaders  in  thia  fleW  waa  held  at  Davidaon  colkge 
last  June.  In  the  light  of  theaa  dbcanlons  the  Synod's  committee 
has  dev^oped  a  forward-looking  program  which  wm  presented  to 
and  adopted  by  the  Synod  at  iU  recent  meeting. 

This  calls  for  some  drastic  changes  in  the  organisation  and  pro- 
gram of  work  for  the  committees  of  the  Preabytary  in  oitler  that 
they  may  be  brought  into  conformity  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  Asaembly'a  committee  of  Religious  Education. 

Your  committee  has  carefully  considered  the  recommandationa 
of  the  Assembly's  committee  and  the  action  of  the  Synod.  As  a 
reaalt  of  our  study  we  would  offer  the  following  recommendations:

Rev.  J.  D.  Withrow,  Jr.  haa  accepted  calls  to  the  Woodbum  and 
New  Hope  churches  and  will  supply  Southport,  Rev.  Raleigh  M, 
Engle  ha-s  accepted  calls  to  the  I^ke  Waccamaw,  ,'\«hwood,  White 
Plains  and  Elkton  churches.  Both  men  arc  on  the  field,  subject  to 
lhf>  action  of  Pre-^hytery',  The  report  »if  th*'  treaBurer  will  ghow  that 
all  Bppr.rtionmenta  h«%'e  bef-n  met  in  full  to  October  1st,  though 
at  that  time  we  faced  a  deficit  of  $200.00,  This  wa.s  arranged  for 
by  a  short  term  loan.  With  improved  collections  during  the  fall  and 
winter  we  hope  to  carry  out  our  budget  and  meet  all  obligations 
by  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.

W«  regretfully  report  that  the  shadow  of  sorrow  seMed  upon 
the  home  of  our  Horn*  Mission  workeri,  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Robert 
Ptli|^  of  F'ollockBviUe,  when  on  Wednesday  evening,  October 
Mh,  God  called  to  Himself  thi  .^pint  of  their  son  Janws  Walton, 
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thirt«cn.  To  the  bereaved  family  we  would  extend  the  heart- 
f«H  lymiHlthy  of  th«  committee  and  of  their  fellow  worker*.

nix.  Brunswick  county  (the  same  known  as  the  Pheonix 
Presbyterian  church),  upon  terms  that  may  be  accepted 
by  the  trustees. 

The  Stated  Clerk  was  dirtied  to  certify  this  action,  In 
both  cases,  to  the  trustees.

Rev.  S.  G.  Harness,  chairman,  presented  the  following 
report  for  the  permanent  committee  on  Evangelism, 
which  wa.s  adopted : 

We  wish  to  expreaa  to  the  Rev  R.  C  Clontz  the  gratitude  of 
Pre^ytery  for  his  evangelistic  servic. «  during  the  years  that  he 
was  our  Fiome  Mission  Superintendent.  In  the  absence  of  a  regular 
evangelist  in  our  Presbsrtery,  we  make  the  following  recommenda- 
tlona.  in  order  that  all  churches  desiring  an  evangelntic  nervic*, 
mayhave  the  service  of  a  minister.

Information  was  furnished  Presbytery  regarding  the 
conditional  sale  of  the  manse  property  at  Souihport  «:- 
cording  to  the  action  of  Presbytery  at  the  Octo|^r  meet- 
ing,  the  expected  consideration  being  $1,200.  Lpon  mo- 
tion Presbvtery  instructed  the  trustees  of  Presbytery  to 
deliver  the' amount  realized  from  the  sale  to  the  Home 
Missions  committee  of  Presbytery  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  another  manse  at  a  suitable  Ux-ation  for  the 
Brunswick   county    group   of   churches. 

In  regard  also  to  the  proposed  sale  of  the  church  prop- 
erty at  Phoenix.  Presbyterj'.  by  vote,  directed  the  trus^ 
tees  to  deliver  the  amount  realized  from  the  sale  to  the 
Home  Missions  committee,  offering  no  special  instruc- 
tions as  to  the  disposition  of  same.

At  Wilmington,  N.  C,  on  the  18th  day  of  November,  1936,  the 
Presbytery  of  Wilmington,  having  received  t^timonials  com- 
mending Raleiifh  Moore  Engle,  and  evidence  of  his  being  «  com- 
municant of  the  church,  of  his  good  moral  chararter,  and  of  h^ 
havine  pursued  suiUble  course  of  study,  proceeded  to  submit  him 
to  the  preKiribed  teat,  for  lic«nanre.  which  were  met  to  the  ap- 
proval   of   th*'   PrMhyti»rv.     On    his    !iati«factoriH'    answering   th« 
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questions   appointed   to   be    put   to   applicants    for    licensure,    Mr 
Engle  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  to  preach  the  Gospel  «»   a 
probationer  for  the  ministry  within  the  bounds  of  this  Presbytery, 
or  wherever  he  shall  in  an  orderly  way  be  invited  to  preach. 

Mr.  Engle  requested  that  he  be  ordained  at  an  early 
date,  and  furnished  information  as  to  having  received 
calls  for  his  pastoral  services  from  the  Lake  Waccamaw.

A  letter  was  read  from  Dr.  W.  L.  Lingle,  Pre.sident  nf 
Davidson  college,  which,  upon  motion,  was  ordered  to  be 
printed  in  the  minutes;  viz.: 

To   THI   PRESBmSlCS   CoNTSOUHG    DAVIDSON    COLLEGE: 

One  hundred  yiMkrs  ago  our  Presbyterian  forefathers  were  busy 
laying  the  foundations  and  erectinif  th«»  first  buildings  at  David- 
son CoUm^.  Ninety-nine  years  ng^n  thf  n)lli»|e  began  its  first 
MMIoB.  ft  began  in  a  KmBll  way,  but  these  Presbyterian  for*- 
fatk«rs  had  a  vision  of  a  great  ChriBtian  college  thai  was  to  be. 
Ita  foundations  were  laid  in  faith  and  in  prayer.  Each  genera- 
tion which  has  come  and  gone  hsA  made  its  contribution  to  the 
college,  not  only  in  things  material  but  in  things  of  the  mind  ami 
of  the  spirit,  until  tmlav  we  of  Uils  generation  have  ra^wd  as 
our  birthright  a  great  Christian  institution  which  haa  raadarvd 
n^irly  a  century  of  diRtinsruiBhed  service  to  the  Church  and  the 
State,  at  home  and  abroad. 

As  the  college  approachen  ita  Centennial  Year  we  arf  h>«>ginning 
to  BUUte  plaas  for  the  pr^iper  c«lebration  of  this  historic  occasion 
in  emmwtikHI  with  th«  Commencement  of  1937.  We  feci  that  it 
is  proper  that  we  should  r«J<rfe»  ia  ita  ayhiiild  history  and  dis- 
tingaiahed  service.  Annoiit^in«it  oi  tMM  plans  will  be  nuida 
in  an«  >— on. 
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But  a  great  occasion  like  this  calls  for  a  look  at  the  future  as 
well  as  a  look  at  tht  past.  Davidson  Collegt-  a.H  we  know  it  tuday 
is  the  result  of  the  vision  which  our  Presbyterian  forefathers  had 
a  hundred  years  ago.  They  had  a  forward  look.  In  the  same 
way  we  should  look  forward  and  have  a  g^reat  vision  of  the  David 
son  which  is  t  >  serve  the  Church  and  the  Kingdom  during  the 
socond  century  of  her  history.  A  college  cannot  live  on  it.H  past 
The  educational  world  is  steadily  moving  forward.  A  college 
which  remains  static  will  in  a  short  time  lose  its  place  in  tbt 
educational  world. 

For  several  years  the  College  Administration,  members  of  the 
Board  and  members  of  the  Faculty  have  been  studying  the  needs 
of  the  College  and  making  a  list  of  the  things  that  are  essential 
to  equip  it  adequately  to  do  its  most  effective  work  While  the 
College  has  been  richly  blessed  in  the  past  its  ni-^'ds  are  ttiU  great, 
if  it  is  to  remain  a  first  class  educational  institution.  We  trust 
that  th«  friends  of  the  College  will  give  serious  consideration  to 
thaao  BOeds.     Let  us  make  a  list  of  them: 

A  Nfw  Infirmary;  A  Sew  Library;  A  New  Church;  A  Social 
Center;  A  Field  House;  A  .Vch'  Dormitory;  and  a  New  Seitnet 
HuUdmg.  Every  one  of  these  buildings  is  needed  right  now  for 
the  adequate  e<}uipment  uf  the  College.  The  College  also  needs 
•  greatly  increased  endowment,  .Swarthmore  College,  whicll  is 
conducted  under  the  auspirea  of  the  Friends,  or  Quakwi,  near 
Philadelphia,  has  only  five  hundred  students  but  has  an  endowment 
of  six  million  and  a  quarter  dollars.  It  ha.*  f^wer  students  than 
Davidson  but  an  endowment  that  is  more  than  six  times  as  large 
as  that  of  Davidson.  Other  great  colleges  have  endowments  rang* 
ing  from  ten  to  twenty  million  dollars.  Such  fact.^  should  help 
ttS  to  enlarge  our  vision  of  what  our  own  college  mi|?ht  be  and 
lAoald  he  as  it  enters  upon  the  •econd  century  of  its  noble  history. 

Steps  are  being  taken  by  the  Board  and  the  Faculty  to  raise 
funds  to  meet  some  of  these  needs.  We  feel  that  we  would  not 
be  faithful  to  th<MM  who  have  gx)ne  before  or  to  our  trust  if  we 
were  to  let  the  Centennial  pass  without  having  taught  a  new  vis- 
ion of  the  future  of  th*  College  and  without  having  made  a  real 
effort  to  meet  some  of  these  urgent    need.* 

It  is  not  our  purpoae  Ifl  conduit  a  high  pre.ssure  campaign  with 
quotas,  time  limits,  and  so  forth.  But  we  do  wish  to  lay  the  needs 
of  the  CotlMe  before  its  friends  and  before  the  ChurehM  with  the 
hope  that  they  will  make  such  a  generous  reep<mae  as  to  meet 
thcae  needs,  with  this  purptMc  in  mind  we  seek  ^m  approval,  the 
blessinr  a^  the  co-operation  of  the  Controlling  Prei^yltfl—  and 
their  Coartittteat  ChurehM. 

Davidson  CoU^e  is  Mimestly  striving  to  hold  up  high  educe- 
ttanal  standards  and  high  Christian  tdwsk.  B^  of  thaae  will  be 
■Mrc  and  m'>re  nee<tod  by  the  young  men  w1u>  go  to  «rfkq|e  during 
the  century  that  lies  ahead  of  ua  "Finally,  brethrwi,  pray  for 
us.  that  the  word  of  the  Lord  may  have  free  coarse,  and  be 
glorified." 

Pending  this  action.  Dr.  Ltngk  wag  asked  to  address 
Presbytery  on  the  subject  of  the  ne^s  of  his  institution, 
and  he  explain^  details  of  the  new  (Ejects  d«rir«d. 
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Dr.  Lingle  also,  on  request,  furnished  Pr^bytery  in- 
formation as  to  the  Assembly's  Training  school  in  Rich- 
mond, and  the  efforts  put  forth  this  year  to  lift  the  bur- 
den of  debt  upon  it.  Upon  motion,  Presbytery  endorsed 
such  eflForts. 

Dr.  VV.  C.  Pressly.  President  of  Peace  Junior  college, 
Raleigh,  was  granted  the  privilege  of  the  flcwr,  and  he 
spoke  on  the  subject  of  his  institution. 

The  report  of  the  committee  being  thereby  concluded, 
it  was  approved. 

Rev.  J,  A.  Boyd  oflFered  his  resignation  as  pastor  of 
the  Caswell.  Black  River.  Harmony  and  South  River 
churches  and  requested  that  his  relations  with  these 
churches  be  dissolved.  Pending  action  on  the  matter,  the 
several  churches  were  heard  from  through  ruling  elders 
present,  and  Presbytery  received  from  them  information 
that  the  several  congregations  had  voted  to  concur  in 
their  pastor's  request. 

Presbytery  thereupon  ordered  that  the  pastoral  rela- 
tions be  dissolved,  and  that  Mr.  Boyd  be  grantwJ  a  certi- 
ficate of  dismission  to  Holston  Presbytery,  as  requested 
by  him. 

Members  of  Presbytery  rose  to  voice  their  regret  at 
the  departure  of  Mr.  Boyd  frtmi  this  Presbytery,  and  the 
high  esteem  in  which  he  is  held  by  his  churches  and  by 
all  the  members  of  Presbytery.  His  work  was  declar«l 
to  have  been  done  faithfully  and  efficiently,  and  he  was 
assured  that  the  loving  interest  of  his  brethren  in  Wil- 
mington Presbytery  will  follow  him  into  his  new  field. 
Mr.  Boyd  responded  with  well  chc«en  remarks. 

The  treasurer  of  the  Presbyterial  fund,  Rev.  Andrew 
J.  Howell,  made  report,  showing  a  balance  in  bank  of 
$837.31 ;  and  he  read  a  list  of  the  churches  delinquent 
in  the  payment  of  their  imetinueuta.  as  required  by  the 
Manual  of  Presbytery. 

Report  was  aJso  read  from  the  treasurer  of  benevolefl- 
ecs  of  the  Presbytery,  Mr.  R.  M.  Sheppard,  showing  con- 
tributions of  ^,499.38  passing  through  his  hands  during 
the  year  ended  MMrth  81,  1936.

Deeply  concerned  for  the  lack  of  spirituality  existing  in  the 
churches  of  the  Presbytery  as  reflected  in  the  Narrative  of  Chris- 
tion  Life  and  Work,  we  her^y  recommend  and  urge  that  the 
ministers  and  elders,  who  are  the  spiritual  leaders  of  our  people, 
make  a  definite  effort  to  revive  in  their  respective  congregations 
the  time-honored  mid-week  prayer  service,  which  has  meant  m> 
much  in  the  past  to  the  spiritaal  development  of  our  churches; 
and  we  r«qa«rt  that  this  r«:ommendation  be  read  by  the  pastors 
to  their  congregations. 

Rev.  J.  D.  Withrow.  Jr.,  chairman  of  the  standing  com- 
mittee on  Time  and  Place  of  Next  Meeting,  made  report 
recommending  the  a<:ceptance  of  the  invitation  extended 
by  the  Rockfish  church  for  the  fall  meeting.     The  uivita 
tion  was  by  motion  accepted. 

Rev.  J.  M.  Wells.  D.  I).,  of  the  Presbytery  of  llar- 
mony,  waa  introduced  to  Presliytery  and  invitCNi  to  sit  as 
a  vii^iting  brother.  He  made  remarks  referring  to  his 
former  connection  with  the  Presbytery  and  his  pleasure 
at  being  present. 

By  request  of  the  committee  on  Educational  Institu- 
tions, Rev.  P.  C.  Adams,  President  of  the  Presbyterian 
Junior  College  for  Men.  addressed  Presbytery  on  the  .sub- 
ject of  his  institution. 
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Rev.  W.  L.  Wilson  offered  his  resignation  as  pastor 

of  the  Acme  and  Bolton  churches,  and  requested  that  his 
relations  therewith  be  dissolved.

1927,  1033  and  1934.  During  the  same  period  there  were  received 
into  the  mem.bership  of  the  church  from  the  Sunday  schools  300 
in  1926  (the  highest  number),  reaching  a  low  mark  of  85  in  1928, 

and  standing  today  at  164.

A  pa».Hage  of  Scripture  (Romans  10:1-15)  was  read  by 
Mr.  Sommers;  after  which  the  address  by  Mr.  Ross  was 
heard.     Presbytery  was  then  led  in  prayer  by  Mr,  Rosa. 

The  Moderator  took  the  chair,  and  Presbytery  was 
opened  for  business.  The  report  of  the  committee  on 
Presbytery's  Home  Missions  was  considereti  m  detail, 
and  "vas  adopted  as  a  whole  as  follows: 

With  sincere  rr»titude  to  Gcxl.  we  report  a  year  of  prcg-ri-ss 
and  eiMourageinent  in  <iur  Home  Mission  work  We  now  have 
nine  Home  Mission  pa.9lors  »ervinjr  thirty  churches  and  three 
unorganised  preaching  point.'*.  Only  one  paatoral  ^roup  la  vacant 
and  we  hope  to  place  a  paator  there  in  the  near  future.  Lioral 
cireumstanMS  have  made  it  mexpfnlient  to  act  sooner. 

The  Pink  Hill  Group  left  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Rev. 
L.  W.  Keasler  is  being  served  by  Rev  W  H  Eubank  aa  .Stat«i 
Supply.  Tltt  Acme  and  Bolton  Group  left  vacant  by  the  retire- 
ment of  Rev.  W,  L  Wilson  ia  being  served  by  Rev  J  I)  With- 
row,  Jr.  The  church  at  Bolton  is  practically  dworiraniied  and 
the  few  remaining  members  worship  at  I*ke  Wacramaw  Rev. 
R.  M.  Engle  will  Uke  the  oversight  of  this  field  The  rommittaa 
plans  to  divide  the  Brunswick  County  work,  fETT.uping  Woodburn 
and  Acme  mid«r  the  pastoral  leademhip  of  Rev  J  D  Withrow,  Jr.^ 
and  put^M^  a  new  man  m  the  southern  end  of  the  county  ia  aaiia 
Soolhpwt  and  New  Hope  churchen  and  do  some  pioneer  work  te 
tka  Tkinity  of  Shallotte.  We  need,  therefore,  two  men  to  COM- 
plote  our  eori»  of  workara.  It  ia  aiso  the  purpose  of  yt»r  co«h 
mittce  to  secure  a  fluimlBtwdlt  Evangeh»l  in  the  geld  at  tiM 
earliest  possible   date. 

In  the  ptoaeeution  of  our  work  withoat  the  aa«  {stance  of  a 
Superinten^it,  the  Pr«rf)ytery  was  divided  into  dmtTirt.*  and  each 
pa«t<H«l  doffge  aairtgned  to  a  member  of  the  committee,  that  wf 
reiiHtt  keep  in  etoaa  eentaet  with  a»a  field  without  nec«»ttaUnc  a 
gT«it  dMl  of  \xtmL    We  hMvf  tlila  to  be  •  wiaa  jMiMqr. 

Your  eMUdttae  ha*  assiifted  a  Rum.ber  of  charche*  in  makini- 
much  needed  rcpairfi  and  improveinentji  during  the  ye^r.  Th" 
churehea  at  Soot^pert.  New  Hope  and  Wf>od.b«m  have  heen  puintmj 
and   repaired.     A   nrw    rcM.f    ha*    been    placed    on    the    rhyrrhe*    at 
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New  Hope  and  Rocky  Point,  also  the  manse  at  Chmquapin.  Re- 
nmxn  have  been  made  on  the  church  at  Jacksonville  and  the  roof 
Minted  «t  Pleasant  View.  At  Christmas  a  bonus  of  $15.00  waa 
i^t  to  each  of  our  workers.  There  is  immediate  need  for  four 
manaea  and  the  committee  i»  ready  to  do  it*  part  as  soon  as  the 
churches  are  ready  with  their  part.  Beginninsr  the  year  with  a 
nucleus  of  1 1200.  in  our  manse  fund,  we  have  increased  that  to 
^449  48  We  have  also  collected  durinsr  the  year  $305.  on  the 
notm  held  by  our  Building  Fund-  About  thirty  percent  of  the 
funds  received  from  the  churchea  came  durinir  the  la.^t  few  day* 
of  March,  our  collections  running  above  $1500,  This  enables  ns 
to  meet  all  oblig-ationa  and  carry  over  a  comfortable  balance  to 
meat  the  lean  months  of  the  vear.  It  enables  us  to  meet  promptly 
the  apportionments  to  the  churches,  even  though  the  receipt,^  be 
below    our    needs. 

Following  our  ruBtom,  the  home  mission  pai^tors  WW  lyeWMj 
invited  to  Wilminirton  for  an  all-day  mectinjr  with  the  eOBnmtoe. 
Each  field  of  labor  was  carefully  reviewefj  and  discussed  with 
|>r<^t  both  to  the  pastors  and  to  the  committee.  We  wish  to 
neord  our  jrratitude  for  the  fine  spirit  and  the  splendid  cooperation 
bctweoi  tl»  men  on   the   field   and   the   committee.

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In  the  Younir  People's  Divjaion  we  have  had  splendid  work 
this  year.  Two  rallies  ha%f  been  held,  the  Mid-Winter  «t  tiM 
First  Presbyterian  church,  Wilminirttjn  during  Christmas  we«k 
and  the  Spring  at  the  First  church  of  Whiteville.  Splendid  pro- 
prams  were  arranged  for  both  of  them  and  the  attendance  was  large. 
Over  forty  of  the  young  people  of  the  Presbytery  attended  the 
Synodical  Confertao*  at  Davidson  in  June.  Our  Pr^byterial  Con- 
ferenee  was  attain  held  at  Peace  Junior  college  and  perhaps  marked 
th*  climax  of  our  work  in  this  department  for  the  year.

TUESDAY,  7:30  P.  M. 

A  popular  meeting  waa  held  in  the  interest  of  For- 
eign Missions,  with  the  Moderator,  Rev.  R.  H.  Poole,  pre- 
siding. After  the  reading  of  a  passage  of  Scripture  (Acts 
1:1-11)  and  prayer,  Rev.  P.  L.  Clark  waa  called  to  the 
chair.  Mr.  Poole,  as  chairman  of  the  permanent  com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Missions,  offered  report  with  recom- 
mendations which  were  adopted.  In  connection  therewth, 
an  inspiring  address  'w^s  delivered  by  Dr.  Lacy  I. 
Moffett  on  the  status  of  the  mission  work  in  China. 

The  recommendations  of  the  committee,  adopted, 
were : 

1.  That  the  claima  of  this  cause  be  laid  upon  the  ^hearts  of 
the  membera  of  our  churches,  auxiliaries,  men's  organi- 
tations,  Sunday  Schools  and  young  people's  societies,  and 
that  they  be  urgwi  to  make  a  special  effort  this  year  to 
provide  the  funds  needed  to  Bend  new  mmsionanes  to  the 
front  to  prevent  further  breakdowns  and  to  seise  the  un- 
limited opportunities  God  is  giving  us  in  our  work  abroad. 

2  We  note  with  regret  that  our  mission  receipts  have  fallen 
off  for  the  first  five  months  of  1937-38  and  urge  that  an 
earnest  effort  be  made  to  increase  the  gifts  to  the  cause 
of  Foreign  Missions,  so  that  not  only  its  yearly  expense* 
may  be  met  in  full  but  that  all  For«ffn  Mission  debts  may 
be  speedily  liquidated. 

3.  That  the  whole  church  engage  in  prayer  and  supplication 
that  Qod  may  pour  out  upon  us  and  our  people,  such  • 
spirit  of  loyalty  and  vision  and  such  a  sense  of  the  need 
and  urgency  of  this  cause  a«  shall  make  its  claims  upon  our 
support  and  result  in  an  investment  of  life  and  nf  im-ans 
adequate  to  enable  us  to  meet  the  emergency  arising  out  of 
the  conflict  in  Chin*. 

4.  That  all  our  church  organ iiationg,  men's  work,  auxiliaries, 
Sunday  Schools,  young  people's  societiesi,  he  urged  to  us« 
the  Foreign  Mission  season.  January  1  t/i  February  6,  for 
studying  world  missions,  using  the  books  recommended  by 
the  Foreign  Mission  committee,  and  that  the  special  For- 
eign Misaions  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial.

Plans  are  now  underway  for  the  erection  of  a  manse  at  Lake 
Wftwamaw  and  another  at  Pink  Hill.  We  expect  to  build  one  at 
Woodbum  a  little  later.  With  the  completion  of  theae  project* 
our  Building  Fund  wl!  ha%'e  been  exhausted  and  we  have  Uttle 
bopei  of  its  being  replenished.  Unless  and  until  it  is  replenished, 
we  shall  have  no  funds  for  the  painting,  repairing  or  improving 
of  the  physical  properties  of  our  Home  Mission  churches  and 
manses.  The  committee  holds  several  notes  for  monies  loaned  to 
churches  from  this  Building  Fund,  and  we  urge  the  payment  of 
th«M  notes  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  W^e  agam  record  our  deep 
gratitude  to  Mrs.  J.  K.  Wise  for  pn:.viding  this  special  fund  and 
our  conviction  that  a  magnificent  work  has  been  done  m  keeping 
our  churchea  and  manses  in  repair,  and  making  possible  better 
Sunday  School  equipment  for  many  of  these  churches  We  earnest- 
ly hope  that  in  some  way  the  work  may  be  continued. 

Despite  the  fact  that  we  have  brought  all  of  our  marrud  men 
to  a  minimum  8alar>'  of  $1500.  and  our  single  men  to  a  minimMS 
of  $1400,  we  have  met  all  of  our  financial  obligations  to  date.  We 
would,  however,  call  attention  to  the  additional  obligations  re^ntly 
assumed  and  urge  all  of  the  churches  to  give  more  liberal  support 
to  this  worthy  cause.  We  believe  in  Home  Missions  and  believe  that 
the  progress  of  the  church  is  largely  measured  by  the  progress  of 
lU  H<wne  Mission  work.

The  Presbytery  of  Wilmington  met  in  adjourned  M^- 
sion  in  the  Wallace  Preabvtcrian  church  on  Tuesdar.

Communication.^  were  read  from  the  Stated  Clerks  vf 
the  Presbyteries  of  Orange  and  Fayetteville  with  refer- 
ence to  arrangements  for  the  joint  meetings  of  the 
Presbyteries  in  the  spring.

Presbytery  resolved  itself  into  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  to  discuss  the  various  changes  sug- 
gested. After  considerable  discussion,  recess  was  taken 
for  luncheon. 

2  p.  m.  Presbytery  reassembled  and  resumed  consid- 
eration of  the  doctrinal  subjects;  and,  after  the  rising 
of  the  committee,  vote  was  taken  to  approve  the  changes 
proposed  with  certain  alterations  in  thought  and  phraa- 
eology  embodying  the  views  of  the  Presbytery.  It  was 
ordered  that  detailed  action  of  the  Presbytery  be  sub- 
mitted to  Dr.  H.  H.  Sweets,  chairman  of  the  specia!  com- 
mittee of  the  General  Assembly  on  the  subject. 

It  was  voted,  also,  to  recommend  to  that  committee 
that  a  separate  chapter  on  the  Holy  Spirit  be  added  to 
the  Confession  of  Faith ;  and  that  no  chapters  be  added 
on  the  Love  of  God  and  Missions  and  Social  Service.  Pro- 
poeed  changes  in  the  catechisms  were  approved. 
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Rev   A   D    P.  Gilmour,  D.  D..  chairman  of  the  special 

committee  on  the  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund,  made  report 
of  subscriptions  for  the  accrued  liability  fund  received 
from  churches  of  the  Presbytery  to  date,  the  same 
amounting  to  a  sum  about  |3,000  less  than  the  Presby- 
tery's quota  of  over  $38,000.  Presbytery  engaged  m  a 
concert  of  praver  for  the  success  of  the  efforts  to  com- 
plete the  raising  of  the  fund  in  the  Presbytery. 

Rev  B  F.  Hall,  Th.D..  made  request  that  Presbytery 
dissolve  the  pastoral  relationship  existing  between  him 
and  the  Webb  Memorial  and  Wildwood  churches,  that  he 
might  accept  the  pastorate  of  the  Central  Presbyterian 
church  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Elders  from  the  two  churches, 
as  commissioners,  informed  the  Presbytery  of  the  action 
of  their  churches  in  concurring  reluctantly  with  their 
pastor  in  the  request  that  the  relations  1>€  dissoh^d.

There  are  forty-nine  Auxiliaries  in  Wilmington  Presbytery,  with 
a  total  membership  of  two  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-four. 

One  thousand  forty-nine  of  these  are  resident  members  en- 
listed in  special  study  or  service.  Twenty-seven  Auxiliaries  are 
divided  into  circles,  there  being  eighty-five  general  circles,  seven- 
teen home  circles,  and  fifteen  business  women's  circles;  total  num- 
ber in  these  circles  three  hundred  forty-four.  Forty-one  of  the  Aux- 
iliaries did  White  Cross  work.  Thirty-six  of  the  Auxiliaries  have 
histories  of  the  current  year  written.  The  daily  Bible  readers 
number  seven  hundred  ninety-two  and  Bible  classes  have  one 
thousand  sixty-five  members.  Intercessory  prayer  groups  have 
five  hundred  eighty  members.  Seven  hundred  sixty-three  mem- 
ber* read  the  study  book,  "Other  Men  Labored."  Eight  hundred 
twenty-two  read  the  book,  "Glorious  Living."  Readers  of  "Yester- 
years" and  other  literature  number  seven  hundred  eighty-nine. 
Auxiliaries  and  circles  using  the  programs  of  the  year  l^k  num- 
bered one  hundred  twenty-two.  Ninety-one  Auxiliaries  observed 
special  seasons  of  prayer  and  self  denial  for  home  and  foreign 
missions.  Forty-eight  Auxiliaries  made  a  "Joy  Gift."  Forty-four 
Auxiliaries  made  a  contribution  to  all  denominational  benevolences, 
and  twenty-six  Auxiliaries  increased  their  gifts  to  the  Assem- 
bly's causes. 

To  all  the  causes  of  our  church,  these  forty-nine  Auxiliaries  con- 
tributed I10.14L00;  to  local  church  work  $3,258.00.  All  contribu- 
tions from  the  Presbyterial  $13,966.00  which  makes  a  per  capiU 
contribution    of   $6.63. 

Rev.  A.  D.  P.  Gilmour.  D.  D.,  chairman  of  the  special 
committee  on  the  Ministers*  Annuity  Fund,  gave  infor- 
mation as  to  contributions  from  the  churches  toward  the 
accrued  liability  fund,  and  urged  the  completion  of  the 
apportionment  for  the  Presbytery  of  $38,599.00,  the 
amount  so  far  subscribed  and  reported  being  $36,807,20.

However 
it  ihoald  b«  carefully  noted  that  the  total  of  pledges  which  Dr. 
Sweets  has  received  is  only  $36,881.66,  being  |6Z0.19  less  than  the 
figures  shown  in  our  Wilmington  office. 

The  total  quoU  for  Wilmington  Presbytery  is  $38,599.00.  The 
U^aA  cash  and  pledges  received  by  Dr.  Sweets  is  $36,881.56,  leaving 
a  total  short  of  our  quota,  according  to  Dr.  Sweets  of  $1,717.44. 

RSCOMMBNDATtONS : 

1.  Your  committf*  would  urgently  recommend  that  our  Pres- 
bytery bend  every  effort  at  once  to  complete  the  raisii^  of 
our  quota  at  the  earliest  ponible  moment,  and  to  go  as 
far  beyond  as  possible.

of  the  previous  year,  or  an  increase  of  $7,772.00;  cu"«"t/,'^,I^;"5tf' 
$100,338.00.  as  compared  w,th  $98,333.00,  or  an  increase  of  %2MoM 
over  the  previous  year.  We  are  grateful  to  our  memlyrahip  for 
their  increased  gifU  and  added  interest  in  this  pha^  of  the  work 
of  the  Kingdom,  and  express  our  gratitude  unto  God  for  His  con- 
tinued spiritual  and  material  blessings. 

However,  the  report  of  the  Stewardship  and  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  General  Assembly  shows  that  the  churches  making 
the  Every  Member  Canvass  have  only  88.69%  as  compared  with  a 
percenUge  of  90.97';^  in  the  year  1037.  Thus  our  Every  Member 
Canvass  failed  to  reach  as  large  a  number  of  our  membership  as 
the  year  previous.  This  in  spite  of  a  very  intensive  campaign 
pUnned  and  carried  out  by  the  Stewardship  Committee.  The  Every 
Member  Canvass  has  proven  its  worth  and  effectiveness  in  the 
stewardship  work  of  our  church.  We  feel  a  continued  decline  in 
the  thoroughness  of  our  Every  Member  Canvass  will  mean  a  de- 
cline in  gifU;  therefore,  we  call  upon  all  churches  tx)  plan  and 
conduct  the  Every  Member  Canvass  m  the  most  spiritual  and 
efficient  manner  possible. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  report  428  tithers.  The  memlwrship 
of  Wilmington  Presbytery  is  8,120  members  However,  the  figures 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  would  not  include  all  tithers.  Concern- 
ing tithing,  we  quote  from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Stewardship  and  Finance,  as  follows:  "As  part  of  His  teaching 
concerning  giving.  God  taught  His  people  t/ir.t  those  who  worsh.p 
Him  shall  set  apart  each  year,  of  all  new  value  that  pwses  through 
their  hands,  a  tenth,  the  ratio  named  by  God  Himself  as  a  man  s 
acknowledgment  of  the  divine  sovereignty  .  This  was  pot  ^J^*" 
as  an  arbitrary  "law",  simply  that  men  should  obey  it,  but  is 
rather  a  direction  for  living  that  grows  out  of  the  nature  ot  re- 
deemed men. 

We  make  the  following  recommendations: 

March  12,  1939,  be  designated  as  Every 
Member  Canvass  Day,  and  that  our  churches  make  every 
effort  to  bring  every  member  to  face  prayerfully  the  privi- 
lege and  obligation  of  having  a  part  m  the  work  ol  tne 
Kingdom  commensurate  with  the  words  of  Paul,  As  uoa 
hath  prospered  you".

Dr.  Storey,  chairman,  presented  the  following  report 
for  the  committee: 

With  gratitude  to  God  for  His  continued  guidance  and  blessing, 
we  «re  happy  to  report  another  g%>od  year  in  our  Home  Mission 
work.  It  haa  been  a  year  of  process,  though  not  without  its 
problems.  During  the  year  Rev.  K,  C.  Seawright  ha«  been  installed 
IMtitor  at  .Morehead  Citv  and  Wildwood.  Rev.  Ben  L.  Rose  in- 
stalled at  Chinquapin,  Bethel  and  BeulsYille.  Rev.  J.  T.  Echols 
hM  be«n  settled  at  Rocky  Point.  Pike  and  Curne  as  Stated  Sup- 
ply. Rer.  W.  H.  Eubank  resigned  the  work  at  Pink  Hill,  Pleas- 
ant View  and  Smith.'*.  These  churches  have  called  Rev.  J,  Ray 
Dickeia  who  has  indicated  his  intention  of  accepting  the  calls. 
Thia  nmuts  that  all  of  our  fields  are  supplied  with  pa«toral  serv- 
ieca,  ami  we  feel  that  we  have  a  splendid  corps  of  workers.  Under 
the  leadership  of  Rev.  J.  R.  Pott^,  the  work  at  Southport  is  going 
forward  in  a  way  that  it  has  not  done  for  years.  The  outlook 
there  is  Tery  encouraging.  The  work  at  Seven  Springs  h&n  taken 
on  new  life  and  in  awaiting  proper  leadership  to  go  forward. 
TlieTe  are  several  points  m  Onslow  County  that  offer  opportunities 
for  new  work,  thoofh  we  do  not  have  the  men  nor  the  funds  to 
cntOT  these  inviting  fields. 

The  supplying  of  all  of  our  fields,  together  with  the  item  of 
a  Superintendent-Evangelist's  salary  added  last  y«ar,  has  been  a 
drain  on  our  flnancial  renources.  We  have  had  difficulty  in  meet- 
ly our  obligations  and  face  an  unbalanced  budget  for  the  coming 
year.  The  Assembly's  Home  Mission  committee  has  graciously 
consented  to  increase  our  appropriation  by  $1,0C)0.(K).  but  that  still 
leaves  us  some  $1^00  difference  between  our  appropriations  and 
expected  income.  This  additional  amount  nwwt  be  raiae<l  within 
the  Presbytery.  For  several  years  we  have  operated  on  a  budget 
much  smaller  than  that  of  a  few  years  ago  and  the  receipts  from 
the  churches  have  likewise  fallen  off.  It  is  quite  evident  that  we 
cannot  properly  man  our  field  on  our  present  income.  Unless  the 
appropriations  can  be  reduced  or  the  contributions  of  the  churches 
•ncreiwid,  ^ere  seems  to  be  but  one  remedy,  namely,  to  set  apart 
a  larger  peramtage  of  the  Benevolent  funds  for  our  Presbytery'-* 
Home  Mission  work.  Very  reluctantly,  we  are  recommending  a 
change  in  our  percentages.  This  Presbytery  ha.,  consistently  fol- 
lowed the  percentages  .sent  down  by  the  Ass«mbly  and  Synod  and, 
should  it  be  necessary  to  change  them,  we  sincerely  trust  that  it 
■My  be  a  temporary  change 

Your  committee  would  record  its  hearty  appreciation  of  the 
falte^eat,  seal  and  efficient  leadership  of  our  Superintendent.  We 
sa^Ui'  ree<^mise  the  fact  that  larger  achievements  and  greatpr 
efficiency  have  been  swlonsly  cmrtalled  by  the  lack  of  funds  with

Om  tiKHtaaad  eight  hundred  twelve  are  resident  members  en- 
gaged in  special  study  or  work.  Twenty-seven  of  the  auxiliariea 
are  divided  into  circles:  general  circles  number  eighty-six,  horn* 
eirclea  fifteen,  business  circle*  fifteen.  Forty-seven  circles  are 
ttlKtertaking  White  Cross  work.  Forty-two  have  their  history 
written.  In  the  auxiliaries  there  are  nine  hundred  eighty-six  daily 
Bible  readers,  and  one  thousand  two  hundred  eighty-eight  are  in 
Bible  study  classes.  Intercessory  prayer  groups  number  six  hun- 
dred two.  There  were  nine  hundred  ntoety-four  readers  of  "City 
Shadows,"  and  nine  hundred  thirty  reader*  of  "Star  of  the  Eaat." 

Forty-four  auxiliaries  observed  a  season  of  prayer  and  self 
denial  in  the  interest  of  Home  Missions,  and  forty-five  in  the 
interest  of  Foreign  Missions.  Forty  anxiliarim  contributed  to  all 
(fonominational  benevolences,  and  twenty-two  increased  their  gifts 
to  Assembly's  caus^. 

To  all  caas«i  of  oor  church  the  fifty-one  auxiliariM  cMitributed 
$14,114.  which  was  divided  as  follows:  benevolencea  ^,981,  local 
church  work  $3,426.     The  per  capiU  contribation  waa  ^.61.

10:40  a.  m.  Rev.  S.  G.  Harness  read  a  memoriaJ  sketch 
of  Rev.  Lucian  E.  Wells,  deceased,  which  wa.s  accepted 
for  record  as  follows: 

Th*  Rev.  Lucian  Elonza  Wells  was  bom  near  Teachey.  N.  C, 
on  March  3,  1867  and  died  at  his  home  in  Teachcy  on  Janoaiy 
9,  1939.  In  1900,  he  waa  married  to  Miss  Josephine  Ward  and 
•he  with  two  sons,  Hugh  M.  and  Lucian    W.,  survive  him 

He  was  educated  in  the  public  and  private  schools  of  Duplin 
county  and  the  Samuel  Clement  Bchool  in  Wallace.  N.  C  He 
attended  Davidson  College  and  graduated  in  1895  with  the  A  B 
degree.  He  received  his  theological  training  at  Union  Theologjca! 
S«"minary,    then   located   at   Hampden-Sydnev   College    m    Virg-ini* 

He  early  united  with  Rockfish  Presbyterian  church  and  «!waT« 
held  pleasant  memories  of  this  church.  The  funeral  Ren,nces  wer* 
conducted  from  the  church  on  January  10  and  burial  was  m  U^ 
church  cemetery. 

The  call  of  the  ministry  first  came  to  him  a.^  a  call  from  our 
foreign  miB-stion  field,  and  he  volunteered  for  that  service.  Wb«i 
111  health  caused  him  to  realize  that  it  was  impossible  to  s^  to 
the  foreign  field,  he  gave  his  life  to  the  home  misaioQ  work  of  o«r 
church.  The  greater  oarl  of  the  twenty-seven  yean  of  hi«  arttve 
ministry  waa  spent  in  home  mission  work,  and  a  large  part  of 
thi.<  time  among  the  smaller  and  weaker  churches  of  Wilmin^on 
Presbytery, 

He  waa  licensed  and  ordain«i  by  Pine  Bluff  Preabytery. 
Synod  of  Arkansas,  on  Nov.  10.  1898.  He  waa  stated  kuiilily  of 
DkBrmott,  Wilmot,  and  Pine  Prairie  churchea.  Pine  Bluff  Pr^bytery, 
in  1S98-99.  He  served  the  following  churches  in  Wilminifteo  Praaby- 
tery:  Oak  Plains,  1900-01;  Chinquapin.  HallsviUe,  Hebron,  SMi^a. 
and  Beulaville,  1901-06;  Beth  Car,  Elizabethtown,  Mt  Horeb,  and 
White  Plains.  1906-08;  Chinquapin.  Maple  Hill.  HallsviUe.  and 
Hfulaville,  1908-14;  Hebron.  ,'^mith«.  .Seven  Spring.**  and  Stanford. 
1914  20.  He  was  pastor  of  Mallard  Creek,  Mecklenburg  Preriiy- 
tanr,  1920-22;  Alford  Memorial  church,  Jacksons-ille,  Fla  .  19S-24:

It  may  be  well  said 
of  Mr.  Wells  that  he,  too,  was  faithful  to  these  word*  of  Paul. 
He  was  a  freat  student  of  the  Word  and  never  lost  his  interest 
in  its  study  and  the  discovery  of  new  truth  in  it.  He  was  inter- 
ested in  the  doctrines  of  the  Word  and  of  our  church  and  faith- 
fully preached  and  proclaimed  them  Like  the  Master,  he  loved 
and  served,  he  waa,  also,  a  teBcher  In  the  early  years  of  his 
ministry,  he  oryanised  and  taught  a  Presbyterian  hi|fh  school  at 
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During  the   last  twelve   years,   he  had   taught  regfulwly 
clasa  at  the  Teachey  church. 

When  the  summons  came  from  th#  Great  Head  of  the  church 
to  join  "the  general  asiembly  and  church  of  the  first  born,"  it 
found  him  ready  and  he  followed  his  Master  in  death  with  the 
faith  and  courage  as   he   had   followed   Him  thru   life.

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Your  special  committee  would  respectfully  report  that,  due  to 
the  splendid  cooperation  of  the  Ministers  and  Churches  in  our 
Presbytery,  our  quota  of  $38,599.00  for  the  Ministers'  Annuity 
Fund  was  fully  aubscnbed  Bometime  ago. 

As  of  August  Slit,  1939,  th«  amount  which  has  been  actually 

paid  by  our  Presbytery  was $25,492. h2 

And  the  balance  of  outatanding  pledge  WM 13,612.39 

Making  a  total  of 139, 105.21 

This  is  a  most  gratifying  showing. 

In  our  General  Assembly  more  than  two  million  seven  hundred 
thousand  dollari  of  the  three  million  dollar  accrued  liability  fund 
haa  t>e«n  secured  in  cash  and  subucriptions,  leaving  a  little  less 
than  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  yet  to  be  secured.  In  other 
words,  more  than  nine-tenths  of  the  whole  amount  has  been  raised, 
which   ia   a   most  gratifying   showing. 

An  endeavor  is  being  made  to  raise  this  balance  throughout 
our  General  Assembly  by  November  19,  1939,  in  order  that  the 
whole  matter  may  be  completed  and  the  Annuity  Fund  set  up 
ofBcially  by  the  beginning  of  the  next  Church  year. 

There  was  a  meeting  of  our  Si>«cial  Ojmmittee  at  Greenville 
when  our  Synod  met,  and  at  Fayett«viUe  on  October  5th  tw«ity- 
five  persons  gathered,  representing  five  Presbyteries  of  oar  SyiM)d 
in  order  to  plan  for  the  completion  of  this  work  in  the  Synod. 
Rcpreiientativea  from  other  Presbyteries  are  having  similar 
meetings. 

It  is  most  gratifymg  to  report  that  Dr.  O.  L.  Miller  of  Charlotte, 
who  waa  drafted  to  lead  this  final  effort  in  our  Synod,  and  Mr. 

J.  H,  <  lark  of  Eliiabethtow^n,  who  was  drafted  to  lead  It  in  0«r 
PrcRbytery,  have  both  accepted  the  challenge  of  these  bodiw  arni 
have  entered  up<:in  their  work. 

There  will  be  made  a  careful  analy«!8  of  each  (  hurch  of  the 
Synod  and  the  conditions  studied  and  then  two  men  will  b«-  re- 
quested to  vifiit  the  officers  of  each  fhurch  to  discuss  their  qufita 
and  to  adjust  it  if  it  seemn  too  high  and  finally  to  request  them  to 
undertake  seriously  the  raising  of  this  quota  by  Nov.  19th. 

Your  Special  Committ«e  would  recommend  that  our  Prwibytery 
et^dorse  this  plan  to  complete  the  Ministers'  Annuity  Faiid  and 
endeavor  earnestly  in  every  way  to  co-operate  with  it,  and  wm  h«n^ 

pl«ig«  ourselves  to  do  everything  possible  to  see  especially  Uiat 
every  church  in  the  Presbytery  makes  an  earnest  attempt  to  rail* 
ila  quota  by  Novemt>er  19th,  requesting  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  ia 
those  churches  which  have  not  met  their  quotas  to  make  a  Hupp|*> 
mentary  canvass.

In  1938,  there  were  88.69%  of  the  memb«r»hip 
of  the  Presbytery  in  the  churches  taking  the  canvaaa  thus  showing 
that  our  canvass  thi«  year  did  not  reach  aa  large  a  percent  of  the 
membership  as  in  the  previoui  year.  The  percentage  for  the  Synod 
of  North  (Jarolina  was  yS.lSVc  and  the  average  for  the  .Assembly 
as  a  whole  87.35'f.  We  did  not  reach  the  average  of  the  General 
Assembly  in  the  effectiveness  of  our  canvass.

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Pending  action  on  the  Stewardship  report.  Rev.  G,  A. 
Wilson.  D.  D.,  addressed  Presbytery  on  the  subject  of  the 
Scriptural  grounds  for  the  Every-Member  Canvass. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Whitmore,  D.  D.,  chairman,  presented  re- 
port for  the  permanent  committee  on  Religious  Education 
as  follows: 

Your  Committee  of  Religious  Education  in  presenting  this  it* 
fourth  annual  report  desires  at  the  very  beginning  to  record  iU 
sense  of  gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  whatever 
may  have  be«n  accomplished  in  this  field  during  the  past  year. 
We  would  also  expresa  our  appreciation  of  the  cooperation  and 
fbM  Mrviee  on  the  part  of  many  workers  throughout  the  Pres- 
bytery. We  shall  endeavor  to  make  this  written  report  as  brief 
as  is  consistent  with  clarity. 

A  number  of  meetings  of  the  committee  have  been  ImM  dvillIC 
the  year,  the  most  important  of  which  wa.<»  the  asnual  naetiiic 
held  in  January  at  the  Church  of  the  Covenant,  with  sixteen 
members  present  and  also  Rev.  J.  O.  Mann,  Director  for  the  Synod. 
This  waa  a  luncheon  meeting  giving  ample  time  for  the  «>n- 
Bid«fmtk»R  of  all  phases  of  the  work  and  the  making  of  plans  for 
the  vwur.  While  w«  have  not  been  able  to  accomplish  all  that  we 
had  hoped  or  planned  we  feel  that  some  things  worthy  of  note  hare 
done. 


CHILDREN'S  DIVISION— The  major  effort  here  was  directed 
towards  the  holding  of  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  To  this  end  the 
Chairman  of  the  sub-committee  cooperated  with  Flora  Macdonald 
College  in  enlisting  and  training  students  for  leaders  in  this  Md. 
As  a  result  six  fine  girls  from  this  Pr«bytery  took  the  coane 
and  offered  themselves  as  volunteer  workers  to  the  various  charchea. 
We  were  fortunate  in  having  Miss  Koelling,  of  the  AsMinbly's 
Training  School,  who  did  most  efficient  work  in  the  following 
chnrehea— Bowden,  Croatan,  Morehead  City,  Wildwood,  Oak 
Plains,  Mt.  Zion  and  Bladenboro.  There  were  enrolled  in  the  schools 
of  the  Presbytery  1839  pupils  and  241  workers,  making  a  total  of 
2080.  This  is  an  increase  over  last  year  both  in  the  total  enroll- 
ment and  the  number  of  churches  holding  schools. 

We  have  sustained  a  very  serious  loss  in  this  division  of  the 
work  in  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Frank  Goodman  from  our  Pree- 
bytery.  He  was  one  of  two  receiving  sp^rial  mention  in  the  Synod's 
report  for  the  very  fine  work  done. 

YOUNG  PEOPLES  DIVISION— We  feel  that  this  hma  hmn  m 
flne  year  in  the  work  of  this  division.  Two  rallies  have  been  held, 
in  mid-winter  at  Immanuel  Church,  Wilmington,  with  an  attendance 
of  about  145  and  a  spring  rally  at  Westminster  Church,  Whltevilt* 
with  an  attendance  of  more  than  200.  Splendid  prograraa  were 
offered  at  each  of  these  rallies. 

S4  young  people  attended  the  Synodical  Conference  at  Davidson. 
The  Pr^byterial  Conference  at  Peace  Collie  waa,  we  believe,  the 
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beat  we  have  yet  held.  There  were  present  115  delegates  with  a 
■taff  of  23.  A  varied  and  instructive  program  of  Bible  study, 
elaaaroom  courses,  inspirational  addresses  and  supervised  recrea- 
tion was  offered. 

The  Presbytery  has  been  divided  into  four  districts  and  this 
fall  we  plan  to  hold  a  rally  in  each  district.  We  believe  better  work 
can  be  done  by  bringing  the  young  people  together  m  sma  ler 
groups.  These  rallies  will  take  the  place  of  the  mid-winter  rally. 
Two  Pioneer  conclaves!  have  been  held,  one  last  fall  at  Warsaw 
lasting  for  a  day,  and  one  at  White  Lake  in  September  lasting 
two  days  There  were  80  registerwi  delegates  at  this  latter.  The 
prospects  for  a  five  day  Pioneer  Camp  next  summer  are  encourag- 
ing. These  conclaves  have  been  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev. 
J,  I    Knight. 

The  Rev  R  H.  Poole,  the  eflScient  chairman  of  the  sub- 
ctmimitte'e  on  Young  People's  Work,  was  sent  to  Montreat  in  July 
to  attend  the  conference  for  conference  leaders. 

LEADKESIUP  TRAINING— So  far  as  reports  have  come  in 
only  one  school  has  been  held— the  one  in  Wilmington.  14  churches 
participated  in  this,  with  an  enrollment  of  313.  66  credite  were 
awarded.  This  was  a  very  Me  school  in  every  way. 

Dr  G  A.  Wilson,  Superintendent,  Home  Missions,  held  an 
oOeers'  training  class  for  four  days  in  the  Pink  Hill  Church. 

ORGANIZATION  AND  EXTENSION— Work  in  thU  division 
is  neceasarily  slow  and  visible  results  few.  One  promising  outpost 
Sunday  School  has  been  organired  in  Onslow  County  with  an  en- 
rollment of  55  and  an  average  attendance  of  40.  This  was  through 
the  effort  of  the  Superintendent  of  Home  Missions;  also  one  at 
Deep  Run. 

ADULT  DIVISION—Other  than  the  fact  that  there  seems  to  be 
a  growing  interest  in  the  work  in  this  age-group  and  some  attention 
being  directed  to  cerUin  groups  within  this  age  such  as  the  young 
married  couples  group  there  is  nothing  to  report. 

A  conference  of  all  the  Preabyterial  committees  of  Religious 
Education  with  the  Synod's  committee  was  held  at  the  t  irst 
Presbyterian  Church.  Payetteville.  last  November  with  over  a 
hundred  present.  This  was  the  second  such  conference  held  and 
BioT«d  to  be  most  stimulating.  Plans  ore  being  made  for  a  like 
•Mference  at  the  Steele  Creek  Church  near  Charlotte.  November 
18th  ami  14th. 

A  matter  that  should  give  us  great  concern  is  the  fact  that  our 
Sa^ay  School  enrollment  has  not  increased  and  in  some  eaaaa 
hat  decreased.

The  Stated  Clerk  presented  a  certificate  of  dismission 
from  East  Hanover  Presbytery  for  Rev.  J.  G.  Morrison 
which  was.  upon  motion,  accepted  pending  the  required 
examination.  Presbytery  proceeded  with  the  examina- 
tion- and.  the  .«*ame  having  been  voted  as  satisfactory,  it 
was  upon  motion,  ordered  that  Mr.  Morri.son  be  enrolled 
as  a  member  of  Wilmington  Presbytery  upon  his  signing 
the  usual  obligation. 

A  note  was  read  from  Rev.  W.  L.  Wilson,  stating  his 
inability  to  attend  the  meeting  on  account  of  the  condi- 
tion of'  his  health.     His  absence  was  excused.

Through  his  ,ntere«t  m  mms.on  work  of  all 
kiwU,  the  outreach  of  his  influence  extended  literally  to  the  utter- 
most parts  of  the  earth. 

But  our  concern  jnrt  now  is  to  set  forth,  with  »r«t'^"<iJ<»,2?J 
and  ia  lovinf  memory  erf  thia  consecrated  »ery»nt  of  ^he  l>wrd  Jm 
Christ,  his  special  interest  and  activity  m  Wilmington  "^OJW- 
This  WM.  perhaps,  roanif»t«d  most  partieoiarly  mn  •member  for  • 
long  timi  of  tl^  Home  Mistlon  committ,^.  of  this  Preabytery  in 
the  spread  and  propagation  of  the  Go^el  m  the  t.n  ^^»^l*»y^ 
constitute  this  oart  of  our  Synod,  for  many  y-r»  Mr,  Sm^ 
^  an  active  and  faithful  and  mo«t  useful  member  of  this  tiomm 
wLion  committee,  being  an  honorary  member  at  the  ^^'^^ 
dmth.  He  attended  its  meetiata  regularly  and  took  •  J^W  m1«^ 
cat  in  the  welfare  and  progTWtt  of  all  our  Home  Miaal^ 
AiKi  their  pastors- 
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When  he  died,  and  for  some  thirty  years  previously,  Mr.  Sprunt 
was  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Presbytery,  in  which  capacity,  with 
his  co-tnistees,  he  had  charge  of  the  legal  and  business  interests 
of  this  church  court. 

His  genuine  concern  in  the  work  of  the  Pr«8bytery  and  hii  help- 
ful services  were  also  manifested  by  the  fact  that  during  his  busy 
life,  with  Jts  many  varied  responsibilities,  he  found  time  over  and 
over  agam  to  represent  his  own  church  in  the  meetings  of  the 
Presbytery,  an^  took  an  active  and  vital  part  m  all  its  pmceedings. 

Furthermore,  for  no  short  period  Mr.  Sprunt  served  his  Presbytery 
faithfully  as  a  Trustee  of  the  James  Sprunt  Academv  at  Ken«n«- 
ville,  formerly  one  of  the  Christian  educational  ingUtutions  of 
Wilmingrton  Presbytery. 

In  short,  even  from  this  brief  survey  of  his  broader  inU. 
and  activities,  it  is  readily  seen  that  M'r,  William  H.  Sprunt  .». 
no  mere  congregationalisl.  On  the  contrary,  he  was  a  real  Presby- 
terian with  his  viUl  and  unselfish  outlook  and  interests  co- 
ordinated and  integrated  with  the  larger  work  of  hm  church  in 
Wilmington   Presbytery   and   beyond. 

Our  Presbytery  desires  to  record  its  gratitude  to  the  Heavenly 
Father  and  to  the  Ix)rd  Jesus  Christ,  the  great  Head  of  the  Chunh 
for  the  very  Christian  life  of  un.seiflsh  aervice  which  thi.s  .servant 
of  God  rendered  to  his  Presbytery  throughout  many,  many  years 
My  h^  mantle  fall  upon  many  otherB,  not  only  in  his  large  family 
eoiBMetion,  but  also  in  the  larger  circles  of  his  friends  and  admir- 
ers.    May  God  give  us  ^race  to  follow  him  as  he  followed  Christ.

^M  reeord  of  appreciation  of  this  out.ntanding  Christian  gentleman, 
who  loved  his  church  and  his  denomination,  and,  with  broad  and

Rev.  C.  H.  Storey,  D.  D.,  chairman  of  the  special  com-

Dr.  Storey  offered  report  for  the  committee,  and.  pend- 
ing consideration  of  it.  an  address  on  the  subject  of  Home 
Mi.ssions  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Macqueen. 

The  Moderator  took  the  chair,  and  the  repori  of  the 
committee  was  adopted  as  follows: 

With  grateful  acknowledgement  of  the  evident  blessing  of  God 
upon  our  labors,  we  are  happy  to  report  a  year  of  pregress  in  our 
Honae  Mission  work.  All  of  our  fields  are  supplied  with  pastoral 
services,  all  financial  obligations  met,  with  a  small  balance  in  hand 
to  be|^  tlie  new  year. 

Ow  Sllperintendent,  Rev.  G  A.  Wilson,  D.  D.,  has  been  active  and 
diligent  in  admini.itering  th<>  work  entrusted  to  your  committee, 
and  the  evidence.*  of  his  labors  are  evident  in  this  report.  During 
the  year  we  had  two  vacancie.?,  which  have  been  filled.  Early  in 
Aprfl  Rev.  J.  Ray  Dickens  became  pa.stor  of  the  Pink  Hill  group 
and  has  been  domir  Bplendid  work  with  hia  churches.  Following  the 
resignation  of  Re%'.  F.  L.  Goodman,  the  Kenansville  and  Hallsville 
churchM  Were  vacant  for  a  period  of  four  months.  On  February  1st 
Rev.  J.  G.  Morrison  look  charge  of  this  group  and  ha.s  made  a 
promising  start  in  his  work  Stanford,  formerly  in  Ihss  group,  has 
been  tempormrily  grouped  with  Seven  Springs  and  is  being  sup- 
plied by  Rev.  E.  B.  Carr.  Southport  has  asked  for  the  full  time 
senriee  of  Rev.  J.  R.  PottA,  and  New  Hope,  formerly  served  by 
Mr.  Potts,  is  now  grouped  with  Woodburn  and  Acme.  Bladmboro 
has  continued  to  make  progress  and  arrangements  are  poiding 
whereby  it  will  be  grouped  with  Fairmont,  a  nearby  church  in 
Fayetteville  Pr«bytery.  Wc  hope  to  «oon  have  a  pastor  seUled 
in    Bladenboro   and   serving    these    two    churche.i. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  several  of  our  churches  are  naktac 
profTCSs  hi  the  matter  of  self-support.

Presbytery  g^ranted  permis-sion  to  the 
Home  Mis.sion  churches  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the 
committee  to  amend  their  calls  for  their  pastors  in  accord- 
ance with  the  amounts  referred  to. 

Rev.  G.  A.  Wilson,  D.  D.,  chairman  of  the  permanent 
WMnmittee  on  Evangelism,  offered  report  as  follows: 

The  committee  has  done  as  be.nt  it  could  the  work  assigned  it 
last  fall  for  promoting  the  Evangelistic  Crusade.  The  special 
committee,  con.sisting  of  the  Moderator  of  Presbytery,  the  President 
of  the  Preabyterial,  the  Synod's  representative  on  the  Assembly's 
committee,  and  the  chairman  of  Presbytery's  committee,  met  in 
Raleigh  and  arranged  for  three  conferences,  namely,  at  Warsaw, 
Clarkton  and  Wilmington.  It  was  not  practicable  to  hold  »  fourth 
proposed  conference  at  PoUockaville,  The  three  conferences  were 
well  attended  and  had  good  results. 

The  three  months  period  from  January  to  April  has  been  observed 
by  a  nwjoilty  of  the  churches  of  the  Presbytery,  the  lines  suggested 
in  ^e  Aaaembly's  plan  being  followed  as  closely  a.s  local  conditions 
allowed.  Evidences  of  .spiritual  blessings  are  apparent  m  many 
churches.  "There  is  great  need  for  more  intercessory  prayer,  evan 
ffdiatic  preaching,  and  continued  concern  for  the  salvation  of  soui-- 

The  chairman  of  the  committee  received  from  Rev,  P.  D.  .Miller

MINUTES     OF     WILMINGTON     PRESBYTERY 

Upon  motion.  Presbytery  named  the  following  com- 
mission to  effect  the  organization:  Revs.  C.  H.  Storey, 
D.  D..  A.  D.  P.  Gilmour.  D.  D.,  J.  H.  Whitmore,  D.  D., 
G.  A.  Wilson,  D.  D.,  and  Andrew  J.  Howell,  and  Ruling 
Elders  Geo.  S.  Boylan.  S.  A.  Haines  and  J.  E.  Woodburn. 
The  date  and  order  of  the  exercises  were  left  to  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  commission. 

Rev.  W.  P.  M.  Currie  offered  to  the  Presbytery  the 
resig^nation  of  his  pastorate  of  the  Wallace,  Rockfish  and 
Willard  churches,  and  requested  that  his  pastoral  rela- 
tions be  dissolved.  Representatives  of  the  churches,  viz.. 
Ruling  Elders  Geo.  R.  Ward,  of  Wallace,  H.  McN,  Johnson 
and  C.  0.  Bollinger,  of  Willard.  and  A.  C.  Hall,  of  Rock- 
flsh,  informed  Presbytery  of  the  concurrence  of  their 
churches  m  the  resignation  and  in  the  rwiuest  that  the 
pastoral  relations  be  dissohed.  They  spoke  of  the  affec 
tion  of  their  people  for  Mr.  Currie  and  their  deep  regret 
in  having  to  yield  to  his  request  that  his  pastorate  be 
terminate<l.  Remarks  were  also  made  by  Rev.  S.  G.  Har- 
ne.HH  and  Rev.  J.  S.  Crowley  with  reference  to  Mr.  Currie'a 
marked  qualities  and  his  long  and  fruitful  pastorate. 

Upon  motion,  Presbytery  dissolved  the  relationship,  as 
requested,  effective  August  1,  1940;  and  also  recommend- 
ed that  Mr.  Currie  be  honorably  retired  and  become  a 
beneficiary  of  the  Mini.'iters'  Annuity  Fund. 

By  rising  vote,  the  Presbytery  expressed  its  sincere 
appreciation  of  the  membenship  of  Mr.  Currie  for  36 
yMrs  (since  June,  1904),  of  his  deep  interest  and  wise 
counsel  in  its  affairs,  and  of  his  exemplary  pastorate  for 
80  long  a  period ;  the  same  being  the  only  pastorate  of  his 
ministry.

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Rev.  J.  H.  Whitmore,  D.  D.,  chairman,  permanent  com- 
mittee on  Religious  Education,  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  adopted: 

In  presenting  this,  its  fifth  annual  report,  your  committee  of 
Religious  Education  rejoices  to  record  the  manifest  bleaaingB  of 
God  on  another  year's  work.  While  many  of  the  goals  set  ha%'e  not 
been  reached  there  have  been  a  number  of  most  gratifying  accom- 
pHshmenta. 

The  Sunday  School  enrollment  as  reported  for  the  Presbytery 
is  6,989  which  is  the  highest  reported  for  the  past  eight  years. 
Enrollment  in  the  Vacation  Bible  Schools  again  reached  an  all 
high  mark.  More  outpost  Sunday  Schools  have  been  organised 
than  reported  for  a  numt>er  of  years.  These  are  all  matters  that 
five  us  cause  for  rejoicing. 

The  committee  has  held  a  number  of  meetings,  the  most  impor- 
tant of  which  was  the  January  meeting  held  at  the  Church  of  the 
Covenant.  Wilmington.  Fifteen  members  were  present.  The  com- 
mittee continued  in  session  through  the  mornmg  and  afternoon 
hoars,  thoroughly  discussing  all  phases  of  the  work  and  maK»ng 
plans  for  the  nine  months  of  intensive  labor  which  lay  just  ahead. 

Two  important  conferences  were  held  during  the  year;  one  for 
all  members  of  the  committees  of  R.  E.  in  the  Synod  held  »t  the 
St«»ele  Creek  Church  last  October  with  an  attendance  of  about 
seventy.fivc;  this  Presbytery  was  represented  by  a  large  delegation. 
The  other  was  the  conference  for  pastors  and  superintendents  held 
in  April  at  Clinton  which  we  believe  proved  to  be  helpful  to  our 
workers. 

Turning  now  from  these  matters  of  general  interest  let  us  note 
some  of  the  specific  accomplishments  in  the  various  divisions. 

CHILDREN'S  DIVISION:  This  sub-committee  under  the  ef- 
itelcnt  leadership  of  its  new  chairman,  Rev.  M.  C.  Macqueen,  has 
bMB  active  in  promoting  the  D,  V.  B,  S.  work  along  many  lines. 
Some  of  the  girls  of  the  Presbytery  were  urged  to  take  the  course 
of  special  training  offered  by  Rev.  J.  O.  Mann  at  Flora  Macdonald 
College  and  afterwartls  assisted  in  our  Bible  schfKils.  Miss  Atha 
Bowman  was  securwi  for  a  conference  at  spring  meeting  of  Pres- 
bytery Schedule*  were  arranged  for  Misses  Fleming  and  Evans  to 
«Mi«t  in  schools  in  the  Presbytery.  As  a  result  of  this  effort  41 
•chooL*  were  held  with  an  enrollment  of  351  helpers  and  2616  pupils 

a  total  of  2M7  which  is  an  increase  over  last  year  of  «80.  Total 


or 


cost  of  this  work  to  the  committee  was  $8.42  which  was  more  than 
covered  by  offerings  received. 

YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  DIVISION:  We  feel  that  this  has  been  one 
of  the  lH>i!t  years  in  voung  people's  work.  Four  di.«trict  rallies  were 
held  last  fall,  one  in  each  of  the  following  districts:  Wilmington 
at  WtK-dburn  Eliialw-thtown  at  Clarkton,  Clinton  at  Wallace,  and 
Warsaw  at  Chinquapin,  There  was  a  total  altendance  of  over  400. 
Theae  fall  rallies  took  the  place  of  the  old  mid-winter  rally.  Inter- 
«rting   and    helpful    pro^rpms    w.-re   iirranred    for   i-arh. 
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S2  young  people  attended  the  Synod ical  Conference  at  Davidson 
in  June.  106  delegates  attended  the  Presbytery'i  Conference  at 
Peace.  The  spirit  in  these  confertnces  was  exceUenl  and  splendid 
work  was  done.  The  Pioneer  Conclave  was  held  at  Whitw  Lake 
in  September  with  Rev.  J.  L  Knigrht  as  Director.  This  conclave 
ber»n  with  supper  on  Friday  and  continued  through  dinner  on  Sat- 
urday with  an  intereiiting  program  of  instruction  and  recreation^ 
There  were  83  delegates  and  7  teachers.  The  expense  was  defraye<i 
by  a  registration  fee  of  60c.  Rev.  R.  H.  Poole  chairman  of  thii  sub- 
committee waa  appointed  to  go  to  Montreat  in  July  to  attend  the 
conference  for  conference  leaden. 

ORGANIZATION  AND  EXTENSION:  Three  outpoit  Sunday 
Schools  have  been  organised  in  the  Chinquapin  field:  Salem.  Qumn'i 
Store,  and  Cypress  Creek.  At  Salem  a  chapel  has  been  erected,  paid 
for  and  dedicated.  There  are  now  in  the  bounds  of  the  Presbytery 
IS  outpost  Sunday  Schools  with  a  total  enrollment  of  666  pupils 
W«  rank  second  in  this  respect  among  the  Presbyteries  of  the 
Synod: Albemarle  is  first  with  19  outposts.

MINUTES  OF  WILMINGTON  PRESBYTERY 


REGULAR  MEETING 

The  Presbytery  of  Wilmington  met  in  its  one  hundred 
and  forty-third  stated  session  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
church,  Whiteville,  N.  C,  on  April  15.  1941.  at  li  a.  m. 

The  opening  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Moderator, 
Rev.  L.  W.  Kessler,  on  the  text,  John  12:34,  "Who  is  this 
Son  of  man?" 

The  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  then  ob.served, 
with  Revs.  J.  Ray  Dickens  and  J.  G.  Morrison  presiding, 
and  ruling  elders  of  the  Presbytery  serving  the  elements. 

Presbytery  engaged  in  a  memorial  service  for  the  late 
Rev.  Walter  L.  Wilson.  Rev.  W.  P.  M.  Currie  offered  an 
opening  prayer. 

Rev.  J.  D,  Withrow  read  the  following  sketch  of  Mr. 
Wilson's  life: 

REVEREND  WALTER  LOWRY  WIl^ON 
April  12,  1871  —  March  22,  1941 

IUv«raod  Walter  Ijowry  Wilson  was  born  April  12,  18T1  m  Bang- 
ktlL  Mnii  <»f  miHsionary  parent.^,  Jonathan  McLure  Wilson  and 
Caoierlne  Wilson,  He  receivc-d  his  education  at  Grove  City  col- 
lege, Qrovc  City,  Pa.,  and  We»t«rn  Theological  »eminary,  Pitta- 
l^trh.  Pa.  He  waa  married  ta  Mi«8  Louisa  Rhea  on  Dewmber  28, 
1897.  Mrs.  Wilson,  brilliant  and  talented,  became  one  of  the  lead- 
era  in  the  women's  work  of  our  Synod. 

Mr.  Wilson's  first  charge  wa.^  the  Fairmount  and  Pleasant  HiU 
ITOUp  of  churchpfl  in  .Alleghany  Pre»byt*ry,  Synod  of  Pennsyl- 
vania; the  former  church  being  the  .scene  of  his  ordination  on 
January  25.  ISWH.  He  served  these  two  churches  until  October 
1904  and  then  went  to  Harlem.  Montana,  where  he  remained  for 
two  years.  In  1906  he  returned  to  the  Fairmount  and  Plea*«nt  Hill 
churche».  After  two  yearn  in  thin  work  he  accepted  a  call  Ui  the 
Mineral  Ridge  church  in  Mahiininir  Presbytery  in  the  Synod  of 
Ohio.  In  September  1912  he  came  to  F'ayetteville  PreBbytery  and 
supplied  the  pulpits  of  Eli»e,  Bensalem  and  Troy  for  a  month  and 
then  went  to  the  Ml  Gilead,  Bi»coe,  Wadeville  and  Peedee  churche« 
where  he  remained  for  two  years.  (All  of  these  churches  were  in 
Pftjrettefille  Presbytery  at  that  time).  In  1914  he  began  Mb  pa«tor- 
•te  at  the  Ben.«alem,  Culdee  and  Eli.'se  churches.  In  1918  the  Jack- 
son Springs  church  wa»  added  to  hi.^  field.  Sometime  before  this 
he  had  begtin  preaching  at  F'inehurat,  and  noon  there  was  an  or- 

Saniied  church  there  a.^  a  result  of  his  efforts.     In  addition  to  theie 
▼e  chureheR  we  find  that  for  .several  yearn  he  preached  reinil*rly 
•t  Eagle  Springs.  Spies  and  Mt.  Hermon. 

In  192S  Mr,  Wilson  accepted  a  ciill  t.o  the  Acme,  Bolton  and 
Pboenlx  churches  in  Wilm.ington  Presbytery.  At  the  time  of  his 
retirement   in   1936,  h«   waa   pastor  of  the   Acme  church.      Befor« 
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his  retirement  he  had  led  the  way  in  the  orgranimation  of  Lake  Wac- 
camaw  church.  Altogether  in  his  ministry  Mr.  Wilson  waa  respon- 
aible  for  the  organization  of  at  least  four  chuffhes.  Bom  of  imb- 
■ionary  parent*,  he  carried  with  him  through  life  a  definite  mis- 
sionary spirit. 

Mr,  Wlson's  courtliness  and  unfailing  sense  of  humor  made  him 
•  very  desirable  companion.  Both  young  and  old  «njoyed  being  in 
his  company.  He  was  a  most  interesting  conversationalist.  Draw- 
ing upon  a  vast  store  of  knowledge  which  was  gasnifd  from  con- 
stant reading  and  studying,  aa  well  as  from  a  wide  and  varied  ex- 
perience in  life,  he  could  discuss,  interestingly  and  intelligently, 
any  subject  that  one  brought  to  him.  His  firm,  unshakeable  convic- 
tions, hu  d*;fp  faith  and  the  quiet  depth  of  his  character  was  a 
constant  sourc*  of  strength  to  those  who  came  in  contact  with  him. 
His  love  for  hi.s  fellow  men  was  so  quietly  evident  that  one  could 
BOt  htlp  but  respond  to  it.  His  pa.s."»ing  waa  a  very  definite  loss  to 
hfal  community  where  he  had  the  genumc  love  of  tveryone.

spring  meeting   1941). 

If  it  be  the  will  of  the  Presbytery  that  this  matter  b*  pursuifd 
further,    our   commission    would    suggest   the    appomtment    by    the 
Presbytery  of  a  commission  to  conduct  judicial  process  against  Mr 
Clontx   and    reach    a    conclusion    in    arcordanct    with    the    Book    of 
ChttTch  Order. 

The  report  was  approved  and  accepted  for  record. 

The  following  resolution  was  also  adopted: 

In  receiving  and  recording  the  report  of  the  commission  on  The 
Minister  and  His  Work  relative  to  the  request  of  Rev  R.  C.  Clontt 
for  permission  to  labor  outside  our  bounds,  the  Presbytery  would 
instruct  the  commission  to  continue  its  consideration  of  this  re<^uc*t, 
and,  in  the  event  th«  request  be  denied,  to  make  definite  recommen- 
dations to  the  Presbytery.

(The  aec<mnts  have  been 
approved  by  Auditing  committet) . 
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Rev.  Jas.  R.  Phipps,  chairman,  permanent  committee  on 
Orphans'  Home,  made  report,  which  included  the  follow- 
ing recommendation:  That  every  pastor  of  Wilmington 
Presbytery,  and  an  elder  from  each  church,  make  every 
effort  possible  to  attend  the  1941  meeting  of  Synod  at 
Barium  Springs.

Rev.  M.  C.  Macqueen,  chairman,  who  made  report  for 
the  Children's  Division. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Miller,  chairman,  who  madp  report  for  the 
Leadership  Training  Division. 

The  report  a.n  a  whole  was  received  as  information. 

Rev.  B.  L.  Rose  made  statement  that  the  congregation 
of  the  Beulaville  church  had  concurred  with  him  in  his  re- 
quest that  the  pa.storal  relation  between  them  be  dis- 
solved. l*reRbytery  took  action  accordingly,  dissolving  the 
relation. 

Information  was  presented  to  the  Presbytery  that  a 
call  had  l>een  made  by  the  Beulaville  church  for  the  pas- 
toral services  of  Rev.  J.  G.  Morrison.  The  call  did  not  ap- 
pear in  Presbytery ;  but,  upon  consideration,  the  follow- 
ing commi.Hsion  wa.s  named  for  the  purjxMe  of  examining 
the  call,  and,  if  found  in  order,  to  take  steps  for  the  in- 
stallation of  Mr.  Morrison:  Rev.s.

Gilmour.  chairman,  made  rejKirt  for  the  special  committee 
on   the   financial    program    of   the    Assembly's   Training 

school.     The  reixirt  was  received  as  information. 

Rev.  J.  T.  Echols,  chairman,  made  report  for  the  perma- 
nent cwnmittee  on  Foreign  Mis.Hions.  and  pre.scnted  Rev. 
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S.  C.  Farnor,  our  miBsionary  to  China,  who  made  an  in- 
formative address  as  to  the  mission  situation  in  China  to- 
day.    The  report  of  the  committee  was  approved. 

After  announcements  and  a  prayer  by  Rev.  B.  L.  Rose, 
Presbytery  took  recess  until  the  evening  session.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  HOME  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE. 

April  16.  194L 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  another  year  we  would  first  of  all  render 
thank*  unto  our  heavenly  Father  for  Hi!«  biessing  upon  our  labor*. 
We  are  irrateful  to  be  able  to  report  that  all  financial  obUnUoiui 
b«v«  b««n  met  and  we  have  a  »n»U  balance  to  carry  into  the  new 
year.  Through  moat  of  the  year  all  of  our  fields  were  suppliwl  with 
pastoral  tvrnem  though  we  have  at  present  two  vacant  fields  and 
the  prospect  of  two  or  three  more.  Two  of  our  pa»tors  expect  to  be 
called  into  Army  service  in  the  very  near  future,  thereby  creating 
vacancies. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  last  church  y«ar  the  church  at  Southport 
asked  for  the  full  lime  services  of  their  pastor.  More  rwently, 
doe  to  adverse  economic  conditions  and  other  dlecouragementa,  the 
Msior,  Rev  J  R  Pottj*.  left  the  field  and  is  temporarily  sopplyinff 
Wtllard,  Rockflsh  and  the  Community  church  at  Penderlea.  The 
BUdenboro  church  Is  ready  to  call  a  i»«tor  in  conjunction  with  the 
church  at  FairrDont  but.  as  yet,  hsve  been  unable  to  find  the  right 
man. 

Possibly  the  outstanding  development  of  the  year  wa.w  the  eHtal>- 
lishtnetit  of  Camp  Davis  within  the  bounds  of  this  Presbytery.  The 
comiaff  ot  'iMh  Urfe  numbon  of  soldiers  and  officers  and  their 
families  into  oar  midst  pimcm  a  very  definite  responsibility  upon 
our  churchM  to  minister  to  them.  Thin  will  mean  the  streng^en- 
ii^  9i  Um  chordae  adjacent  to  the  camp  and  possibly  to  place 
erne  w  two  mm  mm  in  the  field.  Some  of  thin  will  be  done  in  cob- 
imtikm  with  the  Sjrsod  hat  it  win  atoo  call  for  the  regrouping  of 
■MM  Mds  and  a^^timuU  percmnel.  Your  committee  haa  been 
■twfaring  the  situation  ▼«?  carefully  and  formolating  plans  as  the 
weds  raifold.  Our  tapotntendent  has  been  especially  active  in 
this  work  and  has  devoted  a  large  part  of  his  time  Ui  it 
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An  encouraging  feature  of  the  work  this  year  has  been  the  build- 
ing of  two  additional  chapels  and  the  establiahment  pf  other  out- 
poat  Sunday  Schools.  We  feel  that  the  importance  of  such  work 
fan  hardly  be  over-^mphaaiied.  We  are  living  in  tragic  days  when 
great  issues  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  mankind  are  at  stake. 
All  kinds  of  theories  are  being  »et  forth  a«  Bubstitutea  for  the  Gospel 
in  solving  the  problems  of  human  relationships,  yet  we  know  that 
only  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  adequate  to  hun»n  needs.  It  is 
increasingly  evident  that  underlying  the  social,  economic  and  polit 
ical  upheavals  of  our  day  is  the  sad  lack  of  faith  in  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ.  That  is  but  another  way  of  saying  that  the  sUbihty 
and  preservation  of  our  own  commonwealth  depends  upon  our  under- 
rirding  our  national  life  with  a  stronger  and  deeper  faith  in  the 
living  God  and  in  His  divine  plan  for  redeeming  men  from  the 
bondage  of  sin.  The  times  in  which  we  live  bring  a  clarion  call  to 
aggressive  evangelism.  Every  possible  effort  must  be  put  forth 
tfl  reach  every  community  and  every  individual  with  the  message 
of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  When  men  get  right  with  God,  the 
problems  of  human  relationships  will  find  a  solution  Your  commit^ 
tee  would  urge  all  pastors  to  look  about  their  fields  for  communi- 
ties not  adequately  served  with  the  Gospel  and  that  are  suitable  for 
outpost  Sunday  Schools  or  preaching  points. 

For  the  past  vear  we  have  paid  t«  the  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund 
1%%  of  the  amount  paid  by  the  committee  on  the  salary  of  each 
Home  Mission  worker.  We  expect  to  continue  to  do  this  and  Htrons^ly 
urge  everv  church  in  the  Presbytery  to  pay  its  part  toward  provid- 
ing an  old  age  pension  for  our  ministers,  especially  the  home  mis- 
sion workers

Comparing  this  with  the  previous  year  shows  that  w  fav* 
$3  052  less.  Benevolent  gifts  declined  $1,804,  and  building  expense 
was  $3,852  less  than  the  previous  year.  However,  gifts  to  local 
church  work  increased  $2,604  and  miacellaneooa  contnbutloM 
ahowtd  an  increase  of  $461. 

THE  EVERY   MEMBER  CANVASS 

According  to  the  report  of  the  General  Assembly's  commitlte 
on  Stewardship  and  Finance,  our  Every  Member  Canvass  WM 
not  as  effective  as  the  previous  year.  In  1940,  the  canvats  was 
made  in  churches  that  reached  90.31%  of  the  membership  of 
Presbytery  while  this  year  it  only  reached  88.17%.  The  percent- 
age for  the  General  Assembly  as  a  whote  was  86.49%  and  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  91.04%.  We  were  above  the  average  of 
General  Assembly,  but  fell  below  the  average  of  our  SynrHl  In 
ehediing  over  the  reports  of  the  churches  we  find  that  many 
churches  failed  to  report  the  figures  on  the  Every  Memb«rC«BTM« 
and  others  were  very  indefinite  about  the  report.  We  urps 
that  ministers  and  sessions  of  the  church«i  cmrefully  «>"■»« 
and  complete  the  part  of  the  SUtistical  Report  which  deals  wttH 
the  Every  Member  Canvass.

Auditing  committee,  made  report  as  to  the  correctness  of 
the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  of  the  contingent  fund.  The 
same  was  approved. 

4  00  p  m  Rev  J.  H.  Whitmore,  D.  D.,  chairman,  pre- 
sented the  following  report  for  the  permanent  committee 
on  Religious  Education,  which  was  ad(^>ted: 
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Your  committee  presents  herewith  its  sixth  annual  report.  It 
does  so  rejoicing  in  the  manifest  blessing*  of  God  on  the  efforts 
that  have  been  put  forth.  While  there  has  been  no  development 
of  a  startling  nature  we  do  believe  that  the  work  haa  movcKi  for- 
ward  in  a  satisfactory  manner  and  is  in  a  healthy  condition. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held  at  the  Church 
of  th«  Covenant  February  14th.  with  sixteen  members  present. 
The  committee  was  in  session  for  several  hours  discussing  the 
work  in  its  various  phases  and  making  definite  plans  for  the 
months  ahead.  In  addition  a  numtser  of  other  meetings  have  been 
held  as  the  needs  of  the  work  demanded. 

Two  interesting  and  helpful  conferences  have  been  held:  The 
one  was  the  meeting  of  members  of  all  committees  of  R.  E. 
of  the  Synod  in  Durham  in  October  of  last  year,  with  approxi- 
mately seventy  five  present.  This  Presbyter>'  was  represented 
by  a  large  delegation.  The  other  was  the  conference  for  pastJirs, 
superintendents  and  other  workers  of  the  Presbytery  held  at  the 
Wallace  church  in  April  with  about  126  present.  The  pnigram 
was  arranged  and  put  on  by  the  Synod's  committee  and  proved 
moat  interesting  and  helpful. 

May  we  turn  now  from  thoe  matters  of  general  interert  to 
what  haa  been  accomplished  in  the  various  divisions. 

CHILDREN'S  DIVISION:— This  division  haa  had  a  most 
successful  year's  work.  The  Rev.  M.  C.  Macqueen,  the  chairman. 
presents  the  following  report.  43  D.  V.  B.  schools  were  held  with 
an  enrollment  of  2618  pupils  and  340  workers,  or  a  toUl  of  2968. 
While  the  number  of  schools  is  slightly  smaller  than  that  re- 
ported last  year  due  to  fact  that  so  many  of  our  churches  hava 
been  without  pastors,  the  total  enrollment  was  larger.  Four 
workers  were  furnished:  one,  Miss  Susan  Evans,  a  paid  worker 
for  8  weeks,  and  three  volunteer  workers  trained  at  the  InBtitute 
held  at  Peace  College  gave  four  weeks  each  in  service.  Two 
churches,  GravM  Memorial  and  Church  of  the  Covenant,  conducted 
week  day  expanded  sessions. 

YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  DIVISION:— The  work  in  this  division 
has  also  been  most  encouraging;  it  is  better  organized  and  moving 
along  more  smoothly  than  ever.

130  present;  Beth  Car  with  IW  present  or  a  total  of  422.  85 
delegatai  attended  the  David«>n  Conference.  The  Young  People's 
Conference  at  Ptmce  was  one  of  tl»  b«t  yet  held;  there  were  pr»ent 
108  delegates  and  a  sUff  of  23.

Within  Wilmington  Presbytery  there  has  been  fallinif  off  in  the 
number  of  additions  to  the  church  on  Profession  of  Faith,  which 
may  indicate  a  slackening  of  the  Evangelistic  effort.  The  Defense 
Program  activitiM  within  the  Presbytery  have  had  a  tendency  to 
distract  the  minds  of  the  people  from  spiritual  to  temporal  things, 
b.)th  in  connection  with  the  activities  at  the  training  camps  and  in 
the  stimulus  of  new  business  activitH-s.  There  are  forces  that  work 
against  the  spirituality  of  the  church  and  consequently  cause  lafk  of 
interest  in  the  great  work  of  saving  souls.  On  the  other  hand  the 
defense  activities,  by  bringing  thousands  of  young  men  into  our 
mid^t  either  »&  wldiers  or  sailors  in  the  training  camps  or  as 
workers  in  the  newly  establishwi  industries,  and  by  bringing  in  a 
large  number  of  families  for  cither  permanent  or  temporary  resi- 
dence, have  greatly  enlarged  our  evangelistic  opportunities,  l- ur- 
thermore,  the  Defense  Program  itself  is  a  challenge  to  the  church 
to  deepen  its  spirituality  and  to  stress  the  call  of  surrender  to 
Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord.  The  presbytery  should  call  upon  all  of 
iU  churche*  to  face  the  situation  and  to  stand  firm  against  the 
d«noraliiing  influences  and  to  move  forward  to  the  attack  for  a 
spirit  of  militant  evangelism.

lowing report,  which  was  adopted  : 

That  we  are  a  long  way  from  the  Sabbath  of  our  fathers  is 
evident  to  the  most  auperficial  observer.  There  waa  a  joyfulneas 
about  their  Sabbatha  that  Iwlongeti  to  no  other  day  in  the  week. 
On  Sundays  they  wore  their  best  clothes  and  enjoyed  their  best 
dmnerB.  On  that  day  the  sun  seemed  to  shme  a  hit  brighter  and 
the  birds  to  sing  a  bit  sweeter.  On  that  day  the  church  bells 
H8  they  called  the  people  to  wonihip  had  in  their  deep  tone  a 
note  of  healing  as  of  celestial  music. 

Today  all  this  is  changed.  F'or  this  once  reatful  day  is  now  set 
aiide  for  our  most  hectic  and  exciting  pleasures.  It  ii  a  day  of  open 
theatres  and  nhopa  and  ball  parka  and  swimming  pools.  It  i.«i  a 
day  of  commercial  amu-sement.  It  is  a  day  when  vast  numbers  of 
our  fellows  must  not  only  work,  but  work  under  extra  pressur*. 
It  is  a  day  when  our  roads  are  congested  with  cara,  when  accidents 
are  most  numerous.  The  Sabbath  la  God's  gift  to  man.  Now,  it  is 
possible  to  refuse  this  gift  of  the  Sabbath,  and  thereby  allow  all  its 
values  to  be  lost.  The  fact  that  God  has  given  us  this  Sabbath 
doffs  not  mean  that  we  have  to  accept  it.  For  multitudes  of  us 
txKlay,  both  within  the  church  and  without,  the  Sabbath  lit  largely 
a   lost  gift. 

Now,  a.«  HI  the  language  of  the  street,  "How  have  we  got  that 
i«y?"  Thi.«  change  has  not  come  about  hecau»e  of  any  deeper 
appreciation  on  our  part  of  the  values  that  are  spiritual.  It  is 
certainly  not  the  result  of  a  revival  of  vital  religion  No  more  is 
it  tha  rraiult  of  a  fuller  investigation  of  the  Scripture.*.  It  is  not 
'Cbm  rentlt  of  a  deeper  exploring  of  the  mind  of  Christ.  In  truth  this 
change  has  not  come  alxjut  under  the  leadership  of  the  Church  at 
all.  The  Church  has  rather  t>een  caught  by  the  »trong  currents 
of  the  world,  till  churched  and  unchurched  nave  largely  loat  thb 
oiwe  Iwly  day  out  of  their  life.  We  have  not  »o  much  thooi^t  OUT 
way  to  thia  change  aa  we  have  drifted  into  it  under  the  spell  of 
the  wotahip  of  the  twin  goda  of  pl«uiure  and  gold. 

Do  you  not  think,  therefore,  that  it  would  be  vaatly  wise  for  us 
who  call  ooraelves  Christiana  to  stop  taking  our  cue  froro  the 
world  and  to  aeek  the  mind  of  Christ  on  this  important  matter? 

Your  committee  recommends  that  our  miniaten  preach  fra- 
qti«Btly  on  the  subject  of  Sabbath  and  Family  Religrion  and  that 
OM  dMtn  in  their  visiting  talk  about  it. 

Rev.  J.  T.  Echols,  chairman  of  the  permanent  com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Missions,  made  an  informing  report, 
which  waa  approved  and  the  following  recommendationa 
adopts:

that  an*  oadar  way  in  Africa,  Brasil  and  Mexico. 
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2.  That  the  attention  of  all  congrregations  be  called  to  the  Foreign 
Mission  Conference  at  Montreal,  Auguat  13-X9,  and,  particularly, 
that  lajnnen  be  urged  to  attend  the  laymen's  Missionary  Conven- 
tion, August  14-16. 

3.  That  the  Presbytery  affirm  anew  its  unwaverinor  faith  in  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  as  the  onf  hope  of  the  world,  and  that  it 
strive  through  work  and  prayer  to  foster  a  more  vital  mismonarv 
conviction  and  participation  among  all  the  churches  of  Presbytery 
during  the  year  ahead.

Report  of  the  permanent  committee  was  pre.sent«l  by 
the  chairman  as  follows: 

In  reviewing  the  worlc  of  another  year  we  find  much  to  be  thank- 
ful  for  though  we  have  yet  many  unsolved  problem.^  and  face  a 
numb€r  of  challenging  tasks.  the  militarv  camp.R  within  our 
boumls  and  the  war  mduBtries  have  created  new  communities  with 
uirge  numbers  of  people  m  need  of  religious  privileges  and  train- 
mg.  Most  praising  just  now  are  the  communities  around  the 
Marine  0«w  at  J^ksonvillc.  the  airi^lsne  ba.se  at  Cherry  Point 
S^  ir*Q"viP  ^S""-  **  Wilmmgt^.n.  In  cooperation  with  the 
synod  B  Soldier  Service  committee  we  are  doing  what  we  can  to 
rT|eet  these  lM«i«.  In  cooperation  with  Sj-nod's  committee  we  have 
placed  Rev.  Carl  B^raig  at  Jacksonville  to  «ervt>  both  the  rhurrh 
snd  tlje  marines.  The  Sytiodical  Auxiliary  ha.t  provided  $8,0(M)  fW 
for  enlarfiring  and  improving  the  church  plant  at  Jacksonville  This 
will  be  of  great  value  to  the  work  there,  and  we  will  complete  this, 
construction  at  the  earhest  possible  date  Steps  have  al«,  been^ 
i?  cL^V  K„"0- "  ^»"»«  f°Lthis  field.

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During  the  year  three  of  our  ministers  have  entered  the  army  as 
chaplains.  Their  fields  have  not  yet  been  supplied.  Rev.  Ben  L 
Rose  resigned  his  pastorate  at  Chinquapin  and  Bethel  churches 
We  had  two  students  there  through  the  summer  and  the  pulpits 
have  been  supplied  through  the  winter  by  seminary  students.  This 
h  an  important  field  and  needs  the  full  time  of  an  able  minister. 
Efforts  have  been  made  to  secure  a  pastor  but  without  success 
thus  far. 

Rev.  R.  H.  Poole  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  from  the  church 
at  Elizabethtown,  and  Rev.  J.  G.  Morrison  was  granted  a  year's 
leave  of  absence  from  the  Kenansville.  Hallsville  and  Beulaville 
churches.  Rev.  W.  M.  Wicker  serving  these  churches  as  stated 
supply  has  recently  been  called  into  the  army.  Rev.  J.  W  Withrtm 
resigned  his  pastorate  at  Woodbum  to  accept  work  in  Granville 
Presbj-tery,  thereby  creating  another  vacancy.  Southport  and  hew 
Hope  have  been  vacant  for  the  past  year  except  for  student  supply 
during  the  summer.  Plans  are  under  way  to  supply  these  pulpits 
with  regular  pastors. 

The  First  church  at  Whiteville  called  the  Rev.  J.  R.  Kennedy  for 
hi*  full  time  and  we  have  secured  Rev.  B.  F.  Ormand,  Jr,,  to  serve 
the  churches  at  Chadbourn  and  Bladenboro,  Rev  J.  Robt.  Phipps. 
having  been  relieved  of  his  work  in  Onslow  county,  will  devote  his 
full  time  to  Pollocks%'ille,  Croatan  and  Cherry  Point,  It  is  hoped 
that  a  new  field  will  develop  an>und  Havelock.  The  churches  at 
Morehead  City  and  Croatan  will  also  be  affected  by  the  Cherry 
Point  development.  The  chapel  at  Haws  Run,  in  Onslow  county. 
has  been  completed  and  is  in  use.  Rev.  Charles  W.  Worth  has  been 
serving  the  Lake  Waccamaw  group  as  stated  supply  for  the  past 
six  months  and  is  doing  splendid  work.  A  new  flcwr  and  other 
Improvements  have  been  made  at  the  W^hite  Plains  church.  The 
committee  has  also  approprftlited  $600  toward  a  manse  in  the 
•out^m  part  of  Brunswick  county,  with  a  view  to  securing  a  man 
to  serve  the  Southport  and  New  Hope  churches  and  also  do  some 
pioneer  work  in  that  part  of  the  county. 

Financially  the  committee  has  had  a  good  year.  Due  to  the  ta^ 
that  several  of  our  fields  were  vacant  and  did  not  use  tMlr 
full  apprtiipriation.  we  closed  the  year  with  a  autetantial  balanca. 
However,  with  all  of  our  fields  supplied,  the  resources  of  thg 
comtmttee  will  be  taxed  to  the  limit.  Already  we  have  two  mm 
men  and  hope  soon  to  have  two  more.  We  could  wLsely  use  much 
larger  sums  in  our  Home  Mission  work  if  they  were  only  available. 
Feeling  that  our  salaries  were  much  too  low,  especially  in  the  face 
of  higher  cost.«!  of  living,  your  committee  is  striving  this  year  to 
bring  our  salaries  to  a  minimum  of  $1,920.  This  can  be  done  only 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  churches,  and  it  is  quite  poaaible  that 
one  or  two  will  fall  short  of  that  amount. 

During  the  year  the  bequest  of  $6,000.00  under  the  will  of  ^ 
late  J.  E.  Kelfy  waa  received,  less  the  sum  of  $5a3.S3  attormjrti 
fees  in  settling  the  estate.  This  was  placed  in  the  building  f^d

Rev.  C.  W.  Worth,  chairman  of  the  standing  committee 
on  the  Narrative,  submitted  the  following  report,  which 
was  adopted: 

In  looking  over  the  Narrative  reporta  from  the  churche*  for 
the  past  year,  we  are  struck  with  the  trend  in  church  attendance, 
which  is  doubtless  more  or  leas  general   throughout  the  country. 

In  the  smaller  country  churches,  the  attendance  on  the  preaching 
services  averages  one  half  or  more  of  the  resident  memherahip; 
while  only  a  very  few  of  the  larger  churches  report  any  such 
proportion,  evwi  on  their  best  attended  services, 

A  total  of  about  460  family  altars  are  reported  for  the  entire 
Presbytery.  This  number  may  appear  quite  impressive,  but  ther*- 
must  be  at  least  two  thousand  families  represented  in  the  total 
membi'rship  of  the  Presbytcrj*.  This  means  that  a  little  more 
than  one  family  in  five  han  any  regular  worship  with  tiie  family 
•8  the  unit.  Thi.s  seenw  to  us  to  be  a  very  gerioos  matter,  and  urie 
which  should  challenge  our  attention  and  very  definite  effort. 

During  the  pa.st  year  thirteen  churches  reported  no  additiomi  on 
profession  of  faith.  This  is  a  marked  decrease  from  the  previous 
year,  and  gives  us  cause  for  genuine  gratitude  to  God. 

The  teaching  of  the  catechisms  in  the  Sunday  School  and  hom^ 
seems  to  be  steadily  on  the  decrease.  Whether  this  is  the  result 
of  carelessness  or  of  the  changing  emphases  of  pedagogy  we 
cannot  say. 

The  world,  the  flesh  and  the  drdl  are  still  with  us,  but  we  are 

not  discouraged,  and  there   is  much  to  give  hope  and  enthusiasm.
